Sir  E.  Nicholas  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

My  moft  honoured  Lord, 

BY  your  Excellency's  of  the  1 1 th  prefent,  I A.D. 1 65 1 
perceive  my  Lord  Inchiquin  gave  you  notice  ^N/"W 
of  his  intention  to  have  gone  for  Scotland ; 
and  I  prefume  he  hath  fince  acquainted  you  with 
the  reafon  of  his  not  proceeding  in  that  journey, 
which  yet  I  perceive  he  hath  not  quite  laid  afide. 
The  things  here  called  Embafladors  from  England 
infift  on  very  high  things  in  their  Treaty  ;  to 
have  a  League  Offenfive  and  Defensive :  among 
which  one  particular  is,  that  neither  State  fhall  per- 
mit any  fugitive,  or  other  perfon  in  rebellion  againft 
either  State,  to  inhabit  or  abide  within  any  of  their 
dominions ;  but  that  they  fhall  be  warned  to  leave 
the  refpective  countries  within  28  days  after  procla- 
mation to  be  made,  or  elfe  be  rmprifoned  and  have 
all  their  goods  and  eftates  confifcated.  Thefe  States 
decline  as  yet  to  agree,  but  very  many  (efpecially 
thofe  of  Holland,  and  more  particularly  the  Amfter- 
Vol.  II,  B  darners) 
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J.D.\6$\ darners)  incline  to  conclude  fuch  a  league  with  the 
\*~Y>~/  rebels  of  England ;  only  they  defer  it,  till  they  fee  the 
fuccefs  of  his  Majefty's  arms  in  Scotland.  But  thofe 
of '  Amfterdam  (I  hear)  prefs  to  have  the  league  ex- 
pedited, and  offer  prefently  upon  conclufion  of  the 
treaty  to  kt  forth  20  men  of  war,  the  leafl:  of 
which  fhall  carry  30  pieces  of  ordnance,  and  fo 
many  more  within  a  month  after ;  fo  20  more  for 
four  or  five  months  together  fucceflively,  which 
fhall  join  with  the  Englifh  rebels  fhips  to  free  trade, 
and  to  fupprefs  any  that  fhall  oppofe  thofe  in  Eng- 
land. Thefe  States  |iave  lately  here  caufed  a  fum- 
mons  publickly  to  be  made  by  ringing  of  a  bell  (as 
the  manner  is)  requiring  Prince  Edward  (who  they 
know  went  hence  for  Germany  above  three  months 
fince)  to  appear  in  the  State-houfe  by  a  day  pre- 
fixed, to  anfwer  the  affront  he  did  to  St.  John  and 
his  Collegue  (which  is  faid  to  be  only,  as  they  pafT- 
ed  by  him,  to  have  faid  they  were  a  pack  of  rogues 
and  rebels ;)  and  if  upon  fuch  fummons,  made 
three  feveral  days,  his  Highnefs  fhall  not  appear, 
or  appoint  fome  to  appear  for  him,  he  is  to  be 
banifhed  thefe  countries,  and  all  his  eftate  and 
goods  here  to  be  confifcated. 

The  Queen,  by  her  letters  fent  the  Duke  of  York 
about  a  fortnight  fince,  wifhed  him  to  be  ready  to 
come  away  fhortly,  and  intimated  as  if  fhe  intend- 
ed to  fend  for  him  very  fpeedily  :  but  I  eafily  be- 
lieve her  Majefty  intends  it  not  fuddenly.  But  thefe 
States,  ieing  now  fo  likely  to  agree  in  fuch  a  league 
with  thofe  in  England^  and  affairs  in  Scotland  being 
now  fo  very  near  a  great  crifis,  it  is  conceived  it 
cannot  be  convenient  or  fafe  for  the  Duke  of  York 
to  continue  longer  in  thefe  countries  ;  and  therefore 
the  Princefs  Royal  hath  refolved  to  fend  Mr.  H. 
Seymour  exprefsly  to  the  Queen,  to  defire  her  to 

haften  the  Duke  of  York's  return  for  France.

I  hear 
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I  hear  Lord  Taaffe  and  fome  others  are  perfuad-^P-16;* 
ed,  that  the  Duke  of  Lorrain  will  not  be  uneafily  ^"V^ 
induced  to  lend  the  Duke  of  Tork  fome  money  to 
fupply  his  occafions  :  but  I  much  doubt  it,  and  be- 
lieve, that  if  the  Duke  of  Tork  endeavour  it,  he 
may  perad venture  fo  injealoufe  the  French,  as  they 
may  fall  from  what  they  have  offered-  to  do  for 
him.  I  hear  from  France,  that  the  Queen  Regent 
and  Queen  of  England  have  lent  to  Prince  Rupert 
to  leave  his  fleet  under  the  command  of  Prince 
Maurice,  and  himfelf  to  come  to  Paris,  where  he 
fhall  have  an  employment  of  importance  :  but  fome 
are  of  opinion,  that  he  will  not  quit  his  fleet  upon 
fuch  uncertainties.  There  is  a  perfon  of  honour 
and  good  abilities,  that  having  not  long  fince  dif- 
courfed  with  the  Duke  of  Lorrain  about  the  bufinefe 
in  agitation  between  that  Duke  and  Lord  Taaffe, 
faith,  that  he  finds  no  grounds  to  believe  any  real 
intentions  on  that  Duke's  part.  I  could  wifh  you 
would  be  pleafed  to  perfuade  the  Queen  to  haften 
the  fending  for  the  Duke  of  Tork,  or  that  if  it  fhall 
be  longer  deferred,  that  your  Excellency  would  ad* 
vife  what  he  were  bed  to  do  ;  for  this  is  no  place 
fit  for  him,  and  will  be  much  more  inconvenient 
and  dangerous,  if  the  King  fhall  be  unprofperous  in 
Scotland.  Duke  Hamilton  by  his  creatures  here  la- 
bours to  make  an  entire  friendfhip  with  Prince  Ru- 
pert (whom  he  hates  above  all  men ;)  and  I  am 
told  Prince  Rupert  hath  expreffed  a  great  deflre  to 
embrace  that  Duke's  friendfhip. 

We  hear  by  feveral  letters  from  England,  that 
fhortly  after  Titus's  papers  were  brought  to  the 
council  of  ftate,  divers  Prefbyterians  as  well  as  Ca- 
valiers in  the  Weft  were  imprifoned,  and  fifteen 
Prefbyterian  Minifters ;  which  is  faid  to  be  done 
upon  a  lift  of  names  which  Mr.  Secretary  Hollts 
gave  to  Titus.  The  fame  letters  affirm,  that  fome 
of  the  King's  forces  have  burnt  many  of  Cromwell's 
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dD.  1 6$  1  reeks  of  hay-,  and  that  the  rebels,  after  they  had 
*^""WJ  taken  two  ides  at  Stilly,  aflaulted  the  chief  ifle  and 
caftle  called  St.  Mary's,  but  were  repulfed  with 
very  great  lofs  ;  which  news  I  hope  will  be  con- 
firmed to  you  by  fome  other  hands  by  the  time  this 
comes  to  you. 

I  know  not  what  to  think  of  it,  that  in  all  this 
time  there  hath  not  come  any  letter  from  Mr.  Fan- 
Jhaw  :  but  furely  he  is  fo  diligent  a  perfon,  as  this 
long  filence  could  not  be  but  upon  fome  extraordi- 
nary occaflon.  I  befeech  your  Excellency  to  pardon 
my  tedious  and  hafty  lines,  and  to  preferve  in  your 
efteem,

"The  M.  of  Ormonde  to  Sir  E.  Nicholas. 

SIR, 

1FI  ND  by  yours  of  the  17th  of  this  month, 
newly  received,  that  it  v/ill  be  for  the  mofl:  part 
loft  pains  to  me,  and  to  you  a  fruitlefs  repetition  to 
write  any  thing  to  you  from  Paris,  whence  you  re- 
ceive as  conftant  and  almoft  as  quick  intelligence  as 
I.  Lord  Jermyn,  in  his  way  to  Jerfey,  vifited  my 
wife  and  me  here.  His  bufinefs  thither  is  avowedly 
to  make  money,  as  he  fays,  of  fomething  belong- 
ing to  himfelf ;  which  he  hopes  to  effecl,  and  be 
back  again  here  in  three  weeks  *,  then  foon  after  to 
be  gone  for  Scotland.  I  wonder  that  I  have  not 
heard  from  Lord  Inchiquin  himfelf  of  what  you  writ 
to  me  •,  wherein  I  am  concerned.  I  fear  he  hath 
found  out  fome,  at  leaft:  negligent  perfbns,  by 
whom  he  fends  his  letters  ;  for  all  his  have  ufually 
come  to  me  a  fortnight  later  than  any  others.  I  do 
not  find  that  the  Duke  of  Tork's  penfion  was  fo 

certainly 
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certainly  fettled  when  Lord  Jermyn  left  Paris,  ns^D.16^1 
that  the  Queen  had  fent  for  his  Highnefs  •,  fo  that^ 
for  all  the  French  flourifh,  it  is  poffible  the  intelli- 
gence you  received  from  Paris  may  prove  ground- 
ed upon  reafbn.    Some  have  wifhed,  that  his  Royal 
Highnefs  had  come  away  upon  the  firft  notice  that 
a  penfion  was  concluded  upon  for  him,  without 
any  farther  invitation  or  order :  but  perhaps  fuch 
are  not  acquainted  with  what  our  Queen  writ  to  his 
Highnefs,  or  with  his  condition.    Some  mips  come 
into  Rochelle  out  of  Kerry  and  other  weftern  parts  of 
Munfter  fay,  our  friends  there  are  in  a  good  con- 
dition, and  the  Englifh  rebels  in  great  diftrefs  for 
want  of  men  and  provisions,  and  by  the  continu- 
ance of  the  plague  amongft  them.    But  till  I  receive 
letters  thence  (which   I  have  not  fince  I  came)  I 
know  not  what  to  believe.    I  fent  you  the  laft  week 
what  I  heard  of  Scilly :  we  have  fince  heard  nothing 
thence.

SIR, 

IF  I  had  had  feafonable  notice  of  your  being  at 
Paris,  and  that  you  intended  to  flay  there  fo 
long  as  you  did,  I  mould  certainly  have  advanced 
the  journey  (I  think)  I  mall  fhortly  make  thither, 
to  have  had  the  content  I  promife  my  felf  in  your 
converfation,  having  received  fo  much  fatisfaclion 
and  obligation  in  your  letters  to  my  felf  and  others, 
to  whom  you  have  been  pleafed  to  make  mention 
of  me,  as  gives  me  great  impatience  perfonally  to 
know  and  make  my  acknowledgments  to  you.  Re- 
fides,  being  come  from  the  place  where  I  have  had 
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rji.D.  1 65 1  an  unfuccefsful  employment,  I  do  not  know  any 
'man  capable  (for  the  prefent)  of  requiring  and  re- 
ceiving the  account  I  am  able  to  give  of  my  felf,  to 
whom  I  mould  rather  wifh  to  give  it  than  to  you. 
For  though  your  great  judgment  in  finding  the  er- 
rors I  may  have  committed,  might  make  me  deflre 
a  lefs  difcerning  exquifitor,  yet  I  mould  fecure  my 
felf  in  your  juftice,  that  will  never  condemn  a  man 
purely  chofen  and  commanded  to  a  work,  for  want 
of  ability  to  accomplifh  it,  if  he  hath  faithfully  and 
induftrioufly  employed  all  the  faculties  God  gave 
him  towards  it :  and  that,  and  that  only,  is  the  der 
fence  I  mall  reft  upon ;  though  I  fhall  not  wave  the 
making  ufe  of  fome  (as  I  think)  unavoidable  accidents, 
that  may  in  part  juftify  even  the  probability  of  the 
counfels  I  followed,  beyond  any  other  that  were  or 
could  be  offered.  This  is  the  trouble  rather  than 
entertainment  I  had  given  you  in  relation  to  what 
is  paft.  You  had  not  fcaped  fome  impertinencies 
from  rne  upon  what  is  in  prefent  action  and  future 
expectation  ;  from  which  though  you  are  for  the 
prefent  delivered,  yet  you  are  like  to  be  purfue4 
with  as  many  importunities  of  this  nature,  as  I  can 
light  upon  any  reafonable  pretences  of  giving  them, 
who  am,

My  Lord, 

LORD  Taaffe  in  his  negotiation  with  the  Duke 
of  Lorrain,  finds,  that  one  of  the  greater):  dif- 
ficulties apprehended  is  the  want  of  a  fea-port,  from 
whence  to  embark  the  troops  he  propofes  to  fend  > 
the  King  of  Spain,  by  reafon  of  his  league  with  the 
Englifh  rebels,  refufing  it,  and  there  being  little 
expectation  that  the  Hollanders  will  admit  it  out  of 
any  place  under  their  obedience,  his  Lordfhip  there- 
fore defires  me  to  propofe  it  to  the  French,  who 
are  not  in  league  with  the  rebels,  and  v/ho  have 
ports  more  convenient  for  that  purpofe  than  any  in 
the  Low-countries,  When  he  flrfl  moved  it  to  me, 
I  held  it  very  unlikely,  that  in  the  unfettled  condi- 
tion of  affairs  here,  permiffion  would  be  given  to 
ftranger  and  enemy- troops  to  march  through  the 
country  upon  any  pretence.  I  am  in  the  fame  dif- 
fidence ftill  ;  but  becaufe  he  repeats  the  matter  to 
me  by  a  letter  this  day  received,  with  an  offer  that 
the  troops  fhall  march  unarmed,  in  fuch  number 
and  in  fuch  manner  as  fhall  be  prefcribed  ;  I  con- 
ceive it  proper  for  me  by  your  Lordfhip  to  propofe 
it  to  the  Queen,  that  I  be  not  chargeable  with  any 
failure  on  my  part  towards  the  procuring  of  that 
affiftance  to  my  friends  and  diverfion  to  the  rebels ; 
which  if  it  could  be  readily  obtained,  I  fhould  con- 
ceive well  worth  any  remoter  hazard  that  might  be 
fufpected  from  giving  foreigners  footing  in  Ireland. 
What  her  Majefty  fhall  think  fit  to  do,  or  not  to 
do  in  this,  be  pleafed  to  let  my  Lord  Taaffe  know,

Madam, 

MY  belief  that  your  wifdom  and  goodnefs  could 
not  admit  the  leaft  feparation  of  yours  from 
the  intereft  of  the  crown  of  England,  gave  me  the 
firft  refolution  of  ferving  it  with  all  the  obedience 
and  refpect  due  from  me  to  your  Majefty's  condi- 
tion. But  when  I  had  obtained  the  honour  to  be 
more  particularly  known  to  you,  and  at  a  nearer 
diftance  to  obferve  your  compofure  in  your  fuffer- 
ings,  your  induftry  in  what  concerned  the  caufe 
wherein  you  fuffered,  and  to  receive  many  favours 
from  you,  I  refolved  to  act  the  part  afligned  to  me 
with  a  refigned  reverence  to  your  perfon  and  com- 
mands, and  with  an  humble  and  grateful  affection 
for  the  efteem  your  Majefty  gave  me  leave  to  be- 
lieve you  had  for  me. 

This  refolution  I  have  purfued  fo  attentively, 
that  I  did  not  believe  it  would  ever  be  neceflary  for 
me  this  way  to  vindicate  my  felf,  or  any  action  of 
mine,  from  the  poflibility  of  a  contrary  construction. 
But  by  what  I  have  lately  understood  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  Lord  Taaffe  and  Lord  Inchiquin  in  a 
bufinefs  (in  which  your  Majefty  had  title  to  a  more 
early  and  eflential  part  than  it  feems  hath  been 
given  you)  I  find  that,  how  careful  foever  I  have 
been  and  mall  ever  be,  yet  I  may  happen  to  be- 
come liable  to  a  fufpicion  of  what  I  am  moft  in- 
duftrious  to  avoid,  by  the  inadvertence  of  others, 
and  be  forced  for  my  own  j  unification  to  difcover 
more  of  their  precipitation,  than  otherwife  I  mould 
wifh  to  do,  I  mall,  as  briefly  as  I  can,  acquaint 
your  Majefty  with  all  I  had  to  do  in  that  bufinefs. 

Lord  taaffe,  in  a  letter  of  his  to  me  of  laft  Febr. 
24.  told  me,  that  after  he  had  prevailed  with  the 

4  Duke 
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Duke  of  Lorrain  to  fend  fome  fupplies  into  Ireland,  "f^'^J^ 
and  an  agent  to  treat  upon  the  conditions  of  fend- 
ing more,  he  thought  fit  to  try  whether  that  Duke 
had  any  inclinations  to  marry  his  Daughter  to  the 
Duke  of  York  ;  that  he  found  he  liftened  to  it  very 
readily,  and  faid,  that  if  the  Duke  of  York  fought 
it,  and  the  King  confented  to  it,  and  to  the  necef- 
fary  conditions  for  his  Highnefs's  wife  and  pofterity, 
he  would  give  him  his  daughter,  and  as  much  mo- 
ney as  would  enable  him  to  recover  Ireland.     He 
further  told  me,  that  Lord  Inchiquin  undertook  to 
acquaint  the  Duke  of  York  with  this,  and  to  adver- 
tife  his  Lordfhip  what  his  inclinations  were.     From 
me  Lord  *Taaffe  only  defired,  that  I  would  conceal 
what  he  had  written  to  me,  and  that  I  would  give 
him  my  advice.     In  my  anfwer  to  him,   which  was 
on  March  13.  I  told  him  that  I  had  nothing  to  ad- 
vife  in  the  matter,  the  fitnefs  of  making  the  over- 
ture being  paft  confideration,  and  the  bufinefs  be- 
ing placed  where  it  could  not  want  thofe  delibera- 
tions requifite  in    a  matter   of  fuch  importance. 
Only  out  of  my  friendship  I  did  advife  him,  that 
if  any  thing  were  farther  done  in  it,  he  mould  lofe 
no  time  in  freely  acquainting  your  Majefty  with  his 
part  in  it,  and  with  the  motives  inducing  him  to  it ; 
which,  I  faid,  would  come  better  from  himfelf  than 
any  other  that  might  inform  your  Majefty  of  it. 
And  as  to  concealing  what  he  had  imparted  to  me, 
though  I  did  not  engage  my  felf  to  it,  becaufe  I 
would  be  at  liberty  if  he  followed  not  my  advice  in 
acquainting  your  Majefty  with  it,  to  follow  my  own 
purpofe  of  doing  it ;  yet  I  ventured  fo  far  upon  his 
judgment  as  not  to  anticipate  a  becoming  duty  on 
his  part,   by  fo  fpeedy  a  performance  of  mine  as 
might  look  like  an  officious  prejudice  to  him.     In 
this  filence  towards  your  Majefty  I  continued,    for 
that  Lord  Taaffe,  in  the  next  letter  I  received  from 
him  of  March  24.  told  me,  that  according  to  my 
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AD. 1 6$ i  advice  he  would  acquaint  your  Majefty  with  the 
bufinefs  by  the  next  poft :  which  I  fince  hear  he 
hath  not  only  done,  but  alfo  informed  you  that  he 
had  given  me  notice  of  it  long  before ;  implying, 
that  thereby  he  had  difcharged  himfeif  towards  your 
Majefty,  not  remembring  that  he  had  both  enjoin- 
ed me  fecrefy,  and  acknowledged  that  by  my  ad- 
vice he  was  determined  to  write  of  it  to  your  Ma- 
jefty- 

By  this  your  Majefty  may  be  pleafed  to  collect, 
that  my  defire  to  give  my  Lord  Faaffe  leifure  to 
redeem  his  miftake,  in  making  fuch  an  overture 
unknown  to  your  Majefty,  by  being  himfeif  the 
firft  informer  of  it,  is  all  I  have  to  afk  pardon  for 
in  this  particular.  And  that  I  may  not  be  put  to 
give  your  Majefty  the  trouble  of  more  apologies  in 
this  bufinefs,  give  me  leave  to  inform  you,  that  I 
underftand  by  late  letters  out  of  Holland^  that  Lord 
Inchiquin  had,  or  intended  to  write  to  his  Majefty 
to  fend  me  power  to  treat  about  this  match  :  which 
if  he  have  done,  it  is  fo  abfolutely  without  any  de- 
fire  of  mine,  that  it  is  clearly  without  my  know- 
ledge. This  your  Majefty  will  eafily  believe,  if 
you  pleafe  to  allow  me  fo  much  wit,  as  to  fee  how 
unqualified  with  language,  and  every  way  improper 
I  am  for  fuch  a  negotiation.  It  may  feem  no  fmall 
arrogance  in  me,  whilft  I  am  clearing  my  felf,  to 
offer  at  excufing  others :  yet  I  beg  your  Majefty's 
leave  to  fay,  that  1  am  moft  confident  that  however 
my  Lord  Taaffe  or  Lord  Inchiquin  may  have  failed 
in  outward  demonftrations,  their  purpofes  are  moft 
affectionate  and  cordial  to  the  King's  fervice,  and 
dutiful  to  your  Majefty  :  yet  I  had  rather  your  Ma- 
jefty fhould  impute  this  tedious  difagreeable  divert 
fion  to  them,  than  to

My  moft  honoured  Lord, 

THE  D.  of  York  hath  now  difpatched  Mr.  Sey-jDl£ -f 
^^r  to  the  Queen,  defiring  her  to  haften  his 
being  invited  into  France,  or  to  advife  what  he  fhall 
do,  and  whither  he  fhall  remove,  for  that  his  ren- 
ding longer  in  thefe  parts  will  be  both  difhonourable 
and  unfafe  for  him.     I  have  delivered  Mr.  Seymour 
a  copy  of  fbme  of  the  proportions  made  by  Mr.  St9 
John  and  his  Collegue  \  wherein  it  is  exprefly  infi- 
lled on,  that  if  thofe  in  England  fhall  at  any  time 
declare   any    perfon  an  enemy  to  that  pretended 
Commonwealth,  thefe  States  fhall  not  permit  any 
fuch  to  inhabit  thefe  countries,  but  after  15  days 
notice  fhall  confifcate  all  he  hath   and  imprifon  his 
perfon,  if  he  fhall  not  be   gone.     Thefe  demands 
may  perhaps  be  printed  in  the  French  Gazette,  for 
fo  I  have  defired,  that  all  the  world  may  fee  the 
infolency  and  wickednefs  of  the  rebels  in  England. 
The  D.  of  Tor k  hath   fpoken  to  Sir  E.  Nicholas  to 
attend  him  into  France  *,  but  unlefs  the  Queen  will 
encourage  him  fo  to  do,  Sir  E.  Nicholas  hath  defir- 
edtobe  excufed:    but  if  her  Majefty  fhall  fend  to 
him  to  come  with  the  D.  of  York,  he  knows  not 
how  to  decline  it,  though  he  is  well  afTured  that  fhe 
is  much  unfatisfled  with  him,  and  that  he  hath  little 
caufe  to  be  pleafed  with  the  language   fhe  hath  ufed 
of  him.     Lord  Inchiquin  is  now  here,  and    I  pre- 
fume  will  write  to  your  Excellency  by  this  poll:.

1 65 1  how  to  draw  the  reft  of  the  United  Provinces  to 
join  with  thofe  of  Holland  in  the  defired  league  with 
the  rebels  of  England-,  which  fome  of  the  Provinces 
violently  oppofe  ;  but  it's  believed  if  the  King  fhall 
not  be  prosperous  in  Scotland,  all  will  in  a  little  time 
confent  unto,  and  then  will  they  be  afTuredly  ren- 
dered greater  flaves  to  England  than  they  ever 
thought  themfelves  to  be  to  Spain. 

I  hear  from  Paris,  that  Lord  Jermyn  hath  fold 
all  his  furniture  and  goods  at  Paris,  and  his  crea- 
tures there  give  forth,  that   as   foon  as  he  returns 
from  Jerfey,  he  will  go  for  Scotland :  which  I  be- 
lieve to  be  an  artifice  ufed  to  gain  belief  in    thofe 
of  Jerfey,  (where  he  hath  taken  order  that  report 
mail  be  publifhed)  that  the  money  which  he  would 
raife  by  the  fale  of  the  King's  lands  there  is  to  be 
for  the  King.     There  are  no  letters  nor  any  Ex- 
prefs  from  Scotland.     We    have   no  reports  here 
from  thence,  but  what  mips  and  paffengers  bring, 
which  is  all  good,  but  fo  various  as  I  can  give  no  great 
credit  to  what  is  faid.     Some  lately  come  from  Eng- 
land exclaim  extremely  againft  the  treacherous  difco- 
veries  every  day  made  by  Mr.  Coke,  who  they  fay 
was  for  fome  years  ftill  a  fpy  on  the  King's  actions. 
By  his  peachment  the  Lord  Afiley  and  about  40 
Gentlemen  of  Kent  are  lately  imprifoned,  as  it's  here 
faid.     It's  believed  here,  that  the  rebels  mips  fent 
againft  Scilly  are  returned  back  for  England,  their 
forces  having    been  repulfed  from  St,  Mary  ifland 
there.     P.  Rupert  is  for  certain  put  to  fea  with  fix 
fail  of  good  fhips  bien  equippe.     We  here  conceive 
that  without  the  help  of  a  port  in  France,  the  D. 
of  Lorrain  will  not  be  able  to  fend  any  confiderable 
afliftance  for  Ireland,  and  I  doubt  this  Duke  will  be 
too  hard  for  Lord  Taajfe  in  the  Treaty.     Your  Ex- 
cellency will  hear  from  Mr.  H.  Seymour,  as  foon  as 
he  arrives  at   Paris,  all  his  negotiation  there  with 
the  Queen.    The  bufinefs  which  hath  long  depend- 
ed 
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ed  in  fuit  between  the    Princefs-Royal    and  her A.D.\6$t 
unkind  mother-in-law  the  Princefs-Dowager  con-  t* 
cerning  the  managing  of  the  eftate   of  the  young 
Prince  of  Orange,  was  yefterday  determined  for  the 
Princefs-Royal  in  as  full  and  honourable  a  manner 
as  could  be  defired,  and  more  power  is  by  the  kn- 
tence  given  to  her  Royal  Highnefe  than  me  defired. 
After  I  had  written  thus  far,  Mr.  Pooley  arrived 
here  from  his  Majefty,  being  fent  (as  I  hear)  ex- 
prefly  to  congratulate  the  P.  of  Conde's  liberty.  The 
King  hath  commanded  Mr.  Fanjbaw  to  attend  him 
to  help  difpatch  bufinefs,  having  none  about  him 
elfe  that  he  can  truft,  or  that  honeft  men  will  con- 
fide in.     I  have  herein  fent  you  a  copy  of  Mr.  Fan- 
/haw's  letter  to  me.     Neither  the  King,  nor  Mr. 
Fan/haw  write  any  thing  at  all  to  me  concerning  my 
waiting  on  the  D.  of  fork  into  France  ;    fo  that  I 
conceive  it  not  to  be   the  King's  intention  that  I 
mould  go  thither,  fince  he  cannot  but  know  how 
very  unacceptable  I  am  to  the  Queen.     A  difcreet 
and  a  very  honeft  Perfon  with  the  King,  writes  to 
me  in  a  poftfcript  of  his   letter  dated  May  6,  at 
Perth,  that  Cromwell  was  then  with  his  whole  army 
marched  beyond  Edinburgh  fouthward ;  and  that  it 
was  believed  he  would  go  for  England,  his  men  be- 
ing very  mutinous.     I  perceive  thofe  with  the  King 
fear  nothing  fo  much  as  fome  treachery  amongftthe 
Scots.     The  feud  between  the  two  great  Lords 
(Hamilton  and  Argyle)  is  ftill  as  high  as  ever.     I 
wifh  they  and  all   others  with  them,  that  will  not 
heartily  unite  againft  fuch  horrid  rebels,  were  be- 
yond the  furtheft  Indies.     It's  written  to   me  that 
the  D.  of  Buckingham  is  wholly  the  M.  of  Argyle's ; 
for  which  I  am  very  forry.     All  letters  affirm  that 
the  King  is  very  intelligent,  induftrious  and  active 
in  all  his  affairs,  as  well  in  the  Council  as  in  the 
Camp  *,  and  but  too  forward  on  all  occafions  to  ha- 
zard his  Perfon  againft  the  rebels.  I  have  herein  fent 

you 
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J.D.1651  you  fome  letters  for  the  M.  of  Clanricarde,  which 
I  received  in  a  great  packet  from  Mr.  Fan/haw^ 
wrap'd  up  in  the  paper  I  fend  with  them,  having  no 
word  of  directions  what  to  do  with  them,  but  what 
is  written  in  that  paper.  I  mould  not  have  given 
you  the  trouble  of  thofe  letters,  but  that  there  was 
in  the  fame  paper,  one  letter  from  the  King  to  your 
Lordmip,  which  I  alfo  fend  with  the  fame. 

It's  told  us  by  Mr.  Pooley,  that  the  King's  army 
is^encamped  on  the  fouth-fideof  the  river  of  Sterling  -, 
but  there  hath  been  no  fight  at  all  between  his  Ma- 
jerty's  forces  and  the  rebels ;  but  only  fome  little 
fkirmifh.es  not  considerable,  notwithstanding  the 
many  falfe  reports  fpread  here,  that  the  King  had 
fallen  on  Cromwell's  rear  and  killed  divers  of  his 
men.  It's  affirmed  that  fome  of  CromzvelFs  foldiers 
come  daily  in  to  the  King ;  but  there  is  no  confid- 
ing in  them.  Capt.  Titus  h  ftill  in  thefe  parts,  and 
for  ought  I  hear,  makes  no  great  haite  to  return  for 
Scotland.  I  befeech  your  Excellency  to  pardon  this 
tedious  letter,  proceeding  out  of  a  defire  fully  to  ac- 
quaint you  with  what  of  confideration  is  come  to  the 
knowledge  of,  &c.

AFTER  long  prefTmg  for,  and  expectation  of 
my  difpatch,  his  Majefty  hath  at  length 
thought  fit  to  command  my  refiding  about  him  ; 
which  I  affure  you  I  never  thought,  and  until  it  was 
determined  did  heartily  wifh  the  contrary  ;  but  be- 
ing commanded  could  neither  in  duty  to  his  Maje- 
fty at  fuch  a  time  as  this,  nor  in  regard  of  a  poflibi- 
2  lity 
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fity  it  may  afford  me  to  do  fome  honeft  men  honeft  A.D.\6$ 
offices,  could  in  confcience  decline  it :  we  are  not  fo ' 
merry  here  as  the  perfons  your  letters  name  in  Pa- 
ris^  yet  defpair  not  neither :  for  his  Majefty  will 
within  a  few  days  have  an  army  of  above  twenty 
thoufand  likely  men ;  moft  of  them  being  already 
with  him  at  Sterlings  where  the  General  Officers 
are  now  immediately  to  be  chofen  ;  the  worft  of  the 
cafe  is,  that  there  appear  high  animofities  between 
two  great  leading  men  in  the  kingdom,  which/if  not 
reconciled)  may  produce  very  ill  effects.  Then  the 
beft  is  (from  whom  principally  we  hope  a  cure  of 
the  other)  that  his  Majefty's  judgment  and  activity, 
both  in  civil  and  martial  affairs,  are  to  a  degree  you 
would  not  imagine  in  fo  few  months  growth,as  he  hath 
trod  this  ftage,  being  the  firft  and  forwarder!;  upon 
every  occafion  in  either  kind  *,  and  adventuring  his 
Perfon  (I  pray  God  not  too  much)  upon  every  (hew 
of  danger,  riding  continually,  and  being  up  early 
and  late :  with  which  neverthelefs  his  health  is  not 
abated,  but  on  the  contrary  ^(as  I  fuppofe)  both 
that  and  his  Majefty's  ftrength  increafed  ;  if  itfhall 
pleafe  God  not  to  permit  him  to  be  crufhed  in  his 
beginnings,  the  world  will  undoubtedly  fee,  and 
pofterity  will  read  a  great  perfon :  otherwife  his 
virtue  will  reft  as  a  great  foundation  fcarcely  raifed 
above  the  ground,  and  as  a  fecret  amongft  a  few  *, 
but  I  truft  Divine  Providence  will  avert  that  from 
him  and  us.  I  am  immediately  for  Sterling  which 
cuts  me  off:  there  I  will  write  more  fully  to  you, 
which  if  it  overtakes  not  this  opportunity  fhall  fol- 
low by  the  next.

My  Lord, 

J.D.1651  T  AM  very  glad  Lord  Inchiquin  hath  procured 
^*WJ  X  the  juftification  you  mention  from  Sir  Lewis 
Dyves,  and  that  the  bufinefe  is  taken  up  fo  much  to 
his  Lordfhip's  advantage.  As  foon  as  I  received 
yours  of  the  20th  of  the  lafl:  month,  I  fent  to  Lord 
Digby,  to  propofe  the  obtaining  of  licenfe  for  the  D. 
of  Lorrain's  troops. to  march  through  and  embark 
in  France  to  our  Queen  ;  by  whofe  command,  if  me 
undertake  the  thing,  I  fuppofe  Lord  Dig  by  will  of- 
fer it  to  the  French  with  thofe  reafonable  reftric- 
tions  for  their  fecurity  mentioned  by  your  Lordfhip. 
I  have  defired  him  to  write  directly  from  Paris,  to 
let  you  know  what  could  be  done  in  the  bufinefs. 
My  fear  is,  that  he  is,  or  will  be  gone  into  the  field 
before  that  overture  can  be  brought  to  a  conclusion ; 
and  then  in  Lord  Jermyn's  abfence,  I  know  not 
who  the  Queen  can  employ  in  it ;  however  this  is 
all  I  could  do  in  the  matter ;  I  fuppofe  it  is  the  King 
of  Spain's  entering  into  league  with  the  Englifh 
rebels,  that  makes  him  refufe  the  permiflion  of  his 
ports  to  the  D.  of  Lorrain  for  the  fupport  of  Ire- 
land: yet  it  will  remain  a  queftion  ftill,  whether 
the  moft  Cathoiick  King  mould  in  any  Treaty  have 
bound  his  own  hands  from  preventing  the  extirpa- 
tion of  a  Cathoiick  Nation  and  the  Cathoiick  Reli- 
gion out  of  a  kingdom.  But  the  thing  is  done,  and 
will  be  juftified,  I  doubt  not,  by  whole  Univerfi- 
ties :  in  the  mean  time  my  proportion  is  only  in 
way  of  divertifement.  The  Bifhop  of  Ferns  has 
left  a  learned  difcourfe  at  Paris  written  in  Latin ; 
wherein  he  would  feem  to  give  a  true  relation  of 
the  condition  of  Ireland  when  he  came  thence  :  but 
he  begins  with  his  narration  from  the  beginning  of 

the 
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the  wars  there,  that  he  might  have  occafion  to  vm-4.D.i6si 
dicate  the  proceedings  of  the  Clergy,  and  to  afperfe  WV 
all  that  went  ndt  along  with  them.     If  he  were  "a 
man  of  the  fhort  robe,  your  Lordfhip  mould  have 
fuch  another  employment,  as  you  had  to  Sir  Lewis 
Dyves. 

I  find  the  Queen  was  not  fo  well  fatisfied,  that 
the  Treaty  with  the  Duke  of  Lor  rain  was  fo  far  pro- 
ceeded in  before  me  had  notice  of  it,  and  that  fhe 
was  not  free  of  fome  jealoufy  of  me ;  it  appearing  to 
her  by  a  letter  from  you,  that  you  had  two  months 
before  you  writ  to  her,  given  me  a  full  account  of 
the  bufinefs,  implying  that  I  was   at  liberty  to  in- 
form her  of  it ;  whereas  in  your  firft  letter  mention- 
ing it  to  me,  you  enjoined  me  fecrecy  *,  from  which 
to  this  day  you  have  not  freed  me.     In   my  letter 
which  anfwered  yours,  you  may  remember  I  advif- 
ed  you  to  lofe  no  time  in  freely  acquainting  her  with 
your  part  in  the  bufinefs  and  the  inducements  mov- 
ing you  to  it,  which  I  faid  would  come  beft  from 
yourfelf :  fo  that  to  obferve  your  directions,  and  out 
of  my  defire  to  keep  you  clear  v/ith  her  Majefty,  I 
was  in  danger  of  falling  into  her  difpleafure ;  which 
to  avoid  I  have  been  conftrained  to  give  her  a  rela- 
tion (much  to  this  effect)  of  what  I  had  to  do  in 
this  bufinefs  ;  whereof  I  hold  it  neceffary  and  fuit- 
able  to  my  friendfhip  to  you  to  inform  you,  that 
upon  any  further  flirring  of  the  matter,  we  may  be 
found  to  agree  in  what  we  may  have  occafion  to 
fay.

SIR, 

-?-  65J  T  Believe  the  rebels  Minifters  there  will  have  no 
•*•  conclufive  anfwer  to  their  infolent  proportion, 
till  the  fuccefs  of  his  Majefty's  arms  appear,  by 
which  they,  (I  mean  the  Hollanders)  will  certainly 
be  entirely  governed,'  and  by  nothing  of  honour  or 
gratitude,  which  are  things  now  wholly  loft  in  all 
nations,  and  converted  into  fordid  bafenefs  under 
the  notion  of  reafon  of  ftate.  In  the  mean  time  the 
Duke  of  Fork's  condition  affects  me  with  infinite 
fadnefs.  To  ftay  where  he  is,  fubjecl:  to  thofe  an- 
xieties, which  the  reception  of  thofe  rogues  and  the 
affronts  put  upon  him  in  their  favour  muft  give  him, 
is  doubtlefs  very  unfupportable.  To  come  into 
France  without  invitation  or  provifion  made  for 
him,  and  (for  ought  I  know)  contrary  to  the 
Queen's  pleafure,  is  that  I  cannot  advife :  and  what 
third  courfe  there  is  remaining  appears  not  to  me. 
But  if  there  mould  appear  really  clanger  in  his  ftay 
there,  to  his  perfon,  and  that  no  other  retreat  is  in 
view  but  France,  I  fhould  not  fear  to  advife  his 
coming  thither,  where  he  has  fo  much  intereft  in 
blood  as  may,  well,  confidered  with  the  danger  he 
is  in  there,  make  his  excufc  ;  and  if  he  muft  fuffer 
by  want  or  otherwife,  I  conceive  he  fhould  choofe 
to  do  it  in  the  arms  of  thofe  that  have  the  greateft 
obligation  to  fupport  and  protect  him.

My  Lord^ 

YOUR  lad  letter  takes  notice  of  her  Majefty*s 
being  mifinformed,  as  well  in  the  general  car- 
riage of  the  bufinefs  moved   betwixt  the  Dukes  of 
Tork  and  Lor  rainy  as  with  your  particular  part  in  it. 
For  what  {luck  with  her  towards  the  Duke  of  Torky 
Harry  Seymour  afTures  me  that  and  all  other  unkind- 
iielTes  are  removed,  and  that  fhe  is  prepared  to  re- 
ceive him  with  much  kindnefs.    That  which  fhe  was 
unfatisfied  with  you  for  was,  your  undertaking  to 
propofe  the  bufinefs  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  without 
her  knowledge,  as  I  find  by  difcourfe  when  Lord 
Jermyn  was  here :  at  which  time  I   was  told,  her 
Majefty  had   taken   notice  of  it  in  a  letter  to  you, 
and  that  made  me  forbear  writing  to  you  of  it  then. 
By  what  I  then  heard  of  a  letter  written  by  Lord 
Taaffe  in  his  own  excufe,    I  judged  it  neceiTary  for 
me  to  make  an  excufe  for  myfelf ;  for  in  that  letter 
he  informed  her,  that  he  had  two  months  afore  im- 
parted  that  affair  to  me,  which  was  true  indeed  ; 
but  it  was  no  lefs  true,  that  he  enjoined  me  fecrecy, 
and  that  out  of  my  friendfhip  to  him  I  forbore  to 
make  it  known  to  her,  being  well  aiTufed,  that  if 
fhe  came  to  know  of  it  by  any  means  but  his,  fhe 
would  have  been  much  difpleafed  with  him.     In 
her  anfwer  to  my  letter  of  excufe,  there  are  expref- 
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4D.i6$  i  fions  that  mew  the  continuance  of  her  difpleafure  a- 
gainft  Lord  7<z^,  and  her  being  little  more  fatis- 
fied  with  the  excufe  he  hath  offered  at,  than  at  the 
thing  he  would  excufe.  To  you  fhe  imputes  the 
fault  of  undertaking  the  bufinefs  ;  but  whether  for 
my  information,  or  to  manifeft  that  fhe  is  ftill  urifatis- 
fied  with  you,  I  know  not.  In  the  letter  I  fent  her 
upon  this  occaflon,  I  faid  as  much  in  your  defence 
and  alfo  in  Lord  Taaffe%  as  I  thought  could  fuit 
with  the  bufinefs  of  fuch  a  letter  ;  for  though  his 
Lordfhip  was  wanting  to  me  in  point  of  memory 
and  circumfpeclion,  I  did  not  fufpecl:  him  of  ma- 
lice. I  mall  at  my  coming  to  Paris  (which  I  pro- 
pofe  fhall  be  about  the  beginning  of  the  next  week) 
difcover  whether  any  thing  remains  with  her  Maje- 
fty  to  your  prejudice,  and  mail  not  only  endeavour 
to  remove  it  according  to  my  uttermoft  fkill  and 
power,  but  advertife  you  how  I  find  her  inclined, 
with  the  freedom  due  from  me  to  you. 

His  Royal  Highnefs  by  H.  Seymour  fent  me  a 
kind  invitation  to  fee  him  at  Paris  ;  which  draws 
me  thither  very  ill  equipped,  and  without  poflibi- 
lity,  at  leaft  yet  appearing  to  me,  of  flaying  long 
there  -,  but  whilft  I  do,  I  fhall  as  near  as  I  can  ob- 
ferve  your  advice.  I  have  put  the  bufinefs  of  the 
frigate  into  Lord  Digby's  hands ;  but  when  I  come 
to  Paris,  I  fhall  drive  it  to  a  conclufion  one  way 
or  other.  Your  letters  leave  me  in  doubt  ftill, 
whether  mine  will  find  you  on  the  Continent  or  not. 
If  fome  of  mine  lately  written  have  overtaken  you, 
I  hope  you  have  refolved  to  hear  once  more  out  of 
Scotland  before  you  ftir,  and  that  you  will  make 
more  than  ordinary  provifion  for  your  fecure  tran- 
fportation.

ther's directions  to  return  for  France,  is  preparing 
for  that  journey,  and  in  order  to  it  goes  within  thefe 
two  days  to  Breda,  where  he  intends  to  flay  but  two 
or  three  days,  till  his  fervants  horfes  and  baggage 
fhall  be  ready ;  and  then  to  haften  for  France  in  the 
beginning  of  the  next  week.  I  intend  to  wait  on 
his  Royal  Highnefs  to  Breda,  but  not  farther,  hav- 
ing had  no  order  from  the  Queen,  and  underftand- 
ing  by  feveral  ways,  that  I  am  very  unacceptable 
to  her  Majefty.  I  am  refolved  to  retire  to  fome 
private  place,  being  exhaufted  even  to  the  laft  of  my 
poor  fortune,  by  my  chargeable  and  ufelefs  attend- 
ance thefe  two  years.  I  believe  Lord  Hopton,  my 
Lord  Ambaflador  Hyde,  and  myfelf  may  agree  to 
refide  together  in  fome  retirement  at  or  about  Wefely 
whereof  I  fhall  give  your  Excellency  notice,  as  foon 
as  I  fhall  be  fixed.

matter 'will  be  rejected  and  defpifed.  I  have  herein 
fent  your  Lordfhip  the  extract  of  fome  letters  which 
I  have  received  from  feveral  good  hands,  that  you 
may  fee  what  others  of  better  and  nearer  obfervation 
fay  of  the  ways  and  perfons  of  thofe  at  the  Louvre, 
to  whom  none  are  fo  dear  as  thofe  who  were  in 
fome  kind  or  other  branded  by  the  laft  King.  The 
copy  inclofed  of  a  letter  from  St.  Jobnfton'swill  tell 
you  as  much  as  I  yet  know  of  the  intrigues  in  Scot- 
land, where  doubtlefs  Argyle's  faction  is  much  the 
more  potent  at  prefent ;  elfe  you  may  be  fure  thofe, 
at  the  Louvre  would  not  be  fo  much  for  him.  The 
land  the  Lord  Jermyn  is  gone  to  fell  in  Jerfey  is  the 

King's^ 
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King's,  and  part  of  that  which  is  for  the  mainte-^-^  '651 
nance  of  the  garrifons  and  government  there,  where-1 
in  his  Lordfhip  hath  an  eftate  for  three  lives,  which 
is  all  the  intereft  he  hath  in  Jerfey.  But  I  have 
it  from  good  hands,  that  his  Lordfhip  is  in  treaty 
for  fale  of  that  his  government  to  Prince  Rupert  •, 
which  is  fent  me  as  a  great  fecret :  and  it  is  not  im- 
probable he  may  put  it  off  after  he  mall  have  fold 
part  of  the  land  belonging  to  it.  But  if  I  have 
truth  from  Jerfey,  his  Lordfhip  will  have  no  good 
market  there  for  any  of  thofe  lands.  I  believe  what- 
foever  he  may  have  faid  otherwife  to  your  Excel- 
lency, when  he  comes  to  Jerfey,  he  will  pretend 
that  the  money  he  raifes  by  fale  thereof  is  to  be 
for  the  King. 

By  parlengers  newly  come  from  Scotland,  and  by 
feveral  letters  fent  to  the  things  here  called  Ambaf- 
fadors  from  England,  it's  advertifed,  that  the  King 
on  this  day  fortnight  fell  on  the  rear  of  Cromwell's 
army  as  it  marched  from  Lithgow,  and  cut  off  two 
regiments  of  foot,  fome  fay  killed  5  or  6000  of  the 
rebels,  and  that  3  regiments  of  the  rebels  are  come 
in  to  the  King  •,  and  that  Cromwell  and  the  reft  of 
his  foot  are  marched  fouthward  of  Berwick.  We 
have  this  news  from  •  fo  many  feveral  ways,  as  v/e 
are  confident  the  greater!  part  of  it  is  true.  By  a  letter 
come  to  the  Admiralty  here,  from  fea,  it  is  advertif- 
ed, that  the  Englifh  rebels  have  quitted  Sally  with 
great  lofs,  and  that  Sir  John  Grenville  hath  re-pof- 
feffed  the  iiles  the  rebels  had  there  taken.  I  mall 
on  Friday  wait  on  the  Duke  to  Breda,  where  per- 
ad venture  I  may  not  have  the  opportunity  to  write 
to  your  Lordfhip  by  the  next  poft  :  but  I  fhall  al- 
ways remain,  CsrV.

I  take  thofe  perfons,  that  abet  Choqueu  to  do  ill 
offices  between  Prince  Rupert  and  the  Marquefs  of 
Ormonde ,  to  be  Sir  Jermyn  and  others  of  the    fame 
cabal ;  for  that  he  is  a  great  fervant  to  that  Lord^ 
and  makes  him  privy  to  all  his  negotiations. 

The  Duke  of  Lorrain  hath  fent  Commiffions  to 
certain  perfons  here  to  raife  fome  horfe  in  this  kingT 
dom  for  Ireland ;  but  by  what  I  hear,  they  are  like 
to  take  little  effect.

the  Queen  Regent's  promifes  of  a  fmall  penfion 
not  fettled  upon  any  fund  nor  will  ever  be,  when 
the.  French  are    feized  of  his  perfon,    and   thereby 

have 
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have  a  bait  for  the  Englifh  to  balance  them  againft^'1651 
the  Spanifh  temptations,  V,XVX-/. 

Letter  from  Perch,  May  6,   165 1. 

OU  R  bufinefs  here  goes  on  pretty  well,  but 
flower  than  I  expected.  We  fhall  not  be 
able  to  draw  abfolutely  into  the  field  this  month, 
for  want  of  provifions  for  our  horfe  ;  our  foot  are 
all  marched  up,  and  are  to  be  divided  into  three 
camps  to  fecure  the  river,  one  at  Brunt  Ifland,  the 
other  near  Sterling,  and  the  third  at  the  Fords 
which  are  above  Sterling  :  our  army  will  be  in  all 
1 5  thoufand  foot,  as  good  men  to  look  on  as  any 
are  in  the  world,  and  five  thoufand  horfe  which 
will  be  our  blind  fide,  for  they  are  moft  of  them 
poor  and  weak,  yet  I  believe  we  can  make  two  thou- 
fand as  good  as  any  the  enemy  hath  :  this  I  believe 
is  a  juft  account  of  our  Strength  ;  and  it  is  enough 
if  we  manage  it,  as  well  like  loyal  fubjects,  as  good 
foldiers.  The  enemy  lies  clofe  at  Glafco  -,  his  de- 
fign  is  to  eat  up  all  the  provifions  in  the  Weft,  for 
fear  we  fhould  have  taken  the  advantage  of  it,  his 
men  come  daily  into  us,  and  tell  us  of  ftrange 
numbers  that  will  come  to  us,  as  foon  as  we  march 
on  the  other  fide  of  the  river  •,  they  are  fo  far 
from  being  obedient  to  their  officers,  that  they  will 
do  but  what  they  lift,  nor  dare  they  difpleafe  them : 
Not  long  fince  (wanting  provifions)  they  came  and 
took  the  meat  from  Cromwell's  own  table  ;  which 
they  fay  was  the  caufe  of  his  late  great  diftemper  ; 
fince  that,  they  would  have  fent  fome  of  their 
horfe  by  boat  to  have  landed  upon  us  in  Fife  ;  but 
they  abfolutely  refufed  it  ;  fo  that  they  were  forced 
to  content  themfelves  with  giving  us  an  alarm  only, 
which  they  did  to  fome  purpofe  ;  for  one  morning 
early  they  came  with  eighty  fail  of  little  and  great, 

and 
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/.D.i  65 1  and  bore  up  directly  to  a  little  town  in  Fife  called 
**m\f*J  Kercaudy,    where   they   difcharged   many  of  their 
canon,  which  did  no  greater  harm,  than  ftriking  a 
poor  woman's  buttock  off :  the  King  was  upon  the 
place  himfelf  with  force  enough  (with  God's  aflif- 
tance)  to  have  repulfed  them  if  they  had  offered  to 
land  ;  which  when  we  expected,    they  fairly  re- 
treated to  the  place  from  whence  they  came,  hav- 
ing nothing  in  them  but  feamen  ;  in   the   mean 
while  Cromwell  with  his  whole  army  marched  into 
the  Weft,  where  I  believe  he  will  lie  till  we  rouze 
him,    not  daring  to  attempt  us,  we  are  now  fb 
ftrong  :  I  cannot  but  hope,   and  be  almoft  confi- 
dent, we  fhall  do  well,  unlefs  God  hath  decreed  us 
for  further  deftruction,  which  I  hope  he  hath  not, 
for  in  earneft  (and  you  may  believe  me  whatever  I 
fay  of  this  place  and  people)  we  have  a  brave  army 
and  well  officered,  God  make  them  but  honeft.     I 
would  not  doubt  for  any  thing,  were  it  not  for  the 
incurable  feud  and  faction   of  the  Hamiltonians, 
and  the  Argylians,  who  are  at  this  time  at  greater 
variance  than  ever.     Hamilton's  friends  endeavour- 
ed all  they  could  at  the  laft  fitting  of  the  Parlia- 
ment, to  have  brought  him  with  the  reft  of  the 
engagers  to  fit  in  Parliament  again,  but  it  could  not 
be  done ;  fo  that  to  pleafe  them  for  the  prefent, 
they  erected  a  Committee  of  war,  which  is  to  take 
care  of  provifions  and  other  neceflaries  for  the  ar- 
my, of  which  he  and   many  more  of  his  faction 
are ;  Argyle,  Lothian,    the  Chancellor  London,  and 
Caffillis,  are  all  likewife  of  it  ;    but  they  have  de- 
clined the  fitting  in  it,  and  have  never  once  come 
there,  fince  the  erection  of  it.     Argytts  friends  (of 
which  number  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  is  a  faft 
one)  have  endeavoured  all  they  can,  fince  Hamil- 
ton's coming  in,  to  make  the  King  fenfible  of  the 
obligations  he  hath  to  Argyle,  how  that  he  oweth 
his  being  on  this  ground  to  him,  and  that  he  alone 
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hath  put  him  in  this  condition,  and  how  ungrate-  A.D.i  651 
fui  a  thing  it  would  be  if  after  all   this  he  mould  ^^V^w 
quit  him  for  Hamilton  -,  of  which  the  King  is  very 
fenfible,  and  hath  given  him  all  the  aflurances  that 
can  be  to  the  contrary  -,  though  wifely  he  appears 
as  little  as  he  can  in  either  faction,  and  certainly 
hath. providence  enough  to  flick   clofeft  to   him, 
who  hath  moft  power  to  ferve  him ;  which  certainly 
Argyle  now  hath   in   a  treble  proportion.      The 
Church  now  courts  him   more  than  ever  he  did 
them  ;  nor  are  there  any  people  in  Scotland  with  fp 
much  violence  for  him  and  his  advantage,  as  they 
generally  are  %  if  he  can   but  keep   them  firm  to 
him,  he  need  not  fear  his  want  of  power  here. 
The   CommifTioners  of  the  Church  have  lately 
wrote  two  letters  to  the  Lords  of  the  Committee 
of  Eftates,  that  were  ordained,  but  refufe  to  fit  in 
this  new  Committee  of  war  :  the  firft  letter  was  a 
gentle  exhortation  to  an  agreement  and  unanimity, 
which   they  fmothered  and  gave  no  anfwer  to  ; 
which  procured  the  fecond,  which  was  very  fharp 
ana  high  againft  them  ;  which  hath  forced  them  to 
appoint  a  meeting  at  Sterlings   with  fome  of  the 
CommifTioners  of  the  Kirk,  where  they  are  to  receive 
fome  fatisfaction  concerning  certain  fcruples  of  con- 
fcience  which  it  feems  they  pretend  ;  it  feems  they 
took  an  oath  after  the  engagement  never  to  fit  in 
publick  employment  with  thofe  perfons  ;    which  is 
the   thing  they  ftick  upon  moft,   and  which  the 
Kirk  offers  to  abfolve  them  from.     I  am  confident 
this  meeting  will  procure  at  leaft  an  outward  con- 
junction and  amity  between  thefe  two  great  factions. 
The  Committee  of  war  have  put  the  Church  upon 
this,  and  the  other  dare  not  refufe  it,  fince  they  have 
fo  highly  taken  notice  of  it.     This  will  procure  a 
greater  benefit  to  the  King  than  the  prefent  con- 
junction of  them  at  this  time  ;  for  the  next  thing  I 
hope  to  fend  you  word  of,  will  be  the  taking  away 
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AD. 165 1  of  all  the  clafles  which  the  Church  were  already 
ffor,  and  think  it  not  only  fit  and  a  Chriftian  like 
action  but  finful  not  to  do  it.  This  makes  a  gene- 
ral union  of  the  whole  Kingdom,  and  all  as  well 
Montroflians  as  engagers  after  this  are  admitted  to 
their  places  and  votes  in  Parliament  :  but  this  muft 
be  done  by  the  Parliament,  which  fits  the  17th  of 
May,  When  this  is  done,  I  dare  pronounce  the 
King  as  much  King  of  Scotland,  (were  it  not  for 
the  enemy  that  is  in  it)  as  ever  his  father  once  was 
of  England. 

We  have  lately  hanged  a  fpy  at  Sterling,  one  Ha- 
milton by  name,  who  for  five  pounds  a  week  has  done 
us  no  little  mifchief ;  this  man  betrayed  Sir  Philip 
Mufgrave,  who  narrowly  efcaped  from  them,  by 
running  up  to  the  middle  in  the  fea  to  a  boat  in 
which  he  was  tranfported  to  the  IJle  of  Man ;  but  my 
Lord  of  Derby's  Agent  here  was  taken  with  letters 
and  commiffions ;  which  I  prefiime  you  have  heard 
of,  for  they  are  in  print.  Some  whom  they  con- 
cerned are  fafe  arrived  in  the  IJle  of  Man,  and 
others  are  out  of  the  way  ;  fo  that  1  hope  it  will 
not  produce  fo  much  mifchief  as  was  generally 
feared.  My  Lord  of  Derby  hath  been  very  active, 
and  laid  as  good  a  defign  in  thofe  parts  where  his 
intereft  lies,  as  any  is  in  England.  This  late  treachery 
hath  fhaken  it  much,  but  I  hope  not  quite  dif- 
folved  it ,  this  Hamilton  alfo  betrayed  my  Lord 
Eglington,  who  going  to  his  own  houfe  with  his 
eldeft  and  fecond  Son  James  Montgomery,  was 
taken  with  his  fon  James,  and  carried  fir  ft  to  Edin- 
burgh, and  fince  into  England  -,  his  eldeft  fon  my 
Lord  Montgomery  efcaped  out  of  a  window  :  this 
Hamilton  upon  his  firft  examination  gave  in  a  paper 
to  the  Committee  of  Eftates,  wherein  he  accufed 
Argyle  and  many  more  for  fetting  him  on  upon  that 
employment.  By  this  means  he  hoped  to  have  fet 
them  together  by  the  ears,  and  to  have  efcaped 

him- 
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himfelf:  but  this  failing,  at  his  death  he  unfaid  it  A.D.x^x^ 
all  again.  Here  are  two  more  fpies  taken  fince, 
the  one  is  a  baily  of  Edinburgh,  the  other  an  under 
fervawt  of  the  King's,  his  name  is  John  George  an 
Engliiriman,  one  whom  I  know  not,  who  they  fay 
will  difcover  great  matters  ;  I  hope  now  we  have 
difcovered  fome,  they  will  difcover  more  :  and 
fince  we  have  begun  to  hang,  I  hope  to  fee  all 
rogues  receive  their  reward. 

Mr.  Blagge  with  the  Lord  Bard  are  arrived  here. 
Col.  height  on,  (whom  I  am  confident  you  have 
heard  of)  keeps  no  more  the  fignet,  but  hath  got  a 
warrant  to  be  one  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Counfel  in 
England,  and  for  the  prefent  contents  himfelf  with 
the  honour  of  being  the  Duke  of  Buckingham's 
chief  and  only  Councellor  :  Graves  now  is  the  only 
bedchamber  man,  and  the  King  is  made  ready  and 
unready  by  none  but  him,  who  carries  the  marks  of 
treafon  and  rebellion  in  his  face  ;  a  fad  fpeclacle  to 
all  honeft  men  that  have  laboured  through  fo  many 
wants  and  miferies  to  exprefs  their  loyalty  to  their 
King  and  Mafter. 

P.  S.  Cromwell  is  at  this  prefent  with  his  whole 
army  marched  beyond  Edinburgh  Southward  ;

I  am  come  hither  by  the  Duke  of  Fork's  com- 
mand, and  fhall  wait  on  him  to  Antwerp  ;  but 
fhall  not  give  the  Queen  fo  much  diflatisfaclion  as 
to  attend  him  into  France,  having  not  only  received 
from  her  Majefty  no  directions,  much  lefs  encou- 
ragement, to  wait  on  his  Highnefs  thither,  but 
being  now  perfectly  affured  that  I  ftill  lye  under  her 
difpleafure,  for  having  done  nothing  but  what  I  did 
and  do  ftill  conceive  to  be  agreeable  to  the  duty  of 
an  honeft  man,  and  what  I  muft  do  again  and 
again,  as  oft  as  I  have  the  like  occasion  and  tye  upon 
me.

I  hear  things  go  well  in  Ireland^  and  hope  very 
fuddenly  to  give  you  an  account  of  2000  horfe,  with 
horfes,  and  2000  dragoons  without  horfes,  2000 
foot  and  6000  arms,  as  alfo  a  gallant  train  of  artil- 
lery with  all  appurtenances  but  horfes*  carts  and 
carriages ;  which  great  fupply  may  poflibly  be  turn- 
ed to  Ireland  if  you  defire  Or  advife  it.  They  are 
propofed  to  be  all  German  and  Swedifh  Protectants, 
and  almoft  all  Lutherans.  I  befeech  your  Excel- 
lency to  fignify  by  the  next  your  {tnib  upon  it; 
Lord  Taaffe  hath  a  Commiflion  herewith  to  folicite 
fupplies  in  Germany  :  but  the  above  written  is  upon 
another  fcore,  and  promifes  very  fair  for  reality. 

I  befeech  your  Excellency  alfo  to  fignify, 
whether  you  think  it  fit  that  Sir  E.  Hyde  were  Lord 
Chancellor  of  Ireland.  It  hath  been  no  living  foul's 
motion  but  my  own  query  within  my  felf,  meerly 
with  an  eye  to  his  Majefty's  fervice  and  the  confti- 
tution  of  that  Kingdom.  If  your  Lordfhip's  judg- 
ment carries  you  to  the  affirmative  upon  the  fame 
considerations,  I  will  upon  your  order  move  and 
folicite  it  *,  otherwife  as  it  was  born,  fo  it  dyes. 

Dean  King  is  fent  back  to  Ireland  with  difpatches, 
which  I  believe  together  with  his  zeal  to  his  Ma- 
jefty's  fervice,  will  very  much  advance  the  fervice  : 
the  effect  is  to  let  them  fee  the  amendment  of  the 
King's  condition,  and  that  neither  that  Kingdom 
in  general,  nor  particularly  the  active  fubjecls  there 
are  out  of  his  care  or  memory  -,  with  which  I  remain^ 
fcff.

Sir  E.  Nicholas  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde 

May  it  pleafeyour  Excellency, 

MY  lafl:  was  from  Breda,  wherein  I  gave  you 
an  account  of  the  Duke  of  Fork's  going  for 
Paris,  where  I  believe  he  will  be  before  this,  and 
where  your  Excellency  will  (I  fuppofe)  hear  more 
particulars  touching  the  errand  and  negotiations  of 
the  Irifh  Commiflioners  than  I  yet  know  ;  his  High- 
nefs  having  (I  hear)  copies  of  their  Commiflion  and 
of  fome  articles  touching  fecurity  for  20000  /.  which 
the  Duke  of  Lorrain  engageth  to  fupply  them  with- 
al •,  together  with  a  relation  of  the  ftate  of  affairs  in 
Ireland  from  the  M.  of  Clanricarde  ;  which  relation 
feems  to  me  to  be  foft  range  as  requires  an  explana- 
tion *,  as  alfo  what  thofe  proportions  are  which  the 
Abbot  of  St.  Catherine's  made  and  the  M.  of  Clan- 
ricarde difliked.  I  confefs,  being  no  better  inform- 
ed than  I  yet  am,  I  cannot  penetrate  the  defigns  and 
intentions  of  the  applications  made  by  thofe  Irifh  to 
that  Duke,  nor  the  meaning  of  that  Duke's  firfl: 
fending  Commiflioners  into  Ireland,  and  now  re- 
ceiving thence  fuch  Commiflioners  (which  the  Irifh 
call  Embafladors,)  his  Majefty  or  his  Lieutenant 
of  Ireland  being  unconfulted.  I  doubt  not  but 
Lord  Taaffe,  who  beft  knows  all  the  intrigues  of 
that  affair,  and  is  newly  gone  to  Paris,  will  clearly 
and  fully  acquaint  you  with  all  particulars  of  im- 
portance concerning  thofe  Commiflioners  negotia- 
tion *,  wherein  he  ought  not  to  move  without  your 
privity  and  directions,  and  I  hope  your  Lordfhip 
-will  fet  and  fleer  him  right  in  that  great  bufinefs, 
which  feems  to  me  to  be  of  very  great  importance 
and  confideration.  My  Lord  EmbafTador  Hyde 
hath  received  from  Lord  Incbiquin  copies  of  the 
2  Com- 
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Commiffion  and  Powers  given  by  the  Duke  of  Lor-  4D.i6$i 
rain  to  the  Abbot  of  St.  Catherine  to  treat  with  the  ^*V*J 
Papilts  in  Ireland,  which  his  Lordfhip  will  fend 
your  Excellency,  and  thereby  you  will  perceive  that 
that  Duke  hath  not  in  that  his  negotiation  at  all 
mentioned  the  King,  or  his  Lieutenant  or  Deputy, 
but  only  the  States  of  Ireland,  as  if  there  were 
no  King  of  Ireland  -,  which  proceedings  will 
among  the  heft  men  raife  juft  jealouiles.  I  fear  that 
Ireland  is  now  in  a  low  condition,  and  therefore  all 
honourable  care  mould  be  taken  to  fupply  the  King's 
party  there  :  but  for  Subjects  to  call  in  a  Protector 
or  to  treat  with  a  foreign  Prince  without  the  King's 
order  or  privity  is  not  to  be  thought  on.  If  your 
Lordfhip  can  get  a  fight  of  the  propofitions  that  in 
the  M.  of  Clanricarde's  relation  of  the  State  of  Ire- 
land are  faid  to  have  been  made  to  him  by  the  Ab- 
bot of  St.  Catherine's,  which  his  Lordfhip  in  that  re- 
lation faith  he  would  not  meddle  with,  I  believe  you 
may  better  judge  of  the  fcope  of  the  intentions  of 
thofe  that  have  fent  thefe  Commiffioners  to  the 
Duke  of  Lorrain. 

I  have  been  here  with  my  Lord  EmbafTador  Hyde 
ever  fince  the  Duke  of  York  went  hence,  and  am 
like  to  ftay  in  this  town  yet  fome  time.  I  afTure 
your  Excellency,  Sir  E.  Hyde  is  perfectly  your  fer- 
vant,  and  one  that  holds  firm  to  all  our  blefled  Mas- 
ter's principles.  He  preffeth  me  to  fettle  here,  and 
dbeit  I  conceive  this  place  to  be  neither  fo  cheap  or 
healthful,  as  fome  others,  yet  I  incline  to  abide  for 
fome  time  here,  or  near  it  at  Mechlyn,  becaufe  per- 
adventure  we  being  together  may  be  of  fome  ufe  to 
his  Majefly's  fervice  upon  occafion,  notwithfla'nding 
the  ill  will  that  is  borne  me  at  the  Louvre  :  but  I  am 
not  yet  fixed  in  my  refolution  what  to  do,  expecting 
fome  further  difpatches  from  Scotland  than  I  have 
had  fince  Mr.  Fanjhaw's  arrival  there.  I  have  had 
no  letters  from  England,  Scotland  or  France,   fince  I

A.D.  1 65 1 left  the  Hague ,  which  is  now  a  full  fortnight,  fo  as 
^V^'  I  cannot  give  you  any  news,  but  that  it  is  faid 
here  by  fome  lately  come  from  England,  that  cer- 
tainly Cromwell  is  uncapable  of  governing  the  rebels 
army,  and  fome  affirm  he  is  mad.  God's  judgments 
and  his  mercies  are  wonderful :  and  when  we  are 
as  ripe  for  the  one  as  thofe  worft  of  rebels  are  for  the 
other,  he  will  pardon  us  and  punifh  them.  I  am 
fure  Lord  Inchiqutn  hath  acquainted  you,  that  he 
is  preparing  to  go  about  ten  or  twelve  days  hence 
for  Scotland.  Albeit  I  am  not  in  a  condition  now 
to  ferve  your  Lordfhip  as  I  defire,  yet  my  heart  is 
conftantly  and  truly,  &c.

Sir  E.  Nicholas  to  the  M.  ^Ormonde. 

My  moft  honoured  Lord, 

SINCE  my  laft  from  this  place  of  the  44  pre- 
fent,  I  have  had  the  honour  to  receive  yours  of 
the  8th  of  this  month.  That  I  had  no  letter  from 
your  Excellency  by  the  two  laft  pofts,  I  conceive 
may  be  occasioned  by  your  going  to  Paris  to  meet 
the  D.  of  York,  When  you  mall  have  fpoken  with 
his  Royal  Highnefs  and  Mr.  Henry  Seymour,  you  will 
(I  am  confident)  judge  I  had  good  reafon  not  to 
come  into  France.  If  there  be  no  means  to  regain 
the  Queen's  gracious  opinion  but  by  falfifying  the 
truft  repofed  in  me  by  perfons  of  honour  and  loyal- 
ty, I  mail  lament  my  misfortune,  but  not  alter  my 
refolution ;  nor  mall  I  ever  acknowledge  that  my 
refervednefs  therein  was  a  fault,  but  on  the  contrary 
that  I  had  committed  a  great  one  to  have  done  o- 
therwife.  Lord  Inchiauin  is  preparing  to  go  for 
Scotland,  and  with  him  there  will  go  an  honeft  man 

that 
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that  will  return  hither  again  fpeedily  ;  fo  as  if  you  ^.£.1651 
have  any  thing  to  fend  to  his  Majefty  or  to  any 
with  him  that  requires  an  anfwer,  you  cannot  have 
a  better  opportunity. 

I  am  now  fettling  with  my  little  company  in  this 
place  for  two  or  three  months,  by  which  time  I 
fhall  be  able  to  difcern  where  it  may  be  beft  for  me 
to  fix  my  ftation  for  the  next  winter,  which  will  be 
far  enough  from  meddling  with  any  bufinefs  if  the 
Louvre  muft  have  the  fole  management  of  affairs,  as 
I  hear  fome  there  ( to  the  great  difcouragement  of 
the  King's  beft  fubjects)  already  boaft  they  have. 
I  am  told  the  Duke  of  York  will  be  refufed  to  have 
at  the  Louvre  a  place   fet  apart  for  the  exercife  of 
divine  fervice  as  formerly,  which  I  humbly  con- 
ceive he  ought  to  refent.     And  as  I  believe  the 
Queen  regent  would  no  more  put  that  affront  upon 
him  now  than  heretofore,   but  for  fome  bufy  Eng- 
lifh  Papifts  about  the  Queen  ;  fo  I  am  confident  if 
the  Duke  of  York  fhall  prefs  the  Queen  regent,  that 
fhe  will  permit  the  fame  as  formerly,  me  will  not 
refufe  it  to  him :    and  for  his  Highnefs  to  fit  down 
by  it  without  appearing  to  be  very  fenfible  of  the  in- 
dignity, would  not  (I  fuppofe)  be  acceptable  to  the 
King  or  to  any  that  love  the  Church  of  England. 
I  hear  that  the  intention  of  thofe  at  the  Louvre  is, 
to  fend  the  Duke  of  York  into  the  French  army  for 
a  good  part  of  this  fummer.     I  fhall  not  fay  any 
thing  to  the  manner  of  his  being  there,  that  it  may 
be  with  honour  according  to  his  birth  and  quality  if 
he  fhall  go :   but  I  hope  before  he  go  thither,  it 
will  be  well  considered,  that  the  Duke  of  York's 
fafety  is  at  prefent  the    King's   principal  fecurity, 
confidering  in  what  hands  his  perfon  now  is.      It 
would  likewife  be  remembered  how    the  Count  of 
Soifjons  was  (as  it's  faid)  killed  -,    and  it  would  be 
thoroughly  weighed,  that  if  the  Duke  of  York  fhould 
snifcarry  (which  God  forbid)  the  rebels  having  then 
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J.D.1651  the  next  hppe  in  their  hands,  it  would  render  the 
'  King's  condition  very  fad  and  defperate.  I  hope 
your  Excellency  and  thofe  that  have  power  with  the 
Queen  will  perfuade  her  not  haftily  to  put  the  Duke 
of  York  into  that  army,  and  efpecially  not  without 
the  King's  privity  and  exprefs  directions.  My  truft 
is,  that  your  Excellency  will  make  a  right  interpre- 
tation of  my  confidence  in  your  goodnefs  to  me  as 
well  as  in  your  integrity  to  his  Majefty,  that  I 
thus  freely  without  difguife  or  referve  difcover  my 
real  but  affectionate  fenfe  of  what  I  conceive  fo 
highly  to  import  thofe  who  of  all  the  world  I  am 
moil  obliged  to  honour  and  to  be  moft  tender  of. 
And  I  befeech  your  Excellency  to  rectify  me  in  any 
thing  wherein  you  conceive  me  miftaken  in  my  way 
and  defires  to  improve  my  fervice  to  his  Majefty 
and  his  Royal  Family  ;  whereby  you  will  add  ex* 
ceedingly  to  to  the  infinite  obligation  of,  &c.

That  Marquefs  refolves  to  make 

war  againft  the  Duke  of  Neuburg,  who  will  be 

aflifted  by  the  King  of  Spain  and  the  D.  of  Lor- 

rain  *,  as  the  Marquefs  hopes  to  be  by  the  Swede ', 

which  may  (I  apprehend)  kindle  a  war  in  Germany, 

The  things  called  Englifh  Ambafiadors  at  the  Hague

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they  give  out  they  will  be  gone  this  week,  there  ^^-1651 
being  three  or  four  fhips  attending  them  at  the  L 
Brill  and  Helvoetjluys. 
The  Archduke  is  gone  to  the  army,  and  the  Count 
of  Fuenfeldagna  follows  within  few  days,  being 
well  recovered. 

7%e  M.  of  Ormonde  to  Sir  E.  Nicholas. 

SIR, 

THOUGH  my  remove  from  Caen  hath  dis- 
ordered the  courfe  of  my  receiving  your  let- 
ters, yet  I  find  that  none  of  them  have  mifcarried. 
It  is  true,  that  I  have  forbore  to  write  fome  days, 
for  want  of  opportunity  and  matter.     I  was  defired 
tht  laft  week  by  Sir  George  Radcliffe  to  move  the 
Queen  to  give  him  leave  to  kifs  her  hand,  and  to 
be  admitted  to  anfwer  what  might  be  objected  a- 
gainft  him.     I  undertook  the  mediation,   as  well 
out  of  my  duty  to  her  Majefty,  as  friendfhip  to  Sir 
George,  believing  it  fuitable  thereunto  to  mind  her 
of  the  obvious  objections  that  lie  againft  her  juftice, 
if  me  refufed  to  hear  any  body  accufed  to  have  de- 
fended her  difpleafure,  before  me  placed  it  upon 
him.     She  was  pleafed  (I  hope)  to  underftand  my 
proportion  fo  -,   for  fhe  gave  him  a  long  hearing, 
and  in  the  conclufion  of  it  (as  he  tells  me)  her  hand 
to  kifs  again,  in  token  of  her  being  fatisfied  with 
his  defence.     I  was  in  the  chamber  in  the  while, 
but  not  being  called  to  hear  what  pafled,  I  bufied 
my  felf  in  looking  upon  pictures,  and  have  the  con- 
clufion of  the  conference  from  Sir  George. 

This  is  not  told  you  barely  for  the  ftory's  fake, 
but  that  if  any  application  of  it  to  a  like  cafe  may 
be  ufeful,  I  mail  not  be  weary  of  reiterating  this 
duty  I  owe  the  Queen,  by  letter,  if  I  mail  be  re- 
moved from  the  honour  of  her  prefence  (as  I  think 
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A.D.\6$\  J  foall  be)  before  I  receive  any  return  to  this  letter, 
That  which  the  Duke  of  York  thinks  fit  firft  to  have 
ordered  in  his  affairs,  is  the  proportioning  of  his 
expence  both  to  the  quantity  and  poftible  uncertain^ 
ty  of  his  penfion.  About  this  he  hath  commanded 
my  ftay  fomething  longer  than  I  had  defigned  ; 
though  my  practice  in  my  own  little  bufinefs  of  that 
kind  cannot  have  given  any  reputation  to  my  ad^ 
vices  in  the  cafe  of  another.  His  Highnefs  was 
written  to  (as  I  hear)  before  his  coming  out  of 
Holland^  that  it  would  be  expected  he  mould  go  to 
the  French  army ;  which  he  muft  reafonably  under- 
ftand  was  intended  to  be  in  a  condition  fuitable  to 
his  birth,  and  with  a  fubordination  of  that  expecta- 
tion to  what  mould  appear  to  be  moft  for  the  ho- 
nour and  fervice  of  the  King  his  brother.  I  do  not 
find  that  this  State  is  in  cafe  to  fet  him  forth  as  be- 
fits his  quality,  and  I  believe  his  penfion  will  be 
found  but  very  barely  fufficient  to  keep  him  here 
with  the  help  of  the  Queen's  table ;  fo  that  the 
confideration  which  mould  and  will  moft  govern 
him  relating  to  the  King  will  not  fall  into  confuta- 
tion, nor  any  of  his  fervants  forced  to  make  ufe  of 
it.  If  after  the  fettlement  of  his  family  and  his  ac- 
quaintance with  the  French  court  (where  he  is  re- 
ceived with  as  much  freedom  as  his  alliance  can 
challenge)  he  himfelf  mail  be  defirous  to  fee  the 
French  army,  it  is  a  divertifement  that  perhaps  the 
Queen  will  not  deny  her  confent  unto  :  but  furely 
I  think  nothing  will  be  further  propofed  to  him. 

The  Prince  of  CondPs  leaving  this  town  at  an  un- 
ufual  hour  and  manner,  you  will  have  from  many 
hands :  and  to  judge  of  the  event  is  more  the  work 
of  magick,  than  prudential  fore  fight ;  fo  little  have 
the  French  changes  of  the  rules  of  that  art.  If  the 
alarm  was  haftily  and  groundlefsly  taken  by  him, 
yet  really  there  is  room  for  hope  that  he  may  re- 
ceive fatisfaction,  and  quickly  return.  But  if  it  was 
2  really 
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really  intended  to  fecure  his  perfon,  or  if  he  knew  A.D.idp 
of  no  fuch  purpofe  and  yet  pretends  it,  I  think  the  ^OTV 
difference  will  only  be,  who  gave  the  firft  occafion 
to  the  trouble  that  will  be. 

Here  is  lately  arrived  a  fervant  of  Lord  Mujkery\ 
who  brought  me  many  letters,  but  of  fo  old  a  date, 
that  they  are  little  ufeful  for  our  information  m  the 
ftate  of  Ireland.  The  defeat  we  heard  of  the  laft 
week,  is  I  fear  too  particularly  related  for  the  time, 
place,  and  manner,  to  be  falfe.  If  it  be  true,  there 
remains  no  place  fo  probable  or  proper  to  receive 
fupplies,  as  thofe  parts  Lord  Muskery  is  in  :  which 
will  not  fcape  the  confideration  of  thofe  Gen- 
tlemen  employed  to  the  Duke  of  Lorrain  \  if  his 
Highnefs  mall  not  think  it  better  to  fit  down  with 
20000  /.  lofs,  than  to  venture  more  to  recover  it ; 
as  I  doubt  he  will.  His  Royal  Highnefs  hath  re- 
ceived a  refufal  to  his  defire  of  having  a  place  fet 
apart  for  him  for  divine  fervice  in  the  Louvre. 
Whether  he  will  attempt  it  again  by  fpeaking  him- 
felf  to  the  Queen  Regent,  or  go  more  frequently 
and  folemnly  to  Sir  Richard  Brown's,  I  know  not ; 
but  one  of  them  I  conceive  he  ihouid.  I  am  at  the 
end  of  my  paper  and  bufinefs  at  once,   and  remain,

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^_^j fruitful  of  news  as  the  Hague  >  and  this  place  being 
much  more  expenceful  (which  the  fmall  remainder 
of  my  poor  fortune  will  not  bear)  I  mall  be  con- 
{trained  before  it  be  long  to  feek  fome  cheaper  and 
more  private  corner  to  re  fide  in. 

I  rejoice  that  Sir  George  Radcliffe  hath  by  your 
Excellency's  mediation  had  fo  gracious  an  audience, 
and  fo  well  fatisfied  the  Queen  :  but  I  do  not  con- 
ceive his  condition  or  cafe  to  be  in  any  fort  applica- 
ble to  mine  *,  for  I  cannot  complain  that  I  have  not 
been  fully  heard  by  her  Majefty,  but  muft  acknow- 
ledge that  I  can  fay  no  more  than  I  have  done  to 
fatisfy  her,  that  I  cannot  poflibly  bring  my  felf  to 
think  it  agreeable  to  the  duty  I  owe  her  Majefty, 
for  me  to  violate  a  truft  repofed  in  me  upon  pro- 
mife  and  in  confidence  that  I  would  be  fecret  in  it. 
No,  my  Lord,  I  am  not  ambitious  of  that  favour, 
which  cannot  be  purchafed  but  with  the  breach  of 
my  faith ;  and,  if  I  muft  ftill  lie  under  her  Maje- 
fty's  difpleafure  on  that  fcore,  I  fhall  lament  my 
misfortune,  and  bear  it  with  patience,  without  giv- 
ing any  friend  or  my  felf  any  farther  trouble. 

I  have  herein  fent  you  a  letter  I  received  a  day 
fince  from  Lord  Inchiquin,  who  goes  Monday  next 
to  Amfterdam  to  embark  for  Scotland.  I  wifh.  the 
King  may  with  a  victorious  army  be  marched  into 
England  before  his  Lordfhip  arrives,  as  fome  fan- 
guine  men  here  believe  he  will  be.  We  have  here 
many  confident  reports  from  England,  and  from 
mips  that  came  not  long  fince  from  Scotland,  that 
fome  of  the  King's  forces  have  beaten  Harrifony 
and  are  marched  into  England :  but  albeit  I  want 
faith  to  believe  fo  much  of  it  as  others  do,  yet  I 
hope  the  King  may  by  this  time  be  in  a  profpering 
condition,  and  when  Lord  Jermyn  mail  go  for  Scot- 
land I  fhall  give  the  more  credit  to  it.  I  hope  the. 
Duke  of  York  will  himfelf  prefs  the  Queen  Regent, 

that 
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that  he  may  have  the  fame  favour  for  the  exercife^D.1651 
of  his  devotions  at  the  Louvre  as  formerly,  and  that 
he  will  refent  it  as  an  affront  put  upon  him  by  the 
artifice  of  fome  bufy  Englifh  Catholicks,  that  he  is 
now  debarred  of  it ;  for  I  conceive  if  he  pafs  it  over, 
that  it  may  be  alledged  in  Scotland  and  in  England^ 
that  his  Highnefs  is  well  content  to  have  it  fo : 
which  I  apprehend  may  redound  to  the  King's  dis- 
advantage, considering  in  what  hands  he  is  at  pre- 
fent.  I  fhall  not  continue  here  above  a  fortnight 
longer,  and  then  I  think  to  remove  to  fome  more 
retired  place.  Wherefoever  I  may  be,  I  fhall  con- 
ftantly  remain,  &c.

My  mofi  honoured  Lord, 

KNOWING  my  Lord  EmbafTador  Hyde  intends 
to  write  to  your  Lordfhip  this  week,  I  mould 
have  forborne  giving  you  this  trouble,  but  that  I 
very  lately  received  from  a  difcreet  and  able  Gen- 
tleman of  Scotland  a  large  letter  of  the  prefent  con- 
dition of  his  Majefty's  affairs  in  that  kingdom,  of 
which  I  would  not  defer  fending  the  inclofed  ex- 
tract ;  for  that  I  give  more  credit  to  it  than  to  the 
many  vain  reports  which  are  every  day  divulged 
here.  The  laft  man  who  came  from  Scotland  (Mr. 
Orde)  brought  no  letters  either  for  the  Queen  or 
the  Princefs  Royal,  but  only  one  from  Daniel  Oneile 
to  the  Lady  Stanhope.  He  faith,  Mr.  Fan/haw  told 
him,  that  he  had  many  letters  that  he  would  make 
up  and  fend  to.  him  ;  but  finding  the  veffel  ready  to 

come 
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^.D.1651  come  away,  this  Gentleman  was  not  willing  to  lofe 
the  opportunity  for  his  pafTage,  and  fo  came  away 
without  any  letters  at  all  from  the  King,  or  any 
about  him  ;  but  he  tells  me,  there  was  an  exprefs 
to  come  within  few  days  after  him.  I  believe  the 
King  hath  by  this  time  fought  •,  God  grant  he 
be  victorious.  As  foon  as  I  hear  any  thing  certain 
from  Scotland^  I  mail  not  omit  to  advertife  it  to  your 
Excellency.  The  Lord  Inchiquin  was  by  appoint- 
ment to  be  Tuefday  or  Wednefday  laft  at  Amfierdam 
to  embark  for  Scotland ;  and  I  fuppofe  he  is  there, 
unlefs  the  many  reports  of  the  King's  marching  in- 
ftantly  into  England  caufe  him  to  retard  his  jour- 
ney. 

I  hear  the  Lord  Taaffe  is  come  to  Bruxelles  this 
week  ;  and  fome  fay  the  Duke  of  Lorrain  hath 
v^ry  lately  knt  away  three  mips  with  fupplies  for 
Ireland :  I  wifti  it  be  true,  and  if  it  be  fo,  I  fup- 
pofe you  will  hear  of  it  from  Lord  Taaffe.  The 
news  of  Prince  Rupert's  taking  two  very  rich  prizes 
about  the  Bay  of  Cadiz,  is  confirmed  from  feveral 
parts  in  Spain  and  France :  but  whither  his  High- 
nefs  will  carry  them  to  make  profit  of  them  is  not 
eafy  to  judge,  unlefs  he  may  be  permitted  to  refide 
in  fome  port  in  the  French  King's  dominions.  I 
intend  to  continue  here  till  the  end  of  the  next 
month,  by  which  time  I  prefume  we  mall  have 
better  meafures  whereby  to  judge  of  the  King's  af- 
fairs. 

We  hear  that  the  King  of  Spain's  forces  are  re- 
tired into  garrifon,  and  intend  to  ftand  upon  the 
defenfive,  finding  the  French  to  be  much  too  ftrong 
for  them  in  the  field.  I  hear  from  a  good  hand, 
that  the  divifions  and  factions  in  Holland  increafe 
daily ;  that  there  the  States  are  making  ft-rict  difqui- 
fition  into  the  late  defign  and  enterprize  againfi: 
Amfterdam.  The  two  Secretaries  to  the  late  Prince 
of  Orange^  and  fome  others,  have  been  examinee! 

about 
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about  that  bufinefs ;  and  certain  it  is,  that  they  ^^'j££J 
have  therein  a  great  aim  at  the  Heer  van  Sommerdyk 
(who  is  one  of  the  ableft,  richeft,  and  worthier!: 
perfons  among  thofe  States)  and  if  they  can  find  the 
leaft  caufe  againft  him  and  fome  others  fwho  were 
for  their  virtue  heft  efteemed  by  the  late  Prince)  or 
can  difcover  that  they  had  any  hand  in  conducting 
his  Highnefs  in  that  attempt,  they  will  afluredly 
fall  very  feverely  on  them,  being  refolved  (like  true 
Boors  indeed)  now  the  Prince  is  dead,  to  revenge 
themfelves  upon  his  friends  ;  and  in  this  perfecution 
(I  hear)  Barnvelt's  faction  are  moft  eager  :  which  I 
believe  will  before  it  be  long  render  the  States  do- 
minions unquiet.  There  have  been  lately  at  the 
Brill  fome  great  divifions,  which  have  caufed  the 
States  to  fend  Mr.  Brederode  thither  to  appeafe  the 
fame  \  as  others  were  not  long  flnce  fent  to  quiet 
the  people  at  Middleburgh,  where  the  people  plun- 
dered a  Burgomafter's  houfe,  and  made  another 
fly  out  of  that  town.  Count  William  of  Frizeland 
{hall  marry  Madamoifelle  Albertina^  the  late  Prince 
of  Orange's  fitter.  The  wars  are  like  to  go  on  be- 
tween the  Marquefs  of  Brandenburg  and  the  Duke 
of  Neuburg.  I  fear  I  tire  your  Lordftiip  while  I  en- 
deavour thus  to  exprefs  my  felf,  as  I  am  really  and 
very  affectionately ,  &c.

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Colonel  Venables  to  General  Montague, 

SIR, 

AF  T  E  R  a  moft  merciful  and  good  hand  of 
God  with  us  at  fea,  the  29th  laft  we  came 
to  an  anchor  in  Carlijle  Bay.  The  next  day  we 
landed  and  fell  about  our  work :  but  prefently  of 
our  felves,  and  privately  by  friends,  were  affured 
(which  fince  we  find  true)  that  all  the  inhabitants 
were  againft  our  defign,  as  deftructive  to  them, 
and  that  they  would  not  really  and  cordially  aflift 
us.  All  the  promifes  made  us  in  England  of  men, 
provifion,  and  arms,  we  find  to  be  but  promifes.  I 
do  not  know  that  we  have  raifed  3000,  and  not 
arms  for  1300  of  them.  Mr.  Noel's  1500  arms  are 
found  to  be  but  190.  We  did  not  doubt  but  my 
Lord  and  his  Counfel  had  proceeded  and  grounded 
their  refolves  upon  greater  certainties,  than  we  can 
yet  difcern  by  any  one  particular  of  all  that  was 
taken  as  moft  certain,  the  confidence  of  which  did 
caufe  us  with  great  aflurance  to  reft  fatisfied  with 
what  was  aflured  us  we  fhould  find  here.  Only  the 
country  hath  raifed  fixty  horfe  in  a  troop  for  us. 
We  cannot  expect  to  be  relieved  from  hence  with 
provifions,  they  buying  all  their  own  :  and  had  we 
not  found  fome  fent  hither  by  the  victuallers  of  the 
navy,  I  know  not  how  we  fhould  have  fubfifted 
when  gone  hence.  We  have  feifed  fome  Dutch 
veffels  which  we  found  here,  who  refufe  to  give  us 
any  Invoices  or  Bills  of  Lading,  they  having  fold 
almoft  all  their  goods,  and  landed  them  before  we 
came  :  and  the  inhabitants  will  not  difcover  to 
whom  thofe  goods  are  fold  ;  only  fince  we  came,  a 
Dutchman  came  in  with  246  Negroes,  whom  we 
have  fold  for  about  5162/.  and  another  veffel  with 
fome  affes,  about  22  or  23,  not  yet  fold,  which 

will 
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will  much  exceed  all  the  other  feizures.     Whatfo-^.Z).i654 
ever  is  not  to  be  gotten  here,  muft  be  fent  for  from 
England,  or  we  mufl  perifh.    We  defired  our  mens 
arms  might  be  changed,  they  being  extreme  bad, 
and  two  fifths  not  to  be  made  ferviceable  here.    Of 
3000  men  deflgned,   we  brought  but   2500,    and 
and  not   1 600  of  thofe  well  armed  ;  fo  that  (our 
ftores  not  coming  as  promifed)  we  are  making  half- 
pikes  here  to  arm  the  reft  and  thofe  we  raife  ;    for 
we  have  not  any  hopes  to  procure  at  any  hand  above 
1 600  fire-arms.     If  bread  and  meal  be  not  fent  to 
us  conftantly,  we  muft  want  it :  for  Caflavy  after  it 
is  planted  (and  we  cannot  plant  till  June  at  fooneft) 
will  not  be  fit  to  eat  of  in  a  year.     It's  agreed  on 
by  all  perfons  that  know  America,    that  Englifh 
powder  will  not  keep  above  nine  months,   and  at 
that  time  we  muft  receive  conftant  fupplies.  French 
and  Spanifh  powder  will  keep  many  years ;  there- 
fore I  earneftly  defire,  that  fait  petre  and  all  other 
materials,  a  mill  and  men  to  make  powder,  might 
be  fent  us:    for  the  feveral  ingredients  will  keep 
uncompounded  very  well.     We  have  met  with  all 
the  obftructions  that  men  in  this  place  can  caft  in 
our  way  :  and  now  we  have  time  to  draw  our  men 
together,  we  find  not  half  of  them  to  be  armed, 
nay,  in  fome  regiments  not   above  200  are  ;  the 
moft  having  unfixt  arms,  and  unfit  men  generally 
given  to  us.    And  here  we  are  forced  to  make  half- 
pikes  to  arm  them  *,    which  hath,  loft  us  fo  much 
time,   and  will  hazard  our  mine.     Had  we  been 
armed  in  England,  doubtlefs  we  had  been  at  work 
before  this.     I  have  juft  now  an  account  from  Ge- 
neral Penn  of  what  the  fleet  can  accommodate  us 
with  ;    which,  as  you  may  fee  by  the  inclofed  par- 
ticular, will  not  amount  to  in  fhot  above  fifteen 
Ihot  a  man,   a  moft  inconfiderable  proportion  to 
have  hunted  Tories  in  Ireland  with,    where  we 
might  have  had  fupplies  every  day,  much,  more  to 

attempt 
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T^.D.  165  4  attempt  one  of  the  greateft  Princes  in  the  world 
within  his  moft  beloved  country,  where  fome  fup» 
plies  cannot  be  had  above  twice  a  year ;  and  this 
ifland,  we  find  upon  trial,  will  not  fit  us  with  fa 
much  ;  a  fad  matter,  that  we  muft  attempt  fo  high 
with  little  or  nothing,  or  return  home  and  do  no- 
thing !  which  few  of  us  had  a  great  deal  more 
cheerfully  hear  the  news  of  death  than  be  guilty  of. 
I  have  given  you  the  beft  account  I  am  able.  The 
Commiflioners,  I  believe,  will  be  more  large  to  his 
Highnefs.  Pray  let  not  the  old  proverb  be  verified 
in  us,  Out  of  fight i  out  of  mind :  if  fo,  you  will 
quickly  hear  we  are  out  of  this  world.  Sir,  your 
intereft  in  heaven,  and  that  on  earth,  is  earneftly 
defired  may  be  improved  in  the  behalf  of

Colonel  Venables  to  General  Montague. 

SIR, 

SINCE  my  laft  to  you  from  Barbados  I  have  not 
heard  from  you :  which  place  we  left  the  laft 
of  March,  and  came  to  St,  Chriftopher%  where  we 
found  a  regiment  formed  ;  and  not  ftaying  to  an- 
chor, we  failed  thence  without  fetting  foot  on  more* 
and  in  a  fortnight's  time  came  to  Hifpaniola^  where 
we  landed  upon  Saturday  the  14th  of  Aprils  near 
forty  miles  to  the  weft  oi  Santo  Domingo,  The  rea- 
fon  was,  our  pilots  were  all  abfent ;  the  chief  had 
out-ftayed  his  order,  being  fent  out  to  difcover, 
and  none  with  us  fave  an  old  Dutchman,  that 
knew  no  place  but  that :  whereas  we  refolved  to 
have  landed  where  Sir  Francis  Drake  did,  except 
forced  off  by  a  fort  (faid  to  be  there  ;)  and  then  m 
fuch  a  cafe  to  have  gone  to  the  other,    From  our 

landing 
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landing  we  marched  without  any  guide,  fave  hea-^-^-i^* 
ven,  through  woods ;  the  ways  fb  narrow,  that" 
500  men  might  have  extremely  prejudiced  20000! 
by  ambufhes  y  but  this  courfe  the  enemy  held  not, 
fave  twice.  The  weather  extreme  hot,  and  little 
water  ;  our  feet  fcorched  through  our  fhoes,  and 
men  and  horfe  died  of  thirft  :  but  if  any  had  liquor 
put  into  their  mouths,  prefently  after  they  fell$ 
they  would  recover,  elfe  die  in  an  inftant.  Our 
men  the  laft  fortnight  at  fea  had  bad  bread,  and 
little  of  it  or  other  victuals,  notwithstanding  Gene- 
ral Penn's  order  ;  fo  that  they  were  very  weak  at 
landing  •,  and  fome,  inftead  of  three  days  provifiort 
at  landings  had  but  one,  with  which  they  marched 
five  days,  and  therefore  fell  to  eat  limes,  oranges* 
lemons,  &JV.  which  put  them  into  fluxes  and  feversi 
Of  the  former  I  had  my  (hare  for  near  a  fortnight* 
with  cruel  gripings,  that  I  could  fcarce  ftand.  Co- 
lonel Butler  was  ordered  to  land  to  the  eaft  of  the 
City,  but  could  not  ;  and  therefore  he  and  the 
Chriftophers  regiment  under  Colonel  Holdip  were 
landed  where  we  firft  refolved,  and  were  ordered 
by  General  Penn  (whofe  order  I  enjoined  them  to 
obey)  to  flay  there  for  us  :  but  they  marched  away* 
which  contrary  to  the  firft  refolution,  with  fome 
other  reafons,  drew  us  beyond  their  landing  (where 
we  were  to  receive  more  victuals)  to  fecure  them 
who  were  ftraggling  up  and  down  for  water. 
Which  put  the  enemy  upon  placing  of  an  ambufli 
for  them,  which  fell  upon  our  forlorn  and  routed 
them  •,  but  the  van  immediately  beat  them  back 
with  lofs,  and  purfued  them  near  to  the  city  walls, 
who  mot  at  us.  Victuals  we  wanted,  having  farted 
two  days  every  man  of  us  •,  our  ammunition  fpent; 
no  water ;  and  our  men  ready  to  faint,  and  fome 
died  -,  the  eagernefs  and  heat  of  fight  had  drawn 
them  beyond  their  ftrength.  Whereupon  it  was 
refolved  by  a  council  of  war,  to  retreat  for  meat 
Vol,  II,  E  and 
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AD. 1 65 5 and  ammunition;  which  we  did:  but  our  long 
V^Y^/  march  and  this  delay  did  give  the  enemy  time  to 
call  in  all  the  country  to  at  leaft  4  or  5000,  and 
left  our  men,  after  travel  by  fea,  bad  diet  and  fafl> 
.  ing,  very  weak  •,  fo  that  when  we  advanced  the 
next,  they  fell  upon  our  forlorn  again,  routed 
them,  and  then  in  the  narrow  lanes  and  thick 
woods  routed  mine  and  Major  General  Heane's  re- 
giments, dew  my  Major  and  three  of  my  Captains, 
flew  the  Major  General,  and  wounded  his  Lieute- 
nant Colonel,  who  is  fince  dead  ;  and  were  not  re- 
pulfed,  till  the  regiment  of  feamen  (with  whom  I 
was)  gave  ftop  to  this  difafter.  Never  did  my  eyes 
fee  men  more  difcouraged ,  being  fcarce  able  to 
make  them  ftand,  when  the  enemy  was  retreated, 
who  never  looked  upon  us  until  we  were  ready  to 
faint  for  water  •,  they  having  (which  I  forgot  before 
to  tell  you)  ftopt  up  all  their  wells  ;  fo  that  we  had 
not  often  miles  at  leaft  one  drop  of  water  ;  fo  that 
whoever  comes  into  thefe  parts  muft  bring  leather- 
bottles,  which  are  more  needful  here  than  knap- 
facks  in  Ireland.  Therefore  pray  procure  great 
ftore  of  them,  or  we  muft  never  make  further  at- 
tempt, the  Spaniards  defence  being  overgrown 
woods  and  want  of  water.  Upon  this  difafter  and 
our  mens  fears  we  fell  to  new  counfels,  and  refolv- 
ed  to  try  Jamaica,  (from  which  nothing  diverted 
our  firft  attempt,  but  that  it  wanted  a  name  in  the 
world,  our  men  refufing  to  march  again  for  Do- 
mingo) where  we  landed  (having  beaten  the  enemy 
from  off  his  forts  and  ordnance)  upon  the  tenth  of 
May  ;  and  find  the  country  in  our  judgments  equal, 
if  not  fuperior,  to  Hifpaniola  :  and  in  4  miles  march 
here,  I  faw  more  cattle  and  plantations  than  in  40 
in  Hifpaniola,  and  a  better  air,  the  fite  more  advan- 
tageous to  intercept  the  Spanifh  plate-fleet.  The  Re- 
covery and  William  of  London  are  come  to  us  with 
fome  bifcuit,  which  we  extremely  want,  but  the  fleet 
1  claim 
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claim  it  as  theirs;  and  then  we  ftarve  :  for  the AD.i6$$ 
enemy  here,  after  flgning  articles,  have  run  into  V^YX^ 
the  woods,  and  drove  away  all  the  cattle  into  the 
mountains,  and  left  us  nothing  but  bare  walls  and 
roots  to  fhelter  and  feed  upon.  We  are  getting 
horfe  to  make  Troopers  and  Dragoons :  and  then 
we  hope  well,  if  the  Lord  blefs  a  party  we  have 
fent  forth  under  Colonel  Butler,  The  people  have 
broke  all  their  promifes  all  along  :  but  we  have 
their  Governor  and  another  principal  man  as  two 
hoftages  *,  they  fay,  the  articles  are  too  harfru 

A  copy  of  which  I  have  fent  enclofed  to  Mr. 
Rowe,  of  whom  you  may  have  them.  Pray  move 
for  bread  and  meal  (for  the  country  will  not  afford 
us  any  caflavy  considerable  of  a  year)  with  brandy, 
and  all  other  provifions  as  in  the  former  with  con- 
veniency  to  make  powder  and  falt-petre  \  which 
fome  men  amongft  us,  that  were  powder-men  in 
London ,  do  affirm  may  be  had  as  good  and  as  plen- 
tifully as  in  any  place  in  the  world  ;  and  after  three 
years  they  will  undertake  to  ferve  England  at  an 
eafier  rate  than  ever ;  wood  and  rivers  for  mills, 
with  carriage,  being  eafy  here,  with  choice  of  place 
to  erect  mills  at  for  powder  and  petre,  which  I  de- 
fire  we  may  be  enabled  for  to  make.  For  Cbrifto^ 
phers  will  furnifh  us  with  brimftone  ;  all  other  ma- 
terials are  here  in  abundance,  fave  workmen. 

We  find  ebony  in  great  plenty,  and  great  ftore 
of  large  cattle,  and  timber  in  abundance  for  fhip- 
ing,  and  fome  mips  on  the  flocks  in  building  -,  a 
gallant  harbour,  and  very  fafe  when  in,  and  eafy 
for  to  fortify.  If  we  want  a  fleet,  we  are  cooped 
up  as  drones  •,  thefe  with  us  cannot  flay  ;  they  want 

I )ro  virions.  I  have  not  had  one  day's  health  fince  I 
eft  Barbados.  I  cannot  eat  any  thing,  fave  milk  or 
broth  •,  fcarce  able  to  (land  on  my  legs.  Officers 
die  fo  faft,  that  we  are  troubled  to  find  men  to  fup* 
ply  their  places.     Near  3000  men  fick  with  the 

E  2  rains 
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^■Z>.  1655  rains  and  ill  &ir  °f  Hifpaniola :  the  diftemper  got 
^-^"Y~V  there  fome  will  carry  to  their  graves.  Honefl:  Mr. 
Winfiow  is  dead  of  a  fever,  fince  we  left  Hifpaniola. 
Had  I  time  and  ftrength,  1  mould  give  you  a  more 
large  account *,  which  I  referve  for  another  time, 
and  defire  you  would  excufe  me  that  I-ufe  another 
pen,  being  unable  to  perform  it  my  felf.  Pray  fend 
us  bread  and  meal,  or  elfe  we  perifh  •,  here  it  is  not 
to  be  had,  and  New  England  (we  are  aflured)  is  not 
able  to  furnifh  us  •,  and  therefore  England  muft  fpee- 
dily,  or  we  perifh.     I  remain,  Sir,

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Memoir  prefented  by  the  Marquefs  ^Ormonde ^.£-165$ 
to  the  Duke  of  Neuburg  at  DuffeldorfF,   0;

i.tT  is  by  the  concurrent  teftimony  his  Majefty 
X  receives  from  all  places  (amongft  which  the 
letters  from  the  Barbados  feem  a  good  evidence) 
conceived,  that  it  is  now  manifeft,  that  the  defign 
of  Cromwell  in  the  fleet  commanded  by  Penn  is  to 
fall  upon  the  Spaniard  in  the  Weft  Indies^  which 
(befides  his  conjunction  with  Frame ,  that  is  now 
out  of  queftion)  muft  oblige  the  King  of  Spain  to  a 
war  with  the  rebels,  except  he  be  contented  to  let 
them  at  leaft  fhare  with  him  in  thofe  dominions ; 
which  cannot  be  imagined. 

2.  How  the  Spaniard  hath  comported  himfelf  to- 
wards his  Majefty  (though  he  was  the  flrft  Prince  to 
whom  his  Majefty  applied  himfelf,  and  whofe  alli- 
ance he  defired)  is  too  well  known  ;  which  may 
make  thofe  approaches  the  more  difficult  towards  a 
better  intelligence,  which  in  this  conjuncture  is  ne- 
ceflary  to  both  their  affairs.  There  will  therefore 
be  need  of  the  interpolation  of  fome  Prince,  who 
wifhes  well  to  both,  to  introduce  fuch  a  correfpon* 
dency  between  them,  as  is  fit  for  both  :  and  then 
it  will  not  be  hard  to  make  it  appear,  that  as  the 
afliftance  which  the  King  of  Spain  can  eafily  give 
to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  may  be  very  available 
to  him  towards  his  reftoration  *,  fo  that  it  will  be  in 
his  Majefty's  prefent  power  (how  low  foever  his 
condition  appears  to  be)  to  contribute  more  towards 
the  defeating  Cromwell's  attempts  in  the  Indies^  and 
towards  the  afliftance  of  his  Catholick  Majefty  a- 

N  gainft  his  other  enemies,  than  in  any  other  Princes 
of  Chriftendom. 

3.  Let  the  prefent  fuccefs  of  the  Englifh  fleet  be 
what  it  will  in  the  Weft  Indies ^  if  Cromwell  be  not 

£  3  able 
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J-D.\6$ 5 able  to  fend  conftant  and  full  fupplies  thither,  the 
^efign  muft  come  to  nothing,  how  profperous  fo- 
ever  the  firft  entrance  upon  it  chance  to  be  :  and  if 
the  King  of  Spain  will  give  that  afliftance  and  coun- 
tenance to  his  Majefty,  as  will  be  very  agreeable  to 
the  carrying  on  of  his  own  affairs,  his  Majefty  will 
be  able  to  give  Cromwell  too  much  to  do  in  the 
three  Kingdoms,  to  leave  him  at  liberty  to  attend 
thofe  remote  expeditions.  Befides  the  power  the 
King  hath  in  the  navy  and  amongft  the  fea-men, 
and  in  this  particular  fleet  under  Penn,  where  (be- 
fides the  common  foldiers  and  mariners)  there  are 
many  principal  Officers,  who  have  ferved  his  Ma- 
jefty, and  whofe  affections  will  difpofe  them  to  re- 
ceive any  orders  from  the  King  :  all  which  will  ap- 
pear as  foon  as  his  Majefty  hath  the  liberty  of  ports 
to  encourage  the  refort  of  his  fhips  and  fea-men  to 
his  fervice  :  which  whenfpever  he  fhall  have,  Crom- 
well will  hardly  adventure  the  fetting  out  any  great 
fleets,  well  knowing  how  ill-affected  the  fea-men 
are  to  him. 

4.  The  advantage  which  his  Catholick  Majefty 
may  receive  by  a  conjunction  with  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  is  not  fmall  with  reference  to  the  car- 
rying on  the  war  in  Flanders,  where  he  is  like  to, 
be  mcft  preffed,  by  the  confirming  and  difpofing 
the  Irifti,  who  are  already  in  his  pay,  heartily  to 
his  fervice,  of  whom  there  is  at  prefent  fo  great 
jealoufy,  that  he  is  almoft  without  the  benefit  of  that 
body  ;  and  by  the  drawing  off"  all  the  regiments  of 
that  nation,  which  at  prefent  ferve  the  French,  and 
do  not  amount  to  lefs  in  number  in  Catalonia,  Italy, 
and  France,  than  ten  thoufand  men,  whereof  there, 
will  not  remain  a  conflderable  number,  when  they 
fhall  once  know  that  their  King  is  but  invited  to 
make  his  refidence  in  Flanders,  and  hath  the  friend- 
ship of  that  King  -,  and  of  what  moment  the  falling 
away  of  fuch  a  ftrength  may  be  to  the  difappoint- 
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ing  of  all  the  defigns  of  this  campagnia,  is  eafy  to  A.D.  165  5 
forefee,  and  as  eafy,  when  the  winter  fhall  draw v 
on,  to  tranfport  thofe  his  Majefty's  own  fubjects 
into  England  and  Ireland,  where  they  will  meet 
with  fuch  a  conjunction  from  his  Majefty's  faithful 
fubjects,  as  will  keep  Cromwell  from  molefting  and 
difquieting  his  neighbours. 

5.  The  reputation  of  this  friend/hip  between 
thefe  two  great  Kings,  and  the  probability  that  the 
King  of  England  will  be  thereby  fpeedily  reftored 
to  an  entire  poffeftion  of  his  kingdoms  and  domini- 
ons, (which  all  men  will  believe,  who  do  under- 
ftand  the  temper  of  the  feveral  people  thereof,  and 
the  deteftation  they  have  jointly  of  the  prefent  ty- 
ranny) will  keep  the  Dutch  to  a  ftricl:  obfervation 
of  their  treaty  with  his  Catholick  Majefty,  and  from 
joining  with  his  enemies  upon  the  difadvantage  his 
affairs  may  feem  to  ftand  in,  and  will  difpofe  even 
France  itfelf  to  a  deiire  of  peace  upon  moderate 
conditions,  when  they  fhall  both  confider  what  a 
friend  his  Catholick  Majefty  will  be  fure  always  to 
have  of  the  King  of  England  to  punifh  any  infolence 
that  fhall  be  now  offered  to  him. 

This  information  and  thefe  confiderations  his 
Majefty  imparts  to  his  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  Neu- 
burg,  as  to  his  beft  friend,  and  a  Prince  in  intire 
amity  with  Spain,  and  moft  concerned  in  any  mif- 
fortune  that  can  befall  that  King  in  his  dominions 
in  thofe  countries,  and  whofe  counfel  is  therefore 
like  to  be  hearkened  to  for  the  preventing  it.  And 
if  his  Highnefs  judges  by  what  is  offered,  that  his 
Majefty  can  bear  a  part  in  diverting  that  mifchief, 
lie  will  be  very  willing,  that  all  overtures  towards 
this  conjunction  may  proceed  from  him  in  what 
way  he  thinks  beft,  and  will  frankly  refer  all  parti- 
culars which  in  the  tranfaction  may  concern  his  Ma* 
jelly's  intereftj.  to  his  wifdom  and  friendihip  j  and

^•#.1655  to  that  purpofe  it  is  not  unfit  to  add  this  enfuing 
h*y**ft  difcourfe. 

If  the  Spaniards  appear  jealous  of  the  King*s  afc 
fection,  as  moft  inclined  to  France,  and  alkdges  the 
unkindnefs  of  his  Majefty's  father,  in  receiving  the 
Ambaflador  of  Portugal,  as  they  ufe  to  do,  and  his 
prefent  Majefty  continuing    that  honour  to  that 
Ambaflador  at  Paris :  The  drawing  off  the  Irifh 
from  the  fervice  of  Spain  (after  his  Catholick  Maje- 
fty had  made  thofe  levies  in  Ireland,  and  tranfport-r 
$d  them  to  Spain  at  a  vaft  charge)  to  the  French, 
by  which  Bourdeaux  was  loft,  and  all  the  Prince  of 
Condi's  defigns  upon  Guienne  difappointed  :  The  di- 
verting the  Duke  of  Lorrain  when  he  was  near  Pa- 
ris from  purfuing  the  advantages  he  had,  and  per- 
fuading  him  to  retire  \    and  fuch  other  difcourfes, 
which  are  common  amongft  them  to  extenuate  and 
excufe  their  own  demeanour:  It  is  anfwered (without 
reproaching  them  with  the  retaliation  of  greater  dif? 
courtefies)  that  it  is  well  known,  that  the  receiving 
the  Portugal  Ambaflador  in  England  was  ftnce  the 
beginning  of  the  Parliament,  and  when  thofe  rer 
bels,  who  afterwards  brought  all  the  mifchief  upon 
the  nation,  prevailed  in  all  councils  ;  and  therefore 
cannot  be  imputed  to  his  late  Majefty, 

That  it  was  not  in  his  prefent  Majefty's  power  tq 
yefufe  to  receive  an  Ambaflador  at  Paris,  who  came 
to  pay  civilities  to  him,  and  who  was  received  as 
Ambaflador  by  that  Crown. 

That  his  Majefty  never  had  the  leaft  hand  in 
drawing  the  Irifh  from  the  fervice  of  his  Catholick 
Majefty,  nor  gave  countenance  to  the  fame,  though 
his  Majefty  believes  it  was  an  effect  of  his  refidence 
in  France,  which  gave  the  Irifh  occafion  to  believe, 
that  their  refort  thither  might  advance  his  fervice  : 
yrhich  is  evidence  enough  how  eafily  they  may  be 
fkawn  to  that  Prince,  who  avows  an  affection  for 
his  Majefty,     How  his  Majefty  came  into  that 
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kingdom  after  his  misfortune  at  Worcefter,  and  how  AD.i6$^ 
he  was  neceflitated  to  flay  there  without  at  all  in-c^ 
termeddling  in  their  interefts,  is  well  enough 
known  -9  nor  had  his  ftay  there  been  fo  long,  if  the 
fupply  promifed  by  his  Catholick  Majefty  to  the 
King,  and  afTigned  to  be  paid  in  Flanders,  had  ac- 
cordingly been  made  good. 

His  Majefty  had  no  hand  to  any  agreement  or 
treaty  between  the  Duke  of \Lorrain  and  the  French, 
but  the  fame  was  finifhed  without  his  privity  \  and 
his  Majefty  earneftly  defired  by  a  letter  from  the 
Duke  of  Lorrain  to  fpeak  with  him,  his  Majefty 
not  knowing  or  imagining  that  the  French  army 
had  been  fo  near,  till  he  came  upon  the  place ; 
when  the  offices  he  performed  were  upon  the  re- 
queft  of  the  Duke  of  Lorrain  and  for  his  advantage, 
and  only  in  purfuance  of  the  agreement  he  had  for- 
merly made  with  the  French  Court. 

Upon  the  whole  matter,  the  Duke  of  Neuburg 
may  pafs  his  word  for  his  Majefty,  and  undertake 
on  his  behalf,  that  if  his  Catholick  Majefty  will 
take  the  King's  caufe  to  heart,  his  Majefty  will  as 
heartily  engage  himfelf  for  the  prefent  and  the  fu- 
ture to  advance  his  interefts  againft  all  people  what- 
foever ;  and  that  until  it  fhall  be  feaforiable  to  en- 
deavour to  make  impreflion  upon  his  own  domini- 
ons, he  will  draw  what  forces  he  can  (which  will 
be  very  confiderable)  to  aflift  the  King  of  Spain  m 
Flanders,  and,  if  it  be  thought  fit,  will  be  ready  to 
be  in  his  own  perfon  in  his  army. 

The  M.  of  Ormonde  to  the  Duke  of  Neuburg. 

HAVI  N  G  given  the  King  my  mafter  an  ac- 
count of  the  commands  he  gave  me  to  your 
Highnefs,  and  of  your  Highnefs's  fenfe  and  advice 
upon  that  affair    I  found  him  infinitely  fatisfied  with 

the 
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AD.  165 5  the  confirmation  of  your  affection,  and  with  the 
way  you  are  refolved  to  proceed  in  it :  which  was 
punctually  fuch  as  he  mould  have  defired,  but  that 
he  was  refolved  to  put  himfelf  entirely  upon  your 
own  method,  and  to  be  wholly  governed  by  your 
counfel  •,  which  he  commanded  me  to  let  your 
Highnefs  know. 

According  to  your  Highnefs's  command,  I  fend 
you  the  extract  of  letters  fent  his  Majefty  from 
Breft ;  which  were  taken  out  of  many  that  were 
fent  from  perfons.  in  Cromwell's  fleet  from  the  Bar- 
bados, and  intercepted  by  one  of  the  frigats  that  fail 
under  the  King  my  matter's  commiflion  ;  as  alfo  a 
letter  written  to  my  felf  by  a  perfon  of  intereft  and 
condition  of  the  Irifh  nation,  with  which,  as  con- 
cerning the  defign  of  Penrfs  fleet  and  the  treaty 
with  France,  divers  letters  from  England  and  France 
do  agree.  But  fome  letters  from  Holland  do  feem 
to  import,  that  there  is  a  flop  made  by  Cromwell  to. 
fign  the  articles,  upon  a  maffacre  committed  by  the 
French  troops  upon  fome  Proteflants  in  or  near 
Savoy,  the  general  Protector  of  which  religion  he 
would  be  underftood  to  be.  And  if  he  have  found 
it  convenient  for  him  to  delay  the  finifhing  of  that 
treaty,  till  he  knows  the  fuccefs  of  his  fleet,  he 
could  not  find  a  more  advantageous  pretext  than 
that  action  has  given  him. 

Having  difcharged  my  felf  of  the  King  my  ma<* 
iter's  and  your  Highnefs's  commands,  permit  me 
to  acknowledge  my  particular  obligations  to  your 
Highnefs,  and  to  afTure  you  that  I  mail  always  re- 
ceive the  honour  of  your  commands  as  the  greateft 
happinefs  that  can  befall,  &V.

Halfey  •,  whereas  you  remember  the  letter  from  Will, 
that  fays  they  were  taken  together.     I  have  like- 
wife  a  letter  from  the  Colonel  to  you  inclofed  in 
Mr.  Lane's  letter ;  which  I  think  it  is  no  matter  for 
fending.     He  defires  it  may  be  (hewed  to  me,  be- 
caufe  Dan.

I  had  forgot  to  tell  you,  that  the 
laft  night  Mr.  Ravey  came  to  me  in  fome  trouble^ 
and  afked  me  whether  one  Gilbert  Talbot  had  been 
lately  here,  and  told  me  almoft  as  much  as  I  knew, 
which  he  had  then  {\:m  in  letters  from  Bruxelles  * 
fo  that  you  may  fee  what  rare  fellows  thofe  are, 
and  why  any  body  fhould  be  bound  to  keep  their 
fecrets.  There  is  one  excellent  claufe  in  the  Colonel's 
letter  to  you,  which  I  mult,  tell  you  is  quite  of  ano- 
ther ftyle  to  the  two  former  which  he  fent ;  in  which 
he  tells  you,  that  200  /.  of  the  money  remained  ftill 
in  a  good  hand,  that  will  be  paid  according  to  fuch 
order  as  the  King  or  you  fhall  give.     If  he  fpeaks 
with  you,  I  pray  obferve  and  fet  down  in  writing 
what  he  fays  of  his  firft  imprifonment,   his  releafe 
from  that,  and  of  his  efcape  fince.     God  keep  you* 
and  fend  you  fafe  to  us.

My  ever  moft  honoured  Lord, 

ID  O  U  B  T  not  with  God's  help  to  wait  on  your  J.D.  1655 
Lordfhip  upon  Friday  next ;  having  paft  over  ^N/W 
and  difpatched  two  of  thofe  bufineffes  which  hindred 
me  from  attending  you  to  Antwerp  yefterday  morn- 
ing. The  one  was  that  I  might  be  here  at  the  arri- 
val of  the  poft  of  Cologne,  to  convey  your  Lord- 
fhip, fuch  letters  as  he  brought  from  thence  both 
for  yourfelf  and  for  me ;  and  accordingly  I  fent 
them  laft  night  under  a  cover  to  Mr.  Shaw  in  con- 
formity to  your  Lordfhip's  orders.  The  other  was, 
that  in  the  delivery  of  his  Majefty's  letters  to  Don 
Alonfo,  I  might  difcover  if  it  were  poffible  how  I 
ftood  in  his  opinion  in  point  of  fidelity  to  the  King 
my  mafter,  and  affection  to  this  King's  affairs  ;  and 
I  think  I  have  compaft  both  without  the  leaft 
breach  of  my  promife  to  you.  Concerning  the  firft, 
Don  Alonfo  himfelf  gave  me  opportunity  to  clear  it, 
upon  his  reprefenting  unto  me  the  neceflity  of  be- 
ing fecret,  and  his  intimating  unto  me  as  if  fome- 
thing  mould  be  wanting  in  thofe  that  are  about  his 
Majefty.  I  anfwer'd  him  with  acknowledging,  that 
his  Majefty's,  as  well  as  other  Princes  Miniiters, 
were  fubject  unto  fuch  afperfions,  of  which  the}* 
knew  not  how  to  vindicate  themfelves,  becaufe  they 
knew  not  their  authors.  That  no  man  could  con- 
tribute fo  much  as  Don  Alonfo  himfelf,  (who  had  been 
fo  long  in  England  and  converfed  fo  much  with  thofe 
of  the  Directory  there)  to  fo  ufeful  and  necefTary  a 
difcovery  :  and  therefore  I  did  defire  him  that  for 
the  good  of  our  common  intereft,  he  would  difclofe 
what  he  knew  touching  that  particular.  That  I 
Vol.  II.  F  prayed 
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■^•l655prayed  him  I  might  be  the  mark,  at  which  the  firft 
V-\rw  arrows  mould  be  fhot  \  if  he  had  difcovered  that  I 
had  fo  much  as  faultred ;  it  being  of  chief  impor- 
tance to  be  affured  of  my  integrity,  on  whofe  credit 
his  Majefty  and  they  did  rely  in  all  that  paffed  be- 
tween them.  He  anfwered  me,  laying  his  hand  on 
his  breaft,  that  if  he  had  the  honour  to  fee  the  King, 
the  firft  words  he  would  fay  unto  him  of  bufinefs 
fhould  be,  that  the  Protector  to  his  knowledge  did 
perfectly  hate  me,  becaufe  he  knew  me  to  be  fo 
faithful  a  fervant  to  his  Majefty,  and  that  his  Ma- 
jefty ought  to  regard  me  accordingly  ;  adding  that 
he  was  obliged  to  fay  fo  much  both  for  truth  and  ju- 
ftice  fake.  I  had  a  great  deal  of  other  difcourfes 
with  him,  which  I  remit  to  entertain  your  Lord- 
fhip  withal,  till  I  have  the  honour  to  fee  you  ;  on- 
ly I  fhall  add,  that  as  for  my  affection  to  the  King* 
and  his  Majefty's  affairs,  there  could  be  no  better 
proof  of  it,  than  the  great  efteem  and  truft  I  was 
in  with  thefe  Minifters,  and  efpecially  with  the 
Count  of  Fuenfaldagna^  who  was  my  particular 
good  friend.  It  feems  he  knows  of  your  Lord- 
fhip's  having  been  here  *,  for  he  afked  me  what  was 
become  of  you.

I  HAVE  all  yours  of  the  10th  and  nth,  and 
the  King  hath  yours  to  him,  and  he  fays  he  will 
write  to  you  himfelf :  which  I  would  not  have  him 
to  do,  except  he  would  chide  you  as  you  deferve. 
Sure  you  would  be  too  proud  of  doing  any  thing 
well,  if  you  did  not  humble  yourfelf  by  doing 
fomewhat  impertinently  after.  This  going  to  Mrs* 
Hewett,  and  all  your  other  projects  is  mere  ram- 
bling, and  I  expected  nothing  more  than  that  you 
would  have  been  here  the  laft  night  •,  when  at  the 
beginning  of  Sir  H.  de  Vic's  letter,  I  found  that  you 
left  BruJJels  on  Monday  morning.  Though  you  had 
been  fure  by  a  day  or  two's  loitering  to  have  met  the 
Princefs-Royal,  it  had  been  worth  the  confidering, 
whether  reafonable  objections  were  not  to  have  been 
made  againfl  it.  Now  I  hope  you  are  fatisfied.  that 
you  may  expect  long  enough  ;  for  furely  whilrt  this 
weather  holds  me  cannot  come  out  of  Holland ;  the 
which  I  hope  is  fo  well  understood  by  you,  that 
you  are  even  now  upon  your  way  hither.  If  not,  I 
befeech  you  make  what  hade  you  can ;  for  upon 
my  credit,  we  are  without  the  benefit  of  your  hav- 
ing been  there,  till  you  return  :  and  every  day  pro- 
duces fomewhat  that  makes  your  prefence  neceflary ;

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^D.1655  nor  will  the  King  refolve  of  making  his  difpatch  to 
Spain,  till  he  confer  with  you.  I  know  not  what 
to  fay  more. 

I  did  not  think  fit  to  fend  the  letters  Mr.  Lane 
fent  from  the  three  brothers  which  came  but  on 
Sunday  laft,  becaufe  I  could  not  imagine  you  would 
be  to  be  found  in  thofe  parts ;  and  therefore  I  writ 
not  myfelf  on  Tuefday.  To  my  underftanding 
there  can  hardly  be  any  thing  more  evident  of  that 
kind,  than  that  they  are  all  naught.  Gilbert  quar- 
rels in  his,  for  your  having  written  to  the  poft  at 
Antwerp,  that  he  mould  not  deliver  letters  with 
fuch  a  fuperfcription  (which  contains  his  directions) 
to  any  but  your  man  :  which  note,  he  fays,  he  read 
himfelf  \  and  fo  did  Jamott  \  which  muft  be  fome 
ridiculous  miftake,  and  it  may  be  his  name  may  be 
like  fome  of  thofe  in  our  note,  and  fo  the  porter  may 
have  miftaken  it  ;  which  hath  given  occafion  to  fay 
fomewhat  to  Jamott  upon  the  manner  of  taking  up 
our  letters.  Truly,  methinks  you  mould  have  faid 
fomewhat  of  it  to  the  Conde :  and  I  pray  conflder 
well,  whether  you  mould  not  wifh  Sir  H.  de  Vic  to 
fay  in  confidence  to  the  Conde,  that  you  have  too 
much  reafon  to  fufpecl  all  three  to  have  correfpon- 
dence  with  Cromwell  *,  and  therefore  that  he  be  cau- 
tious accordingly.  If  the  Jefuit  be  not  fent  to  a 
remote  Convent  and  kept  clofe  from  farther  activi- 
ty, I  know  not  what  to  think  of  it :  but  we  have 
a  very  froward  face,  that  fuch  cattle  can  do  us  fo 
much  hurt,  and  the  wifeft  men  can  do  us  little 
good. 

I  can  fay  no  more :  but  for  God's  fake  make

May  it  pie *afe  your  Excellency \ 

IAL  W  A  Y  S  thought  the  many  teftimonies  ali 
thofe  of  our  family  gave  of  their  fidelity  to  the 
King's  fervice,  and  in  particular  to  your  Excellency, 
and  the  many  hazards  that  myfelf  hath  lately  run  in 
order  thereunto,  might  merit  a  better  opinion  of  me, 
than  I  find  there  is  held  of  me  by  fome  of  the  King's 
Minifters  there,  to  be  Cromwell's  only  intelligence 
here  :  if  the  lofs  of  fo  much  blood  as  I  have  loft  in 
his  fervice,  the  quitting  of  my  fortune  here  the  laft 
fummer  to  go  into  England,  to  venture  the  lives  of 
my  friends,  and  my  own  •,  my  imprifonment  there 
for  fix  months,  (which  is  a  thing  publickly  known 
to  the  King's  beft  friends  there,  that  it  ftood  me  in 
400  /.  Sterling,)  and  laftly  my  life  loft  (if  I  had  not 
made  my  efcape)  be  not  motives  fufficient  to  juftify 
me.  My  Lord,  I  am  a  Gentleman,  and  if  I  were 
fo  wicked,  as  to  be  fo  void  of  all  fidelity  to  my  law- 
ful Prince  as  to  turn  rogue  for  intereft  ;  yet  I  am 
I  not  fo  defpicable  a  fpirit  as  to  do  an  act  fo  much  be- 
low a  Gentleman  \  and  if  all  this  be  not  fufficient,  in 
"    ■*•■ 
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J.D.1655  reafon,  your  Excellency  will  allow,  that  he  had  no 
need  of  employing  me  ;  whereas  he  employed  one 
formerly  (which  you  know)  that  he  knew  could 
ferve  his  turn  as  well,  and  was  here  before  ever  I 
was  taken  the  fecond  time.  Pray,  my  Lord,  do  but 
afk  the  queftion,  to  what  purpofe  mould  he  employ 
us  both  here,  or  in  what  could  I  be  more  ufefol  to  him 
here  than  the  other?  If  I  had  ftaid  in  England  there 
might  be  more  ground  for  that  fcandalous  report, 
where  (certainly)  I  could  do  him  more  fervice,  and 
if  he  that  was  employed  by  him,  (I  am  confident 
for  no  other  end  than  to  ferve  his  Majefty,  and  to 
gain  himfelf  a  little  money,)  had  acquainted  me 
with  it  before  he  had  concluded  with  him,  I  would 
never  fuffer  him  to  take  fo  unworthy  a  bufinefs  in 
hand,  though  it  mould  prove  never  fo  advantage- 
ous to  the  King's  fervice,  or  never  fo  beneficial  to 
himfelf;  but  when  it  was  pari:  my  remedy,  I  advif- 
ed  him  to  acquaint  your  Excellency  with  it  \  which 
he  did,  and  would,  though  I  had  never  known  it. 
I  cannot  imagine  how  this  mould  come  to  pafs,  but 
I  hope  my  innocency  will  appear,  when  fome  of  thofe 
that  accufe  me,  will  be  ktn  black  enough  ;  I  be- 
lieve Robin  Dongan's  coming  hither  now  will  con- 
firm them  in  it,  and  that  his  efcapewas  permitted, 
as  being  of  relation  to  me,  for  it  was  that,  that  raif- 
ed  the  firft  report  in  England  of  it.

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'AD.i6$t;  to  return  you  my  humble  thanks  for  the  honour  you 
did  me,  and  to  fay  farther,    if  it  were  porTible,  to 
bind  me  more  faithfully  to  his  Majefty's  fervice,  or 
more  firm  to  your  in^srefts,    fo  obliging  a  letter 
would  infallibly  do  it  •,  tut  that  being  as  impoflible, 
as  my  being  the  perfon  I  was   reprefented  there  to 
be,  I  do  promife  myfelf,  that  his  Majefly  and  your- 
felfwill  (at  leaft)  fufpend  your  ill  opinions  of  me, 
until  you   have   fome   more  convincing  evidence 
of  my  guilt  5  and  that  once  made  apparent,  I  fhall 
very  patiently   fubmit  myfelf  to  the   punifhment 
(in  the  publick  view  of  the  world)  that  the  infamy 
and  wickednefs  of  my  crime  doth  require.    And  on 
the  other  fide,  your  Excellency  I  am  confident  will 
allow,  that  my  petition  is  not  unreafonable,  if  I  beg 
that  no  inconsiderable  perfons,  or  little  envoys  in

My  moft  honoured  Lord, 

A  T  H  E  R  Dalle  who  is  here  AmbafTador  for 
the  King  of  Portugal,  exprefTeth  a  great  deflre 
to  ferve  the  King  our  mafter  :  and  though  he  will 
not  take  upon  him  to  be  confident  of  the  fucceft 
of  his  endeavours,  yet  he  feems  to  have  fome 
hope  to  effect  fomething  for  the  King's  advantage. 
He  has  been  enquiring  whom  he  might  truft  to  con- 
vey his  mind  tg  the  King;   and  Dr.  Kelly  has  put 

him 
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jf.D.  1 65  5  him  upon  me.     I  have  fpoken  with  him  feveral 
times  of  late,  wherein  he  has  hitherto  made  fome 
overtures :  but  his  chief  endeavour  has  been  to  pro- 
cure an  engagement  of  fecrefy  ;  for  he  has  met  here 
wich  fundry  perfons  who  complain  that  nothing  is 
kept  fecret  at  Cologne.     He  defires  therefore  that  I 
fhould  write  immediately  to  his  Majefty,  and  pro- 
cure his  anfwer  under  his  own  hand  to  that  which  he 
propofeth  in  general :  but  when  particulars  come  to 
be  treated  on,  he  thinks  it  neceflary,  that  the  King 
advife  with  fuch  of  his  Council,  as  he  doth  beft  truft 
and  believes  will  be  fecret.     I  confefs  that  he  put 
me  into  a  little  perplexity,  how  to  carry  my Mf  in 
this  bufinefs.     I  faw  no  great  matter  in  that  which 
he  feems  to  aim  at :  perhaps  the  King  hath  already 
thought  of  gaining  the  affiftance  of  thofe  perfons, 
which  this  Father  thinks  on,  by  fome  other  way  •, 
and  it  feems  too  ftrid  to  expect  from  his  Majefty 
any  thing  at  all  in  matters   of  fuch  confequence, 
without  advice  of  fome  of  his  Council.     Yet  on  the 
other  fide,   I  think  it  always  my  duty  to  omit  or 
neglect  nothing,  which  in  any  poffibility  may  tend 
to  his  Majefty's  advantage,  and  better  that  I  hazard 
the  reputation  of  my  fmall  difcretion,  than  pafs  by 
any  the  leaft  opportunity   or  means  to  ferve  the 
King.     This  Father  has  means  to  know  more  of  the 
prefent  affairs  of  Cbriftendom^  and  the  temper  and 
inclinations  of  the  great  men  employed,  than  I  can 
poffibly  judge  of.     If  he  can  do  nothing,  yet  his 
affection  and  endeavour  is  not  to  be  contemned :  and 
he  that  has  gotten  fo  much  credit  with  a  ftranger, 
(the  King  of  Portugal)  who  now  employs  and  main- 
tains him  in  fplendor,  it  may  come  in  his  way  to  be 
able  to  ferve  our  King.     The  Father  fpeaks  very 
honourably  of  your  Lordfhip  ;  and  truly,  I  believe 
from  his  heart  •,  but  I  have  fome  probability  to  guefs 
that  the  Chancellor  has  been  mifreprefented  to  him 
(though  he  does  not  exprefs  it  to  me)  and  it  may 

be, 
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be,  he  thinks  that  the  Chancellor  has  too  much  A.D.  165  5 
power  with  your  Lordfhip.  At  the  Palais  Royal 
the  Chancellor  is  freely  talked  on,  and  I  have  heard 
one  whom  this  Father  trufts,  think  other  wife  of  the 
Chancellor  than  he  defervcs.  It  was  an  old  faying, 
Atrociter  calumniando  aliquid  h<eret.  Upon  the 
whole  matter,  I  beg  your  Lordfhip's  direction,  and 
if  you  think  fit  that  I  mould  acquaint  his  Majefty 
with  this  Father's  proportion,  get  me  leave  from  his 
Majefty  to  write  unto  him  •,  without  which  it  were 
too  much  prefumption  for  me  to  trouble  him  immedi- 
ately :  and  let  me  have  alfo  your  pardon,  if  I  keep 
the  good  Father's  fecret,  until  I  have  his  leave  to 
communicate  it.  I  befeech  your  Lordfhip,  add  to 
your  Cypher,  635  Father  .Dalle,  636  Cardinal  An- 
tonio. 

Here  is  an  Englifhman  in  this  town,  who  follows 
fome  private  bufinefs  from  merchants :  he  has  been 
recommended  by  Cromwell,  and  is  thought  to  have 
power  with  the  rebels.  M.  Leftrade  got  this  fellow 
into  his  chamber  and  dealt  with  him  to  ufe  his  credit 
with  Cromwell  toconfent,that  the  Duke  of  York  might 
flay  in  France,  faying  that  it  would  be  a  very  acceptable 
fervice  to  France,  and  that  the  Duke's  going  hence 
might  prejudice  them  more  than  his  Protectorfhip 
was  aware  of.  The  fellow  anfwered,  that  he  had  no 
hope  to  perfuade  Cromwell,  for  he  purpofed  to  fend 
an  Ambaflador  hither  *,  but  none  durft  come  fo  long 
as  the  Duke  of  York  was  in  Paris  ;  the  Duke  had 
power  with  the  foldiers,  and  fome  of  thofe  blades 
would  affront  or  mifchief  the  Ambaflador  or  his 
company  to  gratify  the  Duke.  Some  wife  men  pro- 
bably guefs,  that  Cardinal  Mazarine  will  not  have 
the  Duke  of  York  go  hence,  till  all  the  Irifh  foldiers 
be  drawn  into  the  field  out  of  their  garrifons. 

Upon  further  fpeech  with  Father  Dalle,  to  pre- 
vent lofs  of  time,  I  have  adventured  to  fend  his 
propofition  here  inclofed  to  his  Majefty,  wherein  I 

have 
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J**^*l655have  prefumed  to  make  ufeof  your  Lordfhip's  Cy- 
JS*V*W'  pher,  which  you  will  be  pleafed  to  lend  his  Majefty, 
if  you  fhall  think  it  worth  the  while  to  deliver  my 
letter  to  the  King  :  which  I  wholly  fubmit  to  your 
better  judgment.  I  writ  not  long  fince  to  you  con- 
cerning Sir  Rich.  Forfter,  and  his  civilities  towards 
your  Lordfhip.  I  befeech  you  to  remember  him 
in  your  own  good  time.  I  believe  your  letters  to 
my  Lady  Marchionefs  have  mifcarried,  for  it  is  not 
long  flnce,  fhe  told  a  friend  of  mine,  that  fhe  had 
not  heard  from  you  fince  fhe  left  Ireland.

My  moft  honoured  Lord, 

BEFORE  my  Lady  could  have  received  that 
from  your  Lordfhip  I  fent  to  her  the  laft  week, 
I  got  this  inclofed.,  I  was  glad  to  fee  that  you  were 
both  in  one  mind,  to  do  me  the  honour  to  ferve 
you  in  this  kind. 

My  Lord  Muskerry's  fervant  Mr.  Rocb  came  the 
laft  week  in  five  days  from  London  to  Paris.  He 
tells  me,  that  the  laft  fummer  the  Archduke  Leo- 
fold  writ  a  letter  to  Don  Alonfo  de  Cardenas,  adver- 
tising him  of  a  great  defign  which  our  King  had  in 
Ireland:  but  bids  him  not  to  be  troubled  at  it,  for 
it  would  come  to  nothing ;  becaufe  Cromwell  had 
one  at  Cologne,  v/ho  acquainted  him  with  the  parti- 
culars thereof.  This  advertifement  was  kept  very 
private,  only  one  man  being  acquainted  there  with 
it,  and  he  obliged  by  oath  not  to  difcover  this  per- 
fon  at  Cologne.  Of  late  this  man  thus  fworn  ac- 
quaints 
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quaints  Mr.  Roch  with  this  letter  of  the  Archduke  iA.D.\6$$ 
but  would  not  by  any  means  name  or  difcover  the  ,S^V^ 
falfe  brother  who  gives  intelligence  from  Cologne*, 
(this  was  another  yet  living  and  not  Manning.)  I 
know  not  what  ufe  may  be  made  of  fuch  infor- 
mations as  thefe  are,  when  they  may  give  occafion 
to  many  vain  fufpicions,  and  there  may  be  caufelefs 
malice  to  raife  jealoufies  againft  honeft  men.  Yet 
Mr.  Roch  being  a  very  trufty  understanding  man. 
I  thought  not  amifs  to  trouble  your  Lordfhip  with 
this  ftory.  If  it  have  any  juft  ground,  when  you 
meet  with  Don  Alonfo,  perhaps  he  may  difcover 
the  intelligencer. 

I  met  lately  with  an  eminent  perfon  who  paffed 
by  this  town  privately  out  of  England.  He  told 
me,  that  when  my  Lord  of  Rochefter  was  laft  in 
England,  he  declared  that  it  was  his  Majefty's  plea- 
fure,  that  no  Papift  mould  be  admitted  to  join  with 
thofe  that  were  the  laft  year  expected  to  rife  for  the 
King  :  which  gave  great  offence  not  only  to  the 
Papifts,  but  alfo  to  many  of  the  King's  party,  who 
were  loth  to  fee  that  the  King  gives  ftill  fb  much 
countenance  to  the  Prefbyterian  intereft,  whereto 
my  Lord  of  Rochefter  himfelf  has  been  thought  to 
incline.  I  believe  there  will  be  no  danger  of  the 
like  hereafter,  if  the  King  of  Spain  promote  our 
King's  intereft  :  yet  it  will  do  the  King  no  hurt  to 
know  what  the  fenfe  of  his  beft  fubjeds  is,  both  of 
the  Prefbyterian  party  and  of  thofe  who  are  but 
gueffed  to  favour  them. 

I  hear  it  from  a  very  probable  hand,  that  Crom- 
well is  jealous  of  Cardinal  Mazarine,  that  he  means 
not  to  perform  with  him.  M.  de  Bourdeaux  fhould 
have  gone  back  to  England  e're  this :  and  Whit- 
locke  was  appointed  to  have  come  hither,  and  fo 
have  gone  on  to  the  King  of  Sweden.  Cromwell  is 
not  fatisfied  with  Bourckautfs  delay,  and  Whitlockfs

My  mqft  honoured  Lord> 

YESTERDAY  Sir  R.  Forfter  told  me,  that 
Lord  Jermyn  had  received  for  the  King  1800 
piftoles  ;  which  feems  to  be  the  laft  payment  for  the 
year  that  is  paft ;  and  for  the  firft  month  of  this  year 
600  piftoles  more.  But  his  Lordfhip  faith,  that  he 
hath  laid  all  this  out  and  200  piftoles  more,  which 
the  King  yet  oweth  him.  Howbeit  he  promifeth 
to  pay  Sir  Richard  the  40  piftoles  upon  the  warrant 
which  your  Lordfhip  procured.  He  hath  appoint- 
ed two  or  three  feveral  times  for  payment  of  it  and 
failed :  yet  it  is  very  probable  that  it  will  be  paid  at 
laft. 

If  your  Lordfhip  find  not  out  fome  other  means 
to  redeem  the  garter,  I  fhall  endeavour  to  get  as 
much  here  by  fome  or  other,  as  will  bring  it  into  my 
hands  ;  fb  as  it  may  come,  with  the  chain,  when 
the  Duke  of  York  goes  from  hence.  If  my  coming 
with  the  Duke  may  be  of  any  ufe,  I  fhall  endeavour 
to  go  along ;  though  I  have  no  mind  to  hang  on, 
where  I  have  no  employment ;  efpecially  among 
thofe  who  defire  my  room  rather  than  my  company. 
The  Duke  is  very  civil  to  me,  (more  avowedly  as  I 
think  than  formerly)  but  he  has  no  fuperfluities  of 
money  :  it  is  ftill  gone,  e're  it  come  ;  fo  as  I  fee 
none  yet.  Nevertheless  I  am  very  well  aflured, 
that  his  intentions  are  very  kind  to  me,  and  will  be 

more 
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more  fully  exprefTed,  if  he  find  it  acceptable  to  the  AD.  1655 
King.  <wy%*/ 

What  I  writ  laft  to  your  Lordfhip  and  to  his  Ma- 
jefty,  I  writ  with  fome  doubtfulness ;  as  you  may 
colled  by  my  letter.  I  do  believe  that  Father  Dalle 
has  good  affections  to  the  King  *,  but  'that  this  pro- 
portion comes  from  the  French  Court,  whereby 
the  King  may  gather  fomething  how  they  here  ltand 
affected  to  his  Majefty's  prefent  affairs;  which  was 
one  reafcn  that  emboldened  me  to  write.  The 
good  Father  lays  a  great  obligation  of  fecrefy  upon 
me ;  which  I  ftrictly  obferve :  yet  I  find  (upon  the 
by)  that  himfelf  has  acquainted  two  perfons  more 
with  the  bufinefs,  though  he  knows  not  that  I 
know  fo  much.  He  is  accounted  by  fundry  per- 
fons to  be  a  very  wife  man ;  and  fo  he  may  be» 
though  as  yet  I  cannot  find  it.  I  had  a  conceit 
that  he  meant  to  have  faid  fomething  concerning 
his  Matter's  daughter ;  and  others  thought  fo  too : 
but  no  words  come  from  him  hitherto  looking  that 
way.  He  feems  to  have  a  great  confidence  in  the 
abilities  and  friendfhip  of  Cardinal  Antonio,  who 
came  lately  to  vifit  the  Father  at  his  lodging,  and  (as 
he  tells  me)  kept  him  two  hours  in  difcourfe  about 
our  King :  which  to  me  feems  to  imply  fomething 
more  than  to  exprefs  that  his  Eminence  is  Protector 
of  Ireland.

Letter  from  London  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

THE  embargo  which  hath  been  already  fix  days 
is  to  continue  15  more  •,  by  which  time  it  is 
hoped,  our  great  fleet  may  be  in  a  readinefs  to  fet 
out ;  though  fome  are  of  a  contrary  opinion  ;  it  be- 
ing certatn*that  there  is  fome  difcontent  as  well  in  the 
fleet  as  at  Whitehall ;  fo  that  feveral  of  the  Captains 
have  laid  down  their  commiflions  refufing  to  act  any 
more  ;  part  of  the  fleet  is  already  in  the  Downs ,  and 
the  reft  at  Port/mouth  ;  what  effect  thefe  mutinies 
will  produce,  time  muft  fhew. 

.The  Merchant  hang  down  the  head,  having 
lately  had  great  lofTes  -,  if  the  Exchange  news  be 
true,  it  is  faid  the  Dunkirkers  have  taken  many 
prizes,  but  that  is  nothing  to  fome  lofles  of  fhips  in 
the  Streights,  and  near  the  Bay  of  Bifcay,  to  the 
number  of  6  or  7,  as  a  Merchant  interefted  in  the 
fame  tells  me,  who  reports  the  lofs  to  be  exceeding 
great. 

Cromwell  is  at  this  time  very  ill  of  the  ftone, 
befldes  great  diforders  in  his  mind,  and  full  of  fears ; 
the  Grandees  and  Courtiers  have  much  animofity 
and  difcontent,  &c.  It  is  faid  they  are  parting  the 
bear's  (kin  before  he  be  dead,  and  two  or  three  pre- 
tenders to  the  fucceflion. 

There  hath  been  lately  fome  letters  from  beyond 
Sea  intercepted  which  give  jealoufy  of  fome  foreign 
force  -,  and  he  hath  certainly  notice  given  him  of  a 
defign  upon  his  perfon.  Some  fay  he  was  to  be 
poifc  r.ed,  others  ftabbed,  but  fure  it  is  that  he  doth 
really  apprehend  it,  and  endeavours  to  fecure  him- 
felf  by  ftrong  guards  j  and  whereas  thofe  that  waited 

on 
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bnhisperfon  formerly,  had  only  fwords  by  their  A.D.  1655 
fides,    they  now  have  piftols   alfo,   and  fo  attend 
him  at  meals  and  at  other  times. 

Cromwell  hears  that  the  French  Cardinal  (in  fome 
difcourfe)  hath  called  him  a  fuccefsful  Fool,  which 
provoked  him  to  paffion  and  a  retort,  that  Maza- 
rine was  a  juggling  Knave  •,  this  is  fpoke  ferioufly, 
and  fome  wife  men  are  of  opinion,  that  after 
the  French  have  ferved  their  ends  of  Cromzvell, 
for  the  prefent,  that  peace  will  be  of  no  longer  con- 
tinuance. 

The  good  reception  of  the  Princefs-Royal  trou- 
bles him,  and  it  is  thought  the  Duke  of  Tork  may- 
continue  in  France,  if  he  pleafe. 

Some  bufinefs  will  be  fuddenly  fet  on  foot,  if 
Cromwell  mifcarry  not ;  moft  of  the  chief  officers  of 
the  army  being  come  to  town,  and  more  expected 
within  a  few  days ;  it  is  the  common  difcourfe,  that 
we  mail  fee  great  alterations  fliortly. 

This  week  the  new  life-guard  meet  together ; 
they  are  in  all  160,  chofenout  of  all  the  troops  in 
England :  it  is  divided  into  eight  fquadrons,  two 
whereof  do  duty  every  night-watch.  One  Beake 
(who  lately  married  Mrs.  Whetftone,  one  of  Crom- 
well*s  nieces)  is  Captain  of  the  troop ',  there  are 
eight  Corporals,  each  of  them  having  Lieutenant's 
pay;  one  Dove  (who  was  of  the  laft  life-guard)  is 
eldeft  Corporal.  It  is  a  fine  troop,  all  proper  men, 
well-armed  with  back  and  breaft,  and  have  very 
good  horfes  •,.  the  troopers  pay  is  4.S.  and  6d.  a 
day  •,  there  were  none  admitted  into  this  troop, 
but  they  were  firft  ftrictly  examined,  and  alfo  their 
officers  were  to  certify  in  their  behalfs  ;  moft  of  the 
old  life-guard  continues  ftill  in  pay,  but  fome  that 
were  fufpected  for  Anabaptifts  are  put  off,  amongft 
which  there  is  one  Howard,  who  (as  I  hear)  is  bro- 
ther-in-law to  Capt.  Howard  •,  thofe  that  are  con- 
tinued have  the  fame  pay  as  the  new  guard  \    fome

^.D.  1 655  of  this  old  guard  watch  every  night  with  thofe  of 
^TV  the  new  4,  but  on  thefe  is  Cromwell's  greatefl:  confi- 
dence. 

Some  fay  Skippon  lays  down  his  commiffion,  and 
that  Barkftead  is  to  have  his  command  -,  but  of  this 
no  certainty. 

We  have  nothing  this  week  from  Jamaica  -,  there 
are  fome  fhips  lately  fent  thither,  and  more  going  ; 
one  Colonel  Bryen  was  fent  for  out  of  Scotland  to 
have  gone  to  Jamaica^  there  to  command  in  chief  5 
but  he  refufes,  and  is  left  behind  in  town. 

Cromwell  has  caufed  the  agreement  with  Sweden 
to  be  printed  in  the  diurnal,  fome  people  giving  out 
(as  he  was  informed)  that  the  King  of  Sweden  was 
no  great  friend  unto  him,  &c.

Letter  from  another  hand  of  the  fame  date. 

HERE  is  an  embargo  of  all  mips  through  the 
whole  Kingdom  for  2 1  days,  beginning  the 
23d  inftant,  which  gives  as  much  diftafte  to  the 
Merchant,  as  they  are  vexed  at  the  mips  taken  by 
the  Dunkirkers  •,  efpecially  thofe  merchant-men  loft 
on  the  coail  of  Spain. 

Ail  the  fhips  intended  for  the  Streights  are  now 
out  of  harbour,  and  the  greatefl  part  of  them  at 
Portf?nouth^  where  the  rendezvous  is  appointed,  for 
the  more  fpeedy  getting  to  fea,  which  doubtlefs 
will  be  out  of  hand. 

Though  I  wrote  in  my  laft,  that  many  officers 
were  come  to  town,  concerning  fome  high  af- 
fairs, yet  have  they  not  met  in  confultation,  nor 
does  their  convening  make  any  great  noife  amongft 
the  people,  who  are  weary  of  hunting  after  novelty. 

Be- 
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Befides  the  maflacre  on  the  poor  beavers,  by  thatf-D:i6S5% 
Knight-errant  Sir  Tho.  Pride,  there  went  to  the  pot 
alfo  60  cocks  of  the   game ;   all  this  being  done 
for  preventing  any  great  meeting  of  the  people. 

Cromwell  is  fick  again,  efpecially  in  his  mind ; 
his  new  guards  are  met,  and  watch  ftrictly  for  his 
fecurity ;  fome  great  alterations  are  fuddenly  ex- 
pected, &V. 

Whereas  we  were  to  fend  into  France,  one  Col. 
Cook  with  6000  men,  there  to  fecure  the  French  a- 
gainft  the  Spaniard,  the  Colonel  and  the  reft  of  the 
Commanders  would  not  go,  unlefs  the  Protector 
would  engage  himfelf,  that  their  army  mould  be 
paid  in  France,  as  well  and  as  punctually  as  it  is  in 
England ;  whereupon  the  Protector  writ  into  France, 
but  as  yet  no  fatisfactory  anfwer  being  received,  he 
takes  it  not  well,  and  perhaps  deferring  now  to  fend 
the  6000  men,  this  coldnefs  may  alfo  frustrate  the 
expectation  of  fending  the  promifed  mips. 

We  are  preparing  with  might  and  main  to  go  to 
fea,  and  ftay  only  for  5  or  600  women  more  to 
carry  with  the  fleet-,  thefe  are  now pr effing, and  we 
lay  hold  of  all  fervants  out  of  fervice,  lufty  beg- 
gars, common  women  and  all  fuch  kind  of  creatures. 

It  is  faid  that  Mr.  Melvin  (who  is  private  Secre- 
tary to  the  Protector)  is  to  go  Agent  or  Resident 
into  Portugal  with  a  great  train. 

It  is  propofed  to  Whitlock,  who  began  the  league 
with  Sweden,  to  go  again  and  refide  in  the  SwedifH 
army  or  near  to  it,  and  perhaps  to  take  France  in 
his  way  thither. 

Ditto. 

I  Thought  fit  to  give  you  to  understand  the  con- 
dition  of  Mr.  Hallfall,  alias  Moore  :  he  con- 
tinues prifoner  in  the  Tower  without  any  proceed- 
ings againft  him  as  yet.     He  is  fully  fatisfied  that  he 
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J.D.  1655;  was  betrayed  by  his  man,  who  at  the  fame  time  be- 
trayed 'Talbot  and  Dungan  ;  and  hath  fince  that  time 
been  employed  beyond  fea  by  the  people  at  White- 
hall^ and  fince  his  return  from  thence  he  hath  be- 
trayed Hallf all's  elder  brother  and  his  clerk :  and  we 
find  him  very  bufy  in  his  endeavours  to  betray  others ; 
and .  when  he  hath  no  more  work  of  that  nature  to 
be  done  here,  then  you  may  expect  him  beyond 
fea  again.  I  believe  he  will  hardly  adventure  fo  far 
as  your  Court,  but  do  fear  he  may  adventure  upon 
your  friend  Mr.  Stephens  at  Dunkirk^  with  whom  he 
had  good  credit,  and  if  it  continue  fo,  he  is  fure  to 
be  abufed  by  him,  Therefore  I  pray  acquaint  your 
Matter  with  this  ftory,  that  Stephens  or  whomfoever 
you  fhall  think  ?fit  do  make  fure  work  with  him, 
whereby  he  may  never  return.  This  care  being  taken 
of  fuch  a  rogue  will  add  very  much  to  the  fecurity  of 
your  friends  here.  Write  no  anfwer  hereof  to  me, 
for  you  cannot  choofe  a  time  of  having  it  fafe  deli- 
vered to  my  hand,  or  a  meflenger  that  can  come 
with  fafety  that  I  may  truft. 

Since  I  began  this  letter,  I  am  told  of  a  Dutch- 
man who  hath  been  twice  at  Whitehall from  Cologne: 
he  was  difpatched  back  with  great  refpect  and  hafte. 
I  can  defcribe  him  no  otherwife,  than  that  he  is  a 
black  man,  not  tall,  but  middle-fized,  and  went  a- 
way  this  week.

I  Received  your  Excellency's  letter  of  the  25th  of 
February,  and  fent  two  from  Brujjels  the  24th 
by  Sir  Henry  de  Vic  his  way  with  a  cover  to  Mr. 
Harding.  I  fuppofe  the  Refident  hath  been  defired 
by  Fuenfaldagna  before  now  to  write  to  the  King ;  if 

not 
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not  as  yet,  without  doubt  themfelves  will  write  A.D.  165  5; 
fuddenly  to  his  Majefty,  for  it  concerns  them  very  * 
much  to  conclude  fomething  with  him ;  as  yefter- 
day  I  made  appear  to  Fuenfaldagna  in  anfwer  to  a 
letter  of  his,  which  gave  meoccafion  to  fpeakof  that 
point.  But  in  cafe  the  Spaniards  mould  with  their 
poco  a  poco  delay,  it  concerns  you  there  to  put  them 
in  mind  once  more  of  a  perfonal  conference ;  for 
in  all  probability  within  a  month,  and  perhaps  lefs, 
Sexby  will  be  at  work.  You  need  not  fear  any  re- 
conciliation between  him  and  Cromwell  *,  for  he  will 
rather  call  for  the  King  than  fail  to  pull  down  Crom- 
well, who  I  believe  will  be  cut  off  in  the  very  be- 
ginning of  the  bufinefs  ;  fo  its  defigned.  Don  Alon- 
fo  de  Cardenas  told  me,  that  the  King  ought  to  pro- 
pound firft  to  them.  An  article  concerning  religion 
there  muft  be,  by  exprefe  order  from  Spain.  P. 
Talbot  was  confulted  how  much  mould  be  demand- 
ed :  he  thought  that  the  taking  away  of  penal  laws 
in  England^  and  to  make  good  your  Excellency's 
peace  in  Ireland,  might  be  reafonably  demanded 
and  granted.  All  will  be  kept  as  fecret  as  you 
pleafe  ;  and  by  the  articles  of  religion  you  may  en- 
gage them  to  obtain  as  much  money  from  the  Pope, 
as  perhaps  may  do  your  bufinefs  •,  this  matter  being 
moved  and  profecuted  to  his  Holinefs  not  by  you, 
but  by  them.  They  have  promifed  me  to  do  it 
fuddenly,  as  foon  as  they  treat  and  agree  with  the 
King.  They  expect  alfo,  that  the  Irifh  of  France 
will  all  come  hither,  when  they  own  your  intereft. 
I  do  think  Fuenfaldagna  and  Don  Alonfo's  inftruc- 
tions  from  Spain  are  not  to  break  off  with  Sexby  :  but 
draw  him  if  they  can  to  the  King.  But  'tis  certain 
they  are  well  fatisfied  that  the  King's  intereft  is  their 
convenience,  and  by  no  means  the  other,  but  inaf- 
much  as  it  breaks  the  ice  for  the  King.  You  know 
yourfelves  how  neceflary  it  is  to  take  your  opportu-

My  Lord,  I  have  no 
more  to  fay,  but  that  by  what  I  know  of  Sexby's 
bufinefs,  it's  very  necerTary  you  make  all  hafte  to  ap- 
pear here  with  fome  body  of  an  army  of  his  Majefty's 
fubjects,  and  be  fure  Fuenfaldagna  and  Don  Alonfo 
will  concur  to  that,  and  to  tranfport  them  with  as 
much  fpeed  as  they  can.  Perhaps  I  will  be  at  Bruf- 
fels  within  three  days,  and  I  mall  not  fail  to  put 
Fuenfaldagna  and  Don  Alonfo  m  mind  of  how  much 
they  are  concerned  in  the  reftoring  of  his  Majefty  to 
his  own.

As  for  the  excommunication,  my  Lord,  Fuenfal- 
dagna and  Don  Alonfo  have  promifed  me  faith- 
fully to  banifh  from  this  country  any  perfon  who 
fhall  prefume  to  fow  fedition  upon  that  fubjeel:, 
or  at  leaft  to  take  fuch  a  courfe  with  them  as 
ihall  make  them  fit  and  beg  their  bread  quietly. 
They  have  abufed  the  Pope  in  a  high  degree  by 
faififying  a  petition  in  his  Majefty's  fubjects 
name,  againft  which  if  they  who  are  concerned 
will  but  proteft  by  a  publick  inftrument,  it  will 
oblige  his  Holinefs  to  punifh  thefe  factious  fel- 
lows as  impoftors.  It's;  a  capital  crime  in  Rome 
to  inform  the  Pope  falfty,  and  counterfeiting  o- 
ther  men's  hands,  as  I  have  (gqii  in  one  Ferrally 
who  was  nine  months  in  prifon,  and  every  day 
to  be  executed  for  counterfeiting  a  Monk's  hand.

5 
the  Irifh  Provincial  of  the  Auguftitfs  came  tof 
give  me  fatisfaction.  They  all  fay  it  was  Enos  the 
Cobler  or  Baker's  fon  of  Dublin,  who  lives  in 
Louvain,  Prefident  of  a  kind  of  a  poor  College 
of  Irifh,  fupported  there  by  the  Dean  of  Fermo. 
His  employment  (as  I  am  credibly  informed)  is 
to  write  libels  or  a  hiflory,  wherein  he  endea- 
vours to  prove  that  moil  of  the  Nobility  and 
Gentry,  who  (according  to  their  duty)  did  {tick 
to  his  Majefly's  authority,  are  defcended  of  mean 
and  bafe  fellows.  The  man  is  very  ignorant 
though  he  fliles  himfelf  a  Doctor.  I  defpair  not 
within  a  little  time  to  have  a  courfe  taken  for 
him. 
The  aim  of  this  people  was  (as  they  declare  them-

One  of  them  exprefly  faith,  that 
fome  other  Captains  were  to  lay  down,  and  there  is 
money  fent  over  hither  by  the  Archduke  on  pur- 
pofe  to  feduce  the  officers  and  manners  from  their 
duty  *,  and  this  I  write  not  upon  guefsand  probability, 
but  upon  certain  knowledge  *,  and  thofe  who  mew 
themfelves  diffatisfied,  do  it  by  correfpondence 
with  thofe  who  receive  letters  weekly  from  Bruf- 
feh  ;  and  it  is  pofTible  that  by  the  next  I  may  give 
you  fuch  plain  demonstrations  thereof,  that  no 
man  will  doubt  it.

I  am  bold  to  refer  you  to  the  print  for^-^.1655 
the  ordinary  news,  as  any   thing  doth  occur,  you  ^^OT^ 
fhall  be  fure  to  have  it  from  your  moft  obliged 
faithful,  humble,  GV.

Letter  to  the  M,  of  Ormonde  from  London. 

IF  you  knew  what  great  diforders  were  at  this 
time  in  this  Court,  you  would  think  it  impofli- 
ble  that  our  prefent  government  mould  continue. 
Lambert  is  now  remarkably  the  army's  darling,  and 
the  only  perfon  courted  *,  it  lies  in  his  power  to  raife 
Oliver  higher,  or  elie  to  let  up  in  his  place.  One  of 
the  Council's  opinion  being  afked,  what:  he  thought 
Lambert  did  intend,  his  anfwer  was,  that  he  did  be- 
lieve, that  Lambert  would  let  this  man  continue  Pro- 
testor ,  but  that  he  would  rule  him  as  he  p leafed,  which 
it  is  faid  he  may  do  as  long  as  he  hath  the  army  at 
his  devotion.  Lambert  hath  acted  more  thefe  three 
laft  weeks  than  he  hath  done  in  all  his  time  before : 
he  is  daily  in  Council  and  carries  all  before  him  as  he 
thinks  beft. 

Lockyer  goes  Ambaffador  for  France,  (with  Lam- 
bert's confent)  but  with  him  he  fends  (the  beft  part 
of  himfelf )  his  Secretary,  who  is  a  moft  dangerous 
fellow.  There  ought  to  be  fome  courfe  taken  with 
him,  for  he  is  a  fubtle  villain,  and  a  man  that  hath 
a  great  hand  in  the  affairs  of  this  time.  I  fhall  let 
you  know  more  of  this  Man  hereafter. 

Lambert  made  choice  of  all  the  new  life-guard, 
and  they  are  abfolutely  his  creatures.

fome  fay  he  is  many  times  like  one  diffracted,  and 
in  thofe  fits  he  will  run  round  about  the  houfe 
#nd  into  the  garden,  or  elfe  ride  out  with  very 
little  company,  which  he  never  doth  when  he  is 
compofed  and  free  from  diforder:  Friday  laft  a 
friend  met  him  in  St.  James's  Park  with  only  one 
man  with  him,  and  in  a  diftempered  carriage  ;  if 
any  people  offered  to  deliver  him  petitions,  or  the 
iike,  he  refufed,  and  told  them  he  had  other  things 
to  think  of ;  Fleetwood  was  in  the  park  at  the  fame 
time,  but  walked  at  a  diftance,  not  daring  to  ap- 
proach him  in  his  paffion :  which  (they  fay)  was  oc- 
casioned by  fome  carriage  of  Lamberts  ;  this  you 
may  give  credit  to. 

This  day  the  embargo  ended,  but  another  is 
talked  of  for  20  days  more.  You  may  have  heard 
that  one  whofe  name  (as  I  take  it)  is  Meadows  j 
went  from  Port/mouth  towards  Portugal  a  fortnight 
ago  :  It  is  here  faid  the  Portuguefe  refufe  our  fhips 
harbour ;  and  that  in  the  articles  of  agreement, 
(which  not  long  ago  they  fent  hither  ratified)  they 
had  left  out  fome  particulars  of  great  concernment 
to  this  kingdom  ;  hereupon  this  fellow  (who  is  a 
kind  of  Secretary)  is  fent  away  to  fettle  a  better  un- 
derftanding ;  fome  are  of  opinion  that  our  fleet  will 
not  venture  on  that  voyage,  till  we  hear  what  fuc- 
cefs  Meadows  hath. 

It  is  believed  that  the  Dutch  and  we  mull  of 
neceflity  quarrel;  neither  do  we  think  ourfelves 
very  fare  of  France,  nor  indeed  of  Sweden,  but  on-t 
ly  to  ferve  their  purpofes  at  prefent. 

There  are  fome  diforders  in  the  fleet,  many  of 

the  feamen  refufe  to  go  unlefs  they  may  firft  know 

their  defign :    the  new  frigate  (called   the  Nafeby) 

doth  not  fail  well,  and  it  is  thought  will  not  be  very

ferviceable  ;  the  Speaker  hath  been  foully  battered  A.D.  1655 
at  fea,  by  fome  private  men  of  war  ;  the  Pelican  V^V,V 
burnt  about  a  month  fince  ;  the  Diamond  unfervice- 
able  by  fome  accident  that  happened  ;  and  a  ftiip  of 
26  guns  carried  away  by  the  Dunkirkers,  (as  we 
here  report)  fo  that  five  of  our  fleet  are  already 
wanting.  But  our  great  want  is  money  -,  Cromwell 
fent  his  Privy-Seal  to  the  Commiflioners  of  the  Cu-^ 
ftom-houfe  for  a  vaft  fum,  but  it  is  believed  it  can- 
not be  fuddenly  made  up. 

The  next  week  the  Major-General  makes  his 
fearch  in  the  city  for  Royalifts,  who  will  be  forced 
to  give  in  fecurity  as  thofe  of  Middle f ex  have  done. 
The  rich  men  grow  fearful  of  the  Privy-Seal,  if 
they  refufe  to  contribute,  there  will  be  ways  found 
out  to  make  them  •,  Barkftead  is  a  mod  fevere  maa 
and  no  ordinary  fecurity  will  ferve. 

Many  Gentlemen  are  leaving  the  town,  choofing 
rather  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  country  Major- 
Generals  than  his. 

People  talk  again  of  a  mafTacre  ;  many  think  of 
getting  out  of  England  with  as  much  fpeed  as  may 
be,  and  fome  of  them,  that  (till  this  inftant)  never 
thought  of  going  beyond  fea. 

Here  is  a  report  that  the  Spanifh  fleet  is  come 
home  :  but  no  certainty  at  prefent.

Here  is  a  great  rumour  of  an  intended  marTacre 
on  the  Royal  Party,  and  thofe  that  are  well  affect- 
ed towards  the  King}  it  makes  many  refolve,  not 
only  to  leave  the  town,  but  the  kingdom  aifo,  on 
what  ground  this  is  I  cannot  inform  you,  neverthe-

I  alfo  find  by  my  letters  from  France^  that  there 
is  fome  advance  made  in  the  treaty  between  that 
kingdom  and  Spain ;  infomuch  that  it  is  probable 
they  may  agree  of  a  truce  for  fix  years. 

I  hear  nothing  of  the  affairs  of  Sweden  ;  Charles 
Stewart  and  his  train  are  come  into  Flanders.

Letter  from  London  fent  to  the  M.  0/*  Ormonde. 

THOUGH  in  my  laft  I  told  you,  I  had 
thoughts  for  the  country,  yet  the  deferring 
to  put  the  Major-General's  power  in  execution  in 
the  city  (to  which  it  gives  great  diftafte)  makes  me 
intend  to  continue  ftill  in  town.  There  is  come 
forth  a  Declaration  for  a  day  of  Humiliation ;  I  have 
inclofedone  of  them.  The  loyal  weftern  Gentle- 
men have  got  their  fentence  of  perpetual  banifh- 
ment  into  the  Weft-Indies^  changed  into  {evtri  years 
confienment  in  the  Eaft- Indies ,  whither  they  are 
now  going.  I  am  credibly  informed,  that  Crom- 
well intends  to  fend  all  men  who  live  out  of  fer- 
vice,  or  employment  in  city  or  country,  beyond 
fea,  except  they  follow  a  lawful  trade  or  have  4  /. 
per  Ann. 

On  Saturday  laft  there  happened  an  unfortunate 
bufinefs  betwixt  Sir  Tho.  Worthy ',  and  young  Ralph 
Skipwith,  about  his  fifter  got  with  child  by  Worthy 9 
who   meeting  over-againft  Tork-houfe,   difcharged 

a 
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J.D.i6$t;a  piftol  at  each  other;  the  Knight  dyed  without 
W*V">^  fpeaking  a  word,  the  other  fled  to  Dickefon  the  Chi- 
rurgeon's  houfe,  both  for  fecuring  his  perfon  and 
dreffing  his  wound*  which  is  through  his  lungs. 

Here  are  great  fears  on  all  fides;  Cromwell  is 
much  difturbed  at  the  King's  coming  into  Flanders ; 
and  the  Royal  Party,  at  fome  of  Cromwell's  threats 
againft  them. 

Harrifon  and  Rich  had  an  order  granted  to  be 
releafed :  but  there  is  a  flop  of  the  figning  of  it. 

Sunday  laft  here  were  many  horfes*  feized  on  by 
the  foldiers,  and  brought  to  the  Tower,  by  reaforr 
of  the  grooms  breaking  the  fabbath  in  riding  them 
abroad;  there  was  10  s.  a-piece  paid  the  next  day 
for  their  releafe. 

The  frigate,  mentioned  in  my  laft  as  taken  bj 
the  Dunkirkers,  proves  a  fmall  merchant-man,  la- 
den with  Gurrans,  it  was  feized  on  in  the  channel,- 
and  carried  to  St.  Sebaftiarfs. 

There  went  lately  hence  a  mefTenger  to  Portugal 
to  require  performance  of  articles,  which  if  deferred 
any  longer,  will  caufe  a  breach  ;  it  is  believed  their 
Brazil  fleet  may  be  in  danger.  ■ 

Here  is  lately  grown  a  feud  betwixt  the  magi- 
ftrates  of  the  city,  and  the  officers  of  the  army,  a- 
bout  the  committing  fome  diforderly  foldiers  to  the' 
counter ;  which  was  highly  refented  by  the  army 
men,  who  fent  prefently  two  or  three  files  of  muf- 
ketteers,  and  took  as  many  ierjeants  from  the 
Counter- goal,  and  committed  them  to  the  Mar- 
fhails ;  fome  of  the  Aldermen  have  wrote  to  the 
Lieutenant  of  the  Tower  about  it,  but  have  had  na 
redrefs;  fo  they  intend  to  make  application  to 
Whitehall^  though  it  will  be  to  fmall  purpofe,  the 
foldiers  refolving  to  out-brave  all  perfons  that  are 
not  highly  interefted  with  them. 

The  loyal  Clergy  cannot  yet  obtain  leave  for  the 
cxereife  of  their  function  5   nothing  but  relinquim- 
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mg  the  Royal  Family,  and  acknowledging  this  u-AD.i6$; 
furpation  lawful,  can  purchafe  it,  which  they  ac-^-^YN^ 
count  too  hard  a  bargain. 

The  Fleet  the  15th  inftant  weighed  anchor  from 
Port/mouth,  but  had  fo  little  wind  that  it  is  thought 
they  have  not  cleared  the  Lands-end,  and  we  are 
here  of  opinion,  they  had  as  good  flay  at  home ; 
for  the  arrival  of  the  Plate-Fleet,  is  flill  confirmed* 
though  they  at  Whitehall  gainfay  it,  and  doubt 
not  but  our  mips  will  be    in  the  Streights  before 

them. 

No  lefs  than  five  fea  Captains  laid  down  their 
Commiffions  at  Portftnouth,  which  made  the  bufi- 
nefs  go  fomething  backwards :  here  is  a  report  that 
our  Fleet  is  returned. 

The  letters  are  fo  conftantly  fearched,  that  this 
and  my  laft  were  fent  to  a  friend  in  Kent  to  be  put 
in  the  mail  by  the  way,  fo  that  I  cannot  give  you 
the  news  of  Friday.

Mr.  Thurloe  to  Genaral  Montague. 

SIR, 

TH  E  chief  errand  of  this  is  to  thank  you  for 
your  two  laft ;  the  one  by  Mr.  Turner,  the 
other  by  Mr.  Pickering  -,  and  alfo  to  let  you  know* 
how  great  a  mercy  it  is  efteemed  here  that  you  are 
fafe  with  the  Fleet  in  Torbay,  considering  how  great 
the  ftorms  have  been  fince  the  wind  hath  come 
into  this  quarter.  If  the  weather  hath  been  with 
you  as  it  hath  been  with  us,  we  judge  you  to  have 
been  in  great  danger,  and  blefled  be  God  who  hath 
preferved  you. 

Our  affairs  here  remain  much  at  one  ftay :  moft 
of  the  time  fince  your  departure  from  Portfmouth 
hath  been  fpent  in  taking  a  view  of  the  ftate  of 
affairs,  efpecially  in  what  concerned  the  prefent 
charge,  and  the  ways  and  means  to  be  fupplied. 
The  firfl  doth  eafily  occur ;  the  latter  is  not  fo 
eafy  :  but  I  think  every  body  is  of  opinion  it  muft 
be  had,  and  befides  the  four  great  fhips  which  are 
making  ready,  there  will  be  others  put  in  hand, 
which  may  anfwer  any  exigent  that  may  fall  out, 
either  with  you  or  elfewhere. 

There  were  letters  from  France  two  pofts  toge- 
ther, 
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ther,  that  brought  intelligence  of  the  arrival  of  the  J.D.1656 
Spanifh  plate  Fleet :  but  the  laft  letters  do  con-  ^v^YVJ 
tradicl  that,  and  fpeak  as  if  there  was  fome  mifcar- 
riage  befallen  in  their  pafiage,  as  they  difembogued. 
For  their  preparations  at  Cadiz,  the  intelligence  al- 
ters not  in  that  from  the  former  letters,  which  have 
been  communicated  to  you. 

Charles  Stewart  is  come  into  Flanders,  and 
fpeaks  much  of  the  prizes  he  will  take  wherewith 
to  maintain  war  againft  us.  It  is  certain  the  peace 
is  made  between  the  Popifh  and  Proteftant  Cantons, 
and  their  forces  difbanded.  We  had  a  packet  from 
Jamaica  this  week  :  but  it  was  but  a  Duplicate 
of  thofe  letters,  which  we  received  about  two 
months  fince,  and  came  by  the  way  of  the  Barba- 
does.  All  that  we  hear  new  by  them,  is  that  the 
Marjl on- Moore  and  Indian  arrived  fafe  at  the  Bar- 
badoes,  and  were  departed  thence  for  Jamaica.  I 
befeech  the  Lord  to  be  prefent  with  you,  and  give 
you  good  fuccefs  :    which  is  the  hearty  prayers  of

(I  hope)  will  not  be  difpleafing  to  neither  the  King 
nor  you,  nor  Mr.  Chancellor  >  to  wit,  that  F.  Bar- 
ton is  made  Provincial  of  his  order  and  will  fud- 
denly  come  into  thefe  parts  :  which  is  an  accident 
that  I  look  upon  as  a  fortunate  omen  in  this  con- 
juncture of  counfels  and  interefts  which  I  hope  will 
be  between  his  Majefty  and  Spain  ;  that  a  perfon 
fo  truly  affectionate  to  his  Majefty's  interefts,  and 
who  is  fo  well  and  rightly  poffeffed  of  the  know-> 
ledge  of  all  perfons  about  him,  mould  now  happen 
into  this  active  and  considerable  charge,  wherein  he 
will  have  means  of  doing  very  effectual  fervice  ; 
and  that  he  wants  no  will  to  ferve  and  oblige  your 
Excellence  in  particular.  I  dare  affure  you,  I 
thought  fit  to  give  you  this  advertifement  before- 
hand, that  you  may  not  be  furprized  with  the 
news  at  unawares,  and  that  you  may  confider  how 
to  receive  him  in  the  moft  obliging  manner,  but 
privately  and  without  noife,  by  reafon  of  their  con- 
cerns in  England,  which  would  run  hazard  mould 
they  appear  vifibly  about  the  King  or  you. 

I  take  occafion  to  fend  you  the  latter  part  of  a 
copy  of  a  letter  writ  in  anfwer  to  another,  the  fub- 
ject  whereof  you  will  guefs  at  by  reading  of  this.

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Copy  inclofed  of  a  Letter  from  an  TLngliJh  Ro- 
man Catholick,  Feb.  20  1655-6,  in  anfwer 
to  a  Nobleman's  of  the  Court  of  Bruffells  of 
Feb.  2. 

AL  L  this  confidered,  it  is  evident  how  un- 
feafonable  it  is  to  prefs  his  declaring,  (tho* 
he  were  convinced)  in  this  conjuncture,  and  how 
neceflary  it  is  to  fuffer  him  ftill  to  head  that  party 
ne  hath  fo  long  courted,  and  fo  tenderly  endeavour- 
ed to  preferve :  which  he  cannot  do,  if  he  either 
declare  for  us,  or  ftrip  himfelf  of  all  his  prefent 
Council,  efpecially  thofe  two  he  at  prefent  moil  re- 
lies on. 

For  Cromwell's  condition,  fortified  as  it  is  with 
fo  ftricl  a  league  with  France  and  Sweden^  and  a 
peace  with  the  Dutch,  is  fo  confiderable  that  the 
Spaniards  will  have  need  of  all  the  help  the  King 
can  bring*  by  taking  the  mod  likely  way  of  making 
parties  and  creating  ftirs  in  England  by  his  own 
managing  the  Proteftant  and  Royal  Party,  and  fuf- 
fering  one  of  his  brothers  to  do  as  much  with  feme 
other  party  whatever  it  be,  Independent,  Leveller, 
or  Prefbyterian,  fo  it  be  but  capable  to  raife  diffrac- 
tions and  kindle  a  fire  of  divifion  in  the  kingdom. 

As  for  us,  all  we  can  in  reafon  and  prudence  de- 
mand at  prefent  is,  that  after  having  removed  from 
his  perfon  and  affairs  fuch  as  he  can  be  convinced 
are  falfe  to  his  fervke,  or  enemies  to  thofe  who 
muft  now  fupport  his  Majefty,  and  principally  con- 
tribute to  his  reftoring,  to  wit,  the  Spaniards  ;  he 
will  pleafe  to  take  about  him  into  his  confidence 
fome  one  or  more  fuch  perfons  as  we  the  Catholicks 
are  fatisfied  with  and  will  trufl,  and  thefe,  if  fuch  * 
are  to  be  found,  ought  to  be  fuch  as  the  King  is 
allured  of  their  fidelity  to  him,  and  who  are  in  good 

H  2  Intel- 
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^.165 6  intelligence  with  thofe  now  he  principally  trufts. 
I  do  concur  with  you  in  opinion,  that  if  his  youngeft 
brother  were  fuffered  to  be  bred  a  Chatholick,  the 
King  might  draw  great  advantage  from  it,  provid- 
ed it  can  be  fo  contrived,  as  that  the  King  may  ap- 
pear at  home  to  have  had  no  mare  in  the  defign ;  for 
otherwife  both  his  Majefty  and  we  mail  lofe  the 
fruits  of  it  :  and  therefore  if  that  cannot  be,  I 
would  not  have  it  inflfted  upon,  though  it  be  the 
moft  folid  fecurity  he  can  give  us  for  the  perfor- 
mance of  thofe  graces  and  favours  he  fhall  pleafe  to 
promife  us  in  cafe  of  his  reftoring. 

There  remains  only  for  me  now  to  reprefent  to 
you  not  only  the  injuftice  to  remove  from  the  King 
thofe,  who  have  with  the  lofs  of  their  fortunes  ferved 
all  along  with  an  unblemifhed  fidelity,  but  alfo  the 
prejudice  and  danger  there  will  be  to  lay  afide  thofe 
who  have  the  full  poflefTion  of  all  his  bufinefs  and  the 
prime  intereft  with  his  party,  who  perhaps  are  fo 
addicted  to  thofe  men,  as  they  will  truft  or  be  ma- 
naged by  none  but  them.  Of  whom  fince  you  prefs 
me  fo  much  to  fpeak  my  fentiments,  I  will  do  it 
with  all  the  candour  and  fincerity  imaginable  \  fince 
I  do  believe  I  fhall  do  neither  the  King  nor  them 
no  differvice,  and  fhall  pleafure  you  for  whom  I 
have  fo  great  refpect  and  duty. 

My  Lord  of  Ormonde  I  have  now  for  fome  years 
had  the  honour  to  know  and  frequent ;  and  do  pro- 
teft  that  of  all  the  great  men  living,  I  do  believe 
him  to  be  the  moft  full  of  honour,  integrity  and 
noblenefs  of  nature,  and  the  perfon  of  all  others  I 
would  fooneft  truft  or  wifh  to  have  to  do  with.  As 
for  his  inclinations  to  religion,  I  think  him  fteady  in 
his  own,  and  that  more  out  of  the  conftancy  of  his 
humour,  than  out  of  any  dangerous  and  funda- 
mental defects  he  believes  to  be  in  ours,  to  which 
all  the  prejudice  he  hath  I  could  never  find  mingled 
with  any  bitternefs  or  malice.     You  ought  not,  if 

you 
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you  will  believe  me,  to  found  any  judgment  of  A-D  l65^ 
him  upon  the  clamours  of  his  own  Countrymen, 
who  are  for  the  moft  part  fo  unreafonably  partial, 
and  fo  foully  unjuft  unto  him,  that  if  you  knew  as 
well  as  I,  how  ill  he  merits  lo  unworthy  meafures 
from  their  hands,  you  would  conceive  no  leis  indig- 
nation againft  them,  than  cornpafficn  towards  him. 

As  for  his  friend  the  Chancellor,  whofe  paffion 
and  violence  you  feem  fo  much  to  apprehend,  I 
fhall  perhaps  grant  you,  that  it  was  pofllble  he 
might  have  purfued  the  fame  ends  and  done  the 
fame  things  he  does,  with  lefs  exterior  heat  and 
Vehemence :  yet  you  muft  give  me  leave  to  tell 
you,  that  one  who  is  made  the  object  of  the  pub- 
lick  hate,  and  the  mbjecl  of  the  common  persecu- 
tion, fhall  have  much  to  do  to  fhew  no  paffion  and 
never  be  furprized  in  ill  humour.  Befides,  it  is 
poflible  he  may  think  it  for  the  King's  intereft  and 
fervice,  to  fhew  more  zeal  and  eagernefs  than  he 
hath  really  within  him.  But  grant  that  at  worn: 
he  be  of  a  hot  and  hafty  temper ;  when  I  fhall  tell 
you  that  I  think  him  notwithstanding  a  very  up- 
right, honeft,  worthy  Gentleman,  able  for  the 
trufts  he  hath,  and  faithful  to  his  Mafter,  you  will 
forgive  him,  if  I  add  that  which  to  you  will  be  an 
argument  of  commendation,  I  think  him  much 
more  Spanifh  than  French  in  his  affection.  The 
former  I  cannot  fo  well  guef9  at  in  this  particular : 
but  am  fure,  that  whatever  nation  or  intcreft  is 
moft  friendly  and  ufeful  to  the  King,  he  will  be 
faithful  and  affectionate  unto ;  and  that  I  will  an- 
fwer  in  for  few  others  near  his  Majefty. 

The  three  others  you  mention  next  in  your  letter, 
I  wholly  am  of  your  opinion  concerning  ♦,  and 
therefore  think  it  needlefs  to  fay  any  more  of  them. 
But  as  for  thefe  two,  out  of  juftice  to  you  and 
them,  I  was  obliged  to  fay  thus  much,  fince  you 
feem  to  perfuade  me,  that  my  fentiments  will  be  of 
fome  weight  with  you  upon  this  occafion.  Mr  •

Honourable  Sir, 

U I S  Highnefs's  letter  to  you  both  will  inform 
*•  4-  you  of  the  occafion  of  fending  Captain  Lloy4 
to  you  at  this  time  •,    and  therefore  I  fhall  trouble 
you  with  nothing  touching  that  btffinefs  :    nor  need 
I  trouble  you  with  any  news  concerning  Spain,  our 
laft  intelligence  being  only,  That  two  of  their  Ga- 
leons  and  two  Pattachoes  are  come  from  the  Weft- 
Indies^  and   that  their  whole  Fleet,  confiding  of 
thirty  good  mips  befides  fmaller,  are  in  Cadiz  in 
no  condition  to  come  to  fea  ;    nor  were  they  at  the 
time  our  letters  came  from  thence  preparing  them. 
His  preparations  here  in  Flanders  do  alfo  go  on  very 
flowly  ♦,  they  being  yet  in  great  want  of  money : 
befides  they  make  a  great  alteration  in  the  Govern- 
ment which  doth  retard  their  affairs.     The  Arch- 
duke leaves  Flanders  and  goes  for  Germany.     In  his 
room  comes  Don  John  TyAuftria  baftard   fon  of 
the  King  of  Spain :    Fuenfaldagna  the  General  goes 
For  Spain ,  and  Caracena  fucceeds  him  in  that  Com- 
mand.    They  hope  to  have  a  good  fupply  of  men, 
from  Germany.     The  Emperor   having  difbande4 
his  forces,  they  are  taken  into  the  fervice  of  the. 
King  of  Spain  :     Of  thefe  they  expect   1 5000  for 
this  campaign.     The  pretended  King  is  at  Bruges, 
and  hath  been  treating  with  the  Archduke  :  fome- 
thing  he  hath  obtained,  as  liberty  of  their  Ports  to 
exercife  his  piracy  in,  and  a  promife  to  be  fupplied 
with  men  and  money  to  begin   an  invafion  with. 
He  on  his  part  puts  himfelf  and  his  caufe  into  thp 
hands  of  the  King  of  Spain  to  be  managed  by  him, 
and  hath  declared  himfelf  in  private  to  them  to  be 
a  Roman  Catholick,  as  they  call  it.     But  the  full 
conclufion  of  their  treaty  is  deferred  until  the  arri- 
val of  Dotijobn,  who  will  be  there  in  a  very  few 

days, 
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days,  if  he  be  not  already  come.  In  the  mean -<*•£.  1656 
time  Charles  Stewart  on  his  part  hath  aflured  his' 
friends  here  of  great  fupplies  and  advantages  by  his 
conjunction  with  the  Spaniard,  and  begs  money  of 
them  for  his  fupport  but  for  two  months,  and  then 
he  mall  be  able  to  anfwer  their  expectation  and 
purfue  his  and  their  interest ;  he  having,  be  fides 
his  own  party,  fully  agreed  with  the  Levellers 
who  alfo  are  to  fight  under  the  Flagg  of  Spain, 
from  whom  they  have  got  a  great  fum  of  money 
to  raife  forces  here,  a  good  part  whereof  is  fallen 
through  the  goodnefs  of  God  into  our  hands,  fo 
that  I  fpeak  not  at  guefs  in  this  buflnefs.  The  per- 
fon  whom  they  had  made  their  Treafurer  here, 
and  in  whofe  hands  we  found  the  money,  is  a  fea- 
man  and  a  great  confident  of  Lawfon's  and  thofe 
who  deferted  their  commands :  and  it  is  certain, 
that  this  money  was  given  by  the  Spaniard  upon 
this  undertaking  of  Sexby,  that  the  Fleet  with  you 
mould  revolt  before  they  went  from  Port/mouth. 
This  being  joined  to  what  you  knew  before  your 
departure  hence,  it  is  not  hard  to  judge  of  the 
fpirits  of  thefe  pretenders  to  honefty. 

Our  own  affairs  here  remain  much  in  the  fame 
pofture  as  when  you  went  hence.  We  are  ftrug- 
ling  under  the  want  of  money,  and  remain  yet 
doubtful  of  the  means  to  raife  it.  Many  confidera- 
tions  have  been  about  it,  and  now  at  this  time 
things  feem  to  come  to  a  greater  maturity  than  for- 
merly :  what  is  agreed  upon,  you  fhall  be  inform- 
ed of.  In  the  mean  time  care  is  taken  to  put  fome 
of  the  great  mips  into  a  readinefs,  in  cafe  you 
mould  want  them,  every  body's  mind  being  that 
whatever  is  neglected,  you  mufr.  not,  who  are  in 
the  head  of  our  greateft  affairs.  The  Protector  and 
Council  have  lately  affigned  all  the  moneys  arifing 
by  the  Excife  and  Cuftoms  to  the  ufe  of  the  Navy, 
2nd  to  be  paid  to  the  Treafurer  of  the  Navy.

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AD. 1656  There  hath  been  alfo  much  feekingof  the  Lord 
WY^w  about  the  bufmefs  of  Jamaica,  and  fome  days  fpent 
to  confider  what  may  be  further  to  be  done  therein  : 
and  it  was  unanimouily  agreed,  that  it  was  not  to 
be  deferted,  if  the  Lord  will  yet  pleafe  to  take 
off  his  hand  of  ficknefe  from  them,  (hopes  being 
given  therein  by  the  laft  letters  of  the  24th  of  Jan. 
whereof  you  had  an  account  before  you  left  this 
coaft  as  I  remember.)  And  it  is  refolved  to  fend 
away  1200  men  more,  and  four  months  provisions 
for  6000  men.  He  that  goes  to  command  in  chief 
is  one  Lieutenant  Col.  Brayne,  Governor  of  hough- 
ether  in  Scotland,  who  is  judged  by  every  body  to 
be  a  very  fit  man  for  this  work. 

Things  continue  outwardly  in  a  very  quiet  pof- 
ture  :  but  it  is  certain  that  the  Levellers  are  de- 
fig  ning  troubles  as  I  faid  before  :  and  the  fifth 
Monarchy  men  are  railing  and  reviling  in  every 
corner :  but  their  own  party  defert  them  every 
day.  Some  meetings  they  have  in  Norfolk  and 
Suffolk,  and  pretend  to  represent  whole  Churches ; 
and  there  they  draw  up  letters  to  his  Highnefs, 
and  confult  the  putting  of  the  affairs  of  the  world 
into  another  pofture  :  but  when  the  matter  comes 
to  be  framed,  it  appears  that  they  are  only  fome 
difcontented  men  (fome  Mtttn  or  twenty)  doing 
things  upon  their  own  head  whom  the  Churches 
they  belong  to  difown,  as  violent,  unruly  and  dis- 
orderly. Harrifon  is  at  his  houfe  in  Highgate :  the 
reft  of  his  partners  yet  in  prifon. 

We  have  had  here  for  fome  weeks  together  a 
very  confident  ftory  told  by  all  hands  of  a  total  de- 
feat of  the  K.  of  Sweden  given  him  by  the  King  of 
Poland :  but  it  is  fo  far  from  being  true,  that  there 
hath  been  no  battle  between  them.  Some  parties 
have  engaged  wherein  I  fear  the  Swede  hath  had 
the  worft :  he  is  fomewhat  retreated  with  his  army 
to  a  place  called  Sendomir  upon  the  Viftula  \  and  I 

doubt 
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doubt  he  will  meet  with  many  difficulties  more  to  AD.  1656 
keep  his  conquefts  than  he  had  to  make  them.  *~\f+J 
The  King  of  Poland  hath  wrote  to  the  States  Gene- 
ral, to  let  them  know  that  he  hath  agreed  fully 
with  the  Coflacks,  and  expects  alfo  good  fupplies 
from  the  Tartars  •,  fo  that  he  hopes  to  be  in  a  very 
good  condition  for  the  recovery  of  his  dominions, 
and  defires  them  to  help  Dantzick^  who  is  difpofed 
to  hold  out  to  extremity.  Things  are  alfo  very  ill 
between  the  Swede  and  Mufcovites,  that  it  is  very 
like  they  will  fall  into  a  war.  Thefe  things  make 
me  think,  that  the  Swede  is  like  to  have  a 
hot  fummer  of  it ;  efpecially  if  we  add  to  what 
is  faid  before,  that  the  States  General  are  fend- 
ing forty  eight  fhips  into  the  Baltick  fea  to  oppofe 
him  alfo,  and  are  labouring  all  they  can  to  engage 
Denmark  with  them.  Some  of  the  48  mips  are  al- 
ready failed :  but  yet  nothing  is  pretended  by 
them  but  fairnefs,  and  to  have  no  intention  but  to 
preferve  their  navigation  and  commerce  ;  but  the 
Swede  know  their  meaning.  The  endeavours  they 
ufed  here  to  engage  this  State  alfo  before  your  de- 
parture hence  you  know  :  they  yet  continue  their 
inftances.  The  King  of  Denmark  hath  alio  writ 
to  his  Highnefs  upon  the  fame  fubjecl:,  though  in 
covert  terms.  The  beft  advice  his  Highnefs  feems 
to  follow  in  this  cafe  is,  to  ufe  his  endeavours  to 
keep  them  from  falling  out,  upon  grounds  of  com- 
mon good  to  the  Proteftant  intereft,  and  in  order 
thereto  to  remain  a  common  friend  to  them  all. 

The  peace  between  the  Proteftant  and  Popifh 
Cantons  yet  continues :  it  depends  upon  the  a- 
greement  which  fhall  be  made  between  the  arbitra- 
tors (who  are  perfons  of  both  religions)  appointed 
to  adjuft  their  differences.  It  is  held  by  all,  that 
the  peace  is  very  difhonourable  in  the  part  of  the 
Proteftahts. 

The  general  peace  feems  to  have  received  fome 

obftru&iona 
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A. D.i  6$  6  obftru&ion.  The  Pope  hath  fhewed  himfelf  fo 
J-^V^  partial  on  the  part  of  Spain,  and  ftirred  up  the 
Clergy  of  France  to  neceflitate  that  King  to  a 
peace  by  clamour  and  importune  addreffes,  that 
the  King  of  France  hath  declared  his  infallible 
Holinefs  no  competent  mediator,  but  too  partial 
on  one  fide  ;  and  therefore  will  not  proceed  in  that 
treaty  further  upon  the  foot  it  now  Hands  ;  and 
Monfieur  de  Lyons  the  French  AmbafTador  at 
Rome  is  come  away.  There  was  alfo  great  tamper- 
ing to  agree  Spain  and  Portugal :  but  that  comes 
to  nothing.  We  have  heard  nothing  from  Mr. 
Meadows  fent  to  Portugal  fince  he  went.  Colonel 
Lockart  went  away  from  France  upon  Monday 
was  fevennight ;  his  errand  is  to  interpofe  on  the 
behalf  of  the  poor  Waldenfes,  who  are  made  very 
miferable  by  the  late  peace:  and  the  Duke  of 
Savoy  hath  referred  that  whole  bufinefs  to  the 
French  King.  I  muft  now  afk  your  pardon  for 
this  exceflive  long  fcribble  of  mine,  and  leave  to 
fubfcribe  me,  as  I  am  in  truth

Honourable  Sir, 

I  Return  you  humble  thanks  for  the  two  letters 
I  received  from  you,  fince  you  went  to  fea ; 
one  was  the  5th  of  April  40  leagues  off  the  rocks 
hiLUhn%  the  other  of  the  15th  of  the  fame  month 

from 
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from  off  Cape  St.  Mary's.  The  latter  came  to  my  /i.D.i^G 
hands  firft,  which  was  the  2d  inftant,  brought  by 
an  exprefs  from  Lisbon,  the  other  I  received  about 
two  days  after.  The  fame  day  I  received  that  of 
the  1 5th,  his  Highnefs  received  a  packet  from  you 
by  an  exprefs  of  the  i5thalfo,  which  you  fent,  (the 
name  of  the  fhip  I  have  now  forgot)  whereby  was 
expreffed  your  condition  and  prefent  thoughts,  as  to 
any  action  ;  and  we  here  having  had  the  fame  in- 
telligence which  you  fent  by  thofe  letters:  it  did  oc- 
cafion  his  Highnefs,  and  the  Council  to  fend  an 
exprefs  unto  you,  (viz.  Captain  Lloyd)  to  offer 
fome  confederations  to  you  ;  fuch  as  fell  upon  their 
thoughts,  weighing  the  pofture  you  were  in.  This 
exprefs  was  fent  away  about  three  days  before 
your  letters  came.     By  thofe  letters  we  faw,  that 

irou  had  in  fome  meafure,  by  your  confultations  at 
eaft  prevented  much  of  what  his  Highnefs  had 
>rrit  to  you  about ;  fo  that  we  had  little  to  do,  but 
to  feek  the  Lord  on  your  behalf,  and  to  wait  on  his 
good  pleafure,  what  iflue  he  would  put  to  your 
counfels  and  actions. 

Upon  Saturday  morning  the  3d  of  May  came  an 
exprefs  from  Mr.  Meadows  from  Lisbon,  giving  an 
account  at  large  of  his  whole  negotiation,  which 
was  fuch,  as  in  the  opinion  of  his  Highnefs  and 
Council  rendred  an  agreement  with  that  King  alto- 
gether hopelefs  •,  although,  truly,  Mr.  Meadows 
had  done  his  part  very  well.  The  ftate  of  that  bu- 
finefs  his  Highnefs  hath  fully  explained  in  a  letter 
to  you  both,  fo  that  I  may  fave  you  the  trouble  of 
repetition  ;  the  further  inftruction  will  alfo  let  you 
fee  what  refolutions  his  Highnefs  and  Council  have 
taken  hereupon.  The  meafure  they  have  taken  of 
this  bufinefs  is  this  ;  their  aim  and  fcope  is  a 
peace  with  Portugal,  the  reafons  whereof  are  obvi- 
ous (confidering  our  pofture  :)  that  is  not  to  be  had 
by  a  treaty  at  this  time  \  much  lefs  will  it  be  when 

he 
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J.D.i6$6  he  hath  got  home  his  fleets  from  the  Eaft  and  Weft* 
S^Y\J  Indies  ;  therefore  they  thought  it  incumbent  upon 
them  here  not  to  let  flip  the  opportunity  of  feizing 
upon  thofe  fleets,  which  certainly  will  bring  him  to 
reafon  ;  and  fo  to  do  it  that  we  might  be  fure  to 
ftrike  him  to  the  heart,  or  dk  not  to  ftrike  at  all. 
And  this  alfo  is  conceived  may  be  done  without 
neglecting  any  thing,  which  may  be  done  upon 
Spain,  considering  the  pofture  they  are  in  ;  efpeci- 
ally  if  the  Lord  hath  been  with  you  in  any  attempt 
which  may  have  been  made  upon  him.  I  fuppofe 
you  have  a  certain  intelligence  what  ftrength  the 
Portugal  fleet  bound  from  Brazil  confift  of:  Mr. 
Meadows  writes  to  me  that  they  have  about  1 1  or 
1 2  men  of  war  with  them,  befldes  the  ftrength  that 
fome  of  the  merchant-men  may  be  of,  and  the  ga- 
leons  from  the  Eaft-Indies  are  ftrong,  but  they  are 
not  many ;  but  I  {hall  not  give  you  further  trouble 
upon  this  fubjecl. 

It  hath  pleafed  God,  fomewhat  to  amend  the 
ftate  of  affairs  at  Jamaica,  as  to  the  health  of  the  men  ; 
as  you  will  fee  by  the  copy  of  the  letters  writ  to  his 
Highnefs,  by  Captain  Good/en  and  Major  Sedgewick, 
which  I  have  inclofed  in  the  letter,  which  I  have 
hetn  bold  to  write  to  both  of  you.  This  gives 
fome  encouragement  that  God  will  yet  own  that 
work,  and  put  us  on  to  the  more  fpeedy  fending  of 
fupplies,  whereof  you  had  an  account  by  my  laft. 

My  foreign  news  is  not  much  this  week ;  the  af- 
fairs of  Sweden  remain  as  they  did,  fome  kind  of 
ftop  being  put  to  the  proceedings  of  that  King,  as 
I  fear,  we  expect  a  greater  certainty  from  thence  by 
the  next  letters.  The  Dutch  have  ordered  their 
48  mips  of  war  into  the  Sound  ;  at  the  fame  time 
they  have  alfo  fent  their  AmbafTadors  to  the  King 
of  Sweden,  intending  as  it  feems  to  fight  and  treat 
both  at  once,  at  leaft  to  have  their  fwords  in  their 
hands.  Our  affairs  here  jog  on  as  they  were  wont; 
2  fome- 
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fometimes  we  think  we  are  in  the  fight  of  money,  A.D.1656 
other  times  it  is  out  of  fight :    but  more  hours  are r 
fpent  in  consideration  of  our  whole   ftate  than  ever, 
and  I  truft  fomewhat  will  come  of  it  at  laft.     The 
Lord  be  with  you,  and  give  you  always  good  hope 
through  grace,  fo  prays  yours,  &c .

SIR, 

THERE  have  been  many  con  Moderations  here 
about  the  difpofing  of  the  fleet ;  at  laft  the 
refolutions  are  taken,  which  are  contained  in  his 
Highnefs's  letter,  which  comes  herewith :  and  I 
have  not  obferved  any  thing  upon  the  debate  there- 
of, which  will  be  of  ufe  to  be  added  to  what  his 
Highnefs  has  writ. 

For  our  affairs  here,  we  remain  much  in  the  fame 
pofture  that  we  were  in  upon  Captain  Lloyd's  coming 
to  you  \  fave  that  now  the  Parliament  is  coming  on ; 
the  Elections  are  all  made,  or  very  near,  you  will 
fee  who  they  be  by  the  enclofed  print,  and  be  able 
to  judge  what  quarter  we  are  like  to  have  with 
them :  great  profeffions  are  made  on  every  fide  to 
come  difpofed  to  fettlement,  and  to  do  all  reafbnable 
things :  and  the  truth  is,  the  people  have  fo  great 
a  mind  to  it  that  thofe,  who  were  fufpected  to  be 
dhTatisfied  with  the  prefent  Government,  were  for- 
ced induftrioufly  to  give  it  out,  that  their  minds 
were  altered,  and  that  they  were  for  the  Govern- 
ment now,  or  they  could  not  have  been  chofen. 

There  have  been  of  late  fome  very  ftrong  combi- 
nations to  put  us  into  blood,  by  the  Levelljng-party 
and  the  5th  Monarchy- men,  who  had  feveral 
meetings  to  unite  one  another  in  principles,  to  make 
way  for  a  conjunction  in  arms.  Several  of  them 
were  apprehended,   as  Law/on,  Okey,  Lyons,  Col. 

3  Ricby 
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J.D.\6$6Rich,  and  one  Vinter,  and  alfo  one  Lea,  Portman, and 
W^  others,  which  were  the  leading  men  in  thefe   mat- 
ters.    Sir  Henry  Vane  was  alfo  fent  for  to  anfwer 
his  writing  of  a  book,  propounding  a  new  govern- 
ment to  the  people.     He  was  before  the  Council 
and  there  owned  his  writing  of  it :    but  yet  in  very 
dark  and  myfterious  terms,  as  his  manner  is  ;    he  is 
ordered  to  give  fecurity  for  his  peaceable  carriage, 
and  in  cafe  of  refufal  fo  to  do,  to  ftand  committed  ; 
I  believe  he  will  not  give  any  fecurity.     Lieutenantr 
General  Ludlow  ftands  upon  the  fame  terms.  There 
was  a  neceffity  not  only  for  peace  fake  to  do  this, 
but  to  let  the  nation  fee,  thofe  that  governed  are  in 
good  earneft,    and  intend  not  to  quit  the  govern- 
ment wholly  into  the  hands  of  the  Parliament,  as 
fome  would  needs  make  the  world  believe. 

I  did  the  beft  I  could  to  execute  the  commands 
I  had  in  one  of  yours,  concerning  the  election  in 
Huntingdon/hire,  as  Sir  Gilbert  Pickering  will  bear 
me  witnefs  -,  how  it  both  fucceeded,  the  aforefaid 
printed  paper  will  let  you  fee. 

The  Spaniard  hath  had  great  fuccefs  in  Flanders 
this  year  againft  the  French.  To  that  of  raiflng  the 
iiege  of  Valenciennes,  he  has  added  the  taking  of 
Conde,  and  is  very  likely  to  lodge  himfelf  this  year 
in  France ;  fo  that  the  Cardinal  hath  not  been  able 
to  draw  any  army  to  the  fea  coaft,  as  was  intend- 
ed, being  fcarce  able  to  defend  his  own  country. 
We  have  fome  14  or  12  frigates  lying  before  Dun- 
kirk  and  Oft  end  •,  but  to  no  other  effect  than  to  keep 
in  their  pirates,  wherein  they  do  fomething  but  not 
fo  effectually  as  were  to  be  wifhed  ;  however  of  late, 
what  with  thefe  and  what  with  the  convoys,  we 
make  fhift  to  preferve  the  trade.  I  have  not  heard 
of  the  taking  of  a  fhip  thefe  many  weeks,  and  the 
trade  hath  been  fo  good  for  fome  months  together, 
that  the  Commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty  have  re- 
ceived out  of  the-Cuftoms  and  Excifes  1 7  or  1 8000  /. 

a 
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a  week  ;  To  *hat  no  man  may  pafs  by  Clerke  without  ^/.Z>.i6$6 
hearing  of  him  fpeak  a  word  of  money,  and  their 
credit  is  fo  grown,  that  any  body  will  trull  them. 

I  do  not  like  the  carriage  of  the  Hollanders  ;  our 
mips  of  war  and  theirs  fcarce  ever  meet  in  the  chan- 
nel but  they  have  fome  fcufHe  or  other.  The  lair, 
week  there  came  mtoTcrbay  fome  fifty  merchant-men 
of  theirs  under  three  convoys  -,  where  they  carried 
themfelves  fo  infolently,  that  there  was  little  leis 
than  a  fight  between  our  and  their  men  of  war : 
the  ftory  is  too  long  to  tell  you.,  and  I  fuppofe  you 
will  have  fomething  of  it  from  the  Commiflioners 
of  the  Admiralty. 

And  certainly  if  the  greatePn  part  of  their  ftrength 
were  not  in  the  Baliick  fea,  I  fear  we  mould  hear  of 
them  ;  the  ftate  of  which  bufinefs  ftand  thus.  They 
fent  48  men  of  war  into  the  river  of  Dantzick,  to 
fuccour  and  relieve  that  town,  and  to  prefer ve  their 
own  navigation  and  concerns,  and  there  they  now 
are.  In  the  mean  time  they  have  their  Ambafia- 
dors  at  Elbinge  with  the  King  of  Sweden,  treating 
with  him  for  renewing  the  old  alliance,  and  fettling 
the  toll  in  the  ports  of  Prujfia  ;  wherein  they  have, 
notwithftanding  the  countenance  of  their  fleet,  not 
been  able  to  advance  much,  and  it  is  very  probable 
the  Treaty  with  them  will  muchv  depend  upon  the 
Swedes'  fuccefs  in  Poland,  whofe  affairs  were  very 
doubtful  at  the  time  when  their  fleet  came  before 
Dantzick  ;  but  fince  that,  the  Swedes  have  had  very- 
great  fuccefs  in  a  battle  near  Warfaw,  where  the 
King  and  Duke  of  Brandenburgh  (who  is  joined 
with  him)  had  about  30000  men  horfe  and  foot,  and 
the  Pole  had  near  1 00000,  and  Warfaw  at  his  back. 
Yet  it  pleafed  God  that  the  Swede  had  the  victory, 
and  killed  and  took  8  or  9000  men,  difperfed  the 
reft  and  retook  Warfaw.  This  action  hath  been  of 
great  confequence  to  the  Swede,  and  tends  much  to 
afTure  his  affairs.     I  mould  have  told  you  before  of 

Vo  l.  II.  I  the 
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A.D.  1 656  the  great  amity  which  is  contracted  between  the 
^V^  King  of  Spain  and  Charles  Stewart.  Charles  hath 
put  himfelf  into  his  hands,  and  is  obliged  in  his  en- 
deavours for  his  restitution  to  be  wholly  guided  by 
the  King  of  Spain,  Charles  is  now  raifing  fome  re- 
giments in  Flanders,  of  the  runagate  Irifh,  Englifh 
and  Scotch,  to  invade  us  with  •,  and  they  fay  we 
are  to  expect  him  before  December.  The  general 
peace  is  greatly  endeavoured  •,  Mr.  de  Lyons  is  now 
in  Madrid  from  the  Court  of  France  treating  about 
it ;  and  the  mad  Queen  Chriftina  of  Sweden ,  is 
come  from  the  Pope  to  the  Court  of  France  upon 
that  errand :  we  fhall  fee  this  week,  what  it  will 
come  unto. 

I  had  a  letter  this  week  from  Leghorn,  that  the 
Genoefe  have  embarked  4  or  5000  men  on  board 
ihips  and  gallies.  Their  defign  is  not  certainly 
known  -,  but  by  their  courfe,  it  is  faid,  they  fleer 
towards  the  coaft  of  Spain,  and  are  faid  to  be  for 
that  King's  alTiftance.

timony of  God's  prefence,  and  fome  witnefs  of  his 
acceptance  of  the  prefent  engagement  againft,  Spain, 

Your  difpatch,  dated  off  the  LzzmZ-point  the 
2  2d  inftant,  arrived  here  this  morning  about  7  of 
the  clock.  We  were  very  careful  concerning 
your  condition,  in  regard  of  the  ftorm  that  hath 
been  here  ever  fince  yefterday  morning  \  and  we 
were  very  glad  by  your  fecond  difpatch  to  the  Com- 
miffiohers  of  the  Admiralty,  that  through  the  good* 
nefs  of  God  you  are  fafely  come  into  Stokes-Bay. 

Your  letter  in  cyphers  which  I  had  the  honour  to 
receive  from  you,  I  communicated  immediately  to 
his  Highnefs,  who  hath  thereupon  in  purfuance  of 
your  defires  refolved  to  fend  unto  you  Col.  Kelfey, 
Capt.  HatJelU  Capt.  Uoyd,  Col.  Brifcoe^  Major 
Bourne ,  (if  they  can  all  be  had) :  and  by  them  you 
will  receive  his  Highnefs's  thoughts  concerning  the 
fleet  now  with  you.  Their  difpatch  is  now  preparing,

dily,  which  we  here  wifh  he  would  do  •,  and  there-  ^-^V^ 
by  put  us  out  of  thofe  doubts  we  have,  whether  they 
do  really  intend  an  aflault  or  no,  or  only  pretend 
to  it,  the  better  to  colour  over  their  neglect  in  per- 
formance of  the  treaty    hitherto.      However    his 
Highnefs  is  refolved  to  do  his  part,  and  to  put  them 
from    any    fubterfuge  of  this  kind.     Indeed  Ma- 
refchal  de  Turenne  profefTes  he  will  attempt  Mardyke, 
if  he  be  fupplied   in  any  reafonable  manner ;   and 
Mr.  Tallon  fent  by  him  to  his  Highnefs   makes  all 
the  profeflions  thereof  that  can  be.

I  Got  hither  with  difficulties  of  all  kinds.  My 
being  here  will  alone  afliire  you,  that  I  found  it 
impoflible  to  make  any  considerable  rifing :  yet 
nothing  is  more  certain  than  that  there  are  all  the 
inclinations  imaginable  towards  it,  and  that  more 
general  than  I  could  have  believed  without  the 
proof  of  my  fenfes.  I  have  not  time  to  fortify  my 
afTertion  :  but  can  only  tell  you,  that  if  the  King 
can  but  once  land  at  or  near  Yarmouih ,  but  with  the 
numbers  and  provisions  defigned  him,  that  town 
will  be  his  before  it  can  be  fuccoured  •,  Cromwell  not 
daring  haftily  to  remove  his  army  from  London 
where  it  almoit  all  is,  nor  yet  to  raife  new  troops, 
being  fo  hated  by  almoft  all  but  his  domefticks  and 
thofe  of  the  army  that  depend  upon  his  tyranny, 
that  he  knows  not  in  what  county  to  make  or  into 
what  hands  to  put  his  levies.  Our  affair  has  been 
managed  by  honeft  but  unfkilful  men.  I  hope  I 
have  left  it  in  more  dextrous  hands:  but  there 
will  be  no  rifing  till  a  foreign  force  appear.  You 
know  where  I  am,  and  how  neceflary  it  is  I  mould 
know  what  is  like  to  be  done.  If  the  enterprize  go 
fpeedily  on,  I  will  as  I  mail  receive  the  King's  or- 
der, either  put  my  felf  where  1  may  get  into  the 

Weft 
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Weft  of  England^  or  upon  the  neareft  way  to  you  ;  A.D.i6tf 
if  not,  I  fhall  feek  the  fafeft.     Let  me  be  fure  to " 
hear  from  you  by  the  next  poft,  and  direct  your 
letter  under  Marces    his   cover  for  Mr.    George 
Summers. 

The  M.  of  Ormonde^  Account  of  his  proceed- 
ings in  England  in  January  1657-8,  Jent 
to  Sir  E.  Hyde. 

AS  oon  as  I  came  to  London,  I  fent  for  thofe 
perfons  who  were  beft  able  to  give  me  an 
account  of  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs :  and  from 
them  I  underftood  the  general  expectation  of  the 
arrival  of  the  King  out  of  Flanders  with  an  army  ; 
and  upon  that  expectation,  that  there  were  great 
preparations  made  throughout  the  kingdom,  to  re- 
pair to  his  Majefty,  or  to  poffefs  them  of  consider- 
able places  in  the  feveral  quarters  of  the  kingdom : 
and  I  confirmed  them  in  that  opinion,  afluring 
them  that  his  Majefty  would  be  ready  to  tranfport 
himfelf  with  his  forces  by  the  end  of  February. 

Shortly  after  my  arrival  Cromwell  diflblved  his 
Parliament ;  upon  which  the  diftempers  appeared 
fo  great,  that  if  his  Majefty  would  have  tranfported 
himfelf  with  the  forces  defigned  to  attend  him  from 
hence,  I  am  of  opinion  he  would  have  found  little 
oppofltion.  However  I  found  that  they  upon 
whom  we  moft  depended,  and  under  whofe  fhelter 
and  protection  his  Majefty's  friends  generally  were 
to  rife,  would  not  be  perfuaded  to  declare  until  the 
King  fhould  be  firft  landed  :  which  having  been 
always  promifed  them  from  hence,  they  would  not 
quietly  hearken  to  the  reafons  which  would  difpofe 
them  to  have  begun  the  work,  fome  of  them  fay- 
ing, they  knew  very  well  the  preparations  in 
Flanders  were  not  fo  forward  as  I  delivered  them 
to  be.  I  4  They 
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^.D.1657  They  who  had  always  been  of  his  Majefty's 
\^\f>u  party,  and  who  did  not  know  upon  what  other 
aftiftance  we  depended,  would  have  begun  if 
I  could  have  undertaken  that  his  Majefty  would 
have  landed  in  any  other  part  of  the  kingdom, 
and  fo  made  a  diverfion  within  twenty  days,  with- 
out which  they  believed  they  could  not  be  able  to 
Hand  longer  of  themfelves:  nor  was  I  fatisfied 
that  the  defigns  were  fo  fure,  that  they  would  not 
be  fupprefTed  in  a  fnorter  time,  if  Cromwell  mould 
have  nothing  to  intend  but  their  reduction ;  and 
therefore  I  thought  it  net  fit  to  encourage  but  re- 
train thofe  actions.  And  thereupon  by  their  ad- 
vice I  returned  to  ufe  all  the  means  I  could  to 
haften  his  Majefty  over,  and  promifed  them  to 
return  myfelf  to  another  quarter  of  the  kingdom 
agreed  on  between  us,  if  his  Majefty  refolved  pre- 
fently  to  tranfport  himfelf. 

And  this  was  the  reafon  that  I  went  into  France^ 
from  whence  I  could  without  noife  or  fufpicion 
have  returned  to  the  place  defigned,  and  I  fent 
my  humble  opinion  to  his  Majefty  where  he  fhould 
land,  there  being  an  exprefs  fent  over  to  him  at 
the  fame  time  to  aflure  him  of  that  port  and  har- 
bour, and  of  which  I  am  confident  he  would  have 
been  pofTefTed,  if  he  had  gone  with  the  force 
which  was  aftigned  him  from  hence  :  and  there- 
upon I  am  perfuaded,  upon  as  great  and  particular 
aflurances  as  in  fuch  cafes  can  be  given,  that  the 
people  generally  would  adhere  to  him,  and  con-. 
fiderable  places  declare  for  him  throughout  the 
kingdom.

1657 
over.  Though  Maurice  be  confident  that  you' 
are  arrived  fafely  in  France,  yet  fince  it  is  now 
three  weeks  fince  you  left  London,  we  fhall  be  in 
very  great  pain  till  we  fee  you  or  hear  from  you : 
and  fince  Don  Juan  will  know  this  night,  that 
you  are  returned,  we  muft  expect  no  kind  of  ad- 
vance in  the  preparations  till  your  arrival  -,  but  ra- 
ther that  they  will  defpair  of  doing  any  thing  and 
proceed  accordingly.  And  by  the  account  Maurice 
brings,  there  feems  to  be  no  caufe  for  that,  and 
your  comrade  feems  not  to  have  thought  of  return- 
ing. We  are  in  the  clouds  till  you  come  ;  God 
fend  you  well  hither.  I  have  been  in  a  fit  of  the 
gout  thefe  2  8  days,  and  am  not  able  to  ftir  out  of 
my  bed,  yet  hope  to  be  put  into  a   coach  within

two  or  three  days  and  be  carried  to   558    whither 
the  King  goes  to  morrow  morning.

jf  Arrived  here  laft  night  after  a  dangerous  and 
■*■  troublefome  pafiage,  in  regard  both  of  fait  and 
frefh  waters  ;  and  fo  tired  that  I  can  hardly  com- 
pofe  myfelf  to  make  a  difpatch  :  yet  my  ftay  in 
France,  and  what  is  of  more  importance  depending 
perhaps  upon  it,  I  muft  make  the  beft  ftiift  I  can. 
During  my  ftay  at  London,  I  wrote  two  letters  to 
you,  one  by  the  poft  under  my  Lady  Abbefs's 
cover,  the  other   by  Maurice.    In  the  former,  I 

told 
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J.D.  1 65  7  told  you,  I  had  fpoken  with  the  undertakers  for 
» \^V\J  Glocefter  and  Briftol,  and  I  think  Windfor  ;  that  for 
the  taking  of  Glocefter  and  Briftol^  I  found  nothing 
like  a  probability  that  it  could  be  effe&ed,  if  attempt- 
ed ;  nor  any  difpofition  in  the  actors  to  attempt 
it,  till  the  King's  landing,  or  till  fome  other  defign 
ihould  be  fet  on  foot  with  fuccefs.  And  this  Clayton 
told  me  in  the  prefence  of  Pyle  and  one  Dukes y  that 
was  the  perfon  for  the  furprize  of  Windfor ;  fo  that 
till  Clayton  could  go  and  fpeak  with  the  undertakers 
(who  were  fcattered  for  fear  of  imprifonment)  and 
perfuade  them  to  fet  their  defign  on  foot,  all  muft 
ftand  ftill. 

I  hope  both  thofe  letters  are  long  fince  in  your 
hands:  if  they  be,  you  will  have  found,  that  there  was 
riot  in  my  judgment  any  fuch  probable  means  propof- 
ed  for  the  effecting  of  any  one  defign,   as  to  the  ta- 
king of  any  place,  that  could  juftify  my  engaging  fo 
many  perfons  as  were  willing  to  rife  with  all  the  force 
they  could  make ;  which  without  fome  place  to  re- 
ceive and  cover  them,  had  been  to  expofe  them  to, 
inevitable  ruin,  and  the  King's  counfels  to  irrepara- 
ble and  fhameful  derifion.     Nor  was  it  porlible  for 
me  to  ftay  the  new  modelling  of  defigns  for  the  ta- 
king of  places,  but  that  my  being  in  England  would 
be  difcovered,  and  thereupon  all  perfons  fufpecled, 
though  never  fo  lightly,  fecured  and  difabled.    This 
being  the  cafe  as  to  that  part,  and  the  letter  to  Pop- 
ham  being  ftill  in  Sir  Henry  Moore's  hands,  I  held  it 
beft  by  the  means  of  Honeywood  to  bring  Sir  Henry 
Moore  and  Ruffel  together ;    Ruffel  being  a  perfon 
well  known  to  and  efteemed  by  Popham^  that  fo 
we  might  have  fome  better  afTurance  of  what  Pop- 
ham  would  do,  than  I  now  take  Sir  H.  Moore's  dif- 
courfe  to  be  ;  and  to  retire  myfelf  into  France ',  from 
whence  I  can  either  attend  on  the  King,  if  he  mall 
be  put  in  ftate  to  tranfport  himfelf,  or  to  get  into 
the  Weft  of  England  to  ferve  him  there,  whilft  he 

lands 
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lands  in  the  North  Eaft  ;  and  I  have  left  an  addrefs^.D.i6c;7 
in  Honeywoocfs  hands,  how  to  fend  to  me  from  any 
perfon  that  I  thought  of  confederation. 

Now  though  this  account  may  feem  and  is  in- 
deed melancholy,  as  to  particulars  and  to  what  we 
thought  had  been  more  iblidly  projected  :  yet  if  I 
have  any  judgment,  it  leads  me  to  be  confident, 
that  if  the  King  can  land  but  with  the  force  and 
proviftons  promifed  at  or  near  Yarmouth  he  will  car- 
ry it  before  it  can  be  fuccoured,  (efpecially  if  it  be 
before  Cromwell  fhall  have  compofed  the  diforders 
occafioned  by  his  breaking  the  Parliament)  and  by 
that  gain  reputation  enough  to  gather  a  force  fuffi- 
cient  to  do  (I  think)  his  own  buflnefs,  and  (I  am 
fure)  the  King  of  Spain's.  This  I  fhall  write  to  my 
Lord  of  Briftol^  if  I  have  time  and  can  fpeak  with 
Marces,  to  borrow  his  cypher  of  him  \  if  not,  you 
will,  if  the  King  pleafe,  make  him  a  copy  of  this 
letter  and  fend  it  him  in  all  hafte. 

I  have  not  fpoke  with  Dr.  Huett^  nor  Stapeley  ; 
both  becaufe  their  bufinefs  was  nothing  without  Bri- 
ftol  and  Glocefter,  and  becaufe  I  have  too  good  rea- 
fons  to  fufpect  him  unable  to  do  any  thing  in  pro- 
portion even  to  his  leaft  undertaking,  not  for  want 
of  will,  but  fkill  to  order  it. 

You  fee  how  necefTary  it  is,  I  mould  receive  the 
King's  orders,  and  fome  light  of  the  ftate  of  things 
there,  that  I  may  govern  myfelf  accordingly.  You 
know  this  place  is  but  a  degree,  if  at  all,  fecurer 
than  London  for  me  •,  but  whilft  I  can  be  of  ufe,  I 
regard  that  no  more  than  I  mould  do.  I  am  got 
hither,  principally  by  the  help  of  Dr.  Quatermain, 
fent  for  in  the  King's  name  to  be  his  Phyfician  :  a 
fober,  modeft,  and  difcreet  man  he  is  I  am  fure, 
and  they  fay  able  in  his  profeflion.  It  would  infi- 
nitely trouble  me  to  find  the  place  filled,  as  I  am 
here  told  it  is  ^  the  rather  that  upon  his  faying 
fomething  of  it  to  me,  I  allured  him  there  could 

be 
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^.1X1657  be  no  fucn  thing,  as  I  thought  I  might  very  well, 
^Y*^  having  heard  him  recommended  to  the  King,  and 
the  King  approving  his  being  fent  for.  Let  me 
know  what  he  is  to  truft  to,  that  I  engage  him  in 
no  further  danger  or  trouble.  My  ftay  here  may 
be  the  lefs  fecure  by  my  having  met  Dr.  Frafier  juft 
as  I  landed  at  Dieppe.  I  am  not  certain  he  knew 
me,  but  far  from  being  fure  of  the  contrary. 

^tbe  Earl  of  Briftol  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

I  Received  yours  onWednefday  laft,  the  King  be- 
ing to  come  to  Brujfels  the  next  day,  and  hav- 
ing fent  me  before  him  from  Antwerp  with  that  af- 
furance.  Notwithanding  il  n'eft  pas  arrive  this 
night  at  ten  a  clock,  having  loft  his  paflage  par  ba- 
teau -9  fo  that  I  am  fain  to  fend  you  this  without 
being  able  to  write  you  certainty  of  any  thing  ; 
having  thought  it  no  wife  fit  to  acquaint  Don  Juan 
avec  the  contents  de  voftre  lettre,  till  I  had  confer- 
red avec  le  Roy,  and  Chevalier  Hyde ;  for  which  I 
had  a  good  pretence  faying,  il  eftoit  efcrit  dans  la 
cyphre  de  Chevalier  Hyde.  So  that  all  that  I  can 
fay  at  the  prefent  is,  that  les  vaiffeaux  de  guerre 
font  arrive  a  Oftende  *,  the  flutes  expected  avec  the 
firft  wind,  and  all  other  preparations  in  readinefs, 
that  I  hope  we  fhall  fo  make  ufe  of  what  you  write, 
as  to  perfuadethem  to  go  on  with  the  expedition, 
though  the  infurrections  expected  to  have  preceded 
it  have  failed.  You  have  nothing  therefore  to  do 
but  to  conceal  yourfelf,  and  to  expect  by  the  next 
a  full  refolution  in  all  things.     God  keep  you.

YOU  muft   give  me  leave  ftill  to  ufe  another  j.D.  1657 
hand,  fince  my  pains  are  ftill  great,  and  I  am 
only  able  to  fit  in  my  chair  •,    fo  that   indeed  you 
would  hardly  be  able  to  read  my   cypher,  when  I 
write  at  fo   little  eafe.     It  was  the  next  day  after 
yours  of  the  9th  came  to  me,   before  I  received 
your  former  of  the  firft,  (and  without  doubt  that 
packet  came  to  Antwerp  by  the  laft  poft)  and  there- 
fore you  will  believe  the  knowing  fo  very  little  of 
what  had  moved  you  to  your  retreat  put  us  to  much 
uneafinefs :    which   was  increafed    by   the  trouble 
fome  of  our  friends  exprefTed  to  be  in  for  your  ab- 
fence,  and  particularly  Sir  Henry  Moore,  who  writes, 
with  all  the  confidence  imaginable,  all  of  Popham 
that  we  can  look  for,  and  that  he  will  the  firft  hour 
be  mafter  of  three  confiderable   places,  which  he 
doth  not  name,   and  put  them  into  our  power.  Yet 
he  fays,  he  is  unwilling  to  treat  wTith  the  friend  you 
appointed.     Indeed  you  have  left  us  yet  very  much 
in  the  dark.     You  told  us  in  your  firft  after  your 
arrival,    that  the  hope  of  Glocefter  was  off:    but 
we  do  not  yet  know,  whether  you  fpoke  with  842 , 
and  how  the  bufinefs  of  Briftol  ftands.     You  fay 
nothing  of  Windfor  caftle,  nor  whether  you  fpoke 
with  Dr.  Hewet,  and  confequently  how  you  are  fa- 
tisfied  about  Mr.  Stapeley  :    nor  have  you  told  us, 
whether  you  met  with  Mr.  Cotton  ;  which  if  all  be 
as  is  prefent  here,  would  have  been  very  well  worth 
your  labour.     For  here  is  a  Gentleman  now  with 
us,  fent  over  purpofely  from  Mr.  Cotton,  who  af- 
fures  the  King   of  as  much  from  Norton,    as  we 
could  expect.     This  Gentleman  will  be  at  Paris  the 

(next  week,  for  he  came  that  way   hither,  and  is 
obliged  to  return  the  fame.     What  fatisfa&ion  you 
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J.D.1657  had  from  any  of  our  own  friends,  or  with  whom  you 
^V-*^  fpake,  and  in  whofe  hands  you  have  left  the  con- 
duct of  affairs,  we  know  not ;  and  fo  are  the  more 
puzzled  td  anfwer  the  letters  we  receive  :  and  O- 
Neile  himfelf  writes  for  orders  and  money  ;  and  TV; 
Armorer  and  Col.  St.  make  their  moan  that 

they  know  not  what  to  do^  and  we  know  not  what 
to  return  to  them.  It  is  not  poffible,  that  •  if  Pop- 
ham's  purpofes  are  fincere,  as  Sir  H.  Moore  under- 
takes they  are,  and  if  he  know,  that  be  fides  the 
conjunction  of  our  own  friends  with  him,  (whom  he 
knows  too  well  to  undervalue)  Mr.  Norton  would 
at  the  fame  time  declare  ;  and  if  Mr.  Norton  knew 
Popbam's  intentions,  and  that  his  neighbour  Stapeky 
is  ready  to  appear  the  firft  hour  with  him,  with  fitch 
a  body  of  horfe,  as  of  themfelves  would  protect  him 
from  an  affront.  I  fay,  if  thefe  three  perfons,  (and 
they  are  all  three  perfons  of  great  fortunes  and  repu- 
tation) were  enough  informed  of  each  other's  affec- 
tions, they  would  make  no  fcruple  of  beginning  the 
work  ;  and  in  that  cafe  what  yourcoufin  Mordant  and 
Waller  are  like  to  contribute,  you  can  judge  beft. 

I  confefs  our  prefent  condition  here  is  not  better 
in  any  degree  than  you  left  it :  and  the  unreadinefs 
of  the  Spanifh  Minifters  in  all  difpatches,  and  the 
infecurity  we  conceive  you  to  be  in  at  Paris,  little 
inferior  to  the  danger  you  were  in  at  London,  and 
not  recompenfed  or  allayed  for  the  ufefulnefs  of 
your  being  there,  made  ufe  of  the  mind,  that  you 
mould  make  all  the  hafte  hither  you  could.  We 
were  confirmed  in  that  opinion  yeftcrday,  when  at 
the  fame  time  we  heard  that  1 2  frigats  and  3  ketches 
were  already  come  before  Oftend,  and  that  they 
have  already  met  with  the  five  flutes  come  from 
Holland  and  taken  three  of  them,  and  driven  the 
other  two  on  more.  And  therefore  at  the  laft,  the 
King  was  refolved  that  I  fhould  write  to  you  to  get 
hither  as  foon  as  you  could  5   though  I  muft  tell 

you 
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you  we  mould  have  given  you  no  counfel  for  the  A.DaS^j 
way  •,  which  we  conceive  to  be  very  difficult,  and  * 
fo  much  the  more,  becaufe  fome  perfons  here,  and 
amongft  thofe  the  good  Father,  know  or  feem  to 
know  of  your  being  in  Paris.  But  this  day  hath 
diverted  the  King  from  the  refolution  of  calling  you 
hither,  and  the  Spanim  Minifters  fo  clearly  declar- 
ing that  all  things  fhall  be  ready  within  few  days 
for  embarkation,  makes  his  Majefty  refolve  that 
nothing  mail  fail  that  is  in  his  power.  I  refer  you 
to  what  the  Earl  of  Briftol  hath  written  to  you  upon 
that  matter,  and  the  conference  that  hath  been  this 
day  •,  which  Harry  hath  likewife  put  into  this  cy- 
pher :  and  they  fay,  that  they  have  faved  the  two 
flutes  which  were  on  ground,  and  that  the  other  vefTels 
which  are  at  Oftend^  and  upon  which  they  depend- 
ed not,  will  do  the  work ;  and  the  Earl  of  Briftol  is 
very  confident,  that  there  will  be  now  no  more  de- 
lay on  their  part,  but  all  things  ready  at  Oftend 
within  10  or  12  days  at  farther!:.  In  the  mean 
time  I  muft  tell  you,  that  we  have  not  received  one 
Dollar  fince  I  faw  you  *,  and  fo  you  know  our  con- 
dition that  way,  which  we  are  as  importunate  to 
improve  as  we  can  be,  and  I  hope  they  will  now 
fhew  us  fome  kindnefs. 

Whether  they  will  be  fo  ready  as  they  profeis 
within  the  time  limited,  and  whether  we  mall  then 
be  able  to  get  out  whilft  the  frigates  lie  there  I 
know  not.  As  there  are  many  conveniencies  at- 
tend on  being  ready,  and  having  it  in  our  power  to 
go  •,  fo  if  thofe  three  perfons  knew  each  other's 
meaning,  and  that  we  were  indeed  fo  ready,  that 
nothing  but  thofe  mips  kept  us  from  coming  out, 
I  do  believe  they  might  eafily  enough  be  induced 
to  declare  and  begin  the  work  •,  which  would  quick- 
ly remove  the  fhips  from  that  port,  to  attend  fome 
other  work.     And  in  that  cafe,  my  own  opinion  is, 

ft  the  more  mips  Cromwell  had  at  fea,  it  would  be 
5  the 
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A.B. 1 6$y  the  better  for  us,  and  that  he  would  find  his  friends 
of  that  element  as  infirm  to  him,  as  thofe  at  land. 
But  how  to  compafs  this  intelligence  you  can  judge 
better  than  I ;  nor  is  it  eafy  to  give  you  any  positive 
directions  concerning  yourfelf,   whether  to  repair  to 
the  Weft  or  any  part,  fince  you  have    given  us  no 
more  light  to  judge  by,  and  we  not  knowing  how 
far  you  are  fatisfied  in  the  matter  of  Briftol?  or  what 
other  correfpondence  you  have  fettled  there  :    be- 
fides  we  have  not  a  Dollar  to  fupply  you  with,  nor 
credit  to  borrow  twenty.     That  which  occurs  to  me 
as  the  moft  natural,  and  by  which  you  may  take 
fbme  meafures,  is  that  the  perfon  who  came  hither 
from  Norton ,  and  is  to  return  the  next  week  thither 
jfhall  have  fuch  directions  from  hence,  that  it  mail 
be  in  your  power  to  fpeak  with  him  ;  and  then  you 
will  be  able,  upon  weighing  what  he  fays,  and  con- 
fidering  the  bufinefs  of  Popham?  to  think  what  is  to 
be  done.     In  the  mean  time  I  mud  tell  you  that 
there  is  Sir  John  Arundel  (a  perfon  of  unquestiona- 
ble reputation)  in  Paris?  who  hath  himfelf  fpoken 
with  Norton?  and  is  equally  trufted  by  him,  and 
from  whom  this  Gentleman  (his  brother-in-law)  is 
fent.     If  you,  without  lofs  of  time  and  before  his 
return,  (for  he   cannot  return  till  the  next  week 
at  fooneft,)    could   find  a  way  to  let  him  know 
you,  ^nd  then  with   freedom  let  him  know  where 
you  have  been,  (which  you  may  very  fafely  do) 
and    what  you  are  ready  to   do,  and  then  take 
notice  of  the  particular  of  Norton  by  the  King's 
command,  it  is  very  probable  fome  fuch  thoughts 
may  refult  between  you,  which  we   cannot   pre- 
fcribe.      He  may  be   willing  to  go  over   himfelf 
prefently,    and  you  may   attend   in  fome  place  a- 
greed,  and  who  knows  but  your  prefence  may  be 
as  great  an  encouragement  as  Norton  defires  ?    And 
a  thoufand  other  things  may   arife  and  be  refoved

Upon   the^.D.1658 
whole  matter,  you  muft  tell  us  your  opinion,    and^-OP^ 
let  us  know  what  you  think  fit  to  do,  and  where 
our  letters  fhall  find  you,  whom  you  principally  de- 
pend upon  in  England  for   the   ordering  thofe  af- 
fairs, what  we  fhall  write  to  O  Neile  and  to  St. 
to  do,    who  hath  all   the  papers.     Nic.  Armorer 
fends   me  word  by  Maurice  that  Shrewsbury  will 
be  ours.     I  know  not  his  ground.     I  fuppofe  you

know  from  whom  the  inclofed  comes,  it  is  945's 
hand.  If  it  fignify  any  thing  neceflary  for  us  to 
know  you  will  tell  it.  You  may  aflure  the  Doctor, 
he  is  upon  no  difadvantage  here,  but  the  contrary, 
and  will  be  very  welcome  for  feveral  reafons.  This 
leud,  dull  hand  has  been  fo  long  upon  the  work, 
that  I  am  not  fecure  of  the  port,  God  keep  you, 
and  bring  us  well  together.

:[  HAVE  yours  of  the  1 6th ,  and  read  it  with 
■*•  very  much  admiration,  efpecially  that  part, 
where  you  fay  I  have  left  you  very  much  in  the 
dark.  I  could  not  think  it  could  poflibly  be  ne- 
ceflary to  put  you  in  mind  of  what  expectations  I 
was  fent  *,  and  they  all  failing,  that  I  had  no  more 
to  do  but  to  return  ;  or  that  you  could  imagine  I 
would  tell  you  as  I  did  in  mine  of  the  firft,  that  there 
appeared  to  me  no  folid,  or  indeed  probable  ground 
for  the  fecuring  of  any  one  place,  if  I  had  not  fpo- 
ken  with  all  thofe  who  were  the  main  inftruments. 
And  how  could  you  call  this  general  pofitive  afler- 
tion  no  light,  or  fuppofe  it  did  not  comprehend  all 
particulars  within  my'  charge  or  view  ?  Popham  may 
Vol.  II.  K  be 
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ji.D.i6^sbt  in  the  difpofition  and  power  Moore  fays :  but  it 
1is  no  good  fign,  that  in  three  weeks  before  my  com- 
ing, and  during  my  being  there,  he  durfl:  not  go  to 
him  or  convey  the  King's  letter  to  him ;  but  as  foon 
as  I  am  gone,  complains  of  my  abfence  and  writes 
wonders ;  and  ftill  a  worfe  that  he  will  not  treat 
with  RuJJel)  whofe  fortune,  intereft,  inclinations 
and  honour  he  knows.

And  if  I  be  not  miftaken,  you  will  have  no  Norton 
but  that  way  :  and  to  tell  you  true,  I  did  not  think 
it  prudence  to  put  myfelf  into  the  power  of  Lord 
Speaker  Fiennes's  father,  and  brother-in-law ;  and 
as  I  once  before  told  you,  I  did  not  take  Treaties 
to  be  the  bufinefs  I  went  upon.     I   did  not  fpeak 
with  Dr.  Hewet,  becaufe  the  fecuring  of  all  places 
failed  ;  without  which  Staplefs  bufinefs  would   not 
do  ours :    and  befides,   I  was  affured  by  one  that 
knows  him  and  his  intereft  well,  that  it  was  impof- 
iible  he  could  perform  near  his  loweft  undertaking:

I  wonder  you  fhould  afk  me  what  orders  to  fend 
to  0  Neile,  St.  and  Armorer :  mine  to  you 

and  my  Lord  of  Brijlol  gives  you  my  {qi\{q  clearly 
enough,  and  all  the  opinion  I  am  capable  of  giving. 
But  I  am  amazed,  you  mould  afk  me  what  I  think 
fit  to  do  with  myfelf;  that  depending  entirely  upon 
the  King's  orders  and  refolution.  If  there  be  a  pur- 
pofe  and  poffibility,  (which  fhould  be  the  fame 
thing)  to  go  on  with  the  defign,  I  have  told  you 
where  I  think  I  can  be  of  moft  ufe,  and  whither  I 
can  get  with  moft  eafe.

matters,  and  myfelf  to  be  in  more  danger  than  I 
was  aware  of.  I  wonder  N  V  fhould  fend 
to  me  that  way,  fince  I  left  with  Harry  Wood  a 
much  nearer,  and  for  his  knot  principally.  All 
your  bufinefe  is  in  the  fame  hands  it  was,  now  that 
Popham  will  not  treat  with  Rujfel,  and  if  I  bragged 
of  having  left  it  in  better  to  my  Lord  of  Brijiol,  it 
was  for  the  Spanifh  Minifters  encouragement  •,  which 
ufe  it  feems,  he  hath  not  un profitably  made  of  it  :

hands  and  of  what  you  can  expect  from  hence  ;    to 
which  indeed  I   can  add  little  that  hath  occurred 
fince.     The  Gentleman  of  whom  I  writ  laft,  will  (I 
hope)  reach  Paris  with  this  poft,  and  I  have  given 
him  a  letter  to  Mr.  Belling  to  let  you  know  that  he 
would  wait  on  you,  and  fo  to  order  him  as  you  direct.

I  HAVE  yours  of  the  23d,  and  have  fpoken 
with  both  the  Gentlemen  -,  by  which  I  am  con- 
firmed in  my  belief,  that  nothing  will  be  begun  in 
England*  unlefs  fome  accident  give  a  rife  to  it.  He 
that  came  from  Brujfels  will  the  next  week  go  for 
England,  and  know  whether  Norton  will  communi- 
cate with  others  of  equal  intereft  and  fortune  to  him. 
You  may  let  Moore  inform  himfelf  the  fame  thing 
of  Popham  :  and  when  both  their  confents  are  ob- 
tained, they  may  be  fo  named  to  each  other,  as  that 
if  they  have  any  averfion,  it  may  produce  no  hurt 
to  either.

Have  received  yours  of  the  laft  poft,  and  con- 
clude, that  for  what  concerns  M.  Mar  chin  ^  it 
is  impotiible  he  can  have  had  any  part  in  the 
propotition  made  to  Lockhart  by  the  French  Gentle- 
man. No  man  can  go  franker  nor  more  as  a  man 
of  honour  than  he  doth  in  all  our  concernments. 
If  all  hopes  of  their  advancement  fhould  fail,  I  do 
not  in  that  cafe  think  him  uncapable  of  feeking  an 
accommodation  with  France  by  all  the  ways  contif- 
tent  with  honour. 

Now  as  to  your  own  great  bufinefs,  I  muft  tell 
you  that  the  failing  of  the  expected  preceding 
declaration  had  much  {tarried  the  Spanifh  Minifters  : 
but  your  judgment  in  general  of  the  {late  of  affairs 
in  England  1  and  of  the  fecurity  of  the  King's  pof- 
lefling  Yarmouth,  having  encouraged  his  Majefty  to 
tell  them  positively,  that  he  favv  fuch  folid  grounds

hither,  or  going  on  with  the  defign  for  Dunkirk^ 
on  which  the  French  meafures  for  this  Campaign 
appear  wholly  founded :  they  feem  this  day  at  a 
meeting  between  the  Marquefs  of  Caracena,  Don

length  come  to  a  final  refolution,  that  all  things  fhall 
within  very  few  days  be  embarked  ready  to  fet 
fail,  and  that  before  to-morrow's  parting  of  the 
poft,  I  lhall  be  able  to  let  you  know  the  fixed  day. 
Nor  doth  the  news  come  of  three  of  our  flutes, 
taken  by  Cromwell's  fhips  lying  before  Ojlend^ 
ftartle  them ;  they  faying,  that  with  the  three 
which  are  there,  and  four  frigates  in  the  port, 
which  they  reckon'd  not  upon,  they  will  make  up 
the  tranfportation.  They  fhewed  us  in  what  ftate 
and  where  all  the  preparatives  were,  and  what  or- 
ders fettled  for  the  arTembling  the  men  both  horfe 
and  foot.  In  fine,  M.  Marchin  and  I  are  both 
mod  clear  of  opinion,  that  we  fhall  fee  all  in  a 
readinefs  within  a  very  few  days.  Now  as  I  fup-

pofe  608  will  have  referred  you  to  me  for  what 
depends  upon  the  Spanifh  Minifters  here ;  fo  I  re-

SINCE  none  of  your  friends  durft  give  you  ad- 
vice which  way  you  mould  come  to  us,  they 
have  no  reafon  to  reproach  you  for  going  fo  much 
about:  and  I  hope  you  have  given  yourfelffome 
pleafure  in  feeing  thofe  renowned  places  through 
which  you  have  patted.  But  I  may  now  tell  you3 
that  it  is  fo  neceflary  that  you  make  all  poflible 
hafte  hither,  that  the  King  defires  you  to  lofe  no 
time :  and  indeed  your  abfence  is  wonderful  in- 
convenient, fince  nothing  can  be  refolved,  nor  (if 
it  could  be  refolved)  executed  till  you  come.  There- 
fore I  hope  Maurice  will  no  fooner  fee  you,  than 
you  will  fet  out  towards  us ;  and  no  doubt  the 
Rhine  will  be  your  beft  paflage,  the  way  by  land 
being  very  dangerous :  and  when  you  come  to 
Dorte,  if  that  be  your  way,  you  were  beft  come 
by  the  river  to  Antwerp  than  land  any  where.  Be- 
fore the  end  of  Eafter-week,  I  muft  be  confident 
you  will  be  here. 

All  the  King's  thoughts  now  are  upon  pretence 
of  foliciting  at  the  Diet  to  make  a  fudden  and  un- 
expected journey  to  Spain  :  and  by  that  method 
to  be  able  to  make  his  attempt  the  next  winter ; 
which  he  fhall  never  be  by  the  meer  help  of  thefe 
people  :  he  muft  make  Italy  his  way.  I  confefs  I 
know  not  what  to  think  ;  I  can  object,  but  know 
not  what  to  propofe  :  only  I  am  fure,  if  that 
thought  be  purfued,  (which  is  known  to  no  body 
but  Briftol  and  me)  it  is  time  to  fet  out.  The 
King  would  have  you,  as  you  pafs  by  Duffeldorp 
(except  you  find  fome  objection  againft  it)  fee  the 
Duke  of  Neuburg  ;  which  you  may  do  in  your 
incognito  ftate  by  writing  a  billet  to  him,  and 
letting  him  know  you  would,  if  he  pleafe,  fee  him,

mafter,  and  to  give  him  the  befl:  account  you  can  V"~ 
of  the  places  where  you  have  been.  You  will 
befl:  judge  of  this,  and  what  is  fit  to  be  done.  I 
muft  tell  you,  fince  my  laft  letters  from  England, 
I  am  very  much  perplexed  with  an  apprehenfion, 
that  our  friends  there  may  do  fome  ram  and  unad- 
vifed  thing.

La  derniere  raifon  pour  le  voyage  eft,  que 
s'il  eft  vray  felon  l'avis  du  Refident,  que  les  Mini- 
ftres  d'Efpagne  et  eeux  d'icy  fouhaitent  que  le  Roy 
aille  en  Efpagne,  ils  feront  en  forte  qu'a  la  fin  il 
y  fera  contraint  apres  beaucoup  d'incommoditees 
qu'il  fouffrira,  et  des  froideurs  qu'ils  luy  tefmoig- 
neront  en  tout  ce  qu'il  aura  a  faire  avec  eux.

LE  voyage  d'Efpagne  a  (ce  me  femble)  plus  de 
peril  que  d'utilite.  Mais  comme  \\  eft  d'une 
nature  qu'il  ne  peut  eftre  approuve  par  les  Efpagnols, 
qu'il  n'en  foit  mefme  fortement  deflre;  et  com- 
me j'apprehende  par  cefte  raifon  qu'l  ne  devienne

THE  alterations  which  are  reafonably  to  be  ex- 
pected, as  well  in  England,  as  in  the  councils 
of  Princes  and  States  on  this  fide  the  fea,  from 
Cromwell's  death,  and  his  ion's  fucceflion  to  his  u- 
furpation,  you  may  eafily  believe  are  the  continual 
fubject  of  my  thoughts  :  and  you  can  bear  me  wit- 
nefs,  that  my  firft  reflections  were  upon  the  States 
of  the  United  Provinces,  as  my  wifhes  now  are, 
that  they  would  fee  it  be  their  true  intereft,  that  the 
government  of  my  kingdoms  mould  return,  and 
that  by  their  afliftance,  from  fo  prodigious  and  un- 
liable a  tyranny,  to  that  antient  and  rightful  form, 
that  it  hath  pleafed  God  for  our  fins  to  interrupt  by 
the  marvellous  fuccefs  of  perfidious  rebels.  That 
it  is  their  true  intereft  is  fo  manifeft,  that  there  can 
be  no  reafon  why  they  do  not  purfue  it,  but  the 
difficulty  they  may  apprehend  to  be  in  the  work,  or 
the  miftruft  that  may  have  been  infufed  to  them  of 
me  by  my  enemies,  or  fuch  as  know  me  not.  But 
if  all  the  ways  of  approaching  and  treating  with  them 
were  not  friut  upon  me,  I  could  make  it  evident  to 
them,  that  as  no  Prince  or  State  ever  undertook  a 
defign  of  more  lafting  profit  or  glory,  fo  there  was 
never  in  any  action  of  much  lefs  importance  a  more 
demonftrable  facility.

1 65 S  laid  two  Kings,  with  fuch  alterations  and  conditions* 
as  fhall  be  neceffary,  and  as  the  prefent  affairs  do 
require  :  But  do  think  it  very  impracticable  for  any 
perfons  to  agree  thofe  alterations  in  precife  and  po^ 
Stive  terms,  without  firft.  hearing  what  can  be  faid 
by  both  the  Kings  who  are  concerned  in  them. 
And  therefore,  as  to  the  alterations,  I  judge  it  moft 
conducible  to  our  ends  to  leave  them  to  our  pub- 
lick  Minifters  to  do  therein,  upon  the  place,  as  they 
fhall  find  affairs  to  {land  at  the  time  of  the  treaty. 

2.  As  to  what  is  mentioned  in  your  letter  about 
flaying  the  fleet  for  a  time,  it  is  much  better  that 
both  fides  fhould  agree  to  fend  no  aid  nor  afliftance 
whatfoever,  either  by  land  or  fea,  to  either  of  thofe 
two  Kings  for  this  year ;  which  we  are  ready  to 
agree  to  :  As  alfo  that  in  cafe  our  fleet  fhould  be 
gone  towards  the  Sound  before  we  receive  an  an- 
fwer  hereunto,  if  the  States  General  fhall  think  fit 
to  call  back  the  fleet  they  have  here,  and  fend  no 
other,  we  fhall  alfo  recal  ours,  and  fo  leave  the 
whole  bufinefs  on  both  fides  to  be  manag'd  by  the 
Mediators,  hoping  that  if  We,  France,  and  the 
States  General  do  join  therein,  a  peace  may  be  ef- 
fected without  arms. 

3.  As  to  the  Tolls  and  Cuftoms  in  the  Sound  and 
Belt,  we  are  ready  to  agree  that  they  be  not  raifed 
upon  either  of  thefe  two  States,  or  France,  by  any 
whofoever  fhall  have  power  there,  and  that  all  be 
guarrantee  to  each  other  therein. 

4.  We  fhall  be  ready  to  ufe  our  befl  endeavours 
with  the  King  of  Sweden  to  remove  all  mifunder- 
ftandings  that  may  fall  out  betwixt  him  and  the 
United  Provinces,  and  that  they  may  have  fatif- 
faction  upon  the  Treaty  of  Elbing^  with  the  eluci- 
dations wherein  the  Elector  of  Brandenburgh  and 
the  town  of  Dantzick  may  be  alfo  comprehended  if 
they  will.  And  as  to  that  of  a  peace  betwixt  Swe~ 
den  and  Poland,  it  will  be  as  hard  as  the  former,  to 

defcencj 
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defcend  to  particular  agreements  betwixt  them  :  But  A.D.\&$% 
our  endeavours  mail  not  be  wanting  (with  advice  ^VS4 
of  the  States  General)  to  compofe  thofe  differences, 
and  end  that  war  alfo  :  Which  particulars  we  com- 
mend to  your  careful  and  prudent  management, 
and  reft

Second  Letter  of  Richard  Cromwell  to  George 

Downing. 

S  I  R, 

I  HAVE  received  yours  of  the  22d  of  March  and  J.D. 1659 
the  1  ft  of  April,  with  a  draught  of  Articles  of 
a  peace  to  be  endeavour'd  between  the  Kings  of 
Sweden  and  Denmark,  as  alfo  fome  other  papers 
which  came  along  therewith.  Upon  the  perufal 
thereof,  I  do  obferve  fome  difficulties,  which  muft 
needs  very  much  obftruct  the  proceedings  in  this 
bufinefs,  unlefs  they  be  remov'd. 

The  firft  is,  That  Monfieur  de  Witte  hath  no  au- 
thority, either  from  the  States  General,  or  States 
of  Holland,  to  propound,  much  lefs  to  agree  upon, 
the  aforefaid  articles  of  peace,  or  any  other  that 
fhall  be  propounded  by  us.  So  that  if  he  by  thefe 
proportions  hath  a  defign  to  gain  from  us  a  deck- 
ration  of  our  mind,  he  may  make  an  advantage  of 
it  to  our  prejudice  with  the  King  of  Sweden,  and 
then  may  find  means  to  excufe  himfelf,  for  not  a- 
greeing  to  what  you  fhall  offer,  upon  the  impofti- 
bility  that  he  fhall  find  to  fatisfy  the  States  therein. 

2.  We  find  among  your  papers  the  draught  of  a 
letter  written  by  the  King  of  Denmark  to  the  States, 
and  an  anfwer  from  the  faid  States  to  the  faid  King, 
afluring  him  that  they  will  by  no  means  be  diverted 
from  fending  their  fleet  and  relief  to  him,  wifhing 

him 
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j.D  1 65 9 him  to  depend  thereupon,  and  to  take  his  meafures- 
thereby  upon  all  oecafions.  Which  feemeth  to  us  to' 
be  contradictory  unto  the  fifth  article  of  the  concept 
you  fent  us,  which  faith,  that  he  of  the  faid  two 
Kings  which  will  not  confent  to  make  peace  on  the 
terms  exprefTed  in  the  faid  concept,  mail  receive  no 
fuccours  from  the  Englifh,  French,  or  the  States' 
General ;  and  that  if  any  fuccours  have  been  given, 
they  mall  be  revoked.  So  that  we  have  here  the 
abfolute  promife  and  engagement  of  the  States  to 
fend  their  fleet  with  fuccours,  and  nothing  but  M, 
de  Witters  proportion  as  a  private  perfon,  and  pro- 
mife to  endeavour  the  contrary  :  and  therefore  it  is 
in  no  fort  equal  or  fafe  for  us,  nor  reafonable  for 
them  to  expect,  that  upon  a  proportion  made  in 
this  manner  by  a  private  perfon,  contrary  to  what 
the  States  have  already  engaged  themfelves  to  do^ 
we  mould  make  flay  of  our  fleet,  until  it  can  be  (em 
what  illue  can  be  put  to  this  treaty,  upon  hopes  that 
they  will  alfo  fray  their  fleet,  when  it  appears  in  fact 
that  they  are  not  yet  ready.  And  indeed  we  have 
fome  ground  of  jealoufy,  that  this  proportion  is 
only  made  to  amufe  us  till  they  can  fet  their  fleet  to 
fea  •,  and  then  it  will  be  very  eafy,  upon  feveral 
pretences,  to  break  off  this  treaty,  and  render  it  of 
no  effect.  And  whereas  you  fay  in  your  letter, 
that  you  cannot  be  able  to  effect  any  thing  with  de 
Witie^  till  you  can  affure  him  that  you  have  autho- 
rity to  fign  and  feal,  and  that  nothing  muft  be  men- 
tioned of  this  bufinefs  until  you  have  received  your 
authorities,  and  can  be  pofitive  therein  with  him  ; 
we  have  the  fame  reafon  to  be  careful  not  to  difco- 
ver  ourfelves  till  we  have  the  like  affurances.  How- 
ever, we  were  willing  in  our  laft  letter  of  the  15th 
of  March^  to  let  you  know  what  we  thought  con- 
venient to  be  agreed  upon  by  Us,  France,  and  the 
United  Provinces,  in  order  to  the  fettling  of  the 
peace  in  the  Eailern  Parts.   And  we  are  of  opinion, 

that 
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that  if  thefe  two  States  had  joined  together  to  make  ^.ZX 165  8 
a  peace  upon  the  terms  which  we  propounded  in 
our  faid  letter  of  the  15th  of  March <y  it  might  have 
been  effected  *,  efpecially  if  thefe  two  States  could 
have  agreed  in  the  firft  place  not  to  have  given  any 
fuccour  or  relief  to  either  King,  till  it  might  have  been 
{t^n  what  could  have  been  done  thereupon  -,  which 
we  perceive  the  States  are  not  inclined  to  agree  unto, 
but  that  they  judge  it  as  neceffary  for  them  to  give 
fuccours  unto  the  King  of  Denmark,    whilft  this 
treaty  is  in  agitation  ;  which  we  believe  to  be  de- 
ft rucliive  to  the  ends  which  both  fides  profefs  they 
aim  at.     That  therefore  which  we  think  neceffary 
to  fay  to  you  farther  upon  this  fubject,  is,  that  be- 
fides  what  we  have  impowered  you  to  do  by  our 
forefaid  letters,  we  are  willing  to  agree  that  the 
third  article  of  the  Rofchild  Treaty,  which  con- 
cerneth  foreign  hoftile  (hips,  be  amended,  and  re- 
duced to  the  treaties  which  are  already  betwixt  thefe 
States.     Secondly,  As  to  the  Tolls  •,  whereas  it  is 
propounded  that  they  mould  remain  as  they  are  al- 
ready fettled  by  the  treaties  betwixt  Us  and  the 
King  of  Denmark  and  the  United  Provinces  1645, 
we  think  it  fafer  to  exprefs  it  in  general  terms,  that 
they  be  not  raifed  by  any  one  whomfoever  that  mail 
have  the  poffeffion  of  thofe  places :  and  there  may 
be  fome  reafons  why  it  may  not  be  fafe  for  us  to 
mention  that  treaty  of  1645,   becaufe  the  Dutch 
may  have  fome  advantage  by  it  in  point  of  Tolls 
above  the  Englifh. 

Secondly,  As  to  part  of  that  article  whereby  the 
Swede  mould  be  debarred  from  raifing  any  cuftom 
in  that  paflage,  we  know  not  how  far  the  Swede 
may  claim  a  right  to  have  part  of  the  Toll  by  virtue 
of  the  treaty  of  Rofchild :  but  we  are  ready  to  agree, 
that  neither  one  nor  the  other,  nor  both  together, 
mould  raife  the  Tolls  in  the  whole  above  what  they 
now  are  or  ought  to  be.  And  we  believe  that  it 
Vol.  II.  M  will 
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4.D.165S  wiH  not  be  hard  for  the  Minifters  of  both  the  States 
to  fettle  what  is  in  difference  between  the  two  Kings 
upon  this  of  the  Tolls. 

As  to  the  Treaty  of  Elbing,  with  the  confirma- 
tion thereof,  and  the  elucidations,  we  in  our  faid 
letter  expreffed  our  readinefs  to  do  all  good  offices 
to  effect  the  fame  :  and  we  continue  ftill  in  the  fame 
mind,  and  fhall  be  as  hearty  to  obtain  for  them 
what  may  be  reafonable  from  the  King  of  Sweden, 
as  to  fettle  our  own  concernments  with  him.  But 
it  will  be  too  great  an  impofition  upon  him,  if  we 
fhould  agree  to  conftrain  him  to  that  which  we  have 
not  at  all  heard  him  in,  nor  know  how  the  diffe- 
rence ftandeth. 

If  upon  thefe  grounds  you  can  agree  a  Treaty, 
this  and  our  former  letter  fhall  be  your  authority 
for  the  fame  ;  in  the  management  whereof  you 
muft  be  very  careful ;  firft,  that  you  treat  with 
perfons  that  are  equally  authorized  with  yourfelf; 
and  fecondly,  that  no  affiftance  be  given  by  either 
Unto  either  fide,  until  it  be  kbn  what  our  endea- 
vours by  the  faid  two  Kings  can  bring  things  unto.

Richard  Cromwell  to  Mr.  Downing. 

SIR, 

IH  A  V  E  this  day  received  yours  of  the 
%l^rtf$  1659  by  the  poll.  Before  the  re- 
ceipt of  it,  I  had  prepared  an  anfwer  to  yours 
which  came  by  the  Drake  frigate,  and  have 
now  fent  that  and  alfo  my  anfwer  to  your  laft  both 
together  by  an  exprefs.  Upon  comparing  your  two 
letters  together  I  find,    that  befides  the   Treaty 

1  which 
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which  you  had  with  Monfieur  de  JVitte,  there  is  ^.^1659 
one  begun  with  the  Deputies  of  the  States  General,  ^^Y**i 
and  that  you  and  the  French  Ambaflador  have 
made  three  proportions  to  them,  whereto,  they 
have  given  an  anfwer  •,  and  that  their  aniwer  is 
fuch,  as  feems  to  alter  the  whole  ftate  of  the  Treaty. 
For  whereas  it  was  propounded  between  you,  the 
French  Ambaffador,  and  Mr.  de  Witte,  that  the 
Treaty  of  Rofcbild  mould  be  the  meafure  of  the 
Peace  to  be  made  between  the  two  Kings,  the  De- 
puties of  the  States  offer  the  Treaty  of  Brnnsbrow 
made  in  the  year  1 645  I  which  feems  to  us  fome- 
what  ftrange,  and  in  fome  meafure  confirms  us  in 
the  jealoufy  we  exprefs'd  in  our  letter  to  you ; 
That  what  was  offered  by  Mr.  de  JVifte  was  but  to 
amufe  us,  whiift  they  prepared  the  fleet ;  which  I 
perceive  by  your  lair,  will  not  be  ready  thefe  three 
weeks :  and  it  now  puts  us  to  a  great  ftand  to 
know  what  to  do  in  this  bufinefs,  feeing  we  and 
they  judge  fo  differently  of  this  affair.  For  we 
for  our  part  cannot  think  it  juft  and  reafonable  fo 
much  as  to  attempt  the  perfuading  of  the  King  of 
Sweden  to  go  back  to  the  Treaty  of  Brunsbrow^ 
much  lefs  to  agree  to  force  him  to  it.  And  we 
mould  not  have  intermeddled  in  this  way  of  a 
Treaty,  if  Mr.  de  Witte  had  not  pofitively  de- 
clared himfelf,  that  the  States  would  go  upon 
the  Treaty  of  Rofcbild,  in  the  ending  of  the  war. 
However  being  willing  to  leave  nothing  undone 
on  our  part  which  may  bring  this  bufinefs  to  a  good 
iffue,  though  we  cannot  guefs  much  at  the  mind 
of  the  States  General  by  the  conferences  you  have 
had  with  their  Deputies,  unlefs  it  be  (as  before 
I  have  faid)  that  their  fleet  being  not  yet  ready 
they  would  by  the  Treatv  prevail  with  us  to  make 
ftay  of  our  fleet  until  theirs  be  fit  to  put  to  fea. 
Yet  we  have  by  our  inclofed  letter  given  you  au- 
thority to  proceed  to  an  agreement  upon  the  terms 
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i/.Z).  165:9  and  in  the  manner  therein  exprefled  \    which  are 
^^/"^  fuch  as  feem  to  us   reafonable  and  more   likely  to 
agree  the  two  fighting  Kings,  than  the   way  pro- 
pounded either  by  de  JVitte  or  the  Deputies.     The 
difference  lies  chiefly  in  two  things. 

I.  The  firft  is,  that  Mr.  de  JVitte  would  have 
all  things  agreed  upon  at  the  Hague  beforehand 
between  Us,  France  and  the  States  General,  ac- 
cording to  the  concept  received  from  you. 

II.  The  fecond  is,  That  the  fleets  of  both  fides 
fhculd  be  {laid  for  fix  weeks  •,  in  which  time  it's 
fuppofed  that  this  Treaty  between  thefe  three  States 
may  be  perfected.  ' 

As  to  the  firft  we  do  agree  thus  far. 

I.  That  the  Treaty  of  Rofchild  be  the  foundation 
of  the  peace  •,  it  being  that  which  both  France 
and  we  have  been  the  mediators  of :  but  cannot 
{peak  of  that  of  Brunsbrow. 

II.  That  the  third  article  of  the  Treaty,  which 
concerns  the  foreign  hoftile  fhips  of  war  fhould  be 
altered,  fo  as  the  prejudice  which  is  conceived  to 
be  to  thefe  three  States  be  removed. 

III.  That  the  tolls  and  payment  in  the  Sound 
and  Belts  be  not  raifed  upon  the  fubjecl:  of  thefe 
States  for  the  future  by  any  whomfoever. 

IV.  That  we  and  France  will  ufe  our  beft  en- 
deavours with  the  King  of  Sweden  to  remove  any 
mifunder (landings  which  are  fallen  out  between 
him  and  the  States  General,  and  particularly  to 
accommodate  between  them  the  Treaty  of  Elbing 
with  the  elucidations,  expecting  that  the  States 
will  ufe  their  intereft  with  the  King  of  Denmark 
for  his  agreeing  to  what  fhall  be  neceflary  for 
England  to  have  from  him  in  point  of  trade  and 
commerce,  both  in  refpect  of  the  Tolls  and  other- 
wife. 

V.  That  we  fhall  join  with  France  and  the  States 
General  to  guarrantee  the  Treaty  which  fhall  be 
made  between  the  two  Kings.  VI* 
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VI.    That  we  will  join  with    France   and  the^.D.1659 
States  in  making  a  peace  between   the   King   of  ^~\z-+J 
Sweden   and  the  King   of  Poland  and  Elector  of 
Brandenburgh  upon  reafonable  conditions,  fo  as  the 
Treaty  and  Peace  between  Sweden  and  Denmark  be 
not  retarded  thereby. 

That  as  to  any  farther  alterations  of  or  ad- 
ditions to  the  Treaty  of  Rofchild^  we  judge  it  bet- 
ter to  be  done  upon  the  place  by  the  refpective 
Minifters  in  prefence  of  both  the  Kings  for  the 
reafons  we  have  already  given,  than  to  come  to  a 
certainty  here  upon  matters  which  may  appear  very 
unreafonable  and  unjuft  in  themfelves  after  both 
fides  are  heard,  and  all  the  reafon  which  is  given 
for  going  the  other  way  is  only  the  conftitution  of 
the  government  of  the  States ;  which  being  a 
thing  out  of  our  knowledge,  we  cannot  ground 
ourfelves  upon  in  affairs  of  this  nature. 

As  to  the  fecond  point  touching  our  fleet. 

I.  We  did  propound  at  firft.,  that  neither  fide 
might  give  afiiitance  or  aid  to  either  for  this  rum- 
mer by  Shipping  or  otherwife  -,  but  that  England^ 
France^  and  the  how  Countries  mould  have  en- 
deavoured to  have  made  the  peace  by  their  pub- 
lick  Minifters  before  the  applying  of  force  there- 
unto. 

II.  That  if  the  fleets  did  go  ,  that  yet  it  might 
be  agreed  the  number  of  mips  to  be  fent  by 
either,  and  alfo  that  they  might  go  as  common 
friends  and  ufe  their  joint  endeavours  to  agree 
thole  two  Kings  upon  the  terms  before  exprefled, 
and  not  to  give  any  aid  or  afiiftance  whatfoever  to 
either,  until  it  might  be  feen  whether  a  peace 
would  be  effected  or  not,  and  a  certain  time  agreed 
wherein  this  trial  might  be  made  of  the  joint  coun- 
fels  and  endeavours  of  all  thefe  three  States  \  and 
if  nothing  would  be  effected  within  that  time,  that 
then  it  ftiould  be  at  liberty  for  all  or  any  of  thefe 
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^.D.  1 659  three  States  to  aflift  again  ft  that  King  which   mall 
be  obftinate  and  unreafonable. 

And  to  prevent  any  difad vantage  which  may  fall 
out  to  either  King  during  this  Treaty,  either  by 
the  King   of    Sweden's    afTaulting  Copenhagen^    or 
the  King  of  Denmark's  tranfportation  of  the  forces 
in  Jutland  and  Holfiein  under  the  Elector  of  Bran- 
denburgh   into  the   Danifh    Ifiands,    a   ceftation  of 
arms  might  be  endeavoured  in  the  rirft  place.     Up- 
on thefe  grounds  we  have  by  our  Commiflioners 
fpoke  with  Mr.   Nieuport  the   Dutch  Ambaflador 
for  the  fettling  of  thefe  affairs,  and  for  want  of 
powers  and  authorities  in  him  to  tranfact  any  thing 
we  have  authorized  you  to  profecute  it  with   the 
States  General  and  Mr.  de  'Thou  the  French  Am- 
haflador  at  the  Hague.     But  it  having  pleafed  the 
States  not  to  think   fit  to  make  flay  of  their  fleet 
longer  than  fix  weeks,  (and  as  we  hear  they  will 
not  be  ready  to  go  much  fconer  than  that  time)  we 
have  already  fent  away  our  fleet  towards  the  Sound : 
{o  that   any  agreement  to  ftay  both  the  fleets  is 
not  now  practicable  ;    but  the  agreement  is  now  to 
be  in  reference  to  the  being  of  both  the  fleets  up- 
on the  place.     And  as  to  that,  if  the  fix  things 
mentioned  in  this  letter  be  agreed  upon  between 
Us,  France  and  the  Low  Countries^  and  the  Admi- 
rals have  inftructions  in  a  joint  way  to   endeavour 
a  peace  upon  thofe  terms  between  thofe  two  Kings, 
without  giving  any  aid  cr  afliitance  to  either,  in  the 
manner  herein  before  exprefTed,  through  the  blef- 
fing  of  God  a  peace  may  be  fuddenly  fettled  be- 
tween them.     And  this  is  all  we  can  fay  upon  this 
fubject  i    fave  that  in  cafe  you  come  to  an  agree- 
ment, you  muft  be  fure  to  have  it  clearly  exprefs'd 
that  their  fleet  do  not  go  or  fend  any  fuccours  or 
relief  unto  Copenhagen  during  the  time  to  be  agreed 
upon  for  endeavouring  the  peace  by  a  Treaty,  nor 
endeavour  the  pafiing  through  the  Sounds  or  Belt 
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nto  the  Baltick  fea,  or  join  themfelves  either  to  j.D.  1659 
the  Danifh  fleet  or  their  own  fleet  now  in  thofe  v'V^ 
parts  :  and  we  on  our  parts  will  during  that  time 
oblige  ourfelf  not  to  afTiil  either.  And  in  cafe 
you  agree  this  Treaty,  you  mall  fend  forthwith  a 
copy  of  it  to  General  Mount  ague  by  an  exprefs, 
who  mall  have  orders  to  aft  accordingly.  And 
this  with  our  former  letters  mall  be  your  warrant 
for  the  proceeding  you  mall  make  upon  this  affair.

Right  Honourable, 

TH  E  French  AmbafTador  and  myfelf  were 
yefterday  in  conference  with  the  Deputies  of 
the  States  General,  from  about  8  a  clock  in  the 
morning  until  noon,  and  before  two  in  the  after- 
noon until  about  midnight :  and  in  fine  have 
drawn  up  a  Treaty  to  be  made  between  England, 
France  and  the  United  Provinces  •,  a  copy  whereof 
is  here  inclofed,  which  for  hafte  I  have  fent  with- 
out tranflating,  and  we  are  to  meet  again  to  morrow 
morning  by  8  of  the  clock.  And  having  once 
then  reviewed  it,  I  defire  it  may  be  turned  into 
Latin,  fo  what  is  figned  may  be  in  Latin ;  which 
I  did  defire  that  fo  you  might  not  be  put  to  the 
trouble  (as  in  the  bufinefs  of  the  Eaft- India  mips) 
to  tranflate  it  afterwards  for  his  Highnefs's  ratifica- 
tion. I  did  prefs  that  in  the  third  article  the  Peages 
or  Tolls  in  the  Sound  might  have  been  fet  down  in 
general  terms,  that  they  be  not  heightned  above 
what  they  are  at  prefent :  but  the  Deputies  of  the 
States  faid  that  it  was  very  uncertain  to  fet  it  down,, 
for  that  the  Officers  of  the  King  of  Denmark  have 
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A.D.  1 659 always  been  very  exacting  above  what  they  ought, 
'  and  therefore  that  the  only  fafe  way  to  regulate  it 
was  according  to  what  ought  to  have  been  taken, 
and  not  according  to  what  was.  And  it  is  fo  word- 
ed as  if  any  advantage  in  point  of  Tolls  be  to  the 
fubject  of  the  United  Provinces  by  their  Treaty 
made  with  the  King  of  Denmark  in  the  year  1645, 
the  fame  fhall  be  for  the  future  to  his  Highnefs's 
fubjects,  fo  that  the  expreffing  that  article  as  it  is 
now  fet  down  can  be  no  prejudice,  but  indeed  on 
the  contrary  will  be  advantage  to  England.  And 
I  have  alfo  caufed  it  to  be  fet  down  in  the  fourth 
article,  that  the  United  Provinces  fhall  not  only  in 
general  ufe  their  endeavours,  that  his  Highnefs's 
fubjecls  may  have  granted  to  them  by  the  King  of 
Denmark  what  is  necefTary  for  them  in  point  of 
trade  and  commerce  and  toll,  but  in  particular 
that  they  may  have  all  fuch  privileges  and  immu- 
nities or  exemptions  as  the  fubjects  of  the  United 
Provinces  do  enjoy  in  any  of  the  King  of  Denmark's 
kingdoms  or  eftates :  and  they  do  (as  tells 

me)  at  this  day  enjoy  great  privileges  above  the 
Englifn  ;  as  particularly  they  are  to  pay  no  greater 
tolls  or  duties  in  his  kingdoms  and  eftates,  than  the 
fubjects  of  Denmark ;  and  although  that  in  the 
Treaty  between  the  King  of  Denmark  and  this  State 
there  is  a  reciprocation,  that  the  fubjecls  of  Den- 
mark  are  able  10  enjoy  the  like  privileges  in  the 
United  Provinces,  yet  telling  de  Witte  that  this 
could  not  be  granted  in  England^  for  that  by  the 
Law  of  England^  which  no  Treaty  could  invalidate, 
ftrangers  are  to  pay  flranger's  cuftoms,  which  are 
near  double  what  the  natives  pay.  I  have  obtained 
that  this  State  do  oblige  themfelves  to  endeavour 
to  their  utmofl  the  procuring  that  privilege  for 
his  Highnefs's  fubjects  in  Denmark  without  the  re- 
ciprocation •,  and  this  at  the  fame  time  that  his 
Highnefs  fhall  endeavour  the  procuring  forth  the 
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patting  of  the  treaty  of  Elbing  by  the  King  of  ^.D.1659 
Sweden.  Nor  are  they  more  to  expect  or  foonerv^Y%*^ 
his  Highnefs  his  procuring  the  pafling  of  that 
Treaty  than  their  procuring  for  his  Highnefs's  fub- 
jecls  this  and  other  privileges  which  they  have  in 
Denmark.  It's  farther  charged  in  the  faid  fourth 
article  of  the  Treaty  of  Elbing  with  its  elucidations, 
as  the  King  of  Sweden  confented  to  them  at  Thome, 
for  that  thofe  were  the  lowed  and  fmalleft  elucida- 
tions, and  the  other  proportions  of  elucidations 
were  higher.  I  fuppofe  I  fhall  prevail  with  the 
French  Ambaflador  to  fign  all,  though  he  have  no 
orders,  that  this  bufinefs  of  fo  great  importance 
may  not  be  retarded  through  the  want  thereof.  I 
mall  keep  the  Swallow  frigate  which  brought  his 
Highnefs's  laft  exprefs  to  me,  me  being  a  nimble 
boat  often  guns,  that  fo  I  may  with  quicknefs  and 
fafety  be  able  after  the  figning  to  fend  a  copy  to 
General  Montague,  and  I  think  for  more  furenefs 
and  quicknefs,  that  this  State  will  in  her,  or  at  the 
fame  time,  fend  their  Minifters  which  are  to  go 
to  Denmark.  They  do  doubt  that  the  King  of 
Sweden  would  not  fuffer  any  fhip  of  their  own  to 
pafs  with  them,  and  it  would  be  too  longfome  to 
flay  for  pafports.  I  thought  it  my  duty  forthwith 
to  difpatch  this  exprefs  by  a  boat  which  I  have 
hired  on  purpofe  for  that  end  from  Skeveling,  that 
fo  his  Highnefs  may  have  as  fudden  an  account  as 
is  poflible  how  far  things  are  advanced.  I  have 
not  yet  any  directions  from  you  what  I  mail  do  in 
relation  to  the  order  of  fetting  his  Highnefs's  name 
in  this  Treaty :  and  for  my  own  part  I  mail  not 
do  any  thing  that  may  tend  in  the  leaft  to  derogate 
from  his  Highnefs's  honour.  The  French  Am- 
barTador  hath  much  prefTed  that  his  Highnefs  might 
be  put  after  the  King  of  France  in  that  part  which 
I  am  to  fign.  I  offered  that  I  could  fign  one  part 
for  him  and  with  him,  in  which  the  King  of  France 
%  mould 
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>f.D.i659fhould  be  before  his  Highnefs,  fo  as  he  would  fign 
V^Y"^  one  part  for  me  and  with  me,  in  which  his  Highnefs 
mould  be  before  the  King  of  France :  but  he 
refufing  that,  I  have  fo  ordered  as  that  we  will  fign 
all  to  each  of  the  parts  of  the  Accord  or  Treaty, 
but  that  he  alone  mail  fign  that  which  he  mall 
give  me,  and  I  alone  fign  that  which  I  will  give 
him  ;  and  fo  in  his  which  he  figns  he  will  put  the 
King  of  France  before  his  Highnefs,  and  in  that 
which  I  fign,  1  will  put  his  Highnefs  before 
the  King  of  France  ;  and  the  States  their  Deputies 
to  fign  alone  the  part  which  they  are  to  give  us, 
and  therein  to  do  as  they  ufe,  which  they  fay  hath 
always  been  to  put  the  King  of  France  before  the 
King  of  England.  And  thus  I  have  avoided  put- 
ting my  hand  to  any  thing  which  might  any  ways 
derogate  from  his  Highnefs  ;  and  I  have  fo  ordered 
it  as  that  the  French  EmbafTador  and  I  have  had 
no  words  about  it ;  but  that  the  bufinefs  hath  been 
managed  by  de  Witte,  and  as  if  it  had  come  of  him- 
felf  and  not  from  me.  But  when  the  French  Am- 
bafTador  hath  figned,  yet  I  believe  he  will  make 
difficulty  of  receiving  mine  :  however  that  will  be 
his  lofs,  when  he  fhall  have  figned  and  delivered 
and  thereby  engaged  his  Mafter,  and  yet  have  re- 
ceived nothing  reciprocally.  He  urged  much  that 
in  the  Treaty  of  Rofchild  Mr.  Meadows  is  quali- 
fied with  that  ftile  of  Ambafiador,  and  yet  put  af- 
ter Mr.  'Trelon,  and  not  only  fo,  but  in  the  copies, 
which  Mr.  Meadows  figned,  his  Highnefs  is  put  af- 
ter the  King  of  France.  I  replied,  I  could  not  an- 
fwer  for  other  men's  actions  :  but  befides  that  was 
not  a  Treaty  in  which  his  Highnefs  was  as  a  prin- 
cipal, nor  which  was  to  be  figned  and  fealed  by 
himfelf,  as  this  is  ;  and  that  I  fiippofe  the  French 
Ambafiador  knew  this  was  not  the  firft.  Treaty  that 
had  been  made  between  England  and  France,  and 
that  it  was  not  now  to  debate  whether  England 
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would  rank  itfelf  by  its  own  ac5fc  after  France  ;  but  ^'^59 
as  how  others  would  rank  it  we  could  not  fay.  I 
could  have  been  heartily  glad  I  might  have  had 
your  exprefs  orders  in  the  bufinefs  as  I  fo  earneftly 
defired,  but  for  want  thereof  I  have  done  as  above- 
faid,  and  am,

The  fleets  which  were  preparing  at  Amfterdam 
with  all  fpeed  to  go  help  convoy  over  the  Elector 
of  Br anden burgh's  forces,  know  not  how  to  get 
into  the  Sound,  and  General  Montague  and  the 
King  of  Sweden's  fleet  will,  I  fuppofe,  look  after 
them  (if  they  mould  come)  and  after  Admiral 
Opdam,  that  he  attempt  no  fuch  thing.

My  Lord, 

YO  U  will  receive  herewith  copies  of  feveral 
letters  written  by  us  to  Mr.  Downing  our  Re- 
sident at  the  Hague  touching  a  Treaty  between  Us, 
the  King  of  France  and  the  States  General,  in  re- 
ference to  the  affairs  of  Sweden  and  Denmark  *,  as 
alfo  a  copy  of  a  letter  written  to  us  by  the  faid 
Mr.  Downing,  with  certain  articles  which  it  feems 
were  almoft  or  altogether  agreed  upon  between 
him,  the  French  AmbalTador  there  and  the  Depu- 
ties of  the  faid  States  •,  which  we  having  perufed 
and  confidered  of,  and  finding  by  his  letter  that 
his  intention  was  to  tranfmit  thofe  articles  unto  you, 
we  thought  it  neceflary  to  fend  away  forthwith  this 
exprefs  to  you,  and  to  let  you  know  that  we  do  in 
no  fort  approve  of  thofe  articles,  being  (I  know  not 
upon  what  miftake)  framed  contrary  to  our  inten- 
tions, and  are  not  warranted  by  the  inftruclions

But  left  he  mould  have  difpatched  away  his  letters 
to  you  before  the  arrival  of  ours  with  him,  thefe  are 
to  fignify  our  pleafure  to  you,  that  although  the 
aforefaid  articles  mould  come  to  your  hands,  with 
letters  from  him,  you  are  to  take  no  notice  of 
them,  but  to  purfue  your  former  inftructions,  un- 
til you  fhall  receive  farther  directions  fromour- 
felf :  and  if  you  find  it  neceflary,  you  may  af- 
fure  the  two  Kings,  or  either  of  them,  that  thofe 
articles  have  been  made  by  a  miftake,  and  that  we 
gave  no  authority  to  our  Refident  to  conclude  up- 
on any  fuch  articles.

Sir  Robert  Honywood  to  General  Montague, 

My  Lord, 

HAVING  the  laft  night  received  by  Mr.  Upton 
a  letter  directed  to  Mr.  Boone  and  myfelf, 
wherein  your  Lordfhip  is  pleafed  to  acknowledge 
to  us  fomething  particular  ;  in  point  of  civility  to 
you  I  find  myfelf  obliged  to  arTure  your  Lordfhip, 
that  I  fhould  think  myfelf  worthy  of  much  reproach, 
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if  I  fhould  be  guilty  of  any  thought  to  the  con-4D.i6& 
trary ;  I  muft  eonfefs  it  hath  not  a  little  troubled  me 
for  the  ruptures  have  been  amongft  ourfelves,  fent 
to  be  mediators  of  peace  ;  upon  that  confideration 
I  have  taken  a  liberty  to  fpeak  a  little  with  our  no- 
ble collegue  in  order  to  all  the  differences  amongft 
us,  which  methinks  begins  to  takefome  effect  here, 
and  as  to  what  relates  to  your  Lordfhip ;  though 
it  be  not  eafy  to  remove  him,  yet  I  am  confident 
you  will  find  nothing  other  wife  related,  than  in  jus- 
tification of  his  own  judgment,  and  that  with  much 
tendernefs,  if  he  fay  any  thing  at  all  \  which  were 
much  beft  he  mould  not,  and  I  have  declared  to 
him  to  be  my  opinion.  We  had  a  mutiny  yefter- 
day  betwixt  the  CommifTioners ;  thofe  of  Swede 
defiling  a  removal  to  a  more  convenient  place,  and 
that  the  two  Kings  might  treat  by  their  own  Minif- 
ters,  and  without  the  Mediators.  The  Danes  deliver- 
ed them  a  paper  firft  to  be  proceeded  on,  both  meant, 
as  we  think,  this  morning  to  reform  each  other's 
anfwers,  though  there  be  little  difficulty  in  either. 
I  fee  no  caufe  yet  to  recede  from  what  I  have 
thought  a  good  while,  that  the  King  of  Swede  de- 
fires  not  peace,  the  Danes  will  this  day  pafs  and 
adhere  to  the  agreements  at  the  Hague,  and  be  vi- 
goroufly  feconded  by  the  Dutch,  whofe  fleet,  I 
mean  that  under  de  Ruiter,  is  coming  up.  The 
King  it  feems  prepares  for  them  and  did  Sunday 
laft  at  Malnengan  proclaim  a  prohibition  for  any 
the  inhabitants  of  Schonen  to  hold  any  correfpon- 
dence  with  the  Dutch  by  letters  or  otherwife.  I 
am  forry  your  Lordfhip  hath  as  yet  the  wind  fo 
contrary.  I  fhall  wifh  it  may  quickly  be  profperous 
for  you,  and  that  you  may  find  all  quiet,  whereof 
we  have  had  fome  kind  of  affurance  by  Mr.  T) own- 
ing s  letters  received  Tuefday  laft,  which  tell  us 
the  taking  or  feizing  of  Chefter  by  Sir  George  Boothe 
y/as  not  true  \    that  it  was  true,   that  he  had  been

SEverai  letters  this  laft  poft  bring  news  of  many 
great  fucceffes  to  the  party  in  arms ;  of  which 
there  being  no  kind  of  mention  in  the  prints,  I  am 
afraid  to  give  abfolute  belief  unto  it ;  yet  it's  evident 
the  printer  is  induftrious  to  leffen  all  attempts  of 
rifing,  and  to  magnify  very  inconfiderable  fuccefTes 
againft  it. 

A  letter  from  Calais  a/lures  Lord  Jermyn^  that 
an  exprefs  was  pafTed  by  there  to  the  King.     If  it 
came  to  him  before  he  left  the  place  I  left  him  in 
on  Wednefday  night  laft,  I  fhall  be  fure  to  hear 
what  he  brought  this  day,  and  what  refolutions 
that  inclines  the  King  to  take.     I  had  a  conference 
of  two  hours  yefterday  with  Lord  Jermyn.     The 
fubject  was  upon  two  points  ;  the  one,  the  creating 
of  a  better   underflanding  and  a  necefTary  mutual 
confidence  between  the  King  and  the   Queen   of 
England  his  Mother.     The   terms  propofed  were 
general,  and  fo  you  may  be  fure  reafonable.     My 
anfwer  was,  as  it  muft  be,    as  general,  and  afTured 
as  great  a  difpofition  on  the  part  I  fpoke  in.   When 
that  was  left  in  the  ftate  it  could  admit,    we  fell 
upon  the  other  point,  which  was,  what  was  coun- 
felable  for  the  King  to  do  as  to    his  tranfportation 
upon  the  accounts  we  now  have  •,  wherein  he  fpoke 
as  reafonably  as  was  to  be  expected  from  one  of  his 
parts.     He  concluded  that  in  a  conjuncture  fo  fa- 
vourable at   home  and  abroad,  fo  irrecoverable  a 
lofs  as  that  of  the  King's   perfon  was  not  to   be 
hazarded,  unlefs  his  prefence  mould  appear  highly 
necefTary  and  mould   be  defired ;  nor  then,  unlefs 
a  fecure  reception  mould  be  propofed.     We  differed 
not  much  in  this  ;  and  fo  our  difcourfe  ended. 

Since  I  came  hither,  I  confulted  with  fome  know- 
Z  ing 
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r^.P.i659ing  in  the  affair,  and  find  it  will  be  difficult  to  get 
W^WJany  (hips  or  other  veffels  on  this  coaft ;  and  that 
hath  made  me  fend  an  exprefs  by  poft  to  St.  Sfbaf- 
tian's  to  Henry  Bennet  to  procure  from  thence,  at 
the  expence  of  Spain,  fhips,  or  get  frigates  to  come 
to  Breft,  and  there  to  receive  orders  from  fuch  as 
ffiall  be  there  found,  and  to  come  furnifhed  with 
what  will  be  of  ufe.  I  conceive  in  all  events  the 
commodity  is  worth  the  hazard  of  the  expence  of 
fending.  This  is  the  more  neceflary,  by  how  much 
my  hope  of  the  fhip  fpoken  of  by  my  Lord  Jer* 
fnyn  declines.  One  of  the  difficulties  now  is  to  pro- 
cure fecurity  to  the  perfon  to  be  reimburfed  the  con- 
fumption  of  what  he  hath  provided :  but  to  re- 
move that,  I  have  partly  undertaken  that  Scot  of 
Rouen  will  be  bound,  as  I  think  upon  fuch  an  oc- 
cafion  he  will ;  the  fum  being  after  our  computa- 
tion for  a  month  but  600  piftoles.  The  fecurity 
of  this  way,  if  it  take,  is  beyond  all  we  could  hope 
for  5  and  it  will  be  neceflary,  that  you  give  our 
furety  all  the  encouragement  you  can  to  become 
bound  for  us  upon  fuch  oc.cafions  by  aflurance 
from  yourfelf,  and  any  you  believe  he  will  take  to 
be  better  caution,  that  he  mall  fuftain  no  damage. 

It  is  infinite  diffraction  to  us,  that  all  the  light 
we  get  is  from  prints  and  unknown  hands,  and  that 
we  are  fain  to  guefs  at  the  truth  by  compounding 
betwixt  them  \  fo  what  comes  to  you,  you  will  fend 
hither  and  to  Calais.  It  will  not  be  long  before 
Lockhart  will  have  us  in  the  wind,  and  what  may 
follow  upon  the  instances  he  will  make  may  be  ap- 
prehended ;  yet  that  muft  be  endured,  rather  than 
the  bufinefs  quit  on  the  one  hand,  or  precipitated 
on  the  other.

Tbe  M.  ^Ormonde  to  Sir  E.  Hyde. 

BY  my  Lord  of  Briftol  you  receive  the  reafon  of 
my  journey  hither,  and  now  you  mail  know 
my  proceeding  towards  waiting  on  the  Queen  and 
my  reception  laft  night.  In  my  way  from  Rouen* 
I  faw  Mr.  Montague  at  his  very  fine  Abbey,  (I 
would  my  Secretary  had  fuch  another)  where  I  gave 
him  a  letter  I  had  for  him  from  the  King :  which 
was  chiefly  a  Credential,  though  it  pointed  at  the 
matter.  When  I  had  reprefented  as  well  as  I  could, 
how  opportunely  this  Crown  might  now  oblige  the 
King  with  a  very  moderate  afMance,  and  acquit 
itfelf  at  an  eafy  rate  of  thofe  hopes  that  had  been 
given  us  upon  fuch  a  conjuncture  as  this  is,  he 
firft  made  deep  proteftations  of  his  zeal  to  the  King, 
and  of  his  readinefs  to  obey  him  when  he  mould 
lay  upon  him  his  pofitive  commands  for  the  mak- 
ing of  any  trial  he  mould  think  fit.  But  when  he 
was  pleafed  to  command  his  advice  and  opinion,  or 
to  admit  of  it,  as  in  this  cafe  he  conceived  he  did, 
he  would  with  faithfulnefs  give  it  him.  His  opi- 
nion was,  that  as  he  underftood  the  fiate  of  our 
bufinefs  in  England ',  it  was  like  to  be  determined 
by  force  or  compofition  before  this  could  be  folicit- 
ed,  confidering  the  diftance  it  is  at  from  hence :  but 
he  believed  that  if  our  friends  could  ftand  on  their 
own  legs,  till  it  might  appear  to  the  Cardinal  that  he 
could  turn  the  balance  and  have  the  principal  ho- 
nour of  doing  it,  he  then  believed  he  would  frank- 
ly engage  France  in  it.  But  to  make  this  appear  to 
him,  his  own  reafon,  which  is  very  nice,  muft  be 
fatisfied  in  almoft  the  infallibility  of  the  fuccefs ; 
and  in  the  mean  time,  he  doubted  not  but  the 
Cardinal  would  by  any  arts  keep  fair  with  the  com- 
monwealth, and  with  Lockhart  their  very  induftri-

y^Y^/  When  I  came  to  Paris,  being  brought  to  the 
Queen  by  Lord  Jermyn,  and  had  presented  her 
with  my  letter  of  credence,  I  faid  upon  it  what 
was  fit  from  the  King,  and  of  his  hopes,  that 
now  the  helps  promifed  here  would  be  thought 
feafonable.  She  heard  me  out  at  length,  and  then 
having  made  fuitable  returns  to  the  ceremonial 
part,  fhe  told  me,  that  if  the  King  had  thought  fit 
to  have  trufted  her  in  time,  fhe  had  reafon  to  be- 
lieve he  had  now  been  in  England :  but  that  not 
having  that  part  in  his  truft,  fhe  durft  not  ven- 
ture in  the  dark  to  meddle  with  his  bufinefs,  left  fo 
fhe  might  differve  him  ;  yet  fhe  faid  her  zeal  for 
his  good  was  fuch,  that  fhe  had  without  his  order 
*  attempted  fomething  which  fhe  hoped  would  be  of 
great  advantage  to  him.  What  that  is,  I  have  not 
clearly  been  told  •,  but  perhaps  before  the  poft 
goes  I  fhall  fee  more  into  it.  In  fhort  I  find  thofe 
here  much  more  hoping  fome  prefent  help  from 
hence  than  Mr.  Montague  is :  but  I  forbear  to 
judge  which  has  moft  reafon,  becaufe  a  little  time 
will  do  it  with  more  certainty.  I  am  for  my  par- 
ticular, exceeding  civilly  ufed,  and  had  much  ado 
to  defend  myfelf  from  being  in  this  woful  equipage 
lodged  in  the  Palais- Royal:  and  my  Lord  Jermyn 
feemed  much  unfatisfied  with  the  Queen's  faying 
any  thing  like  a  reproach,  or  the  ripping  up  of  old 
unkindnefles,  One  thing  he  puts  me  in  hope  of, 
which  if  it  holds,  (as  I  doubt  it  will  not)  is  alone 
worth  a  longer  journey,  and  that  is,  that  he  can 
help  us  with  a  French  fhip  of  36  guns  to  carry  us 
whither  we  will :  but  you  know  how  flat  fuch 
projects  grow  in  that  climate  in  a  little  time. 

Of  England,  I  yet  know  no  more  than  the  Coun- 
cil of  State  gives  their  Printer  leave  to  tell  us. 
Of  the  letters  this  day,  fome  judgment  may  be 
made :  and  I  fhall  guefs  which  way  the  King  will 

bend 
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bend  his  courfe,    and  with  what  hafte.     I  hope a.D.  1659 
mine  hoft   of  the  Garter  gives  his  friends  in   the  *s~>f*\J 
Sound  at  leaft  a  true  relation  of  things  where  he  is, 
that  our  bufinefs  there  be  not  damp'd  by  mifreprefen- 
tations :  and  methinks  you  mould  by  this  time  have 
heard  from  the  Knight.

Lord  Jermyn  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

THIS  day  has  given  us  the  confirmation  of  the 
news  of  England^  which  is  not  only  worfe 
than  we  looked  for,  but  even  as  ill  as  we  could 
have  imagined.  This  reduces  us  to  that  we  had 
in  consideration,  which  in  mine  of  yefterday  I  ob- 
ferved  already  to  you  might  happen.  Therefore 
the  prefent  considerations  are  now  to  be  applied 
to  this  new  fcene.  The  firft  thing  that  occurs  to 
me  is,  that  with  as  little  noife  as  may  be,  there  may 
be  a  filent  and  quiet  retreat  made  to  Brujfells  by 
as  many  as  have  removed.  The  Duke  of  York 
hath  defired  to  come  and  fee  the  Queen,  which 
me  inftead  of  having  thought  neceflary,  commands 
me  to  attend  him  to  let  him  know,  that  the  beft 
thing  he  can  do  is  to  return  haftily  to  Brujfells ,  and 
ftay  there  for  the  refolutions  which  fhall  be  taken 
here  for  the  future  conduct  of  our  matter.  For 
that  which  concerns  the  King,  we  expect  to  hear 
from  you  to  know  what  this  new  change  will  fuggeft 
you  •,  afluring  that  this  breeds  none  at  all  in  what- 
soever hath  been  faid  to  you  ;  but  that  the  fame 
fentiments,  the  fame  thoughts,  all  things  generally 
are  the  fame  that  have  been  exprefled  to  you.  This 
I  writ  haftily  to  you  upon  the  firft  moment  I  re- 
ceive the  ill  news  :  every  day  you  fhall  hear  from 
me  i  let  me  hear  fo  from  you,  and  I  make  no  doubt

IH  A  V  E  ftaid  here  till  this  day,  not  without 
hope  of  doing  fome  good  upon  the  particulars 
I  writ  to  you  laft,  and  being  fo  near  the  time  of  the 
arrival  of  the  pofts  from  England  and  Flanders ,  I 
was  willing  to  carry  with  me,  what  they  mould 
bring.  Neither  are  yet  come :  before  I  go,  which 
will  be  this  afternoon,  I  hope  they  will.  Laft  night 
Tom  Cooke  arrived  here,  having  miffed  the  King  ; 
but  met  with  the  Duke  of  Tork,  who  hath  prevail- 
ed with  M.  de  Turenne  for  means  to  pafs  them.  Of 
this  notice  is  fent  after  the  King  :  which  if  it  reach 
and  find  him  will,  I  mould  think,  bring  him  back 
that  way  ;  fo  that  I  expect  to  meet  or  hear  of  him 
at  Rouen.  How  this  is  practicable,  or  if  it  be,  what 
effect  it  will  have,  is  more  than  can  be  well  judged, 
till  we  fee  the  letters  of  this  day.  I  mall  only  ob- 
ferve  to  you,  that  Titus  was  on  the  place  and  de- 
lighted with  the  fpeculation.  The  Queen  appre- 
hends the  attempt  without  fuccefs  may  deftroy  more 
folid  expectations  :  and  I  left  her  laft  night  refblved 
to  approve  or  ftop  it,  as  the  news  of  this  day  fhould 
direct.  If  I  have  time  and  occafion  to  fay  any  thing 
to  you,  after  I  have  {qqxi  the  letters,  you  fhall  find 
it  in  the  end  of  this  letter.

I  HA VE  received  yours  of  the  4th,  and  have 
had  an  exprefs  fince  from  the  Duke  of  York,  but 
am  no  wifer  in  the  particulars  that  concern  his  inten- 
tions, than  I  was  when  I  faw  you.  For  though  he 
tells  me  pofitively,  that  he  expects  to  embark  this 
day,  yet  he  tells  me  neither  where,  with  what  com- 
pany, whether  alone  or  with  any,  if  any,  whether 
horfe  or  foot,  or  whether  he  have  any  fet  place  to 
land  in,  or  any  ready  to  meet  him,  or  whether 
both  thefe  points  be  committed  abfolutely  to  for- 
tune. I  have  returned  his  exprefs  to  him  with  the 
reiteration  of  the  fame  cautions  Tom  Cooke  carried, 
and  as  many  others  as  could  occur  to  me  *,  which 
was  all  that  particular  could  admit.  As  I  hear 
more,  you  fhall  be  advertifed. 

The  perfon  you  ftayed  for  is  in  my  judgment 
fit  now  for  your  company  in  every  event,  and 
therefore  fhall  be  directed,  as  you  appoint.     I  have

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J.D.  1 659  had  letters  from  the  Court,  that  the  conference  is 
'  pail,  and  with  mutual  fatisfa&ion.  The  Marefchal 
de  Gramont  goes  poll  to  demand  the  Infanta,  The 
KingofS/w#,  as  is  now  believed,  will  come  to 
Fontarabia,  and  Don  Louis  conducts  the  Infanta  to 
the  frontier.

Col.  Whitletfs  relation,  which  I  have  often  perfuad- 
ed  him  to  repeat  to  me,  that  your  Majefty  may  ba 
fully  and  truly  informed  of  that  transaction  by  a 
perfon  who  acted  his  part  in  it. 

On  the  Sunday  before  the  engagement,  fome  advices 
which  came  to  Sir  George  Booth  changed  his  humour 
fo  vifibly,  that  from  a  chearful  temper  he  was  ob- 
ferved  to  be  penfive  and  fad ;  and  fo  as  if  he  were 
indifferent  whether  to  rife  publickly  next  morning 
or  no  -9  but  feveral  perfons  of  quality  afTuring  him 
of  their  ruin  in  cafe  he  defifted,  he  frankly  deter- 
mined on  the  attempt,  and  from  that  time  carried 
himfelf  very  worthily  in  it.  I  am  told  thofe  pru- 
dential advices  were  289  his,  though  fent  to  him 
by  another  hand  *,  for  without  any  reafon  given

Having  laid  his  correfpondency  with  Mr.  Ireland, 
Mr.  Hollar d  and  Mr.  Brookes,  he  raifed  the  country, 
and  fo  confiderably,  that  Chefter  invited  him,  and 
all  the  confiderable  towns  near  furnifhed  willingly 
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/.D.i 659  large  proportions  both  of  horfe  and  foot ;  all  the  Gen- 
^V**«J  try  in  thofe  parts  unanimoufly  joined  with  him,  and 
he  had  invitations  from  moft  of  his  neighbour  coun- 
tries, and  promifes  to  rife  if  he  would  march  towards 
them.

The  not  attacking  that,  or  at  leaft   not 
fecuring  it  fo,  as  no  intelligence  could  be  given  to 
or  received  from  it,  was  in  my  opinion  one  of  the 
greater!:  failings  of  the  General  Officers  ♦,  for  Sir,  to 
the  cattle  wall  is  joined  a  houfe   inhabited,  fo  that 
from  thence  intelligence  was  daily  fent  into  Wales  ^ 
and  as  daily  received  •,  and  it  is  believed  though  the 
Governor  refufed  to    furrender  upon  the  firft  fum- 
mons,  he  would  have  eafily   been  perfuaded  to  it, 
had  he  not  known  how  ill  all  other  rifings  fucceed- 
ed,  nor  how  fuddenly  Lambert  was  fent  againft  Sir 
George  Booth  ;  and  this  place  being  the  only  maga- 
zine of  thofe  parts,  the  neglecting  it  was  fure  a  great 
omittion,  being  their  only  want  was  arms  and  ammu- 
nition.    For  had  they  been  furnifhed  with  thofe, 
they  wanted  not  bodies  of  men  to  have  fought  three 
fuch  armies.     Moll  of  the  Gentry  actually  engaged ; 
they  fpent  the  firft  ten  days  in  fending  out  good  par- 
ties of  horfe  to  countenance  the  well- inclined,   and 
to  ftrengthen  themfelves  in  numbers.      Sir   Tho. 
Middleton  appeared   then   fo  confiderably  and  fo 
frankly  on  your  Majefty's  fcore,  that  the  Minifters 
checked  at   it,  fearing   left  by  his  perfuafion    the 
war  might  have  been  owned,  in  order  only  to  your 
restoration.     I  believe  this  caufed  fome  debates,   be- 
caufe  he  was  permitted  to  vifit  Wales  no  more*,  but 
always  accompanied  Sir  George  Booth :  fome  13  days 
had  patted  before  thofe  worthy  people  could  be- 
lieve, the  reft  of  the  nation  had  fo  unworthily  de- 
ferred them  s  their  hopes  appearing  certainties,  and 
{he  afluiance  of  their  fucceis  as  near  as  they  found 
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their  destruction.  By  this  time  Lambert  drew  near  AD.i  659 
their  neighbouring  country,  and  no  good  news  to 
encourage  them  from  London,  their  hopes  declined, 
and  Strange  apprehenfions  encreafed  fo  faft,  that  I 
cannot  hear  they  propofed  any  one  thing  reasonable, 
either  to  defend  themfelves  or  offend  the  enemy* 
The  reafon  of  this  may  be,  the  confufion  of  their 
councils  which  could  hardly  be  prevented,  fo  many 
being  admitted  to  them  :  but  had  Chefter  been  more 
tenable,  which  few  days  would  have  done  (as  we 
account  towns  in  England)  considering  moft  of  the 
old  line  being  in  repair,  I  am  confident  Lambert  had 
been  extremely  puzzled  with  3500  men,  which  was 
the  outSide  of  his  army  :  he  never  would  have  ven- 
tured a  battle,  and  had  this  been  determined,  we 
had  gained  fo  much  time,  that  your  Majefty  and 
the  Duke  of  York  had  landed,  and  the  work  had  at 
this  time  not  to  have  been  done.  By  this  your 
Majefly  will  find  the  want  of  fome  prudent  conside- 
rable man  amcngft  them  whofe  authority  they  all 
would  have  fubmitted  to  ;  and  though  I  find  none 
but  willingly  obeyed  Sir  George  Booth-,  yet  I  am  not 
Satisfied  but  that  they  thought  fo  considerable  an  ap- 
pearance might  have  deferved,  though  not  your 
MajeSty  or  the  Duke  of  York,  yet  at  leaft  fome  very 
eminent  perfon.  Hearing  of  our  failings  every 
where,  they  made  a  virtue  of  neceSIity,  and  grew 
brave  out  of  defpair  ;  Tuefday  they  reSoIved  to  quit 
Chefter,  and  to  march  and  fight  Lambert,  Here 
again  they  were  drawn  to  a  fad  dilemma,  to  divide 
their  forces,  or  to  lofe  fo  considerable  a  retreat  as 
Chefter.  They  divide  and  leave  700  of  their  heft 
foot  in  the  town,  and  march  towards  Namptwich  ; 
but  want  of  intelligence  ruined  them ;  and  though 
they  knew  how  Strong  Lambert  was,  they  never 
knew  what  marches  he  made,  nor  where  he  quar- 
tered. This  appears  by  their  r  eglecl:  in  gathering 
their  troops  togecher,  for  thers    vas  500  Lancajhire 
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A.I>.  1 659  foot  within  a  day's  march,  and  600  more  near  War- 
*""V**^  rington^  and  my  Lord  of  Derby  not  yet  joined  with 
them.  Wednefday  they  reach'd  Namptwich^  and 
the  firft  alarm  they  had  was  by  a  Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel, who  bringing  up  the  rear  faw  fome  troops  he 
miftrufted  •,  he  rode  to  them,  and  finding  them  the 
enemy,  he  fired  his  piftol  and  galloped  back  to  ac- 
quaint the  General  Officers  with  it  •>  this  Gentleman 
having  formerly  been  a  good  fellow,  his  intelligence 
was  not  credited :  and  here  the  miftruft  of  a  truth, 
proved  more  prejudicial  than  if  they  had  believed 
a  lie.  This  was  Thurfday  in  the  evening,  and  that 
night  they  had  again  the  alarm,  but  no  more  cre- 
dited than  the  former.  Thus  that  night  paft,  fome 
over  fecure,  others  too  apprehenfive,  and  fome 
hours  in  the  morning,  before  it  was  generally  be- 
lieved the  enemy  was  fo  very  near  them  ;  yet  in  or- 
der to  their  own  fecurity  they  had  commanded  three 
troops  of  horfe  to  defend  a  pafs  upon  the  river,  and 
had  fent  fome  1 60  foot  to  another  bridge  a  mile 
off,  where  they  apprehended  the  enemy  might  en- 
deavour to  force  his  way.  The  alarm  coming  hot, 
Col.  Whitley  with  fome  friends  of  his  galloped  on 
to  fatisfy  themfelves  whether  it  were  a  true  one  or 
not :  he  no  fooner  came  to  the  failheft  bridge,  but 
he  was  allured  the  enemy  was  very  near ;  prefent- 
]y  he  defcried  their  fcouts,  and  fending,  out  fome 
horfe  to  them,  they  retired  and  he  pafTed  the 
bridge  to  the  top  of  a  hill,  from  whence  he  faw  the 
army  upon  a  round  march,  clofe  by  them.  With 
the  certainty  of  this  intelligence  he  hafted  to  the 
town  •,  and  then  order  was  given  to  draw  out  their 
foot,  which  they  did  in  the  nearer!:  clofes  to  the 
town,  and  after  this  their  horfe.  But  before  this 
could  be  done,  the  enemy  had  forced  the  fartheft 
bridge,  and  was  hailing  to  engage  them.  The  con- 
fufion  now  grew  high,  and  the  place  where  they 
were  drawn  up  was  not  judged  fo  much  to  their  ad- 

vantage^, 
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vantage,  as  a  ground  about  a  mile  off  near  the  o-4.D.i6$q 
ther  bridge,  which  had  a  hill  on  the  right  hand  and 
many  fmall  inclofures  about   it.     Here  they  draw 
up  •,  but  by  miftake  on  the  Wednefday  night  mod 
of  their  powder  and  ball  was  carried  back  to  Chefter, 
which  though  fent  after  could  not  be  brought  back 
fo  foon  as  they  had  ufe  of  it.    To  this,  the  remaind- 
er of  their  ammunition  was  left  in    Northivitcb, 
and  they  in  a  great  trouble  how  to  get  it  to  them  5 
thefe  were  fad  misfortunes  ',  but  there  was  no  reme- 
dy.    Randal  Egerton  commanded  the  horfe,  Col. 
Broughton  the  foot,  many  of  whom  had  no  match, 
others  no  ball,  in  fhort,  Sir,  it  was  never  fought, 
for  the  foot  faved  themfelves  in  th^  inclofures,  the 
horfe  trotted  away,  which  is  the  civileft  term. 

My  Lord  Derby  and  Sir  Tbo.  Middleton  behaved 
themfelves  modeftly  in  this  bufinefs,  waving  all 
things  to  Sir  George  Booths  and  he  to  pleafe  the 
Gentry  admitted  all  defired  to  aflift  at  councels,  as 
equally  engaged  in  life  and  fortune.  One  particu- 
lar I  omitted,  which  was  a  letter  fent  to  Lambert 
upon  the  inftigation  of  the  Clergy.  This  produced 
a  contrary  effect  to  what  they  propofed,  which  was 
gaining  of  time  •,  for  Lambert  concluded  they  fought 
him  more  out  of  fear  than  brotherly  love,  and  im- 
mediately after  he  had  anfwered  it,  marched  to  meet 
them.  The  Scout-mafter  General,  one  Peverly,  on 
the  Thurfday  went  over  to  Lambert,  and  it  is 
thought  with  reafon  made  fuch  difcoveries,  as  haft- 
ened  their  ruin. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Morgan  was  the  only  conside- 
rable perfon  killed  :  the  prifoners  your  Majefty 
knows  by  the  prints.

SIR, 

WITHOUT  all  doubt  Lord  Montague  intended 
really  your  fervice,  when  he  fet  fail  from  the 
Sound,  having  heard  of  the  party  up  in  Che/hire. 
His  return  was  oppofed  and  protefted  againfl:  by 
the  Plenipotentiaries,  and  the  conteft  grew  fo  hot, 
as  Sidney  told  him,  he  knew  his  errand,  and  that 
your  M.  was  in  his  heart.     Yet  having  but  five 
weeks  provifion  left,  and  having  got  a  council  of 
war  on  his  fide,  he  came  away  with  intention  to 
block  up  the  Thames  with  a  fquadron,  and  to  em- 
ploy  the  reft  for  the  tranfportation  of  men,  as  oc- 
cafion  mould  require.     In  his  return  he  met  the 
news  of  Sir  G.  Booth's  mifcarriage  and  imprifon- 
ment :   whereupon  not  knowing  what  to  do,  nor 
where   to   difpofe  the  fleet,  he  put  in  at  Solebay* 
whither  they  presently  fent  Commiflioners  to  meet 
him,  and  difpofe  of  the  fleet ;  fo  that  before  Mr.

The  Army  have 
as  much  reafon  to  be  jealous  of  the  Parliament  for 
continuing  their  levies  of  foldiers  out  of  the  con- 
gregated Churches  under  new  Commanders,  not- 
withftanding  the  bufinefs  is  fo  far  over  as  to  put  a  ftop 
to  the  militia  j  and  all  of  them  are  afraid  of  a  florin 
from  abroad.  The  engagement  divides  them  very 
much.  The  fifth-monarchy- men  refufe  to  engage 
againft  a  fingle  perfon,  left  they  mould  exclude 
Chrift,  when  he  comes  to  reign  :  and  fome  that  are 
not  of  their  opinion  are  willing  enough  to  abet  their 
argument,  under  pretence  of  fatisfying  tender  con- 
fciences.  Others  fcruple  at  the  words,  This  Com- 
monwealtb)  till  it  be  refolved  what  it  fhall  be  : 
which  ordinarily  takes  up  one  day  in  a  week  in  de- 
bating. Some  are  for  it  as  it  is  ;  others  with  a  co- 
ordinate fenate  :  others  are  taken  with  Harringtons 
new  model.  It  were  no  irrational  ground  of  hope, 
that  thefe  divifions  might  be  their  ruin  ;  if  we  had 
not  heretofore  {ten  them  cement  upon  the  point 
of  guilt,  when  it  was  not  fo  great  as  now  they  have 
made  it.  But  as  the  cafe  {lands,  this  is  faid  rather 
to  inform,  than  advife  any  thing.  The  difcon tents 
of  the  city  are  alfo  much  heightened  by  obtruding 
the  Mayor  upon  them  for  another  year,  by  an  order 
of  the  Houfe  ;  fome  Aldermen  have  laid  down  their 
cloth,  and  (I  am  told)  five  have  fined  for  the 
Shrievalty,  and  none  that  is  yet  chofen  will  hold 
it.

THE  letters  you  were  pleafed  to  leave  me,  with  a.T>.\  659 
your  favour  of  July  18,  and  Aug.  13,  I  de- 
tained upon  my  hands  till  the  5th  of  this  inftant  ; 
at  which  time  I  delivered  them  to  the  Marquis,  by 
the  advice  of  your  friend,  who  thought  that  a  pro- 
per feafon,  becaufe  he  had  received  fome  Bills  from 
Spain,  and  that  it  was  probable  the  Marquis  might 
do  fo  too.  But  by  his  anfwer,  which  was  that  when 
he  mould  have  wherewithal  to  do  it,  he  would  give 
you  all  manner  of  fatisfa&ion,  I  perceived  he  had 
received  none :  and  in  truth  I  believe  he  did  not ; 
neither  is  it  expected  by  many  very  near  him,  with 
whom  I  have  fpoken,  that  he  will  receive  any  mo- 
ney from  Spain,  till  the  return  of  Don  Louis  de  Harv 
to  Madrid. 

It  is  publickly  reported  in  this  place,  that  Don 
Louis  having  been  moved  to  introduce  his  Majefty's 
interefts  into  the  Treaty  upon  the  Frontiers,  feemed 
very  well  inclined  thereunto,  wiming  that  the  mo- 
tion might  be  made  to  the  Cardinal,  who  (they  fay) 
was  fo  Sir  confenting  as  to  permit  that  Will,  "Dungan 
fhould  be  fent  exprefly  to  invite  his  M.  to  the 
meeting  :  with  which  invitation,  the  fame  author 
faid,  Mr.  Dungan  came  as  far  as  Paris,  fince  his

conftantly  and  punctually   paid  you  for  your  fub- 
fiftence,  and  defiring  Don  Louis  to  take  fbme  courfe 
for  the  payment  of  it  by  particular  bills  from  Spain, 
with  fuch  further  additions  and  recommendations  of 
you,  as  in  his  judgment  and  friendfhip  to  you  he 
mall  think  fit  and  necerTary  towards  the  effecting  of 
your  defires.     And  in  this  your  letter  to  the  Mar- 
quis, you  may  pleafe  to  take  notice  of  the  civility 
of  his  expreffions  to  you  upon  my  delivery  of  your 
letters,  and  alfo  intimate  your  reliance  upon  his  ge- 
nerality in  the  payment  of  your  faid  arrears  here, 
in  cafe  you  fhali  not  procure  them  in  this  way  \ 
which  you  can  only  expect  thro'  his  favour  and  re- 
prefentation  of  your  condition  to  Don  Louis.

SIR, 

UPON  Friday  was  a  fortnight  I  writ  three  let- 
ters, one  to  you,  one  to  Dr.  Morley,  and  one 
to  Mr.  Honeywood.

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that,  Capt.  Pinkney  received  one  from  Mr.  Honey-  A.D.\6$<) 
wood  \  fince  which  we  have  none  of  us  had  a  fy liable  ^Y^*^ 
from  Brujfels  or  Antwerp  from  any  hand.  What  to 
attribute  it  unto  we  do  not  know,  whether  to  pru- 
dence, or  a  reftraint,  or  a  general  confirmation. 
After  the  following  poft  brought  us  the  fatal 
tydings,  we  were  all  ftruck  dumb  and  dead,  as  if 
the  fight  of  a  Medufa's  head  had  transformed  us  in* 
to  ftones.  We  felt  too  much,  and  yet  our  fuirer- 
ings  came  fhort  of  our  fears.  Nay  verily,  I  have 
been  afhamed  to  walk  abroad  in  the  ftreets  fince, 
or  to  come  in  any  company  of  men.  Misfortune 
hath  nothing  more  grievous  in  it,  than  that  it  ren- 
ders men  contemptible. 

But  it  is  the  duty  of  good  citizens  never  to  de- 
fpair  of  the  commonwealth ;  no,  not  after  as  great 
a  blow  as  that  of  Canna  :  and  I  know  not  how 
dies  adimit  agritudinem  hominibus.  He  had  faid 
more  truly,  minuit  than  adimit,  Hope  cleaveth 
clofe  to  the  bottom  of  the  box,  and  is  not  eafily 
fhaken  out.  This  maketh  us  catch  hold  on  every 
twig  to  fave  ourfelves  from  drowning.  I  mall  re- 
late unto  you  two  pafTages,  both  flnce  our  blow. 

When  the  AmbarTadors  of  England  and  Holland 
prefented  the  Articles  of  Peace  to  the  King  of  Swe- 
den^ he  flighted  them  of  Holland,  only  telling  them 
that  he  knew  where  to  find  them.  But  he  was  more 
bitter  with  them  of  England,  afking  them,  if  they 
were  not  afraid  to  prefent  fuch  articles  to  him,  a 
victorious  King,  figned  with  their  hands,  which 
were  yet  wet  and  ftained  with  the  blood  of  their 
own  Sovereign  :  and  demanded  of  them  farther,  if 
they  did  not  know  that  he  was  able  to  reftore  his 
fon.  Since  he  rejected  thofe  Articles,  he  hath  of- 
fered a  particular  Treaty  to  the  King  of  Denmark 
himfelf.  And  if  he  do  as  much  to  the  Emperor 
out  of  this  high  refentment,  I  know  no  Prince  in 
Europe  hath  more  courage  to  attempt  it,  nor  more 
power  to  go  thro'  with  it,  The 
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^.D.1659  The  other  relation  is  of  a  child  born  in  London 
about  three  months  fince,  with  a  double  tongue  or 
divided  tongue,  which  the  third  day  after  it  was 
born  cried,  a  King,  a  King,  and  bid  them  bring  it 
to  the  King.  The  mother  of  the  child  faith,  it  told 
her  of  all  that  happened  in  England  fince,  and  much 
more  which  fhe  dare  not  utter.  This  my  Lady  of 
Inchiquin  writeth  to  her  Aunt,  Me  brow  van  Mel- 
lifwarde,  living  in  this  city,  who  fhewed  me  the 
letter.  My  Lady  writeth,  that  fhe  herfelf  was  as  in- 
credulous as  any  perfon,  until  fhe  both  faw  and  heard 
it  fpeak  herfelf  very  lately,  as  difti nelly  as  fhe  herfelf 
could  do,  and  fo  loud  that  all  the  room  heard  it. 
That  which  fhe  heard  was  this.  A  Gentleman  in 
the  company  took  the  child  in  his  arms,  and  gave 
it  money ;  and  afked  what  it  would  do  with  it :  to 
which  it  anfwered  aloud,  that  it  would  give  it  to  the 
King.  If  my  Lady  were  fo  foolifh  to  be  deceived, 
or  had  not  been  an  eye  and  ear-witnefs  herfelf,  I 
might  have  difputed  it :  but  giving  credit  to  her, 
I  cannot  efleem  it  lefs  than  a  miracle.  If  God  be 
pleafed  to  beftow  a  blefling  upon  us,  he  cannot  want 
means.

Sir  E.  Hyde  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

I  HAVE  writ  at  leaft  once  a  week  to  you,  ever 
fince  I  fawyou :  how  my  letters  have  come  to  you 
I  know  not.  I  have  received  none  from  you  fince 
you  left  Paris,  and  therefore  am  in  fome  Hain  till 
I  know  what  is  become  of  you :  though  I  cannot 
doubt  but  this  will  find  you  with  Don  Lewis  de 
Hara  •,  in  confidence  whereof  Lord  Colepepper  with 
Mr.  Roper  began  their  journey  towards  you  yefter- 
day. 

Mr.  Druton  came  hither  this  day  fevennight,  and 
hath  fince  ftayed  here,  where  the  Diet  is  kept  up 
at  the  King's  charge,  though  the  clamour  of  our 
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>1.D.  1 65 9 creditors  is  fo  great,  that  it  will  not  be  poflible  to 
continue  it  for  any  time.  But  I  hear  the  Princefs 
Royal  will  be  within  lefs  than  a  fortnight  at  Breda, 
and  then  Mr.  Tates  and  Mr.  Durey  will  go  thither, 
and  fo  that  charge  will  ceafe.  I  am  told  that  Charles 
Berkeley  is  immediately  to  be  difpatched  poft  for 
Spain  to  folicite  the  Duke  of  York's  concerns,  and ' 
fome  fay  he  is  gone  already.  You  will  hear  ( I 
doubt  not )  by  him  how  much  the  affairs  of  Eng- 
land have  fuffered  by  the  reftraints  which  were  put 
upon  the  Duke  ;  which  his  people  exceedingly  in- 
veigh againft,  and  perfuade  others  that  the  Duke 
himfelf  is  very  fenfible  of  \  which  mail  be  known 
in  time.  And  I  befeech  you  to  tell  Mr.  Orneley  (to 
whom  I  am  afraid  I  mall  not  now  have  time  to 
write)  that  he  hath  too  good  an  opinion  of  his  Rhe- 
torick,  if  he  believes  that  he  left  the  Duke  of  York 
in  any  degree  fatisfied  with  him  or  convinced  by  his 
difcourfes  :  he  may  be  confident,  he  hath  as  ill  an 
opinion  of  him  as  ever. 

I  mall  now  give  you  a  relation  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Sound ;  I  mean  as  they  relate  to  us,  upon 
which  you  can  make  a  judgment  as  well  as  I.  Our 
Knight  is  returned  at  laft,  and  truly  I  think  hath 
behaved  himfelf  honeftly  and  hath  paffed  many 
mifadventures  in  his  journey.  When  he  came  thi- 
ther, the  fleet  was  removed  to  fuch  a  diftance  as  he 
could  not  purfue  the  method  he  had  propofed  for 
his  communication  ;  but  finding  that  the  Englifh 
Commiffioners  were  to  be  in  Copenhagen  on  fuch 
a  day,  he  put  himfelf  into  the  train  of  a  Duke  of 
Lunenburg,  and  fo  got  into  the  Town ;  and  quick- 
ly found  that  our  friend  Mr.  Montague  was  there 
with  the  General.  He  fent  firfl:  to  him  to  fpeak 
with  him,  which  the  other  refufed,  and  thereupon 
he  fent  my  letter  to  him  by  his  fervant.  As  foon  as 
he  had  read  it,  he  appointed  him  to  come  that 
night  at  twelve  a  clock  to  his  chamber,  where  they 

con- 
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conferred  till  morning,  and  he  took  the  King's  let-  <4D>  1659 
ter  for  the  General,  obliging  the  Knight  not  to  be  v 
{qqu  in  the  town,  or  to  make  himfelf  known  to  any 
of  the  Officers  till  he  fpoke  with  him  again  -,  which 
he  appointed  him  to  do  the  next  night  at  the  fame 
hour.  The  day  the  General  and  the  other  Com~ 
miffioners  viewed  the  Town  and  Churches,  in  one 
of  which  our  Knight  was  walking  and  was  quickly 
fpied  by  the  General,  who  called  him  to  him,  and 
afked  him  what  he  did  in  thofe  parts,  and  fpake 
kindly  with  him  in  general  of  the  affairs  of  England^ 
without  feeming  to  take  notice  that  he  had  heard 
of  his  being  in  town. 

The  next  night  when  he  came  to  our  friend  a- 
gain,  he  fpoke  to  him  very  freely  of  the  temper  of 
the  fleet,  of  the  want  of  vicluafe,  of  the  want  of 
ports,  that  if  one  half  would  follow  the  General 
(which  was  the  moll  could  be  expected)  even  thofe 
when  they  found  themfelves  deftitute  of  ports  and 
victuals,  would  make  their  peace  by  their  delivering 
up  their  Officers.  In  a  word,  he  told  him,  that 
his  being  in  town  was  taken  notice  of  by  the  Com- 
miffioners,  and  therefore  it  was  moft  neceffary  in 
many  refpects  that  he  fhould  haften  away  ;  that  he 
would  take  the  bufinefs  upon  him  and  fatisfy  me  ; 
and  thereupon  he  gave  him  a  letter  to  me,  and  an- 
other to  Opdam  to  help  him  to  a  veflel  to  Ham- 
burgh, which  Opdam  immediately  did.  He  was  like 
to  be  drowned  in  his  pafTage,  and  the  weather  be- 
ing fo  extream  foul,  he  was  compelled  to  come 
from  Hamburgh  into  thefe  parts  by  land,  through 
all  the  Armies.  He  came  from  thence  the  26th  of 
the  laft  month,  having  ftaid  but  three  days  there, 
and  they  had  not  then  heard  any  word  of  the 
troubles  of  England:  but  the  Commiffioners  had 
brought  with  them,  befides  other  great  promifes, 
an  act:  of  pardon  and  indempnity  of  all  that  was 
paft,  which  hath  much  compofed  their  humours ; 
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X D.i  659  for  they  had  upon  the  firft  news  of  the  diffolution 
^-^VN^  of  the  Parliament  made  a  general  protefcation  againft 
the  prefent  power,  and  that  they  would  adhere  to 
the  Protector,  who  fince  that  time  very  gracioufly 
abfolved  the  General  of  all  his  obligations  and  good 
intentions.  Now  I  mud  tell  you,  that  Mr.  Mon- 
tague hath  writ  as  good  a  letter  to  me  as  I  could 
wifh,  not  only  of  his  own  entire  devotion  without 
the  lead  consideration  of  his  perfon  or  fortune,  but 
of  the  General's  difpofition ;  that  for  the  prefent 
nothing  was  to  be  done,  and  excufed  the  hafty 
fending  away  the  Knight,  fince  though  he  doubted 
not  the  profeflions  he  made,  yet  the  General  durft 
not  put  himfelf  fo  much  into  his  hands,  as  to  own 
his  intentions  to  him  ;  that  upon  any  appearance 
of  diforders  in  England,  I  might  expect  a  good  ac- 
count from  him,  and  that  I  mould  hear  from  him 
by  the  way  of  England. 

Now  our  laft  letters  from  Holland  tell  us,  that 
the  Englifh  fleet  upon  a  fudden  departed  from  the 
Sound:  but  I  hear  not  of  their  arrival  upon  the 
coaft ;  of  which,  you  may  be  aflured  I  will  make 
the  beft  enquiry  I  can,  and  do  all  things  elfe  that 
mall  occur  to  my  understanding :  and  I  do  heartily 
wifh  that  I  could  aflure  them  of  the  friendfhip  of 
the  French  ports  and  of  any  way  to  victual  them. 
I  do  not  intend  that  our  Knight  fhall  be  known  or 
{qqu.  here,  but  fhall  be  gone  to  Vlojfingen  and  flay 
there.  He  feems  reafonably  in  amaze,  that  the 
ports  of  Spain  have  never  been  open  to  us,  and  be- 
lieves that  the  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean  would  ne- 
ver fubmit  to  this  power,  if  they  had  any  place 
to  go  to. 

I  fhall  not  trouble  you  with  any  of  our  own  do- 
meftick  vexations.  I  have  faid  all  is  necefTary  to 
H.  Bennet  to  procure  redrefs,  and  I  am  fure  you 
will  have  fome  companion  upon  us,  though  we  are 
at  fuch  a  diftance.  I  do  expect  every  hour  to  re- 
ceive 
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ceive  fome  commands  from  the  King  tb  fend  fome  ^.D.1659 
fervants  and  his  cloaths  to  him  ;  which  I  mall  obey^^^TNJ 
with  all  the  power  I  have  ;  but  God  knows  how  we 
mall  find  money  •,    for  the  little   was  left,  though 
managed  with  all  poflible  frugality,  in  the  payment 
of  fome  crying  and  importunate  debts,  in  the  car- 
rying on  that  part  of  the  continual  expence  of  the 
houfe,  which  could  not  be  done  but  by  ready  mo- 
ney,  and  the  payment  of  your  bill  upon  Mr.  Shaw 
from  Rouen,  hath  fo  drained  the  flock,  that  I  fhall 
be  put  to  ftrange  fhifts  to  do  the  other,  in  compaf- 
fing  whereof  I  almoft  difpair.     I  fhall  conclude  with 
honeft  Mr.  Shaw's  fervice  to  you,  who  hath  defired 
me  to  fend  you  the  inclofed  papers,  which  will  in- 
ftrucl:  you  enough  in  his  bufinefs,  if  Sir  H.  Bennety 
who  I  am  fure  will  do  all  he  can,  hath  left  his  other 
papers  at  Madrid.     I  hope  the  King  will  think  it 
worthy  of  him  to  appear  and  move  it  himfelf,  as  a 
cafe  wherein  his  own  honour  is  concerned,  to  pre- 
ferve  a  perfbn  who  hath  ferved  him  fo  well,  and 
who  upon  my  credit  doth  at  this  hour  undergo  all 
imaginable  reproaches    for  his  fidelity.     God  keep 
you,  and  me  in  your  memory.

YO  U  may  be  fure,  that  as  often  as  Saturday 
comes,  you  have  a  letter  fent  from  me  ;  befides 
by  all  other  opportunities  which  offer  themfelves, 
as  my  lafl  was  three  days  fince  by  Mr.  Berkley. 
How  they  find  the  way  to  you,  I  know  not:  I 
am  fure  none  from  you  hath  come  to  me  fince 
your  leaving  Paris  ;  which  gives  me  no  fmall  tor- 
ment :  which  is  exceedingly  increafed  by  fome 
mention  Marce's  made  in  his  laft  of  the  King's  be~ 
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^.D.i659ing  fick.  I  (hall  not  need  to  beg  you  to  free  me 
y"V~**-/  from  all  my  fears  as  foon  as  is  pofTible.  Since  my  laft 
to  you,  Captain  Titus  and  Barron  are  come  hither 
from  my  Lord  Mordant ,  who  remains  at  Calais  till 
he  hears  where  the  King  is,  and  I  believe,  will  then 
take  poil  towards  him  ;  I  mean  as  foon  as  Barron 
returns  who  is  gone  to  Breda  to  give  the  Duke  of 
Torke  an  account  of  many  hopes  yet  remaining  in 
England^  if  he  can  bring  a  reafonable  party  with 
him  to  encourage  them. 

There  is  no  doubt,  the  good  humour  is  ftill  in 
the  people  generally,  and  not  abated  upon  thefe 
laft  misfortunes,  nor  the  rebels  in  any  degree  uni- 
ted ;  fo  that  if  you  can  prevail  for  a  winter  enter- 
prize,  all  things  will  be  found  as  ready  as  you 
can  wifh,  and  the  fame  confidence  remains  of  Col. 
Fopham  and  Manfell  who  renew  their  profeiTions, 
and  are  not  under  fufpicion,  at  leaft  that  is  owned. 
It  is  apparent  enough,  that  this  return  of  Montague 
was  upon  the  noife  of  the  troubles  of  England,  and 
expreily  without  order,  which  alarms  them  exceed- 
ingly. They  have  fent  to  him,  but  he  forbears  yet 
to  go  on  fhore.  Our  friends  have  done  the  beft 
they  can  likewife  to  inform  him  and  to  work  upon 
him :  and  I  have  endeavoured  to  fend  to  him, 
and  hope  fpeedily  to  hear  from  him.  I  wifh  we 
had  ports  any  where.  There  is  fome  defign  upon 
Dunkirke,  which  I  do  not  yet  enough  clearly  un- 
derftand :  and  Majfey  is  by  this  time  over  with 
M.  Turenne  from  Major  General  Browne  to  inform 
him  of  great  things  in  their  power,  if  he  will  help 
them  j  which  negotiation  can  I  doubt  produce  no- 
thing. I  cannot  exprefs  to  you  the  incredible  of- 
fices which  are  every  day  performed  by  your  hoft 
of  the  Garter  towards  our  friends,  by  which  they 
are  greferved.  I  have  writ  in  many  letters  to  you 
of  his  modefty  in  the  main.  He  feems  much  to 
doubt  of  the  intentions  of  the  Spaniards  towards  uss

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and  to  believe  that  Don  Alonfo  de  Cardenas  will  A.V.  1659 

foon  return  to  them.  I  expect  an  exprefs  fpeedily  ^OT^ 

from  him  with  fome  new  difcoveries.      God  keep 
you. 

The  inclofed  came  juft  now  to  me  from  my  Lord 
JVentworth^  which  I  leffened  as  much  as  I  could 
for  the  poftage  :  the  truth  is,  he  directed  yours 
to  me  and  mine  to  you  ',  but  having  left  them 
unfeal'd,  I  eafily  rectified  it.  I  need  add  no- 
thing in  his  recommendation.  My  Lord  Rich- 
ard is  gone  to  Breda  with  the  two  Dukes.

My  very  good  Lord r, 

THE  laft  night  Mr.  Titus  and  Mr.  Barron  came 
hither  from  Calais  ;  the  latter  of  them  from 
our  new  Lord  Mordant ,  who  now  takes  that  title 
upon  him  and  whom  he  left  at  Calais,  and  wifhes 
me  to  allure  his  Majefty  that  the  whole  bufinefs  in 
England  relating  to  his  Majefty's  fervice  (except 
that  of  Sir  G.  Boot  be)  ftands  frill  as  fair  and  undis- 
covered as  ever  ;  and  that  Mr.  Popham,  Sir  Horatio 
Town/end,  Colonel  Rojfiter  and  Mr.  Manfell  (which 
lad  he  faith  was  never  before  hearty  in  the  fervice) 
fent  to  Lord  Mordant  a  little  before  he  came  from 
Is/ridon  to  let  him  know,  that  they  will  now  attempt 
any  thing  foe  the  King  to  prevent  the  ruin  of  the 
nation,  if  there  can  be  but  2000  men  fent  over  out 
of  France  or  Flanders  to  land  in  any  reafonable 
time  in  any  part  of  England-,  and  that  they  doubt 
not  but  with  fuch  an  affiftance  to  do  his  Majefty's 
bufinefs  with  good  fuccefs.  Barron  faith,  that  Ma- 
jor General  Browne  flays  in  London  upon  the  fame 
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J.D.  1 65 9  account,  to  fee  what  affiftance  may  be  had  from 
France  or  Flanders.  My  Lord  Mordant  fays,  that 
Rookwood  the  Fryar  has  betrayed  feveral  of  his 
Majefty's  friends,  as  Sir  Frances  Vincent  and  others, 
and  that  he  conducted  fome  of  the  Rebels  troops 
to  a  wood  where  Lord  Mordant  was,  and  endan- 
gered the  taking  of  him  and  all  his  company. 

Its  in  England  believed  by  very  intelligent  per- 
fons,  that  Sir  Henry  Vane  and  Lambert  are  both 
Papifts ;  and  its  certain  that  Sir  Henry  Vane  and 
Hajlerig  do  not  agree.  They  were  lately  like  to 
have  fallen  to  blows  in  the  Parliament  Houfe,  a- 
bout  an  oath  propofed  to  be  taken  againfl  the  Go- 
vernment of  a  fingle  perfon  ;  which  Vane  refufed. 
Thofe  that  now  rule  at  Weftminfter  are  fo  very  con- 
tradictory in  their  opinions  concerning  the  Govern- 
ment, which  they  are  endeavouring  to  fettle,  as  its 
thought  it  will  be  impoflible  for  them  to  agree  up- 
on any  thing  :  fo  as  if  his  Majefty  can  procure  any 
eonfiderable  affiftance  in  this  conjuncture,  he  may 
eafily  effect  his  bufinefs.  I  pray  be  pleafed  to  pre- 
ferve  me  in  his  Majefty's  gracious  favour,  and  con- 
tinue me  the  honour  of  being  efteemed,  as  I  am 
really  and  with  all  refpect  and  affection,  &c.

My  very  good  Lord, 

*TPHIS  is  my  fourth  to  your  Lordfhip,  and  I 
•■■  received  your  Lordfhip's  from  Rocbelle  of  the 
2  2d  paft  the  7th  inftant.  Its  doubted,  that  the 
two  great  Minifters  may  be  parted  from  the  fron- 
tiers before  the  King  can  arrive  there.     We  here 
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apprehend  much  danger  in  his  Majefty's  paflage  by  A.D.\6$9 
fea,  but  the  wind  having  been  very  contrary  in  ^Y^ 
thefe  parts,  we  hope  he  went  by  land,   and  fhall 
be  in  pain  till  we  underftand  of  his  fafe  arrival.     I 
confefs,  I  very  much  apprehend  that  Cardinal  Ma- 
zarin  may  not  be  fo  favourable  to  his  Majefty's 
intereft  as  fome  in  France  believe,  and  as  I  con- 
ceive, he  ought  to  be  even  for  his  own  honour  and 
intereft.     We  have  djfpatched  Toby  Ruflat  and  Mr. 
Delves  hence  with  all  the  things  mentioned  in  the 
King's  note  and  fome  linnen.     I  have  herein  fent 
your  Lordihip  what  I  have  this  week  received  from 
England ;    by  which  its  evident  the  Rebels  there 
are  not  like  fuddenly  to  make  any  fettlement  of 
their  pretended  commonwealth,  being  much  divid- 
ed in  opinion  and   factions  concerning  it :   and  in- 
deed the  Parliament  (as  all  letters  fay)  is  at  pre- 
fent  in  a  very  unftable  condition,  fo  as  moft  are  of 
opinion  it  will  be  fhortly  either  diflblved  or  at  leaft 
purged  by  Lambert  and  the  army,  and  your  Lordihip 
will  by  the  inclofed  and  other  advertifements  from 
England^  (which  my  Lord  Chancellor  will  fend  you) 
perceive  that  in  all  probability  there   is  like  to  be 
before  it  be  long  fome  great  alterations  in  the  Go- 
vernment there  ;    and  therefore  I  hope  his  Majefty 
wil  confider  whether  it  may  not  be  expedient  to 
difpatch  his  negotiations  and  affairs  where  he  is,  fo 
timely  that  he  may  draw  nearer  thefe  parts  with  as 
much  convenient  fpeed  as  may  be,  that  he  may  be 
ready  to  make  his  beft  advantage  of  any  changes 
that  may  happen  in  England  *,  where  (if  we  hear 
truth)  his  Majefty's  bufinefs  ftands  ftill  very   fair 
and  many  of  his  good   fubjecls  are  ftill  ready  to 
rife  for  him,  in  cafe  confiderable  force  fhall  be  fent 
over  from  this  fide  the  fea  for  his  Majefty's  af- 
fiftance. 

I  hear  the  Lord  Jermyn  and  Abbot  Montague  were 
this  week  to  go  to  the  French  Court.    I  fuppofe 
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vfD.1659  Lord  Mordant  will  wait  on  the  King  as  foon  as  he 
'  can  poffibly.  He  expected  the  laft  week  his  Lady 
at  Calais,  whether  me  intended  to  make  her  ef- 
cape,  being  much  fought  after  in  England  by  the 
Rebels.  The  Earl  of  Oxford  had  a  great  lofs  in 
his  Lady.  The  Dukes  are  ftill  at  Breda,  but  ex- 
pected here  fome  time  the  next  week. 

God  of  Heaven  preferve  his  Majefty  and  all  of 
you,  and  profper  all  your  counfels  and  negotiations 
with  a  happy  fuccefs,  &c  E.    N. 

My  poor  Lord  Nswbourg  hath  been  at  death's  door, 
but  we  now  have  hopes  he  may  recover.

YOU  cannot  think  that  it  is  any  pleafure  to  me 
to  begin  all  my  Letters  with  telling  you  that  I 
have  not  received  a  word  from  you  iince  I  left 
Paris :  and  I  do  now  the  lefs  wonder  at  it,  becaufe 
for  all  my  diligence  in  writing  by  every  poft  on  Sa- 
turday, and  by  fome  extraordinary  conveyances  in 
the  week,  I  find  that  you  may  have  been  without 
hearing  from  me  ;  and  whatever  others  are  mifcar- 
*ied,  three  are  brought  back  to  me,  in  two  of 
which  there  were  letters  to  the  King  and  to  the  Earl 
of  Briftol  from  myfelf,  and  to  both  of  them  from 
the  Prince  of  Condi  and  M.  Mar  chin.  How  thefe 
come  to  be  returned  to  me,  though  they  were  re- 
turned from  Britany>  you  will  find  by  what  I  have 

written 
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written  to  Sir  H.  Bennet  of  Lockharfs  having  in-  -^.D.1659 
tercepted  our  packets  :  which  makes  me  not  yet  ^^VV 
refolve,  whether  I  mall  now  fend  thofe  which 
were  fo  long  fince  fent  from  the  Prince  ,of 
Condi  and  M.  Marchin,  not  knowing  whether 
they  be  in  cypher :  and  it  may  fuffice,  that  as  the 
diligence  M.  Marchin  ufed  in  foliciting  thefe  Mini- 
sters, and  in  making  all  other  provisions  whilft 
there  was  hope  of  England,  was  moft  earned  and 
moft  effectual,  fo  you  can  hardly  imagine  the  ex- 
traordinary zeal  and  affection  the  Prince  of  Condi 
mewed  to  his  Majefly.  Upon  my  confeience,  he 
would  have  done  great  things  for  his  fervice,  if  the 
defigns  had  fucceeded ;  for  which  I  think  the  King 
mould  do  very  well  to  write  him  a  letter  of  thanks, 
as  taking  notice  of  it  from  me,  to  whom  alone  by 
the  Prince  of  Condi's  directions.  M.  Marchin  com- 
municated, with  an  intent  no  doubt,  that  I  mould 
tranfmit  it  to  the  King  in  cypher.  Let  not  this 
letter  to  him  be  fent  through  my  hands,  but  thro5 
Monfieur  Laynes. 

Of  our  domeftick  affairs  here,  I  need  fay  little  to 
you,  both  becaufe  you  cannot  be  without  a  fufrl- 
cient  knowledge  of  them,  and  I  have  faid  enough 
to  Sir  H.  Bennet.  I  hope  you  will  joine  with  him 
in  procuring  fomewhat  for  our  eafe,  and  to  remem- 
ber if  it  were  fo  hard  for  us  to  hold  up  our  heads 
whilft  the  King  and  you  were  here,  how  little 
courage  we  muff  have  now,  when  we  have  fo  lit- 
tle countenance.  And  I  pray  remember  that  be- 
sides the  infupportable  debts  that  we  lie  under, 
the  expence  continues  and  runs  on  here  almofl  in 
the  fame  degree  it  did.  The  diet  was  kept  up 
with  very  much  ado  till  the  Dukes  went  to  Breday 
but  it  will  be  impoffible  to  reaffume  it  on  their  re- 
turn, though  it  is  very  probable  they  may  be  per- 
fuaded  to  expect  it ;  for  Sir  John  Berkeley  is  very 
fure  that  we  have  great  ftore  of  money,  whatever 
2  we 
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p.  1659  we  pretend  to  the  contrary,  and  that  the  King  had 
vaft  fums  returned  out  of  England,  out  of  which 
the  Duke  ought  to  have  had  fome  mare.  And 
when  I  take  pains  to  convince  him  of  the  contrary, 
he  feems  fo  civil  as  to  believe  me,  yet  to  the  next 
man  he  meets  he  declares  as  he  did  before,  and  is 
of  opinion  that  if  new  counfels  be  taken  the  King's 
bufinefs  was  never  fo  hopeful,  and  that  it  is  the 
King's  own  fault  if  the  Cardinal  doth  not  do  his 
bufinefs. 

I  have  told  you  in  my  former  letters,  that  Mr. 
Rofs  derlres  the  King's  directions  and  orders  about 
the  employment  he  was  defigned  to.  Lord  Crofts 
writes  him  word,  that  he  knows  of  no  fuch  thing. 
The  honefl:  man  is  in  an  uneafy  pofture,  having  de- 
pended on  this  fervice  and  difpofed  his  affairs  ac- 
cordingly.    God  keep  you.

YOU  are  fo  far  from  England,  and  'tis  fo  un- 
certain for  your  correfpondents  to  addrefs  to 
you,  that  I  fear  you  may  be  a  ftranger  to  the  truth 
of  affairs  there :  and  mould  the  opinion  of  their 
lad  and  defperate  condition  ftill  poffefs  you,  it  might 
prove  very  prejudicial  to  what  we  all  aim  at.

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I  could  not  be  that  fubject  to  the  King,  nor  the  >*•/>•  1659 
fervant  in  particular  to  you  as  certainly  you  willf 
find  me. 

My  Lord,  I  have  fuch  afTurances  from  thofe 
that  rule  the  army  or  at  lead  the  moft  numerous  part 
of  it,  and  from  thofe  that  are  in  all  their  counfels, 
that  I  may  own  to  your  Lordfhip,  I  do  not  fee  how 
the  King  can  be  longer  kept  out,  if  yet  his  bufinefs 
fall  into  honeft  and  prudent  hands.     The  particu- 
lars, which  are  many,   I  had  fent  you  before  this, 
but  that  my  cypher  was  left  here,  and  I  dare  not 
truft  names  nor  places  thus.     I  am  yet  refolved  to 
take  poft  to-morrow  to  find  the  King  ;    for  if  upon 
the  apprehenfion  of  our  ill  pofture  in  England^  his 
Majefty  comes  to  agreement  with  either  or  both 
Crowns,  the  conclufion  will   moft  certainly  be   to 
his   future   prejudice  every  way :     and  though  I 
fhould  efteem  his  reftoration  a  very  great  blerTing, 
were  it  by  the  Turke  ;    yet  when  it  may  be  done 
more  to  his  honour  and  his  nation's,  without  thofe 
dilatory  preparations  of  Armies  Royal  and  feverities 
of  abfolute  conqueft,  I  think  I  am  concerned,   by 
giving  your  Lordfhip  notice  of  what  I  know,  to 
prevent  as  much  of  my  nation's  ruin  and  the  de- 
ftruction  of  the  Noblility  as  I  can.     Yet  I  mail  be 
far  from  perfuading  a  ram  attempt,  or  to  an  under- 
taking with  a  force  may  receive  a  foyle  :    but  if  by 
as  much  demonftration  as  a  thing  of  this  nature  will 
permit,  I  make  it  plain,   'tis  both  reafonable  and 
probable  a  fmall  force  may  do  it,  I   cannot  doubt 
but  you,    my  Lord,  will  fecond  me,  whofe  great 
fidelity,  prudence  and  duty  to  the  King  will    be 
now  as  neceflary  to  him  as  on  any  occafion  fince 
you  were  fo  juftly  near  him  in  his  favour  and  coun- 
fels. 

Pray,  my  Lord,  communicate  this  to  any  but 
the  King,  unlefs  it  be  as  a  confirmation  of  your 
opinion  (which  I  dare  fay  it  is)  upon  the  true  prof-

SIR, 

BY  Mr.  Barron's  return  from  the  Duke  of  York 
I  find  his  Highnefs  cannot,  or  will  not  pleafe 
to  do  me  the  honour  to  inform  me  where  I  may 
kifs  your  Majefty's  hands.  Lord  Chancellor  and 
Mr.  Secretary  advife  me  to  repair  to  your  Majefty 
with  all  diligence  imaginable :  and  finding  fo  un- 
expected a  change  in  the  Englifh  affairs,  I  am 
confirm'd  'tis  my  duty.  In  the  doing  it  I  fhall 
find  fome  difficulties :  but  I  hope  to  overcome  them, 
and  am  at  prefent  only  concerned  I  have  not  given 
your  Majefty  fuch  advertifements  as  would  take  off 
fome  of  your  fad  hours,  if  your  Majefty  has  rea- 
fon  to  have  any. 

Sir,  upon  Lambert's  return  to  London,  and  the 
meeting  of  another  council  of  Officers,  confufion 
increafes  fo  vifibly,  that  a  lefs  affiftance  than  moft 
imagine  from  either  Crown,  in  probability  cannot 
but  reftore  you.  I  intend  if  it  pleafe  God,  to  take 
poft  to-morrow,  that  I  may  fecurely  fatisfy  your 
Majefty  of  fome  particulars  of  importance,  and  that 
your  Majefty  may  gain  time  \    which   may  be  of 

great 
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great  confequence  as  things  ftand;  for  one  happy  A.D.  1659 
hour  may  do  that  which  we  have  been  endeavour-  V>*v%-> 
ing  To  many  years :    and  truly  in  my  opinion,  your 
Majefty  may  be  fuddenly  reftored. 

If  I  knew  your  Majefty  had  the  cypher,  this  had 
brought  you  the  particulars ;  but  I,  not  knowing 
that,  dare  not  fend  them  thus  ;  for  which  I  hope 
I  have  your  pardon.

SIR, 

I"  SHALL  not  apprehend,  when  your  Majefty 
•*•  will  have  confidered  the  reafons  make  me  change 
my  refolutions  fince  yefterday,  that  you  will  look 
on  it  as  levity,  or  believe  any  motive  but  that  of  my 
duty  could  prevail  with  me  to  ftay.  But  having  {o 
great,  though  unmerited,  a  fhare  in  the  honour  of 
your  truft,  I  could  not  anfwer  my  remove,  either 
to  your  Majefty  or  to  thofe  in  England,  who  are 
pleafed  to  believe  me  fo  far  honeft  and  juft,  as  to 
put  their  lives  and  fortunes  into  my  hands,  when  this 
day  from  many  of  them  I  am  extremely  preffed  to 
return.  Sir,  you  may  conclude  your  affairs  there 
have  a  good  face,  when  fo  many  considerable  per- 
fons  are  ftill  fo  willing  to  engage,  not  knowing  more 
than  what  their  own  interefts  may  reach  to,  and  the 

general 
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A  D.  1 659  general  propenfion  of  the  Nation.  Upon  this  I  find 
my  ftay  more  neceflary  than  I  judged  my  journey 
before ;  fince  a  total  change  of  government  is  daily 
expected,  or  at  leaft  fuch  a  breach  as  will  engage  the 
parties  in  blood.  But  of  my  ftay  here  or  remove,  ei- 
ther to  your  Majefty  or  into  England,  the  leaft  in- 
timation of  any  of  your  Majefty 's  commands  dif- 
pofes  me  with  a  chearfulnefs,  anfwerable  to  my  re- 
fpect  and  duty  :  and  certainly  fo  long  as  your  Ma- 
jefty finds  my  fervices  may  in  the  left  advance  your 
intereft,  your  Majefty  will  know  where  to  find  an 
honeft  iervant  will  obey,  without  being  curious. 

A  perfon  of  fortune  and  intereft,  and  one  whofe 
abilities  has  rendered  him  courted  by  all  parties,  and 
very  familiar  with  moft  of  the  intrigues  fince  this 
unhappy  war,  upon  the  profpecl  of  the  prefent  di- 
fturbed  tranfactions,  finding  it  now  lay  in  his  power 
toferve  your  Majefty  considerably,  made  applica- 
tions to  a  near  friend  of  mine,  which  he  deiired 
might  with  all  poflible  diligence  be  transmitted  to 
your  Majefty.  But,  Sir,  I  muft  not  omit  the 
chiefeft  part  of  his  character  (  which  I  have  from 
fuch  hands  as  I  dare  fay  your  Majefty  will  credit) 
that  concludes  him  to  be  as  moral  and  religious, 
as  wife;  and  that  he  excels  in  parts,  I  take  for 
^ranted,  having  it  from  thofe  that  know  him 
perfectly.  This  perfon  affures  himfelf,  he  has  fuch 
an  influence  upon  thofe  that  now  pufh  for  power, 
and  upon  thofe  that  fteer  moft  counfels,  that 
not  only  nothing  of  confequence  can  be  kept  fecret 
from  him,  but  that  he  may  have  intereft  fufficient 
to  precipitate  or  retard  the  breach,  or  at  leaft  to 
make  the  balance  encline  to  wh?t  fide  your  Maje- 
fty, fhall  judge  moft  to  your  advantage.  He  ftates 
the  interefts  thus,  and  truly  by  that  I  am  confirm- 
ed, he  has  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the  prefent  affairs, 
as  to  what  relates  to  the  Parliament  and  Army. 

Hafelrig 
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Hafelrig  (he  fays,)  now  appears  the  champion  for  J.D.i6$g 
Liberty,   Parliaments  and  a  Republick.     He  is  fe-  <^^V\Jl 
conded    by  Nevil,    and  Mr.  Harrington's   cabal ; 
only  he  diffents  about  rotation.     Fleetwood  Teems  to 
lean  that  way,  and  thefe  carry  the  votes.     Lambert 
is  the  fingle  perfon   Sir   H.  Vane  defigns,  and   an 
alliance  between  them  unites  their  interefts.     Thefe 
are  feconded  by  all  the  defperate  Sectaries,  and  by 
a  confiderable  part  of  the  army,  with   the  whole 
body  of  the  Catholicks  (of  which  I  was  afTured  before 
I  heard  this  account).     He  fays  Mr.  Henry  Howard 
heads  thefe,  and  had  agreed  with  Lambert,  in  cafe 
Sir  G.  Boothe  brought  it  to  a  war,  to  have  joined 
with  the  army  ;  that  upon  declaration  of  their  good 
intentions  a  toleration   was  to   be   granted  them; 
which  though  your  Majefty  at  the  fame  time  had 
profered,  they  would  have  refufed  upon  the  account 
of  the  eftablifriment  of  that  religion  there  :  he  gives 
that   for   their'  reafon.     If  Lambert    fucceeds    the 
Church  of  England  muft  fall,  and  then  nothing  but 
fchifms  remaining,  their  toleration  will  gain  upon 
the  multitude  :  which  if  fo,  by  taking  off  thofe  in 
their  prifons,  who  are  for  quality,  courage  and  for- 
tune,   the  moft  confiderable    of   your    Majefty's 
friends,  they  will  eafily  free  themfelves  from  future 
apprehenfions  of  any  party's  difputing  their   fettle- 
ment.     A  toleration  was  moved  in  the  Houfe,  but 
inftantly  decried.     He  fays,  Thurfday  the  Council 
of  Officers  defigned  to  come  to  a  refolution,  and  his 
opinion  is  they  may  pufh  at  diffolving  the  Houfe  or 
purging  it,  fo  as  Lambert  and  Vane  may  be  fatisfied. 
The  Houfe  party  and  aflertors  of  liberty  believe 
their  intereft  equal  to  Lambert's   in  the  army  ;    and 
this  perfon  believes,  they  will  difpute  it  frankly.    If 
it  come  to  a  war,    he   fays,  the  Prefbyterians  will 
join  with  the  Parliament  and  fubmit  to  a  Repub- 
lick, being  diffatisfied  with  the  foul  play  the  Cava- 
liers ufed  in  Sir  G\  Boot  he's  bufinefs.     If  thefe  pre- 
Vol.  II.  Q^  vail, 
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A.D.  1659 vail,  the  prifoners  will  be  freed  and  no  bloodfhed  : 
s^mST^  if  Lambert  have  fuccefs,  he  believes,  they   will  all 
die. 

Sir,  he  propofes  for  prevention,  that  your  Ma- 
jefty, having  now  intereft  with  both  Crowns,  im- 
mediately get  into  readinefs  3  or  4000  men,  and 
that  upon  the  flrft  breach  you  land.  His  opi- 
nion then  is,  the  lefs  violent  party  of  the  very  Schif- 
maticks,  all  the  Prefbyterians,  and  moft  of  the 
Houfe  will  join  with  you.  Sir,  from  this  perfon 
your  Majefty  will  have  a  perfect  account  of  what 
pafles,  and  he  humbly  derlres  to  kifs  your  hands, 
when  your  Majefty  comes  fo  near  that  he  may  do  it 
and  run  no  rifque  of  difcovery,  which  he  is  extreme 
cautious  in,  that  your  Majefty  may  not  lofe  the  fer- 
vice  of  fo  ufeful  a  perfon,  nor  he  be  ruined  by  the 
indifcretion  of  fome  near  you.  There  is  but  one 
perfon  he  will  truft  to  bring  him  to  kifs  your  hands, 
and  for  his  name,  he  will  not  permit  it  to  be  known 
to  me,  till  he  come  to  pay  your  Majefty  his  duty. 
This,  Sir,  is  what  I  am  defired  to  impart  to  your 
Majefty  from  this  perfon  ;  which  I  have  hopes  may 
prove  highly  to  your  fervice. 

I  fhall  now  prefent  your  Majefty  with  feveral  ad- 
vertifements  your  great  prudence  will  turn  to  the 
beft  ufes.  The  Officer  who  now  commands  in 
Exeter,  refolves  to  render  it  up  to  your  Majefty,  if 
either  your  Majefty  or  the  Duke  of  York  lands  in 
Devonjhire  or  Cornwall,  which  countries  are  very 
proper  for  a  winter's  war :  and  from  Mr.  Windham 
I  have  now  aflurance  he  will  upon  your  Majefty's 
commands  appear  very  confiderably,  and  had  en- 
gaged now,  but  that  he  expected  the  commands 
your  Majefty  promifed  him,  whenever  you  intend- 
ed to  come  into  England.  A  regiment  come  from 
Dunkirk  is  quartered  now  in  Exeter ;  another  in 
and  near  Glocefter ;  both  which  will  be  diipofed  of, 
as  your  Majefty  pleafes  to  command. 

For, 
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For  Northampton j  though  my  Lord  be  in  the  A.D.i6$g 
Tower,  and  has  loft  his  intereft  by  not  appearing 
when  the  country  was  all  ready  ;  yet  your  Majefty's 
letter,  either  to  Sir  John  Norwich  or  Mr.  Henry  TeU 
verton,  will  fecure  the  place  and  raife  that  county.  I 
know  not  what  friendfhip  they  have  together,  their 
interefts  being  different;  Telverton's  with  the 
Preachers,  Sir  John  Norwich's  with  the  Gentry, 
The  laft  is  a  foldier,  and  I  think  the  moft  popular* 
What  your  Majefty  commands  either  of  them,  I 
will  be  fure  you  fhall  have  a  true  account  of.  For 
Norfolk^  the  preparations  were  fo  fair,  and  the  in- 
tentions of  the  perfon  fo  cordial,  that  your  Majefty 
may  reafonably  expect  great  advantages  from  thence  ; 
and  if  the  leaft  help  be  fent  from  Flanders,  that 
convenient  town  will  foon  be  fortified  to  amufe  a 
greater  army  than  can  be  fent  againft  it.  The  Weft 
was  never  fo  hearty,  yet  I  cannot  but  humbly  offer 
it  to  your  Majefty's  consideration^  whether  thofe  of 
a  different  principle  in  religion  may  not  be  fo  in  o- 
ther  refpeds.  For  the  faireft  engagers  in  thofe 
parts,  when  it  came  to,  were  very  backward,  and 
when  Mr.  Popham  invited  them  to  it,  their  anfwer 
was  they  would  not  engage,  unlefs  your  Majefty 
were  there  in  perfon,  or  one  of  your  brothers  5 
which  at  that  time  they  too  well  knew  could  not  be. 
Sir,  I  am  heartily  forry,  I  cannot  give  your  Ma- 
jefty thofe  pleafing  accounts  of  your  fubjects  I 
would,  there  being  nothing  in  the  world  more  pain- 
ful to  me  than  to  lay  or  write  what  may  be  prejudi- 
cial to  any  ;  yet  left  your  Majefty  may  upon  wrong 
information  employ  thofe  who  cannot  or  will  not 
ferve  you  in  the  firft  place,  my  duty  engages  me  to 
fay  what  nothing  elfe  could. 

Charles  Littleton  landed  here  yefterday,  and  de- 
fires  his  duty  may  be  humbly  prefented  your  Majefty.

J.D.1659G.  Boothe  excepted)  than  he,  and  he  had  undoubt- 
edly carried  Shrewsbury ',  but  that  one  misfortune 
upon  another  happened.  He  defires  me  to  let  your 
Majefty  know,  in  obedience  to  your  commands  Mr. 
Finch  fucceeded  fo  well  in  his  treaty  with  Sir  John 
Pettice  that  he  gave  him  order  to  arture  your  Maje- 
fty Fleetwood  now  looks  upon  your  Majefty's  re- 
ftoration  as  fo  clearly  his  intereft  as  well  as  his  duty, 
that  he  had  declared  himfelf  publickly,  had  your 
Majefty  or  the  Duke  of  Tor k  landed  :  and  although 
that  engagement  failed,  he  is  ftill  ready  to  come  in- 
to your  Majefty,  whenfoever  you  attempt  in  perfon. 
If  your  Majefty  have  any  particular  fervice  to  com- 
mand him,  my  coufin  Littleton  has  directions  to  fend 
to  him,  and  will  return  the  account  by  me.  The 
Lord  George  Fleetwood  and  Dr.  Staines  have  been 
very  inftrumental  to  fix  the  Lieutenant-General . 
Finding  this  account  grows  to  a  bulk  will  prove  te- 
dious to  your  Majefty,  I  fhall  only  inform  you, 
that  the  Speaker  will,  if  your  Majefty  land,  leave 
the  Houfe,  or  if  you  command,  declare  for  you  : 
but  moil  of  thefe  people  (I  fear)  intend  more  their 
own  fervice  than  your  Majefty's,  and  that  their 
profers  are  rather  effects  of  fear  than  duty.  'Thurlce 
is  now  high  in  Lambert's  intrigue,  and  one  will 
prejudice  your  affairs  more  than  any  man  I  know. 
Overton  who  is  now  in  Hull,  and  the  Lieutenant  of 
the  Tower  are  for  the  Parliament :  and  the  parties 
form  and  arm  daily. 

I  fhould  now  give  your  Majefty  an  account  of  the 
mifcarriages  of  the  late  betrayed  rifings ;  but  that  I 
know  your  Majefty  believes  this  bearer  fo  honeft,  he 
will  not  dare  to  tell  you  any  thing  he  has  not  order 
for,  nor  what  is  not  true.  What  relates  to  Mr. 
Ruffely  Lord  Bruce,  Sir  W.  and  Charles  Compton, 
and  my  good  Lord  Northampton's  eafineis,  which 
deftroyed  the  Northern  and  Eaftern  engagements, 
he  has  had  from  many  hands.     For  Lord  Byron9s 
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filing,  Mr.  Cowper  will  give  you  the  account:  and  A.D.  1659 
I  fear  the  Lords  farther  North  have  not  done  {o 
decreet! y  as  they  ought.  For  the  fleet,  the  misfor- 
tune was  fad,  it  coming  home  purpofely  to  declare  : 
but  if  it  may  yet  be  made  ufeful,  I  fhall  be  able  to 
give  your  Majefty  a  true  relation. 

What  concerns  Monck,  Sir  John  Grenville  has  gi- 
ven account  to  my  Lord  Chancellor,  and  truly,  Sir, 
the  induftry  of  that  worthy  perfon  may  deferve 
your  Majefty's  taking  notice  of  it.  And  for  Mr. 
Rumbold^  whofe  indefatigable  conftant  endeavours 
are  fo  effential  in  moft  of  your  affairs,  I  humbly  de- 
fire  your  Majefty  will  pleafe  to  write  to  him,  and  let 
him  know  his  ftay  there  cannot  but  be  very  ufeful 
to  you.  Sir,  if  you  pleafe  to  admit  Sir  J.  Gren- 
ville and  Sir  'Thomas  Peyton  into  the  truft,  they  re- 
ading always  in  London^  will  fupply  the  places  of 
the  Earl  of  Northampton  and  Mr.  Newport.  Thefe 
with  the  eminent  gownmen  will  take  care  of  all  the 
grand  concerns,  if  your  Majefty  think  them  proper. 
I  humbly  defire  their  letter  will  be  directed  to  me, 
and  I  will  fend  an  exprefs  with  it.  The  veryhand- 
fome  and  worthy  deportment  of  Babington  and  all 
the  Captains  of  that  regiment,  and  of  their  Colonel 
too,  if  in  general  your  Majefty  pleafe  to  take  notice 
of,  it  would  powerfully  continue  them  your  Maje- 
fty's fervants,  and  work  happy  effects  on  many  Of- 
ficers in  the  army  who  want  only  encouragement. 
J  have  received  another  account  of  Monck,  which  I 
refer  to  Mr.  Barron. 

Upon  the  whole,  if  your  Majefty  pleafe  to  par- 
don me,  if  I  give  my  opinion,  it  is  this.  That  if, 
upon  confidence  of  the  reality  of  both  Crowns  pro- 
ceeding, your  Majefty  defign  a  conqueft,  you  in 
that  cafe  reflect  on  nothing  in  this  account,  to  with- 
draw you  from  any  conceflions,  which  in  your  wis- 
dom you  think  fit  to  grant.  But  if  by  taking  juft 
xneafures  of  the  proportions  the  Crowns  join  :iy  a- 
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-4D.i659greeto  allow  of  men,  money  and  {hipping,  your 
»^V^Sr  Majefty  cannot  conclude  a  conqueft  certain,  I  can- 
not but  own  it  my  opinion  that  this  opportunity 
which  now  offers  itfelf  in  England  ought  to  be  laid 
hold  of ;  it  being  the  fenfe  at  prefent  of  all  prudent 
people  that  a  very  fmall  force  will  reftore  you,  if 
landed  feafonably.  But  if  either  party  fo  prevail 
before  your  Majefty  appear,  that  the  other  is  clear 
routed,  'twill  have  one  ofthefe  events  ;  the  extir- 
pation of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry,  except  the  Ca- 
tholicks;  or  a  Commonwealth,  the  Prefbyterians 
included  :  if  either  of  thefe,  God  only  knows  in  his 
mercy,  when  he  will  reftore  your  Majefty. 

Sir,  upon  ferious  thoughts,  this  occurs  to  me  for 
prevention  •,  that  your  Majefty's  perfon  be  not  fo 
far  from  England,  as  that  in  a  few  days  you  may 
not  appear  there  \  and  that  inftantly  fuch  order  be 
taken,  as  if  a  breach  happen  in  England  (which 
moft  conclude  certain)  fome  reafonable  numbers  of 
men  be  ready  in  France  and  Flanders  to  be  tranfport- 
ed  to  give  fhelter  and  encouragement  to  your  party 
to  rife.  If  your  Majefty  pleafe  to  write  to  the  Ma* 
refchal  de  Turenne,  and  recommend  me  to  him,  I 
fhall  fee  nothing  omitted  that  may  perfuade  him  to 
be  earneft  and  diligent  in  preparing  men,  arms  and 
ammunition.  I  move  this  to  your  Majefty,  be- 
caufe  he  defires  to  fpeak  with  fome  perfon  of  quality 
who  can  give  him  a  true  and  juft  account  of  Eng- 
land :  and  becaufe  fince  I  knew  it,  Sir  Herbert  hunts-, 
ford  and  my  coufin  Howard  have  applied  themfelves 
to  me  for  directions,  which  I  have  given  them. 

Sir,  as  I  find  your  Majefty  inclined,  I  fhall  ap- 
prove myfelf  by  my  quick  obedience  to  be,

I  could  not  well  avoid  giving  you  all  this  trouble 
in  cypher,  which  you  will  caufe  to  be  deci- 
phered by  fome  trufiy  hand. 

YOU  will  eafily  believe  that  yours  of  the  22d^-l6^9 
from  Rochelle,  which  came  to  me  by  the  laft ' 
poft,  was  very  welcome  to  me,  though  I  concluded 
before,  by  what  Sir  George  Cartaret  writ  to  me, 
that  you  would  by  that  time  have  been  at  the  fron- 
tiers :  and  I  am  not  without  fome  fear  that  a  rumour, 
which  I  told  you  in  one  of  my  former  came  from 
Stroud  of  the  King's  having  been  fide,  had  fome 
foundation  of  truth  in  it.  I  make  no  doubt  you 
have  made  all  the  hafte  you  could,  yet  I  muft  tell 
you,  the  P.  of  Conde  is  infinitely  troubled  out  of  the 
apprehenfion  that  the  King  will  not  be  arrived 
there,  before  the  two  Minifters  are  parted  ;  which 
he  thinks  will  not  be  without  much  prejudice  to 
him.  I  will  not  blame  you  for  being  unwilling  to 
take  the  pains  to  ufe  much  cypher  yourfelf,  if  you 
will  be  content  that  I  ufe  much  to  you  ;  which  I 
cannot  avoid,  having  many  particulars  of  moment 
to  impart. 

In  the  firft  place,  I  am  defired  by  a  letter  which 
lay  long  on  the  way,  and  came  not  to  me  till  within 
thefe  two  days,  from  Charles  Littleton,  who  if  he 
holds  his  refolution  may  be  by  this  time  with  you : 
yet  fince  he  defired  me  to  take  care  that  the  King 
fhould  know  it,  I  pray  inform  him,  that  Fleetwood 
makes  great  profeffions  of  being  converted,  and  of 
a  refolution  to  ferve  the  King  upon  the  firft  oppor- 
tunity. The  truth  is,  the  men  are  mad  and  know 
not  which  way  to  turn  or  what  to  do  vith  r 
prifoners,  who  carry  themfelves  as  if  they  were  the 
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A.D.  1 6 ^better  men.  I  have  advifed  that  Fleetwood  doth  all 
he  can  to  keep  his  intereft  in  the  army,  and  to  op- 
pofe  the  faction  of  Lambert ,  who  I  believe  will  dif- 
folve  the  Parliament,  before  this  can  come  to  your 
hands :  which  will  not  be  amifs,  if  the  army  can  be 
kept  from  being  united,  and  the  city,  which  is  dif- 
contented  enough,  from  joining  with  either.  Our 
friends  there  recover  courage  apace,  and  are  far 
from  thinking  themfelves  defperate.  There  is  no 
doubt,  if  the  two  Crowns  will  hut  frankly  declare, 
that  they  will  have  nothing  to  with  thefe  mad  fel- 
lows, who  have  no  form,  nor  order  of  government, 
nor  any  rules  to  live  by  amongft  themfelves  or  to- 
wards other  men,  we  fhould  quickly  make  an  end 
of  the  work,  and  a  little  more  money  than  20  years 
fince  would  have  ferved  to  have  purchafed  five  of 
our  weftern  manours,  would  now  ferve  to  purchafe 
the  kingdom. 

I  find  that  Sir  H.  Bennet  is  troubled  at  the  fre- 
quent advertifements  and  cautions  I  have  given  him 
concerning  Peter  Talbot>  and  believes  him  ufeful  to 
the  King's  fervice,  (which  it  is  not  in  my  power  to 
do)  and  therefore  I  fhall  no  more  mention  him  to 
him  :  but  I  think  it  neceflary  to  inform  you  of  a 
particular  ftory  relating  to  him,  the  truth  whereof 
you  are  not  to  doubt,  and  there  are  fome  particu- 
lars, which  without  adminiftering  matter  of  jealou- 
fy  to  him*  you  may  occafionally  aft;,  and  by  it 
judge  of  the  reft.  You  muft  in  the  firft  place 
know,  that  during  his  late  being  in  England^  he 
made  a  ftrict  friendship  with  Col.  Bampfield,  with 
whom  he  did  communicate  his  clofeft  affairs.  He 
was  fent  over  by  Scot  and  Sir  H.  Vane  in  this  nego- 
tiation to  the  frontiers,  with  which  Lockhart  was 
not  intruded,  i.  2,  Lockhart  knew  nothing  of  Tal- 
bot's being  employed.  Bampfield  was  at  the  famq 
time  fent  to  Paris  upon  an  employment  that  I  can- 
not yet  learn  the  bottom  of:  but  both  of  them  came 
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over  in  one  of  the  State  Frigates  to  Dieppe.  When^^-i6S9 
they  were  upon  the  Tea  together,  'Talbot  one  day  in  s"OP*^ 
difcourfe  told  Col.  Bampfield  that  he  knew  he  had 
been  a  fervant  of  the  Duke  of  York,  and  that  though 
he  had  been  difobliged  by  the  King,  yet  the  Duke 
of  York  and  thofe  about  him  were  (till  kind  to  him ; 
and  he  was  confident  he  was  not  without  good  affec- 
tions to  the  Duke  •,  that  there  was  a  great  party  of 
the  kingdom  well-affected  to  the  Duke  (whereof 
he  Peter  Talbot  himfelf  was  one)  who  would  ferve 
the  Duke  with  all  their  power,  though  they  would 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  King ;  that  thefe  peo- 
ple in  England  can  never  come  to  any  thing,  or  fet- 
tle any  government  to  which  the  people  would  fub- 
mit ;  and  therefore  he  wifhed  him  to  think  again  of 
ferving  his  old  mafter. 

This  difcourfe  I  mould  have  told  you  at  firft  was 
entered  into  with  mutual  profeffions  of  friendfhip  to 
each  other,  and  proteftations,  that  if  any  thing  fell 
from  either  in  point  of  opinion  not  agreeable  to  the 
fenfe  of  the  other,  no  ill  ufe  mould  be  made  of  it. 
And  after  the  Father  had  finifhed  his  difcourfe  a- 
forefaid,  the  Colonel  requited  him  with  a  full  con- 
currence in  all  he  had  faid,  and  very  frank  expreffions 
of  his  affection  to  the  Duke  of  York,  with  fharpnefs 
enough  againft  the  King.  After  this  the  wind, 
which  had  not  been  favourable  from  their  firft  fet- 
ting  put,  grew  more  tempeftuous  and  at  laft  drove 
them  hack  to  the  Englifh  more  ;  I  think  to  Ryey 
where  they  were  compelled  to  land  and  flay  till  the 
veffel  was  mended  *,  a  circumftance  which  you  may 
eafily  in  difcourfe  find,  whether  true  or  not.  When 
they  were  on  fhore,  Col.  Bampfield  had  the  fkill, 
upon  the  difcourfe  of  the  main  employment  and  pe- 
rufal  of  Talbot's  inftructions,  to  perfuade  him  that 
he  ought  to  get  one  of  the  inftructions  altered,  and 
offered  whilft  the  veffel  fhould  be  mending,  to  ride 
poft  himfelf  to  the  Secretary  Scot,  and  get  it  done: 
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AJ>.\  659  which  the  other  willingly  confented  to.  When  he 
V^T^  came  to  London,  he  told  Scot  and  Sir  H.  Vane,  what 
an  excellent  emiflary  they  had  got,  and  how  faith- 
ful he  would  be  to  their  interefts,  and  fo  acquaint- 
ed them  with  all  that  had  patted  between  them  at 
fea.  It  took  up  fome  hours  confultation  whether 
they  mould  not  caufe  the  fellow  to  be  feized  upon, 
and  brought  up  and  hanged  :  but  finding  themfelves 
not  ready  for  fuch  a  profecution,  they  concluded 
he  could  not  do  much  hurt  (now  they  know  him 
fo  well)  by  profecuting  his  employment,  refolving 
to  take  no  other  revenge  on  him  for  the  prefent 
than  by  informing  the  Minifters  here  what  charac- 
ters he  had  given  of  them,  and  of  their  feveral  de- 
feds,  in  order  to  getting  the  employment  for  him- 
felf  to  the  frontiers.  Hereupon  the  Colonel  made 
hafte  back  again  to  him  with  his  inftruction  amend- 
ed ;  and  to  France  they  went  together  in  the  fame 
frigate,  and  as  foon  as  they  came  to  Paris,  the  Fa- 
ther betook  himfelf  to  his  devotions  at  the  Palace 
Royal  ;  of  all  particulars  whereof  Bampfield  dili- 
gently informed  his  Matters.  Whilft  they  were 
there,  Lord  Jermin  fent  to  Bampfield,  that  he  would 
be  glad  to  fee  him,  and  confer  together  upon  old 
acquaintance  •,  to  which  the  Colonel  replied,  that 
he  knew  there  was  a  great  prejudice  upon  him,  and 
that  his  waiting  upon  his  Lordfhip  might  be  liable 
to  many  exceptions,  and  therefore  defired  to  be 
excufed.  Lord  Jermin  fent  again  or  writ  to  him, 
that  he  would  meet  him  in  any  place  appointed, 
and  that  he  was  not  unacquainted  with  the  confe- 
rence that  had  paffed  between  Father  Talbot  and 
him.  And  thereupon  there  was  a  farther  commu- 
nication between  them,  of  all  which  he  gave  an  ex- 
act account  to  his  Matters,  and  (upon  my  con- 
fidence) of  many  particulars  which  never  paffed, 
Methtnks  you  mould  make  fome  ufe  of  this  infor- 
mation ?  and  tho*  by  it  you  may  conclude  that  he 
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is  loft  enough  in  England,  yet  methinks  it  mould  be  ^.D.1659 
the  ftrangeft  thing  in  the  world  if  you  fhould  be-  v "" 
lieve  he  can  be  applicable  any  where  to  the  King's 
fervice.  And  I  muft  tell  you,  that  Father  Clearke 
hath  been  with  me  with  much  trouble,  upon  fight 
of  fome  of  his  vain  letters  to  his  correspondents 
here,  wherein  he  brags  of  his  intereft  in  Sir  H. 
Bennett  and  of  his  having  perfuaded  him  how  in- 
difcreetly  he  hath  been  dealt  withal  by  the  King's 
Minifters,  and  of  his  ufefulnefs  to  his  fervice :  and 
Father  Clearke  believes,  it  will  be  an  irreparable 
blow  to  the  fociety,  if  after  fuch  a  proceeding  of 
theirs  againft  him,  purely  out  of  their  zeal  to  the 
King's  fervice,  and  upon  full  evidence  of  the  mifc 
chief  he  did  him,  his  Majefty  fhould  now  counte- 
nance him  fo  far  as  to  give  him  any  truft,  nor  in- 
deed to  give  the  world  occafion  to  believe  that  his 
difpleafure  is  lefTened  towards  him. 

I  do  not  fay  any  thing  of  this  to  you  with  a  de- 
fire  that  it  fhould  be  referred  from  Sir  H.  Bennet ; 
which  I  take  to  be  neceflary  for  his  information ;  if 
it  be  fupported  by  your  authority,  and  all  neceflary 
caution  ufed,  that  by  mentioning  too  many  parti- 
culars, there  may  not  be  fuch  a  communication  as 
may  bring  prejudice  to  your  intelligence.  I  have 
fome  reafon  to  believe,  that  the  Marquis  de  Cara- 
cena  and  Don  Alonzo  de  Cardenas  himfelf  have 
done  the  beft  they  can  to  leflen  his  credit  with  Don 
Louis  de  Haro  :  and  if  it  is  not  in  my  power,  with 
all  my  fubmiflion  to  Sir  H.  Bennet,  to  believe  that 
Peter  Talbot's  miniftry  can  be  of  ufe  to  our  Mafter 
in  any  part  of  the  world,  or  that  the  King  of  Eng- 
land can  with  his  honour  give  him  the  leaft  counte- 
nance, or  forbear  declaring  his  difpleafure  againft 
him,  which  no  man  hath  ever  more  merited,  and 
who  can  never  find  credit  enough  to  do  him  hurt, 
but  by  being  trufted  and  fupported  by  him :  and 
that  way  he  will  do  him  hurt  enough  every  where. 
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J.D  1659     I  muft  not  forget  to  add  one  ftory  more.     You 
V^V^w  remember  there  was  a  Fryar  fent  over  to  you  by 

Peter  'Talbot  with  a  letter  of  credit,  and  of  all  par- 
ticulars that  paffed  between  you  and  him  and  Fa- 
ther Barton  you  informed  both  me  and  Mr.  Belling. 
And  I  do  affure  you  Scot  had  as  exact  an  informa- 
tion of  all  the  particulars  as  upon  our  bed  recol- 
lection Belling  and  I  could  make,  whether  this  came 
to  him  by  the  Fryar,  or  Barton,  or  Talbot,  I  cannot 
judge. 

I  will  conclude,  I  mean,  all  that  hath  relation  to 
the  publick,  with  telling  you  that  I  had  this  week 
an  account  from  Mr.  Montague,  and  you  may  be 
moft  afiured  that  the  fleet  came  home  without  any 
orders  from  the  Parliament,  and  with  honeft  pur- 
pofes  to  the  King  ;  and  heard  not  till  they  came 
upon  the  coaft  the  leaft  advertifement  of  the  total 
fuppreflion  of  all  our  friends  :  nor  was  it  then  pof* 
Able  to  unite  them  in  any  brave  and  defperate  un- 
dertaking ;  To  that  the  ficknefs  of  the  men,  and  the 
want  of  victuals^  was  urged  as  the  caufe  of  their 
return,  which  for  the  prefent  fatisfles  :  and  I  believe 
they  will  hardly  be  able  to  fet  out  another  fleet,  in 
which  we  fhall  not  have  many  friends,  if  they  may 
know  whither  to  come  to  us. 

Yefterday  Toby  went  from  hence  towards  you,  and 
I  made  a  fhift  to  fend  away  Dick  Delves  with  him. 
It  is  very  ftrange  that  neither  the  King  nor  you 
fhould  in  your  inftructions  make  the  leaft  mention 
of  linen,  which  I  take  to  be  a  commodity  you  are 
moft  in  need  of,  and  can  be  leaft  fupplied  with  there : 
and  therefore  Mr.  Secretary  and  I,  finding  Toby  to 
concur  with  us,  advifed  him  to  take  that  provifion 
with  him,  and  Mr.  Delves  to  carry  likewife  your 
ftock.  I  have  had  this  long  time  a  terrible  cough, 
which  torments  me  ftill.  God  preferve  you,  and 
bring  us  well  again  together.

I  Humbly  beg  your  Majefty's  leave  to  make  ufe ;/./).  1659 
of  my  cypher  with  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  to  ac-  ^Y*^ 
quaint  your  Majefly  that  Hartgill  Barron,  being 
fent  about  the  end  of  the  laft  month  by  Lord  Mor- 
dant with  a  letter  and  mefTage  to  the  Duke  of  York9 
at  his  return  hither  from  Breda,  (which  was  two 
days  after  my  former  letter  to  your  Majefty)  told 
me,  that  his  mefTage  to  the  Duke  was  to  propofe  a 
match  to  his  Highnefs,  which,  if  liked  by  your 
Majefty  and  the  Duke,  might  be  a  means  of  re- 
ftoring  your  Majefty  to  your  Crown.  I  afked  him 
who  it  was  that  he  propofed  for  a  match,  and  what 
the  Duke  faid  to  him  upon  it.  He  (aid,  it  was  the 
daughter  of  a  Gentleman  of  power  and  good  quality 
in  England ;  but  he  was  not  to  tell  who  it  was  -,  and 
that  the  Duke  of  York  faid,  he  mould  be  ready  to 
do  any  thing  that  lay  in  his  power,  that  your  Ma- 
jefty mould  command  him,  in  order  to  your  resto- 
ration :  but  Mr.  Barron  enjoined  me  by  all  means 
not  to  fpeak  of  this  to  Lord  Chancellor,  or  any 
other.  I  then  told  Mr.  Barron,  I  wiftied  that  Lord 
Mordant  had  acquainted  your  Majefty  with  that  bu- 
finefs,  before  he  had  propofed  it  to  the  Duke.  He 
faid,  that  his  Lordfhip  intended  to  have  done  fo, 
if  your  Majefty  had  been  in  thefe  parts.

My  Lord, 

I  AM  forry  I  had  not  your  fenfe  of  what  we  may 
reafonably  expect  from  the  tranfactions  upon  the 
Frontiers,  that  my  return  to  thofe  have  fent  for 
me  might  be  the  more  welcome.  Indeed  I  fhall 
depend  on  little  but  what  you  honour  me  with  : 
for  as  I  know  the  world,  I  muft  know  you  for  one 
of  the  worthier!:  perfons  in  it.  My  Lord,  that 
great  integrity  and  principles  of  honour  you  practife, 
makes  you  receive  the  efteem  and  value  all  good 
men  pay  you ;   and  for  the  others,  no  refpect  from 

them 
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them  can  add  to  your  greatnefs.     Pray,  my  Lord,  A.D.  1659 
believe  I  am  more  your  fervant    upon  that  ac-^/YV 
count,  than  I  can  be  on  any  other ;    tho*  I  have 
fo  many  obligations  to  you,    and  indeed  I  may 
fay,  I  have  both  thofe  ties  and  inclinations  to  ferve 
all  yours. 

I  fo  certainly  forefaw  this  rupture,  that  I  con- 
ftantly  importuned  his  Majefty  to  think  of  a  return, 
and  to  improve  all  his  intereft  to  the  fiidden  en- 
gaging a  fmall  body  of  foot,  which,  with  arms  for 
horfe,  and  other  necefTaries,  would  have  moft  cer- 
tainly rendered  him  mafter  of  his  own.  For  never 
breach  was  fo  univerfal,  nor  fo  impoffible  in  human 
apprehenfion  to  be  pieced  :  they  have  feveral  times 
been  drawn  up  to  try  their  fate  ;  but  as  yet  I  hear 
of  no  blood  drawn.  I  wifti  I  had  been  at  London 
when  it  firft  happened  :  but  I  will  make  all  dili- 
gence imaginable  to  do  them  a  good  turn  ;  for  'tis 
not  impoffible,  tho'  I  was  fo  fiercely  profecuted  two 
months  ago,  but  that  now  I  may  find  thofe  who 
will  be  glad  to  difcourfe  with  me.  Colonel  Philips 
goes  with  me,  and  I  afliire  you,  my  Lord,  we  mail 
be  well  received.  I  have,  upon  notice  of  this 
breach,  writ  to  the  Chancellor,  and  fent  an  expreis 
to  the  two  Dukes,  and  another  to  the  M.  de  Tu- 
renne  •,  but  my  heart  will  be  broke  if  his  Majefty 
come  not  time  enough  to  engage,  or  give  orders  on 
this  occafion  ;  which  we  could  never  have  wifhed  a 
fairer.  But  left  any  unexpected  accident  may  pre- 
vent the  King's  coming,  let  me  earneftly  make  it 
my  humble  requeft  to  you,  that  all  ways  be  tried  to 
engage  the  publick  Minifter  of  France  to  demand 
the  King's  reftoration  of  the  officers  of  the  army  ; 
and  if  it  be  feanble,  to  engage  another  from  Spain. 
This,  if  refufed,  would  render  Lambert  fo  odious  to 
the  very  foldiers,  that  it  will  ruin  him.  By  my 
hand  your  Lordfhip  will  find  I  am  extremely  preffed

IF  this  were  not  Saturday,  you  would  be  without 
any  letter  from  me  ;  for  befides  that  I  writ  you 
lb  very  long  a  one  the  laft  week,    that  you  have 
fcarce  I  doubt  read  it  yet,  this  laft  poft  hath  brought 
me  none  from  you,  nor  from  any  body  that  knows 
any  thing  of  you  ;  which  is  no  fmall  vexation  to 
me,  and  I  afTure  you  improves  the  indifpofition  of 
health  I  fuftain  ;  which  hath  kept  me  now  in  my 
chamber  thefe  twelve  days  $  but  they  fay  'tis  no- 
thing but  a  cold,  and  that  all  will  be  well.     It  is  a 
melancholy  thing  to  be  without  hearing  from  you, 
and  confequently  unable  to  anfwer  any  queftions  by 
whomfoever  or   from  whencefoever  they  be  de- 
manded, and  for  which  I  hope  in  a  fhort  time  we 
fhall  be  better  furnifhed. 

Of  the  eafe  and  plenty  we  are  in,  I  need  fay  little 
to  you,  when  I  tell  you  that  we  have  not  yet  re- 
ceived a  dollar  fince  you  went ;  which  I  hope  you 
will  caufe  to  be  prefled  ;  and  I  pray  remember  your 
own  particular  ;  for  your  debts  here  make  a  great 
noife,  and  the  more  in  that  you  feem  not  to  have 
taken  care  enough  of  them,  nor  to  have  left  any 
■  memorial  of  what  you  owe,  nor  can  I  fpeak  with 
any  perfon  who  is  enough  inftructed  ;  Mr.  Fox 
knowing  little  of  the  particulars  left  with  Mr.  Delves 
and  Sir  G.  Lane,  who  hath  only  authority  to  receive 
the  money,  having  an  account  apart  of  other  par- 
ticulars which  muft  be  firft  provided  for.  In  a 
word,    the  whole  amounts  to  a  great  fum,  and 

therefore 
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therefore  you  mall  do  well  to  be  very  felicitous  that  ^/.D.1659 
effectual  orders  may  be  fent. 

There  is  one  particular  that  I  think  necefTary  the 
King  be  informed  of,  by  which  you  will  judge  of 
the  temper  and  good  difpofition  of  the  Minifters 
here.  As  foon  as  there  was  no  more  doubt  to  be 
made  of  our  misfortunes  in  England,  Sir  Robert 
Waljh  v/as  fet  at  liberty,  and  tramples  the  ftreets  in 
his  coach  with  great  magnificence  ;  fends  meffages 
and  letters  to  me  and  Mr.  Fox,  flops  his  coach  fre- 
quently about  the  gates,  and  in  all  places  behaves 
himfelf  according  to  his  ufual  temper  and  fpirit. 
Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas  and  I  thought  it  neceflary  to 
fend  Sir  H.  de  Vic  to  the  M.  of  Caracena,  to  let 
him  know,  that  when  Don  Alonxo  de  Cardenas  in- 
formed his  Majefty  of  the  refolution  that  was  taken 
to  fet  Sir  R.  Waljh  at  liberty,  he  likewife  told  him, 
that  he  mould  be  banimed  out  of  thefe  countries, 
and  therefore  that  it  was  wondered  at  that  he  had 
the  liberty  to  live  in  this  town,  fince  there  was  evi-  % 
dence  fufficient  that  he  was  a  fpy  of  the  rebels  : 
and  the  truth  is,  he  doth  every  week  fend  intelli- 
gence to  them.  All  the  anfwer  the  M.  of  Caracena 
made  was,  that  he  would  fpeak  with  Don  Alonzo 
de  Cardenas  of  it.  I  cannot  choofe  but  tell  you,  that 
if  his  Majefty  forbears  to  complain  of  his  ufage  in 
this  particular  of  Sir  R.  Waljh,  he  will  (I  think)  be 
much  to  blame  ;  for  I  believe  there  hath  never  been 
the  like  difrefpect  offered  to  any  Prince  in  the  cafe 
of  his  own  fubject,  and  for  which  no  excufe  can  be 
made,  and  in  which  his  Majefty's  honour  is  very 
much  concerned. 

I  fuppofe  my  Lord  Mordant  is  with  you  by  this 
time,  and  I  am  fure  you  will  make  very  much  of 
him,  as  in  truth  he  very  well  deferves,  having  be- 
haved himfelf  with  great  courage  and  integrity,  and 
having  without  doubt,  in  fpite  of  all  the  malice  and 
envy  of  fond-men,  a  very  good  intereft  in  many 

Vol.  II,  R  worthy 
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J.D.  1 659 worthy  perfons,  and  a  full  underftanding  of  the 
'temper  and  difpofition  of  the  nation.  Col.  Majfey 
is  here  with  me  and  Capt.  'Titus  at  Breda,  to  both 
whom  the  King  mould  be  kind,  for  they  deferve  it. 
If  I  once  could  hear  where  you  were,  and  what  you 
intend  to  do,  I  mould  recommend  many  particulars 
to  you.  I  pray  let  me  now  recommend  myfelf  to 
your  care,  and  affure  me  that  your  kindnefs  is  not 
diminifhed  towards  me.  God  keep  you,  and  bring 
us  well  together. 

Every  body  thinks  the  King  hath  been  very  long 
without  a  Chaplain,  and  hopes  he  will  fpeedily  fend 
for  one.

Sir  E.  Hyde  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

YOU  may  eafily  believe  it  is  a  great  mortifica- 
tion to  me,  that  I  hear  no  word  from  you 
fince  that  of  the  2  2d  from  Rochelle,  and  a  greater, 
that  I  perceive  by  letters  from  Bayonne  of  the  7  th, 
that  there  was  no  news  of  you  then  in  thofe  parts. 
I  mall  now  entertain  you  with  Mr.  Page's  observa- 
tions in  Ireland,  and  the  information  he  brings 
from  thence.  The  King  was  fo  near  being  poflefled 
of  that  kingdom,  that  Mark  Trevor  came  one  night 
to  your  wife,  and  told  her  all  was  done  -9  Harry 
Cromwell  having  then  promifed  him  that  he  would 
declare,  and  the  City  of  Dublin  having  undertaken 
to  (land  to  him,  and  my  Lord  of  Ar 'dee's  having 
undertaken  to  draw  20000  men  together  in  the 
North  •,  fo  that  in  truth  there  could  have  been  no 
refiftance  made.  But  that  wretched  fellow  had  no 
courage,  and  the  very  next  day  upon  the  receipt  of 
letters  from  England,  his  fpirits  failed  him  and  he 
behaved  himfelf  as  you  have  heard  5   and  how  far 

he 
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he  hath  diftovered  his  evil  Counfellors  is  not  known.  A.D.\6$<) 
But  Mark  'Trevor  is  generally  look'd  upon  with  great  ^^-^V^ 
jealoufy  as  the  chief,  though  he  doth,  not  hear  that 
he  is  called  in  queftion.     You  have  fo  many  good 
friends  in  the  city  of  Dublin,  that  they  complained 
there  were  no   Commirlions   fent  over,  or  any  per- 
fons  appointed  to  command  them :    which  if  they 
had,  they  could  eafily  have  feized  upon  the   cattle 
of  Dublin^  which  I  do  not  fee  we  have  any  great 
reafon  to  wifh  they  had  done.     Indeed  the  affection 
of  the  city  is  fo  fignal  to  you  and  your  family,  that 
he  fays,  when  your  wife's   caufe  was  heard,  the 
whole  city  fruit  up  their  mop  windows  and  crouded 
thither  :     and  when  the  fentence  was  pronounced 
for  her,  they  made  extraordinary  fhouts  and  went 
all  to  the  Tavern  to  exprefs  their  joy.     There  is 
nothing  like  a  good  opinion  of  my  Lord  BrGughill^ 
and  yet  it  is  wifhed  upon  any  occafion   he  might 
receive  fair  treatment :    his  obligations  and  civilities 
to  your  family  have  been  very   extraordinary,  as 
likewife  hath  been  my  Lady  Rane!agh\  to  whole 
intereft  with  the  prefent  Governors,  the  prefer va- 
tion  of  the  fortune  is  much  to  be  imputed,  and  the 
protection  that  is  now  enjoyed. 

He  ftaid  not  long  enough  to  make  any  great  ofa- 
fervation  in  England ;  but  found  that  the  PriefTs 
were  very  angry,  and  complained  much  that  Sir 
George  Boot  he  refufed  to  admit  any  Catholicks  to 
bear  arms  under  him.  I  do  not  hear  that  they 
were  forward  to  appear  in  other  places  where  they 
wanted  not  invitation.  He  fays,  he  was  told  by  an 
antient  grave  perfon  of  good  affection  to  the  King, 
that  his  Majefty  had  never  an  honeft  man  about 
him  but  the  good  Secretary.  So  you  fee  we  have 
many  good  offices  done  us ;  yet  I  am  confident, 
they  who  endeavour  to  lefTen  other  men's  reputa- 
tions, do  not  at  all  labour  to  advance  his  :  and  I 
hope  it  is  but  one  Doctor's  opinion, 

R  2  I  muft 
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J.D.1659  I  muft  not  conclude  this  difpatch  without  telling 
you,  that  I  have  this  week  received  a  letter  from 
your  hoft  of  the  Garter,  to  whom  many  of  our 
friends  owe  their  prefervation.  He  tells  me,  none 
of  them  mall  fufFer;  that  the  army  will  very 
fhortly  diffoJve  the  Parliament,  and  then  that  their 
purpofe  is  to  choofe  forty  honeft  men  who  fhall 
govern  the  three  Kingdoms  and  be  always  chofen  by 
them:  but  that  Lambert  intends  to  make  himfelf 
Protector,  and  that  many  there  believe  he  intends 
well  to  the  King ;  of  which  he  defires  to  be  adver- 
tifed  from  me.  He  fays  likewife,  that  Rookewood 
hath  played  the  Devil,  and  betrayed  all  perfons 
who  have  trufted  him  ;  and  now  is  difpatched 
to  Bayonne.  If  that  be  fo,  he  will  be  with  Peter 
Talbot  -,  at  lead  he  will  know  where  he  is :  and  if 
you  do  not  caufe  him  to  be  (mt  to  his  Monaflery, 
you  are  much  to  blame.  Though  26  days  have 
now  pafTed  fince  poor  Newbrugh  fell  rick,  I  cannot 
tell  you  he  is  pall  all  danger  ;  therefore  you  fhall 
do  well  to  prepare  the  King,  (if  he  mould  mifcarry) 
to  bellow  that  regiment  on  Sir  G.  Hamilton, 

Be  as  angry  as  you  will  at  the  length  of  my 
letters,  I  cannot  make  them  fhorter  and  fay  all  to 
you  that  I  think  neceflary.  I  pray  tell  me,  that 
you  are  as  kind  to  me  as  ever  -,  which  will  be  well- 
come  news.     God  keep  you.

Lord  Mordant  to  the  King* 

SIR, 

BY  Mr.  Armorer  I  could  only  advertife  your 
Majefly  of  the  certainty   of  the  breach  -,    by 
the  pofl  which  pafl  from  Calais  next  day  I  added 
fome  few  particulars.     I  fhall  now  give  your  Ma- 
jefty 
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jefly  a  fuller  relation,  that  I  may  fatisfy  both  your  A.D.  1 659 
Majefty's  curiofity    and  acquit  myfelf  of  my  own " 
duty. 

The  Houfe  being  alarmed  at  a  fpeech  Lambert 
made  at  Derby,  as  he  was  returning  from  his  inno- 
cent victory ;  and  jealous  the  lenity  he  ufed  in 
thofe  parts  was  artifice,  refolved  to  reduce  his  pow- 
er, and  leave  no  hopes  to  his  ambition,  that  might 
reafonably  perfuade  him  to  pretend  to  more  than  a 
fingle  Regiment.  They  took  this  courfe  ;  in  the 
firft  place,  Fleetwood  was  prevailed  with  to  be  fatis- 
fied,  that  the  fupreme  power  of  the  army  mould 
refide  in  the  Houfe  *,  then  they  appoint  the  Speaker 
General,  from  whofe  hands  every  one,  who  was  like 
to  continue  in  truft,  was  to  receive  his  commiflion. 
The  preamble  to  this  was  an  oath,  which  I  con- 
clude your  Majefty  has  feen  ;  power  and  profit  foon 
prevailed  over  thofe  who  never  had  a  true  fenfe  ei- 
ther of  honour  or  confcience,  and  moft  gave  fo 
great  teftimonies  of  their  affection  and  fubmifliori 
to  the  Parliament,  that  of  the  moft  prudent  judges 
of  bufinefs  there  was  fcarce  any  but  Mr.  Harlow 
imagin'd  either  Lambert's  courage  or  intereft  fuffi- 
cient  to  induce  any  confiderable  part  of  the  army 
to  throw  down  an  Idol  they  had  fo  fuperftitioufly 
adored. 

But,  Sir,  before  I  enter  upon  matter  of  fact,  I 
am  not  to  omit  what  inducements  thefe  fheepifh 
Parliament  men  had  to  involve  themfelves  in  fo 
fenfelefs  and  violent  a  proceeding  againft  Lambert 
and  his  adherents.  Sir  Arthur,  Hajlerig  had  ftill  a 
clofe  correfpondency  with  Monck,  and  by  Mr. 
Scott's  means  came  to  know  of  fome  addreffes  Lam- 
bert with  fome  others  of  the  army  made  to  him. 
To  render  thefe  ineffectual,  he  writes  to  Monck 
with  the  higheft  confidence  imaginable,  and  mag- 
nifies the  Parliament's  power,  their  unity  and  wis- 
dom j  to  this :   the  deflgn  having  taken, 
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.Z>.  1659  whether  by  the  credulity  or  confent  of  Monck,  it 
V/W  Was  made  publick,  which  fo  fwelled  Hajlerig^  that 
wherever  he  came  he  decried  and  menaced  the  ar- 
my party.     By  his  violence  the  more  active  part 
of  the  Houfe  willingly  enough  joined  in  thefe  preci- 

Eitate  courfes  again  ft  the  army •,  yet  that  which 
aliened  the  breach,  was  an  intent  to  have  feized 
Lambert  and  executed  him,  which  they  believed 
they  had  plaufible  reafons  for.  This,  I  am  told, 
was  difcovered  by  one  of  the  cabal,  who  by  a  note 
gave  Lambert  this  feafonable  advertifement  •,  Secure 
your/elf  or  to-morrow  before  this  time  your  head  will 
i?e  in  danger.  On  the  nth  of  Oclober  came  ano- 
ther letter  from  Monck  to  the  Parliament,  wherein 
he  declared  fo  fully  to  affert  their  authority  to  his 
utmoft,  that  few  of  the  Members  queftioned  their 
firm  eftablifhment.  To  this,  Ludlow  was  fuppofed 
to  have  fettled  Ireland  fo  well  to  their  purpofe,  that 
the  Wednefday  evening  the  Hall  at  Weftminfter 
throng'd  with  the  Officers  of  the  republick  party, 
and  that  day  thofe  exafperating  votes  parTed.  Hear- 
ing Lambert  was  ftirring,  and  earneft  with  fome  of 
the  Officers,  they  began  to  miftruft  he  would  ftand 
on  his  defence.  Immediately  Colonel  Morley's  re- 
giment, Okeyfs  and  Evelin's  with  the  Life-Guards, 
was  commanded  to  draw  up.  Thefe  pofTefTed 
themfelves  of  the  Palace -Yard,  the  Abby  Church, 
and  Weftminfter-Hall.  Lambert  advertifed  of  this, 
was  fufficiently  perplexed :  but  'twas  too  late  to 
J 00k  back,  and  as  I  am  from  very  good  hands  af- 
fured,  that  through  the  greateft  difficulty  imagi- 
nable he  got  his  regiment  together,  the  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  being  extreamly  averfe  to  his  proceeding  \ 
which  done  by  Duckenfield's  advice,  he  marched 
through  the  town,  ftill  gathering  ftrength,  till  he 
got  between  two  or  three  thoufand  foot  in  a  body. 
With  thefe  he  marched  till  he  came  within  the 
falace-Yard  j  there  Morley  met  hijn  and  bid  him 

fland* 
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ftand.    MorleyhaA  apiftol  in  his  hand,  and  Lambert  A. D.1659 
going  on  as  if  he  intended  to  have  gone  into  the 
Hall,  Mcrley  fwore  if  he  ftirred  a  foot  farther  he 
would  fhoot  him.     To  this   he  anfwered,  Colonel 
Morley  I  will  go  another  way,  though  if  I  pleafe, 
I  could  pafs  this.     He  faced   about    and  marched 
into  the  old   Palace-Yard,   and  drew  up  his  foot 
there  ;  here  the  foldiers  that  were  pofted  upon  old 
Palace  S'airs,  hooted  at  him.     This  enraged  him 
fo  that  he  walked  on  apace  to  engage  them,  which 
Duckenfield  perceiving,  ftayed  him  a  while  by  force. 
Fury  unhappily  here  gave  way  to  reafon,  and  the 
heat  over,  he  gave  orders  for  the  drawing  up  the 
reft  of  his  forces  he  believed  fure  to  him  in  Kings- 
ftreet,  the  Mews,  and  Scotland-Yard.     On  the  o- 
ther  fide,   the  Parliament  fend  orders  to   Colonel 
Tompfon  to  draw  up  his  regiment,  which  was  done 
in  a  place  they  call  the  Park  in  St.  George's  fields. 
Baines  who  commanded  the  regiment  did  it  willing- 
ly, though  his  Colonel  abfented   himfelf.     To  en- 
counter thefe,  Lambert  immediately  fends  two  troops 
of  horfe,  two  troops  of  dragoons,  and  Sir  Henry 
Vane's  new  lifted  regiment  of  Anabaptifts,  of  which 
only  four  companies  appeared.     This  body  drew 
up  fo  near,  that  fome  contefts  grew  between  them, 
viewing  each  other's  body,  the  Prefbyterian  regi- 
ment which  they  call   Tompfon's,  believing  an  en- 
gagement could  not  be  fhunned,  fent  to  the  Tower 
for  more  ball.     This  gave  fo  great  an  alarm,  that 
Serjeant  Dandy  came  to  Baines  with  a  verbal  order 
to  draw  off;  he  refufed  unlefs  he  had  it  in  writing, 
or  till  the  other  drew  off  flrft.     This  gave  the  time 
to   that  crafty    proportion  of  Lambert's,  that  for 
that  time,  both  parties  fhould  retire  to  their  quar- 
ters :    Colonel  Hacker  in  this  hurry  enclined  to  the 
Parliament,  and  the  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower  re- 
fufed to  receive  any  of  Lambert's,  for  the  Mayor 
had  orders  to  raife  the  Militia,  but  that  dull  body 
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u#. .D.i  65 9  had  no  fpirit.  Thus,  Sir,  with  vafl  expectations 
that  mother  Shipton's  prophefy  was  fulfilling,  and 
a  general  conilernation  the  13th  of  October  ended. 
That  night  your  Majefly  will  believe  Lambert  flept 
but  little,  and  indeed  he  had  much  to  do  \  which 
tafk  he  acquitted  himfelf  fo  well  of,  that  'tis  now 
difputable  whether  the  Parliament  or  Army  have 
the  better  of  the  flaff.  I  had  been  upon  the  place 
but  for  the  embargo  which  flayed  my  letters,  and  I 
mould  never  be  at  eafe,  if  by  any  neglect  or  omit- 
ting I  had  deferred  my  journey.  If  it  had  pleafed 
God  I  had  received  thofe  letters  by  an  exprefs,  it 
is  poffible  your  Majefly  might  have  had  another 
account.  The  14th,  the  fufpenfion  of  thofe  Of- 
ficers followed  who  appeared  too  hearty  for  one 
cf  the  old  caufes,  and  the  foldiers  were  made  be- 
lieve it  was  their  interefl  to  unite.  What  is  the 
prefent  flate  of  affairs  no  flefh.  can  pofiibly  fay,  the 
fucceeding  day  deflroying  the  resolutions  of  the 
former.  Yet  Sir,  this  is  what  I  have  from  one 
was  of  the  Council.  To  the  23  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  fafety,  four  more  are  added  ;  thefe  are  the 
Committee  of  Infpeclion.  Thefe  27  fhali  choofe 
jo ;  thefe  fhall  be  called  a  Senate  ;  thefe  70  fhall 
elect  4000  ;  thefe  fhall  have  the  appellation  of  the 
Great  Council,  and  fhall  enact  laws  and  raife  monies. 
The  army  are  to  prefent  thefe  to  the  70,  and  they 
are  fuch  as  fhall  fwear  to  live  and  die  with  this  con- 
flitution.  Th?y  pretend  to  raife  30000  men,  and 
keep  them  in  conflant  pay  in  the  three  Nations, 
whereof  8000  horfe  ;  to  choofe  a  Militia  of  the  fame 
number  of  godly  and  well  affected  people  to  be 
ready  upon  occafion,  and  as  any  of  the  flanding 
army  die,  they  are  to  be  fupplied  out  of  this  Militia. 
There  are  difcourfes  of  other  models  of  govern- 
ment, but  none  fo  likely  to  be  purfued  as  this. 

Your  Majefly  will  receive  conflant  accounts  of 
f  he  preparations  and  offers,  (of  thefe  faithful  fer- 

vants 
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vants  your  Majefty  hath  here)  of  thofe  of  your d-D>  1659 
party  who  are  forward  and  willing  to  run  any  riik ' 
•on  the  leaft  fummons  from  your  Majefty :  and  in- 
deed Sir,  tho'  I  came  too  late  to  ferve  you,  as  to  en- 
gaging them  in  a  war  amongft  themfelves,  yet  I  find 
fo  general  a  propenfion  in  all  I  fpeak  with,  to  run 
your  fortune,  that  with  God's  blefling  I  doubt  not 
but  in  a  fhort  time  I  fhall  be  able  to  give  your  Ma- 
jefty fuch  an  account  from  hence  as  will  pleafe 
you.  I  have  juft  now  fpoke  with  a  ferious  perfon 
that  aflures  me,  Lambert  is  refolved  to  quit  him- 
felf  of  Fleetwood  •,  which  he  defigns  by  employing 
others  to  perfuade  him  to  reftore  Cromwell.  Some 
overtures  have  already  been  made  in  order  to  this, 
and  Desbrougb  feems  to  join  in  it.  If  this  take  not, 
force  fhall.  He  like  wife  gives  all  manner  of  liberty 
to  the  Fifth-monarchy-men,  that  for  the  prefent  he 
may  render  them  ufeful  to  himfelf ;  and  when  he 
is  better  fettled,  that  he  may  appear  a  deliverer  of 
his  country,  he  will  fupprefs  their  extravagance, 
which  is  very  high  •,  and  then  if  he  can  reconcile 
the  Gentry,  he  will  have  compafled  his  defire.  By 
one  was  with  him  this  morning  I  hear,  he  fays 
the  Gentry  of  our  party  are  fo  addicted  to  their 
pleafures  and  eafe,  he  efteems  their  intereft  incon- 
fiderable  ;  but  my  opinion  is  clear,  that  were  your 
Majefty  here  or  near  England,  either  he  or  Fleet- 
wood  would  treat  with  you.  Monck  hath  certainly 
clapped  up  Colonel  Cobbet  and  1 7  other  Officers, 
and  they  fay,  is  preparing  to  come  into  England-, 
pray  God  your  Majefty  may  be  fo  near  as  timely  to 
tranfport  yourfelf  before  it  comes  to  a  blow  ;  for  if 
the  Parliament  be  re-eftablifhed  we  are  all  utterly 
ruined.  Sir,  my  Lord  Chancellor's  laft  hath  put  us 
in  the  fame  apprehenfions  of  your  Majefty's  health, 
but  we  hope  it  is  but  furmife ;  which  notwithstand- 
ing will  make  us  doubt  our  prayers,  as  is  the  duty 
of  your  Majefty's  faithful  fubjedts,    in  particular

EFORE  I  fay  any  thing  to  yours  of  the  12th 
from  Thouloufe^  I  am  not  afraid  to  tell  you  one 
apprehenfion  I  have,  knowing  very  well  the  in- 
duftry  of  your  nature,  that  when  you  come  to  the 
place  where  fo  many  of  my  letters  are,  and  you 
find  fuch  volumes  in  cypher,  you  will  conclude 
that  my  notions  in  September  are  not  very  appli- 
cable to  your  counfels  in  November ,  and  fo  throw 
them  into  fome  neglected  corner,  if  they  efcape  the 
fire.  But  let  me  derlre  you  to  take  care  that  they 
be  all  decyphered  ;  for  I  am  very  much  deceived, 
if  I  have  not  in  every  one  of  them  faid  fomewhat 
to  you,  either  with  reference  to  the  publick,  or  to 
your  own  domeftick  affairs,  that  is  very  necefTary 
for  you  to  know. 

Your  letter  hath  given  me  great  eafe  in  two  par- 
ticulars,  which  tormented  me  exceedingly.  The 
firft,  the  fear  of  the  King's  health  ;  for  knowing 
well  the  appetite  he  had  to  be  with  all  poffible  fpeed 
at  the  conference,  I  was  not  wife  enough  to  com- 
prehend any  other  ground  of  the  delay.  The  o* 
ther,  of  his  going  by  fea,  to  which  I  knew  him  to 
be  too  much  inclined  ;  and  I  thank  God  and  the 
wind  that  he  was  difappointed  in  that  inclination, 

fince 
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fince  that  hazard  is  never  to  be  run  by  him  or  any^.D.1659 
King,  when  he  can  as  well  (7.  e.  with  the  expence  ^^Y^ 
of  four  or  five  days)  do  the  fame  bufinefs.  It  is 
to  no  purpofe  to  tell  you,  becaufe  by  this  time  the 
mifchief  is  prevented,  or  elfe  remeclilefs,  that  tho* 
you  have  freed  me  from  thofe  fears,  you  have  e- 
nough  perplexed  me  with  the  apprehenfion  of  the 
King's  going  into  Spain,  without  benefiting  himfelf 
with  the  friendfhip  of  the  two  Minifters  •,  to  which 
he  muft  entirely  refort,  when  he  hath  done  any 
thing  elfe,  and  poflibly  may  not  find  them  the  more 
propitious  for  having  done  any  thing  elfe.  And  in 
this  particular  my  good  Lord  Bnftol  (who  is  not 
thought  to  do  any  thing  by  chance)  bears  the  full 
weight,  as  if  the  defign  were  to  make  Don  John  of 
Auftria  the  inftrument  of  doing  the  King  of  Eng- 
land's bufinefs,  without  the  adminiftration  of  Don 
Louis  de  Haro.  But  as  I  am  fure  the  ground  of  the 
journey  to  Sar ago/a  was  the  opinion  that  Don  Lotas 
was  returned  to  Madrid,  fo  I  cannot  but  hope 
that  before  we  pafs  the  Pyrenees,  he  was  informed, 
that  the  Minifters  were  not  parted :  and  then  it 
may  be  his  Majefty  came  to  them  in  the  very  con- 
juncture that  was  to'be  wifhed.  \ 
I  find  the  full  meafure  of  your  fpleen  throughout 
your  letter,  both  with  reference  to  the  publick,  and 
your  own  domeftick  :  and  I  cannot  enough  wonder 
that  Mr.  Oneile  had  not  fo  good  intelligence  at 
Bourdeaux  as  to  free  you  in  a  great  meafure,  at  leaft 
from  the  former  apprehenfion.  And  if  you  had 
taken  care,  either  at  Paris,  or  by  leaving  orders  in 
the  places  you  left  behind  you,  that  our  letters  might 
have  found  you,  you  would  have  received  eafe  in 
both  particulars.  God  be  thanked,  we  have  not  a 
friend  in  England  lefs  than  when  we  parted,  tho* 
many  of  them  are  in  reftraint,  and  for  the  affairs 
of  your  family,  they  are  I  think  in  the  condition 
you  do  for  the  prefent  wiih  them.    The  marriage 
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rjf.D.i6$9(o{L>ordOffory)  will  be  done  about  the  13th  or 
14th  of  this  month,  and  my  Lord  Richard  is  gone 
this  day  towards  the  BoJJe.  Your  nephew  James 
(Hamilton)  is  gone  likewise  to  the  wedding,  and  is 
a  very  honeft,  and  I  think  a  very  pious  young  man, 
and  will  proceed  with  that  warinefs  that  you  advife, 
tho'  in  the  main  he  is  fully  refolved,  and  truly,  I 
think,  upon  right  principles,  fevered  from  paflion 
or  appetite. 

I  cannot  think  of  adding  any  thing  more  con- 
cerning your  own  particular  :  and  I  will  fay  but  a 
word  with  reference  to  the  publick.     Our  friends 
in  England  are  very  defirous  to  know  whether  they 
may  depend  upon  any  enterprize  this  winter,   that 
they  may  provide  accordingly  :    and  in  that  cafe 
they  promife  very  much,  and  they  who  are  in  pri- 
fon  would  not  think  of  making  any  compofition,  to 
which  they  are  much  preffed.     I  hope  the  King, 
finds  that  difpofition  and  refolution  in  the  two  Mi- 
nifters,  that  this  winter,  which  is  the  juft  feafon, 
will  not  be  loft  :  however  I  befeech  you  let  no  en- 
couragement be  given,  or  connivance,  by  the  King 
upon  any  overtures  which  fhall  be  made  for  liberty 
of  compounding.     For  befides  that  we  have  expe- 
rience enough  how  indifpofed  moft  compounders 
have  been  to    new  adventures,   we  may  be  very 
confident  that  no  man  mail  be  now  fuffered  to  com- 
pound without  all  the  extravagant  oaths  of  abjura- 
tion that  can  be  imagined.     And  for  my  part,  I 
have  never  yet  found,  that  any  premeditated  vio- 
lation of  confcience,  with  what  pretences  and  refo- 
lutions  foever,  hath  ever  been  attended  with  a  con- 
tinuance of  thofe  refolutions,  or  that  fuch  men  have 
ever  afterwards  been  forward  to  obferve  the  obliga- 
tions of  confcience.     Therefore  I  wifh  that  if  any 
applications  of  that  kind  be  made  to  the  King,  he 
would  decline  giving  his  approbation  or  confent.    In 
a  word,  all  things  ftand  very  well  difpofed  in  Eng- 

landy 
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land,  and  our  friends  as  able,  and  (it  may  be)  better  A.D.  1659 
refolved  to  do  their  parts  than  ever  ;  and  therefore  V*''V^ 
I  hope  you  will  value  that  intereft  accordingly. 

Since  I  writ  thus  far,  and  our  Engli/b  letters  not 
being  come,  Charles  is  arrived  from  Calais  with  the 
news  that  the  Parliament  is  dirTolved  by  Lambert^ 
who  yet  is  not  pofleffed  entirely  of  the  Army  :  and 
furely  there  are  fome  considerable  Officers,  as  Fleet- 
wood, Hafelrig,  Ludlow,  and  fome  others,  who  will 
never  fubmit  to  him  •,  and  yet  I  fear  his  power  will 
be  too  great.     In  the  mean  time  it  is  a  new  change  •, 
fo  the  two  Minifters  will  be  more  encouraged  than 
ever  to  profecute  any  good  purpofes  they  have  to 
the  King.     My  Lord  Mordant  is  already  gone  for 
England  upon  the  firft  news,  to  put  our  friends  in  a 
readinefs,  and  hath  fent  very  earneftly  to  t  e  Duke 
of  Tork  to  procure  as  good  a  body  of  men  as  he  can : 
which  no  doubt  his  Highnefs  will  intend  ;  but  there 
is  no  doubt  thefe  Minifters  here  will  do  little,  ex- 
cept they  receive  orders  from  Spain,  or  except  fome 
fuch  notable  advantage  appear  for  us  in  England,  as 
the  pofleffion  of  fome  places  where  we  may  difem- 
bark  •,  and  I  doubt  our  friends  will  hardly  be  in  that 
condition  to  do  fo  much  of  themfelves.     The  diftb- 
lution  of  the  Parliament  was  on  Thurfday  was  fe~ 
vennight,  fince  which  time  no  packets  have  come 
over  :  but  I  fuppofe  our  friends  will  devife  fome 
way  to  give  us  as  frequent  advertifements  as  is  pof- 
fible  ;  and  I  cannot  doubt  but  the  King  will  do  all 
that  is  in  his  power  to  return  towards  thefe  parts, 
as  may   be    and  with  all  the  advantage   that  is 
poflible. 

I  muft  not  omit  to  tell  you,  that  Schomberg  writes 
me  word,  that  he  was  in  Dunkirk  when  the  letters 
arrived  from  England  of  what  was  done,  and  the 
officers  there  refolved  to  join  with  the  army.  He 
fays,  We  have  many  good  friends  in  that  garrifon, 
and  that  one  very  full  of  affection  to  the  King  told 

him, 
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^.g.1659  him,  that  it  was  reported  and  believed  there,  that 
the  two  Crowns  had  refolved  to  aflift  the  King, 
upon  his  promife  to  eftablifh  the  Catholick  Religion  i 
which  report  (he  faid)  did  the  King  very  great  pre- 
judice, and  that  it  is  induftrioufly  fpread  abroad. 
God  keep  you,  and  bring  us  well  and  quickly  to- 
gether ;  and  it  is  great  pity  but  it  mould  be 
quickly.

Lord  Jermyn  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

YOURS  from  this  place  of  the  12th  of  the  laft, 
after  having  travelled  to  Paris,  is  come  back 
hither  to  me.  I  hope  thofe  I  have  fince  wrote  to 
you  are  likewife  now  in  your  hands :  upon  which 
prefumption,  I  will  not  trouble  you  with  the  repe- 
tition of  what  they  contained  ;  only  this  in  general 
I  think  neceftary  to  fay,  left  they  mould  have  miffed 
you,  that  things  with  us  are  in  the  fame  ftate  again, 
they  were  in  at  your  parting  from  Paris  ;  I  mean 
in  regard  of  the  good  underftanding  between  the 
King  and  the  Queen ;  which  was  judged  by  you 
and  others  fo  fit  to  be  laboured  in :  and  therefore  I 
mall  efteem  that  matter  to  be  proceeded  in  as  upon 
that  foot,  and  fay  nothing  more  of  it  at  prefent.  I 
have  lefs  delight  in  the  account  of  the  reft  I  have  to 
entertain  you  with. 

As  foon  as  I  received  your  letter  from  Rochelle, 
I  was  very  eafily  won  to  your  opinion,  that  it  was 
neceftary  the  Queen  mould  fend  fomebody  to  the 
Cardinal  in  the  behalf  of  the  King's  bufinefs  ;  and 
the  Queen  entering  into  the  confideration  thereof, 
refolved  prefently  to  command  Mr.  Montague  and 
myfelf  to  attend  him.  He  had  though  by  feveral 
letters  recommended  to  her  not  to  prefs  him  un- 
2  feafonably : 
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feafonably :  but  becaufe  we  had  no  apprehenfions^.^.1659 
the  conferences  could  have  been  extended  to  this  ^V*^ 
length,  and  that  no  time  might  be  loft  on  our  parts, 
fhe  made  us  come  away  before  the  certainty  of  their 
ending.     Hearing  by  the  way  that  they  continued, 
we  lingered  as  long  as  we  could,  and  fpent  a  week 
or  ten  days  upon  the  way  more  than  we  needed. 
Notwithftanding,    we  are  here  arrived  too  foon, 
knowing  certainly  that  if  we  mould  go  to  him,  we 
mould  be  very  unwelcome  ;  and  almoft  as  certainly 
that  he  would  not  yet  enter  at  all  into  the  fubjecl:  of 
that,  £ox  which  only  it  could  be  to  no  purpofe  to 
feek  him  where  he  is.     Therefore  we  have  chofen 
to  ftay  here  for  him,  at  leaft  till  we  hear  from  thence 
in  aniwer  to  the  advice  we  have  given  of  our  being 
come  hither,  and  the  courfe  we  have  taken  to  be 
informed  whether  we  mail  expect  him  here  or  go  to 
him.    It  is  a  melancholy  circumftance,  that  in  order 
to  the  point  of  fpeaking  to  him  only  of  our  affairs, 
there  mould  intervene  considerations  that  mould 
prevail  with  him,  even  to  the  difclofing  of  his  in- 
clinations to  avoid  it ;  but  it  is  for  the  prefent  the 
cafe.     I  wifh  earneftly  it  were  not  fo ;  but  'tis  not 
to  be  helped  :  nor  in  my  judgment,  even  as  ill  as 
it  looks,  our  meafures  are  not  abfolutely  to  be  taken 
thereupon.     We  muft  fee  the  Peace  figned,  and 
hear  him  fpeak  after  the  Signature  ;  if  then  we  find 
place  for  no  better  hopes,  I  fhall  fay  no  more :  but 
till  then  I  cannot  part  with  mine.     This  is  all  I  have 
to  fay. 

If  this  find  you  at  Font  ar  alia  ^  we  are  in  the 
tract  of  quick  and  fafe  intercourfe.  I  mall  therefore 
expect  to  hear  from  you,  and  long  impatiently  for 
the  account  of  the  King's  reception.  All  the  letters 
you  fend  to  the  Commandeur  de  Souvre  will  come 
fafe  to  me.  You  mail  hear  regularly  from  me. 
The  Englifh  port  of  the  laft  week  was  robbed,  and 
his  letters  fcattered  in  the  highways  5  fo  that  it  is

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d.D.1659  not  known  what  he  brought.  Thofe  of  the  week 
before  give  an  account  of  a  very  unquiet  condition 
of  things.

Dr.  Barwick  to  the  King. 

BY  my  difpatch  of  Oil.  25.  I  gave  you  an  ac- 
count of  what  pafTed  before  that  time  :  and  by 
what  your  Majefty  will  now  receive  from  Lord 
Mordant ,  I  may  fpare  you  the  trouble  of  reading 
any  more  than  what  followeth,  The  bufinefs  be- 
tween Monck  and  Lambert  is  not  likely  to  be  com- 
pofed  ;  and  of  the  two  the  latter  is  thought  the 
likelieft  to  take  in  your  intereft  :  and  nothing  will 
be  left  unattempted  to  induce  him  to  it,  that  can 
be  thought  of ;  tho*  it  is  very  likely  nothing  but 
538  will  do  any  good  upon  either  of  them.  As 
for  Monck)  it  is  thought  he  drives  an  underhand 
intereft  with  the  rigid  Prefbyterians,  and  that  the 
defign  is  to  reduce  all  things  to  the  fame  ftate  they 
were  left  in  at  the  IJle  of  Wight  Treaty.  And  tho' 
we  do  not  defpair  but  that  this  may  do  the  work  in 
time,  yet  it  is  hard  to  be  put  to  play  an  after-game : 
and  the  greateft  mifchief  is,  that  thofe  who  were 
formerly  deceived  by  Sir  R.  Willis  give  all  the  en- 
couragement they  can  ;  whereas  by  the  fame  breath 
they  might  as  eafily  bring  them  up  to  us,  as  take 
us  down  to  them.  It  is  to  be  feared,  that  the 
Dunkirk  regiment,  of  which  I  formerly  gave  you  an 
account,  muft  now  march,  or  fhift  quarters  at  leaft. 
We  have  but  three  regiments  of  foot  left  here, 
which  belong  to  G.  Fleetwood,  Lambert  and  Mofs. 
If  any  diverfion  can  be  made  in  the  Weft,  Major 
General  Desborow  muft  march  with  moft  of  thefe  ; 

and 
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and  then  to  land  fome  considerable  forces  in  Kent  or  d-D.i6$g 
Norfolk^  would,  as  it  is  hoped,  bring  in  the  city. 
We  have  a  promife,  from  one  that  in  probability- 
may  be  able  to  make  it  good,  of  500  horfe  to  be 
bought  off  from  the  army  (if  we  be  able  to  go  thro' 
with  it)  for  your  Majefty's  fervice.  At  this  time 
the  city  begins  to  be  in  fome  jealoufy,  the  militia- 
men would  arm  the  Anabaptifts  :  which  the  Gran- 
dees will  not  yet  give  way  to.     I  remain,  &V.

Sir  E.  Hyde  to  the  Af.  of  Ormonde. 

I  HAVE  yours  of  the  1 6th  from  Tbouloufe^  which 
hath  taken  away  all  my  hopes  of  the  King's  be- 
ing at  the  frontiers,  and  fo  fatisfying  the  expecta- 
tion of  the  two  Minifters,  which  it  feems  they  fo 
much  depended  upon.  I  do  the  beft  I  can  to  per- 
fuade  myfelf  and  others,  that  there  may  have  been 
good  reafon  for  doing  that  which  we  do  not  under- 
ftand,  and  I  hope  God  Almighty  will  prevent  the 
inconveniences  which  may  naturally  proceed  frorti 
thence.  Yet  I  mould  be  very  glad  that  you  would 
condefcend  fo  far  as  to  enable  me  to  give  fome  fa- 
tisfaction  to  thofe  friends  who  are  really  and  heartily 
grieved  for  him,  and  amongft  thofe  none  feem  more 
unfatisfied  than  the  Prince  of  Conde  and  M.  Mar- 
chin^  who  do  apprehend  great  prejudice  by  it :  but 
I  hope  you  have  in  fome  degree  fatisfied  the  two 
Minifters,  and  I  do  not  abfolutely  defpair  but  the 
King  might  again  crofs  the  Pyrenees  from  Saragofa, 
and  be  with  them  before  they  parted.  I  am  very 
glad  the  King  himfelf  thought  of  fending  for  Mr. 
Hawles^  for  indeed  it  is  too  long  that  he  hath  been 
without  any  exercife  of  his  devotions,  and  of  which 
Vol.  II.  S  there 
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A.D.  1 659 there  is  too  much  notice  taken.  But  I  hope  he  will 
^W  not  ftay  fo  long  in  Spain  as  to  fend  for  any  body  to 
come  thither  to  him,  but  that  he  will  find  great 
reafon  to  draw  fpeedily  towards  thefe  parts,  where, 
in  all  probability,  his  prefence  will  be  very  necef- 
fary,  and  is  exceedingly  longed  for  already. 

I  can,  as  upon  my  own  knowledge,  add  nothing 
concerning  the  affairs  of  England  to  what  I  writ  in 
my  laft,  which  was  no  more,  or  it  may  be  not  fo 
much  as  you  received  from  Nic.  Armorer  ;  for  this 
is  the  fecond  week  that  we  h^e  now  received  no 
letters  from  England,  nor  have  the  packet  boats, 
which  have  been  fent  from  OJlend,  been  fuffered  to 
go  to  Dover,  but  have  been  fent  back  by  the  mips 
in  the  Downs  to  Oftend,  where  there  are  now  three 
weeks  packets  of  thefe  countries  together.  All 
that  we  know  is  from  Dunkirk,  where  they  fay  that 
the  confufions  in  England  are  extraordinary  great, 
and  fuch  as  muft  involve  the  nation  in  a  new  and 
bloody  war. 

I  fend  you  inclofed  a  copy  of  what  the  Duke  of 
Tork  hath  written  into  England  to  my  Lord  Mor- 
dant ^  in  anfwer  to  his  defire  that  his  Royal  Highnefs 
would  be  ready  to  come  over  upon  the  firft  invita- 
tion with  4000  men  \  and  it  would  be  very  necef- 
fary  that  you  procured  orders  to  be  fent  to  thefe 
Minifters  to  cherifh  and  increafe  the  King's  own 
troops.  But  if  money  be  not  fent  as  well  as  orders, 
little  will  be  done,  tho*  truly  there  is  probability  e- 
nough  that  fuch  advantages  may  be  offered  in  Eng- 
land as  may  be  very  worthy  fuddenly  to  be  em- 
braced. I  have  told  Sir  H.  Bennet  in  what  ftate 
our  money  buflnefs  ftands,  and  I  muft  befeech  you 
to  give  fome  life  to  it.  The  expence  continues  by 
the  Duke's  being  here,  who  orders  Mr.  Fox  to 
provide  for  them,  and  Sir  John  Berkeley  will  not  be- 
lieve but  there  is  money  enough,  and  complains  that 
the  Duke  of  Tork  reimbursed  the  money  he  laid  out 

for 
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for  his  journey  to'  Calais.     I  am  fure  we  are  2\\A.D.\6& 
without  a  dollar,  and  have  been  long :  and  they  ^/V^- 
who  have  neither  money  nor  credit  are  like  to  keep 
a  very  cold  Chriftmas  \  which  muft  be  our  cafe,  if 
we  do  not  hear  from  you  before  that  time. 

I  fuppofe  the  two  Dukes  will  go  the  next  week  to 
Breda,  becaufe  the  Princefs  Royal  comes  then  thi- 
ther. I  hear  Sir  Robert  Waljh  is  printing  a  decla- 
ration again  ft  you,  the  Earl  of  Briftol  and  me  :  and 
the  Jefuits  report  that  the  two  favourites  will  do 
nothing  for  the  King,  except  Sir  E.  Hyde  be  re- 
moved. I  hope  you  will  find  more  favour  in  their 
eyes.  On  Tuefday  next  Lord  OJfory  will  be  mar- 
ried at  the  Buffey  where  I  aflure  you  I  would  be  a 
witnefs,  if  I  were  not  banifhed  thofe  dominions.  I 
pray  let  me  know  when  I  mail  fee  you,  and  till  then 
keep  me  in  your  Matter's  memory.  I  hear  there 
will  be  endeavour  to  get  the  King  to  fend  Tom. 
Talbot  to  his  charge  in  the  Army,  who  hath  done 
all  he  can  to  engage  the  Officers  of  the  Army  in  a 
feditious  addrefs  concerning  the  affairs  of  Ireland  > 
m  which  he  hath  been  difappointed  by  your  nephew 
Muskery^  Will.  Bourke,  and  moft  of  the  reft.  There- 
fore I  pray  let  no  importunity  prevail  with  the  King 
to  confent  to  a  thing  fo  difhonourable  to  him,  and 
(candalous  in  itfelf.  I  can  add  no  more  but  what 
you  know  that  I  am,  if  any  thing,

of  any  of  our  friends,  or  in  any  other  way ;  who 
are  the  principal  perfons  in  power,  and  whether  any 
of  them  are  to  be  wrought  on  ;  whether  the  army 
be  entire  and  united  to  all  purpofes,  and  what  alte- 
rations there  are  in  officers  and  commanders  of  towns 
and  forts,  or  in  the  army  fince  the  change  ;    or 
whether  the  fame  perfons  (till  continue  in  the  fame 
places.

If  I  had  written  to  you  fooner  than  now,  I 
mould  not  have  been  able  to  have  told  you,  as  now 
I  can,  with  reafonable  certainty,  that  the  King  will 
within  thefe  three  days  be  drawing  towards  Flanders •, 

and 
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and  will  keep  himfelf  at  a  diftance,  and  (as  far  as  ^D.1659 
he  is  able)  in  a  condition  to  make  ufe  of  any  fa-  (<^V^O 
vourable  accident  in  England.  I  have  had  the 
honour  from  the  King  to  wait  upon  the  Cardinal, 
and  was  received  with  that  affability  and  civility, 
which  is  natural  to  him  and  due  to  my  Matter. 
But  I  dare  not  prefume  to  make  any  judgment  to 
you  of  his  purpofes  towards  his  Majefly  from  that 
introduction,  as  I  hope,  to  efFe6tual  advantages.  I 
fhall  only  tell  you  in  general,  that  the  expectation 
we  have  of  considerable  fuccours  from  abroad  are  fo 
well  founded,  that  our  friends  ought  not  to  be  de- 
jected, nor  negligent  in  preparing  themfelves  to  re- 
ceive them  •,  fo  they  do  it  with  that  temper  and 
warinefs  that  is  requisite. 

You  may  be  fure,  that  our  impatience  to  be  at 
more  certainty  is  as  great  as  yours  there:  but 
our  condition  forces  us  to  go  the  pace  of  others, 
who  take  not  thofe  uneafineffes  we  feel.  An  ap- 
parent opportunity  would  quicken  them :  but  that 
is  not  therefore  to  be  precipitately  fought ;  every 
mifcarriage  lofing  us  more  ground  than  much  time 
can  recover.  As  we  draw  nearer  to  you,  you  may 
hear  more  often  and  more  certainly  from  us ;  for 
you  are  to  account  that  the  conclufion  of  the  Treaty 
here  concludes  not  but  rather  begins  our  negotia- 
tion. I  mould  fpeak  fomething  plainer  to  you  if  I 
were  able  to  make  ufe  of  your  Cypher  :  but  fince 
I  hope  it  will  not  be  long  before  I  fhall  be  able  to 
encounter  you  again  and  with  more  fatisfaction,  I 
forbear  it  now.

Lord  Mordant  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

T^HE  occafion  of  my  writing  to  you  is  to  let 
-*-  you  know,  that  there  is  a  report  fo  hot  of 
your  Matter's  being  turned  Papift,  that  unlefe  it  be 
fuddenly  contradicted  and  the  world  difabufed  by 
fomething  coming  exprefly  from  him,  it  is  likely 
in  this  extraordinary  conjuncture  to  do  him  very 
great  injury  amongft  his  friends  both  in  city  and 
country  -9  in  both  which  his  conftancy  all  this  while 
hath  rendered  him  many  considerable  Profelytes. 
I  befeech  you  therefore,  as  foon  as  this  arrives,  ufe 
your  earneft  endeavours  to  caufe  the  miftake  to  be 
rectified.  I  am  told,  fome  do  intend  very  fhortly 
to  publifh  how  he  hath  renounced  his  Religion, 
put  away  from  him  his  Protectant  Council,  and 
only  embraced  Romanifts.  Favour  me  with  the 
truth  of  thefe  particulars,  and  it  fhall  be  my  care 
to  take  order  to  ftay  this  calumny  till  our  Mafter 
can  do  it  more  authentically.  Do  not  contemn  my 
advice  ;  but  know  that  if  it  were  not  highly  necef- 
fary,  I  fhould  not  have  adventured  to  give  you  this 
trouble.  Your  Mafter  is  utterly  ruined  (as  to  his 
intereft  here  in  whatever  party)  if  this  be  true ; 
though  he  never  had  a  fairer  game  than  at  prefent ; 
and  'tis  his  ftability  in  that  point  that  gains  daily. 

We  are  in  the  height  of  all  confufion  and  mifery : 
nothing  is  certain  ;  every  moment  produceth  new 
changes.  Oh  !  that  fome  perfon  of  honour  might 
be  fent  to  demand  your  Mailer's  reftitution  in  thi$ 
conjuncture.

THIS  laft  poft  from  England  hath  brought  us 
all  the  letters  of  three  weeks  ;  befides  we  have 
an  exprefs  from  my  Lord  Mordant :  and  I  have 
very  punctual  and  particular  advices  and  informa- 
tion from  James  Herbert,  who  deferves  marvellous- 
ly well.  I  think  it  will  be  beft  to  give  you  an  ac- 
count of  all  the  progrefs  towards  this  change  from 
the  beginning,  that  you  may  the  better  judge  what 
iffue  it  may  be  like  to  have.  Hajlerig  hath  had  fo 
great  an  animofity  againft  Lambert,  that  he  moved 
in  the  Houfe,  that  Lambert  might  be  fent  to  the 
Tower  for  having  correfponded  with  Sir  Geo. Boot  he. 
To  which  Whitelock  anfwered,  that  it  would  appear 
a  very  ridiculous  thing  to  the  world,  that  they 
ihould  condemn  a  perfon  for  correfponding  with 
Boothe,  who  had  beaten  and  deftroyed  him,  and 
without  whom  they  could  not  have  been  then  con- 
futing together.  Upon  which  that  fierce  motion 
was  declined  :  but  a  more  fober  man  flood  up,  and 
faid  he  muft  move  the  fame  thing,  though  not  up- 
on the  fame  ground  }  that  it  was  very  evident  what 
fervice  foever  he  had  done,  he  did  endeavour  to 
get  an  intereft  in  the  army  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
Parliament ;  that  he  infufed  fedition  into  them, 
and  that  if  they  did  not  fecure  him  from  doing 
them  hurt,  they  mould  not  be  long  fuffered  to  fit 
together.  This  motion  had  fo  much  concurrence, 
that  after  a  long  debate  Lambert  was  preferved  from 
the  Tower  but  by  three  voices :  which  incenfed 
him  enough  and  made  him  the  more  befrir  himfelf 
with  the  Officers.  This  being  again  complained  of, 
he  and  the  other  Officers  (whom  I  have  mentioned 
in  another  letter)  were  cafhiered  by  them :  and 
then  the  next  day  the  Parliament  was  diffolved, 
2  thofe 
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.<*./>.  1 659  thofe  regiments  who  had  declared  themfelves  for 
them,  falling  away  by  degrees,  and  the  city  declar- 
ing itfelf  to  be  neutral,  and  helping  neither  the 
one  nor  the  other.     All  that  they  have  done  to- 
wards a  fettlement  from  the  14th  to  the  28th,  is  to 
choofe  a  Council  of  23,  moil  of  the  Fifth-monar- 
chy men  who  muft  govern  the  three  nations,  and 
make  and  alter  and  abolifh  laws  as  they  pleafe.     In 
the    mean  time,    Monck   hath  imprifoned  Colonel 
Cobbet  (who  was  fent  to  him  from  the  army)  and 
feventeen  other  Officers  who  were  attempting  to 
corrupt  his  troops.     He  hath  declared  '  againft  the 
proceedings   of  the   army,  and  hath  already  pof- 
feffed  himfelf  of  Berwick^  into  which  he  hath  put  a 
ftrong  garrifon,  and  all  this  to  reftore  the  Parlia- 
ment.    Overton  who  is  in  Hull  makes  the  fame  de- 
claration,  and  it  is  very  probable,  if  Sir  Arthur 
Hajlerig's  power  be  abfolute  in  Tynmouth,  that  place 
will  be  of  the  fame  mind  j    as  they  fay  many  other 
places  in  England  are.     I  muft  not  forget  to  tell 
you,  that  when  the  foldiers  ftop'd  the  Speaker  in 
his  paflage  to  the  Houfe,  he  aflced  them,  if  they 
knew  what  they  did  •,  that  he  was  their  Leader  and 
ought  to  be  obeyed  by  them.     To  which  they  an- 
fwered,  that  they  knew  no  fuch  thing  •,    that  if  he 
had  marched  before  them  over  Warrington-bridge^ 
they  mould  have  known  him.     In  the  end  Lambert 
came  to  him,  and  after  fome  fturdy  difcourfe  of 
the  Speaker,  took  away  the  Mace  from  him,  told 
him,  he  was  an  impertinent  fellow,  and  bid  him 
go  home  about  his  own  bufinefs  :  which  the  Speaker 
obeyed ;  and  there's  an  end  of  your  Parliament, 
except  Monck  reftore  it,  which   I  believe  he  will 
find  very  difficult  to  do. 

My  Lord  Mordant  is  full  of  fpirit,  and  thinks 
it  high  time,  that  the  Duke  of  York  were  himfelf 
with  them  in  perfon  :  which  without  doubt  is  not 
reafonable  counfel.     I  fent  to  you  in  my  laft,  the 

copy 
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copy  of  what  his  Highnefs  had  then   writ  to  him ;  A.D.16& 
and  I  now  fend  you  what  he  writes  to  him  again  L 
this  day  by  his  exprefs :    by  which  you  will  fee  the 
fenfe  we  have  here  of  the  bufinefs,  from  which  (I 
believe)  we  fhall  not  vary  without  extraordinary 
accidents  to  juftify  it.     But  I  muft  tell  you,  it  is  all 
our  wifh,  and  the  opinion  of  all  our  friends  in  Eng- 
land, and  particularly   James  Herbert's,   who  hath 
great  authority  with  me,  that  the   King's  prefence 
fhould  be  nearer  home  as  foon  as  is  poffible.  He  bids 
me  be  confident  that  whatever  Lambert's  ambition 
is,  the  Colonels  and  inferior  Officers  who  join  with 
him  againft  the  Parliament,  are   fo  jealous  of  him 
and  watch  him  fo  narrowly,  that  they  will  never 
endure  him  or  any  other  man  to  fet  up  for  himfelf : 
which  I  am  not  forry  for,  and  it  may  poffibly  make 
him  bethink  himfelf  of  what  is  fit  for  him  to  do. 
He  faid,  as  foon  as  he  heard  of  Monck's  poflefling 
himfelf  of  Berwick,  that  whatever  he  faid  of  the 
Parliament,  he  was  confident  he  would  declare  for 
the  King ;  and  truly,  I  do  hope  very  foon  to  re- 
ceive fome  good  arTu ranee  of  Monck  •,    for  I  am  af- 
fured  he  did  promife  when  Boothe  was  up,  that  he 
would  do  nothing  againft  the  King  *,  which  was  too 
great  a  ftep  for  a  wife  man  to  make  who  intended 
to  go  no  farther. 

There  is  a  difcourfe  in  England,  as  if  both  he 
and  Lambert  had  fent  over  exprefly  to  the  King  to 
treat  with  him ;  which  you  know  beft,  and  how 
to  behave  yourfelves  towards  them.  I  have  been 
fo  extremely  bufy  in  making  difpatches  for  England 
to  keep  our  friends  from  being  rafti,  and  if  I  could 
get  money  (which  we  are  abfolutely  without)  I 
would  prefently  fend  away  "Titus  to  that  purpofe, 
that  I  muft  omit  the  account  of  many  particulars, 
as  well  relating  to  the  publick  as  to  your  own  par- 
ticular, which  I  fhall  fupply  by  the  next ;  and  fay 
no  more  now  than  that  the  wedding  is  deferred 

4  till 
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4.D.  1 659  till  the  next  week.     God  keep  you.     I  pray  keep 
^OT^'  yourfelf  ftill  with  the  King  without  any  more  pro- 
grefs. 

I  am  fure  I  have  forgot  fomewhat  of  moment, 
which  you  mail  have  by  the  next ;  and  I  expect  a 
very  large  letter  from  you  by  the  next ;  it  is  no 
matter  in  whofe  hand,  if  it  be  not  worfe  than  this. 
Somewhat  mould  be  faid  concerning  Mr.  Rofe.

I  Have  yours  of  the  27th,  and  I  hope  by  this 
time  you  have  received  mine  by  Cha.  Littleton  : 
To  which  I  can  add  little  concerning  any  advance 
here  5  the  Minifters  continuing  ftill  of  the  fame 
temper  they  were  then.  I  fee  the  affairs  there  grow 
every  day  more  hopeful  and  like  to  adminifter  more 
advantages  to  the  King's  fervice  than  yet  appear : 
and  you  may  be  confident,  I  will  put  myfelf  into 
the  beft  pofture  I  can  to  improve  thofe  which  mail 
arrive.  But  I  do  not  think  you  wifh  me  there 
with  no  other  advantage  than  of  my  own  perfon, 
whilft  the  King  being  himfelf  now  at  the  Treaty 
is  like  in  a  fhort  time  to  procure  fuch  an  affiftance 
and  declaration  from  the  two  Crowns,  as  may  make 
the  work  at  lead  lefs  difficult.  If  neither  Lambert  nor 
Monck  difcover  any  affection  to  the  King's  fervice, 
but  purely  to  purfue  their  feveral  interefts  they  now 
own,  it  will  furely  be  beft  for  the  King's  friends  to 
lit  ftill  and  look  on,  till  they  are  thoroughly  en- 
gaged in  blood,  and  then  one  or  both  will  be  in- 
duced eafily  to  a  conjunction  with  his  Majeity. 
Whereas  an  unfeafonable  appearing  of  the  Royal 
party  before  fuch  an  engagement  (except  they  are 

better 
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better  prepared  for  it  than  I  can  apprehend)  may  A.D.  1659 
moft  probably  unite  thofe  difagreeing  parties  till  v^~y%^ 
they  have  deftroyed  our  friends  ;  and  then  they 
may  more  fafely  contend  upon  their  own  bottoms 
without  great  advantage  to  the  King,  let  the  fuc- 
cefs  be  what  it  will.  But  if  either  Lambert  or 
Monck  can  be  induced  to  declare  for  the  King,  to- 
wards which  I  prefume  all  endeavours  are  ufed  to 
difpofe  them,  I  will  make  no  fcruple  of  finding 
my  own  perfon  with  all  poflible  expedition  with 
them  who  fhall  fo  declare  :  and  more  than  this,  I 
cannot  for  the  prefent  fay,  till  I  receive  farther  ad- 
vices and  information  from  you  *,  only  I  mail  tell 
you,  what  I  now  write  to  you,  is  not  only  the  fenfe

ant faicl  entendre  qu'il  faut  quelque  argent  par  a- 
vance  aux  officiers  fuivant  le  traite   dont  M.  Mor- 
dant a  cognoiffance,  quoyque  j'ay  peu  d'argent,  je 
feray  effort  d'en  emprunter  a  Calais  ;    &  affin  que 
cette  affaire  queje juge  fi  importante  pour  le  refta- 
bliffement  de  V.  M.  dans  fon  royaume,  affin  que 
cette  affaire  ne  demeure,  je  trouveray  jufques  adix 
Vol.  II.  T  on 
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^.£.1659011  douze  mille  livres.     Ce  n'eft  pas  que  je  doute 
'que   V.  M.  n'en  aye  fuffifamment  au  dela,    mais 
com  me  elle  a  bien  des  affaires  fur  les  bras,  &  que 
j'apprehends  que  les  Couronnes  ne  fourniffent  qu'a- 
vec  beaucoup  de  lenteur  les  chofes  qui  font  necef- 
faires,  j'efpere  qu'elle  prendra  en  bonne  part  mon 
zele.     Si  mon  bien  le  pouvoit  efgualer,  elle  me  voi- 
roit  offrir  de  plus  grand  fommes.     Je  foubhaiterois 
que  V.  M.  m'euft  porte  un  ordre  de  la  Cour  de  la 
fervir  en   tout  ce  qu'elle  m'ordonneroit ;    elle  me 
voiroit  en   cette   affaire  &  en  toutes  autres,  y  en> 
ployer  ma  vie  avec  toute  la  fidelite  imaginable.     Je 
la  fupplie  tres  humblement  de  ne  pas  monftrer  ma 
lettre  a  perfonne,  affin  qu'on  ne  fache  pas  un  jour 
que  j'ay  eu  cognoiflance  de  cette  affaire.

IA>ccafion  eft 
bien  plus  favorable  prefentement  que  nous  fommes 
encore  icy ;    les  officiers  de  Dunkerq;  venants  icy 
librement  foubs  pretext  d'acheter  leurs  provifions. 
Si  elle  envoie  quelqu'un  icy,  il  fault  qu*il  y  vienne 
inconnu  chez  M.  Nugent,  ou  je  pourray  luy  parler. 
Si  je  pouvois  executer  l'affaire  en  perfonne,  j'efpere^ 
rois  avec  l'aide  de  Dieu  de  luy  donner  contentement. 
Je  ne  luy  demande  pas  de  plus  grande  recompence 
que  de  luy  faire  voir  par  effet,  qu'elle  n'a  pas  de  fer- 
viteur  plus  fidel  que  moy,    Je  ne  luy  puis  defguifer 
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quej'ay  eu  quelque  defplaifir  de  voir  que  V.  M.  aye  d.D.i6& 
faicl  des  graces  affez  considerables  a  des  perfonnes 
qui  ne  font  pas  de  meilleure  maifon  que  moy,  ny 
qui  n'ont  pas  efte,  ny  plus  long  temps  a  la  guerre,  ny 
plus  long  temps  officiers  que  moy,  &  qu'elle  a  faicl 
M.  Berkeley.  Mi  Lord,  m*ayant  faicl  la  grace  de 
m'en  avoir  donne  fon  billet  plus  de  huicl  ans  de- 
vant  luy.  Je  n'ay  pas  voulu  l'importuner  de  ces 
chofes,  comme  j'ay  efte  rendre  mes  devoirs  &  tres 
humbles  refpecls  a  V.  M :  mais  comme  V.  M.  a 
faicl  quelques  perfonnes  Comtes  d'Angleterre,  ay- 
ant  cela  de  ma  naiffance  &  le  feul  proche  parent  que 
j'aye  de  mon  nom  a  la  Cour  de  l'Empereur  eftant 
recognu  pour  cela,  la  grace  que  je  demanderois  a 
V.  M.  c'eft  qu'elle  me  donna  le  brevet  de  Comte 
d'Angleterre  ;  affin  qu'apres  l'avoir  fervy  on  ne  paffa 
pas  en  ce  pais  la  comme  un  eftranger.  Je  croy

&  fans  aucun  but  qui  aille  a  aucun  intereft.  Quand 
Dieu  l'aura  reftablie  en  fon  royaume,  n*  je  vois  que 
je  fuis  inutil  a  fon  fervicej  je  ne  luy  feray  pas  a 
charge,  me  retirant  dans  un  petit  chez  moy,  ou  je 
trouveray  de  quoy  entretenir  le  refte  de  la  vie. 

Je  ne  mande  rien  de  particulier  a  M.  Mordant  qui 
a  cognoiflance  de  cette  affaire,  fi  non  que  M.  Nu- 
gent envoyant  a  V.  M.  un  expres  pour  l'affaire  qu'il 
fcait,  je  luy  en  ay  facilite  les  moyens.  Je  croy  que 
V.  M.  aura  eu  un  expres  du  cofte  du  Nort,  d'ou 
j'apprens  que  les  affaires  s'avancent  fort  pour  l'avan- 
tage  de  fes  affaires.  On  me  mande  que  Lambert  ne 
voulant  pas  de  Parlement,  n'eft  pas  bien  fatisfaicl 
de  la  refolution  que  Fleetwood  a  prife  avec  le  Con- 
feil  d'affembler  un  Parlement  •,  que  cela  &  les  avis 
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-^.£.1659  qu'il  a  de  Londres  que  cette  Ville  pourroit  prendre 
^*V"V  de  refolutions  fort  prejudiciables  pour  fes  interefts, 
l'a  faict  refoudre  a  remarcher  avec  Ton  Armee  vers 
la  *,  que  Moncke  fe  preparoit  de  partir  de  Berwick 
pour  le  fuivre.  D'autres  croyent  qu'il  pourroit  tour- 
ner  vers  Portfmouth,  ou  il  y  a  quelque  Cavallerie 
de  l'armee  qui  blocque  la  Ville  •,  que  Vane  y  eft  alle 
ayant  negotie  quelque  traite '  avec  la  flotte  dont  on 
attend  les  eifets  qui  paroitront  dans  peu  de  jours. 
Avec  peu  d'argent  on  pourroit  negotier  des  affaires 
fort  confiderables.  Lockart  veille  de  fort  pres,  & 
donne  mefme  quelque  payement  extraordinaire  aux 
foldats.  II  m'a  faicl  faire  hier  des  excufes  qu'il  ne 
me  venoit  pas  voir,  mais  je  fcay  de  bonne  part, 
qu'il  fe  mesne  de  fes  gens,  qu'il  n'ofe  fortir,  &  qu'il 
n'eft  pas  moins  mesfiant  du  cofte  de  la  France.  Je 
fcay  auffi  qu'il  y  a  des  officiers  en  qui  il  a  confiance 
qui  foubfonnent  qu'il  eft  en  traite  avec  Caracene.  Si 
cela  eftoit,  je  ne  trouve  pas  eftrange  que  V.  M.  ne 
trouve  en  luy  du  retardement  en  touts  fes  defleins 
fur  Dunkerq.  Si  V.  M.  fe  veut  fervir  de  moy  dans 
fes  affaires,  dans  lefquelles  elle  veut  que  je  me 
trouve  en  perfonne,  il  faudroit  le  mander  au  my 
Lord  Jermyn,  affin  qu'il  en  parle  a  fon  Eminence, 
pour  les  raifons  que  je  luy  ay  desja  faicl  cognoiftre, 
lorfque  j'eux  l'honneur  de  la  voir  a  Pontoife.  Elle 
me  fera  grace  &  juftice  de  croire  qu'on  ne  peut  pas 
luy  eftre  plus  fidel  que  je  feray  toute  ma  vie.

I  AM  now  to  give  you  the  beft  account  I  can  in 
anfwer  to  yours  of  the  2d  and  3d  of  this  month, 
(which  came  to  my  hands  on  Monday  laft  by  an  ex-

prefs)  and  of  your  other  of  the  9th,  which  came  by  /?.£>.  1659 
another  exprefs  who  arrived  here  on  Tuefday,  and 
who  I  wifh  had  brought  me  no  letters  \  for  he  does 
with  great  confidence  report  fo  many  comfortable 
things,  as  that  he  faw  himfelf  the  Cardinal  give  a 
vifit  to  the  King,  names  the  two  perfons  who  are 
appointed  by  the  two  Crowns  to  go  into  England, 
and  tell  the  people  there  that  they  are  to  receive 
their  King,  and  many  other  precious  particulars  ; 
which  I  am  forry  to  find  were  not  true  upon  the 
9th  when  my  letters  were  written.  Yet  there  is  hope, 
that  fince  he  came  not  away  till  the  10th,  being  a 
man  of  honour  (a  Major)  he  may  be  a  good  Au- 
thor. 

It  is  very  true  that  I  told  you,  there  hath  no  Sa- 
turday paft  fince  you  ltft  Paris  (for  before  all  my 
letters  were  fent  to  Calais  and  thofe  parts)  in  which 
I  have  not  written  to  you  :  and  I  have  only  two  re- 
turned to  me,  which  it  feems  were  fent  into  Bri- 
tanyy  one  of  the  6th,  and  the  other  of  Sept.  13th, 
with  which  there  were  likewife  letters  to  the  King, 
the  Earl  of  Briftol  and  Mr.  O  Neile.  And  fince 
you  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  20th  and  27th 
of  Sept.  I  take  it  as  granted  that  all  the  reft  are 
come  to  your  hands,  becaufe  they  v/ere  all  inclofed 
to  Sir  H.  Bennet,  who  (though  all  have  not  come 
to  him  in  time,  by  fome  obftructions  in  the  way) 
hath  I  think  never  loft  any  of  mine.  I  am  very 
glad  you  find  that  you  have  faffered  no  real  incon- 
venience by  your  late  coming  thither  ;  which  will 
make  the  general  reproaches  to  be  the  lefs  confider- 
ed.  I  fhall  not  at  all  be  troubled  at  any  good  fortune 
Peter  Talbot  meets  with,  fo  he  doth  the  King  fer- 
vice :  which  it  is  not  yet  in  my  power  to  believe  he 
can  do,  or  would  if  he  could.  I  who  have  no 
other  method  of  judging,  but  by  what  I  know  men 
fay,  and  what  I  know  men  do,  muft  conclude, 
(hat  whilft  he  hath  truft  and  countenance  he  will  do 
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^f.D.1659  hurt,  and  that  without  it  he  can  do  none  :  and  how 
you  can  reconcile  the  confident  letters  he  hath  writr 
ten  of  Cardinal  Mazaritfs  declared  kindnefs  to  the 
King,  with  the  coldnefs  you  there  find,  I  cannot 
comprehend.     I  am  fure   his  brother  Tom  does  all 
the  villanous  foolifh  things  here  he  can, » and  would 
fei  on  foot  all  the  extravagant  demands,  which  were 
made  by  the  Irifh,  when  they  were  almoft  in  a  full 
pofTeflion  of  the  kingdom,  to  be  obtruded  now  on 
the  King  by  the  two  Crowns :  and  when  he  is  told, 
that  it  becomes  not  him,  while  he  is  in  the  King?s 
difpleafure,  to  meddle  in  any  bufinefs,  and  that,  if 
there  were  no  other  reafon,  men  would  not  concur 
with  him,  he  bids  them  not  trouble  themfelves  with 
that ;    does  not  his  brother  Peter  manage  all  the 
King's  affairs  ?  I  will  fay  no  more  of  that  argument, 
than  that  we  have  ill  luck  to  caft  him  off,  when  in 
truth  he  had  fome  kind  of  credit  with  thefe  Mini- 
fters,  and  to  take  him  again,  when  he  is  utterly  out 
of  their  good  graces  •,  for  I  have  fome  reafon  to  be- 
lieve, that  not  only  the  M.  of  Caracena,   but  even 
Don   Alonfo  himfelf,  have  fignified  to  Don  Lewis 
their  extreme  difpleafure  againft  him,  and  therefore 
he  hath  very  good  luck,  if  upon  his  own  fcore  he 
can  continue  his  intereft  there. 

I  hope  the  King's  dexterity  and  compofednefs  (of 
which  there  is  very  good  mention  in  many  letters 
hither)  hath  removed  the  fatal  misfortune,  which 
you  fay  follows  us,  of  not  being  believed  *,  for  till 
the  King  bethought  to  understand  his  own  bufinefs, 
and  to  be  able  to  conduct  it,  all  our  ftriving  is  a- 
gainfl  the  ftream,  and  towards  that  good  reputa- 
tion, an  opinion  of  his  induftry,  is  as  necefiary,  as 
of  his  conception. 

I  doubt  by  the  pains  you  take  to  enlarge  upon 

it,  that  1  have  troubled  you  more  than  was  nece£ 

fary  with  the  difcourfe  of  your  debts  ;    which  you 

Hittft  impute  to  the  peevimnefs  I  was  in  upon  fome 
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importunate  clamours,  and  efpecially  upon  fome  ^.£.1659 
very  indecent  expreflions  which  my  Lord  of  Caftle- ' 
haven  ufed,  of  whom  by  my  confent  you  mould 
never  borrow  money  again.  As  foon  as  Sir  G. 
Lane  can  be  able  to  procure  any  thing  of  what  is 
due  to  you  from  the  M.  of  Caracena,  care  fhall  be 
taken  to  pay  fuch  of  the  debts  in  the  firft  place  as 
are  moft  clamorous,  and  the  reft  as  far  as  the  money 
will  go.  I  fhall  trouble  you  no  more  with  Sir  R. 
Waljh^  who  fince  my  laft  hath  made  great  acknow- 
ledgments to  Mr.  Belling  of  being  very  faulty  to- 
wards me,  and  defires  my  good  opinion,  and  would 
have  fpoken  with  me :  but  I  fent  him  word  that  I 
could  have  nothing  to  do  with  him,  but  advifed 
him  to  be  gone  out  of  town,  left  fome  other  incon- 
venience befell  him.  The  truth  is,  his  refidence 
here  is  very  inconvenient,  and  he  comes,  by  what 
chance  I  know  not,  to  know  many  things,  which 
he  ought  not  to  do.  I  forbear  to  fay  any  thing  of  your 
Holland  affair,  which  I  conceive  was  concluded  on 
Monday,  in  expectations  of  fome  ^letters  from 
thence,  upon  which  I  may  enlarge,  before  I  fmifh 
this  difpatch.  Only  I  will  add  here,  that  I  am 
very  glad  you  have  caufed  my  Lady  Stanhope  to  be 
writ  to,  to  put  an  iffue  to  that  bufinefs.  The  Earl 
is  at  liberty,  and  fo  may  proceed  as  he  pleafes :  and 
I  cannot  but  tell  you  that  Dick  Fan/haw,  under 
whofe  government  the  other  young  Nobleman  is, 
gives  me  a  very  excellent  character  of  him,  without 
being  able  to  imagine  why  I  demanded  it. 

Having  gone  through  all  the  particulars  of  yours, 
to  which  I  need  make  any  reply,  I  fhall  tell  you  a 
very  pretty  ftory,  which  concerns  myfelf,  at  leaft, 
if  no  body  elfe,  and  which  I  have  promifed  punctu- 
ally to  tranfmit  to  the  King.  On  Saturday  laft  in 
the  afternoon,  Secretary  Nicholas  and  I  being  in  my 
Study,  the  Duke  of  Glocefter  came  in  with  Mr. 
Thomas  Howard^  who  told  me,  that  he  was  come 
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XD.  1 65 9  hither  upon  a  very  unpleafant  occafion,  to  vindi- 
S^V^'  cate  himfelf  from  an  afperfion  the  Duke  of  Glocefter 
had  told  him  I  had  laid  upon  him  of  being  a  fpy 
and  correfponding  with  the  Rebels  and  giving  them 
intelligence.  I  looked  upon  the  Duke  of  Glocefter^ 
that  I  might  know  what  it  was  I  had  faid  to  him, 
and  his  Highnefs  confefled  he  had  told  Mr.  Howard 
fo  at  Breda  upon  fome  difcourfe  between  them :  an4 
as  he  remembred  I  had  faid  fome  fuch  thing  to 
him.  I  replied,  that  it  would  not  become  me  to 
,  deny  any  thing  the  Duke  of  Glocefter  would  fay  I 
had  faid  to  him  ;  but  that  if  Mr.  Howard  or  any 
body  elfe  had  told  me,  that  I  had  given  fuch  infor- 
mation to  the  Duke  of  Glocefter ',  I  mould  abfolutely 
have  denied  it.  However  I  could  fay  no  more  of  it, 
than  that  whatever  I  had  heard  to  Mr.  Howard's 
prejudice  in  that  kind,  I  had  received  from  the 
King  himfelf,  to  whom  the  information  was  imme- 
diately directed,  and  what  credit  it  had  with  his 
Majefty  he  beft  knew,  and  I  was  to  give  no  farther 
account  of  it.  Upon  which  the  Duke  of  Glocefter 
recollecting  himfelf  faid,  that  he  now  very  well  re- 
membred, that  the  King  himfelf  told  him  of  it,  but 
that  he  thought  I  was  prefent  and  difcourfed  fome- 
what  upon  it.  Whereupon  Mr.  Howard  replied, 
that  he  knew  not  what  to  fay  to  any  fufpicion  the 
King  mould  entertain  of  him  :  but  that  he  was 
the  more  troubled  at  it,  for  that  Lord  Taaffe^  to 
whom  he  had  lamented  himfelf  upon  fuch  rumours, 
had  fpoken  to  the  King  but  three  days  before  his 
,  departure,  and  had  writ  to  him,  that  the  King  had 
a  very  good  opinion  of  him,  and  faid  that  they 
were  all  rogues  and  rafcals  who  reported  that  his 
Majefty  did  in  any  degree  fufpect  him  for  giving  in- 
telligence to  his  prejudice :  and  thereupon  enlarged 
how  unworthy  a  perfon  he  mould  be  if  he  were 
guilty  of  fo  horrid  a  crime,  and  that  he  was  very 
ready  to  offer  himfelf  to  be  tryed  by  juftice  upon 
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any  charge  that  fhould  be  laid  againft  him.  I  told  A.D.  1659 
him,  it  was  indeed  an  act  fb  odious  and  fo  unworthy " 
of  a  perfon  of  his  birth  and  relations,  that  the  King 
would  not  entertain  fufpicion  of  him,  except  he 
had  fuch  full  evidence,  as  mufl  make  him  condemn 
any  man :  and  if  he  had  fuch,  it  would  be  to  no 
purpofe  to  fpeak  of  it  till  he  could  have  juftice  done, 
which  cannot  be  but  in  his  own  dominions.  All 
the  fervice  I  could  do,  would  be  to  inform  his  Ma- 
jefty punctually  of  all  that  had  paffed  in  this  di£ 
courfe  -,  upon  which  his  Majefty  might  do  what  he 
thought  fit.  Now  I  cannot  but  tell  you,  that  as  it 
is  indeed  to  no  purpofe,  nor  fit  to  fay  all  the  truth 
in  this  matter,  yet  I  cannot  believe  it  poffible  that 
the  King,  who  hath  evidence  more  than  enough, 
would  fay  any  fuch  thing  to  pleafe  Lord  Taaffe ; 
and  I  am  fure  his  Majefty  told  me,  that  he  would 
forbid  Lord  Taaffe  and  Mr.  Elliot  to  correfpond 
with  him,  as  he  had  great  reafon  to  do.  Yet  they 
are  the  men  who  enlarge  themfelves  in  difcourfe, 
how  grievous  a  thing  it  is  that  a  perfon  of  fuch 
honour,  and  who  hath  done  fo  great  fervice,  mould 
fuffer  in  his  reputation  by  any  whifpers,  without 
knowing  his  accufers.  I  think  the  King  mould  now 
write  to  the  Duke  of  Glocefter  (without  finding  fault 
with  any  thing  that  is  done  amifs)  that  he  hath  re- 
ceived an  account  from  me  of  what  hath  paffed 
with  Mr.  Howard^  and  that  he  may  remember  what 
his  Majefty  himfelf  faid  to  him  upon  that  fubject  ; 
and  that  though  he  will  not  condemn  Mr.  Howard^ 
he  is  very  far  from  being  fatisfied  that  he  hath  done 
nothing  but  what  he  ought  to  do :  and  lefs  than 
this  his  Majefty  cannot  well  fay  with  reference  to 
his  own  bufinefs  and  the  fecurity  of  it.  When  wq 
meet,  I  fhall  tell  you  many  other  circumftances  in 
this  bufinefs  which  will  make  you  wonder  more. 

I  fhall  be  longer  than  I  intended,  by  the  arrival 
of  C.  Whitley^  who  brings  me  feveral  letters  from 
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A.  D.i  6  59  England,  and  tells  me  that  Charles  Littleton  is  gone 
'  poft  from  Calais  to  the  King  with  letters  from  my 
Lord  Mordant ;  which  I  hope  inform  you  of  more 
of  moment  than  thofe  we  have  from  him,  or  elfe 
they  were  hardly  worth  an  exprefs.  I  doubt  he 
may  be  impatient  to  be  doing :  of  which  I  need 
fay  no  more  to  you,  fince  you  know  our  fenfe  here 
by  the  two  difpatches  the  Duke  of  York  fent.  I 
mall  not  need  to  defire  you  to  make  very  much  of 
Charles  Littleton,  who  is  a  very  worthy  young  man  : 
and  I  pray  oblige  him  to  tell  you  (and  call  to  him  for 
it  from  me)  the  pleafant  difcourfe  he  had  with  Lord 
Berkeley  the  morning  before  his  departure,  and  tell 
me  if  he  be  not  worth  his  weight  in  gold. 

I  have  enclofed  a  letter  to  the  King,  which  will 
be  fit  for  his  Majefty  to  return  to  me  as  foon  as  may 
be  :  it  is  to  Sir  Henry  Teherton,  a  young  very  va- 
luable perfon  in  Northampton/hire  both  in  fortune 
and  reputation,  who  is  (as  I  am  aflured  by  a  perfon 
fit  to  be  believed)  full  of  zeal  and  refolution  for 
the  King's  fervice.  The  fame  perfon  (a  very  dif- 
creet  man)  deflres  me  to  prepare  the  King  to  give 
a  very  gracious  reception  to  Sir  Thomas  Middleton9 
when  he  fhall  come  to  him  privately,  as  he  refolves 
to  do.  The  truth  is,  he  hath  behaved  himfelf 
very  worthily  in  this  laft  bufinefs,  and  hath  (as  I 
am  aflured  by  thofe  who  can  hardly  be  deceived)  a 
very  entire  affection  to  the  King  and  the  Church ;  and 
as  he  is  a  man  of  a  very  great  eftate  and  reputation 
in  thofe  parts,  I  think  the  King  may  very  well  give 
him  the  command  of  North-Wales,  if  he  will  take 
it :  and  I  am  aflured,  he  can  make  himfelf  matter 
again  of  Chefter  and  Shrewsbury  ,  which  he  would 
have  been  in  the  firft  time,  if  Sir  George  Boothe 
would  have  fuffered  him  to  have  gone  from  Chefter. 

The  two  Dukes  went  from  hence  on  Tuefday 
laft  for  Breda,  attended  by  Lord  Norwich  and  Lord 
Taaffe,  (who  I  aflure  you)  is  in  very  great  grace 

with

with  both  the  Dukes,  and  with  Lord  Berkeley  to^-l659 
Lembourg  to  his  quarters,  and  intends  from  thence 
to  Breda,  where  I  fuppofe  all  will  ftay  till  feme 
bufinefs  calls  them  away.  The  truth  is,  it  is  a  fad 
thing  to  be  here,  if  a  man  could  help  it,  with  no 
money.  I  muft  not  forget  to  tell  you,  that  your 
friend  Whyte  (of  whom  I  think  better  than  fome  o- 
thers  do)  is  fent  by  the  laft  packet  for  England :  and 
you  are  not  to  be  furprized  if  you  fee  him  fhortly 
where  you  are,  whither  he  believes  he  mail  be  fent, 
and  wifhed  that  you  might  have  notice  of  it. 

I  have  yet  received  no  letter  from  the  Boffe ;  fo 
that  I  can  fay  no  more,  but  that  I  have  not  the  leaft 
doubt  of  the  marriage  being  folemnized  on  Monday 
laft.  Becaufe  it  is  not  reafonable  to  look  that  you 
mould  decypher  yourfelf,  I  have  omitted  in  a  place 
or  two  to  name  fome  perfons,  which  I  mould  have 
done,  and  which  you  will  not  think  unreafonably 
omitted.     God  keep  you  and  bring  us  well  together.

Sir  E.  Hyde  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

SINCE  my  laft  to  you  of  this  day  fevennight, 
which  I  hope  Mr.  Church  hath  fo  ordered  that 
it  came  fafe  to  you,  without  going  beyond  you,  1 
have  received  yours  of  the  12  th,  and  your  other 
of  the  1 4th  :  which  makes  me  conclude,  that  this 
may  moft  conveniently  attend  your  coming  to  Paris, 
if  there  be  no  direction  there  for  otherwife  difpofing 
it.  However  I  conceive  it  will  not  run  the  fame 
hazard  my  letters  ufed  to  do  to  the  frontiers  :  and 
therefore  I  will  ufe  as  little  cypher  as  is  poffible,  and 
fhall  defire  you  to  take  the  pains  yourfelf  to  de- 
cypher  it ;  becaufe  there  will  be  fomewhat  I  would 
impart  only  to  the  King  and  you,  and  it  will  be 
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A.D.  1 65  9  to  have  part  decyphered  by  another  hand  and  not 
all. 

I  am  fo  well  fatisfied  by  your  difcourfe  with  the 
Cardinal  and  what  he  did  after,  that  I  do  look  for 
much  good  from  him,  and  fo  he  be  refolved  to  do 
it,  let  him  in  God's  name  do  it  his  own  way. 
Yet  I  am  perfuaded,  when  he  hath  fpoken  with  the 
King,  his  Majefty  will  be  thought  beft  to  under- 
ftand  his  own  bufinefs,  and  will  have  moft  credit 
with  him  :  and  to  that  purpofe  I  wifh  that  the  King 
may  have  fpoken  with  the  Cardinal  before  Lord 
Jermin  came.  I  am  likewife  very  well  fatisfied  in  what 
Don  Lewis  hath  promifed  with  reference  to  the  do- 
meftick  affairs :  and  if  he  make  all  good  by  the  end  of 
January,  we  may  hold  up  our  heads  a  little,  though 
for  the  prefent  we  are  in  no  cafe,  nor  can  make 
any  advance  towards  the  payment  of  the  bills  we 
have,  infomuch  as  I  think  we  muft  be  put  to  pro- 
teft  at  laft.  I  am  glad  for  what  concerns  your  own 
particular,  and  hope  it  will  be  made  good. 

I  know  not  whether  I  faid  any  thing  to  you  in 
my  laft  concerning  Mr.  Nicotts  the  Duke  of  York's 
fervant,  who  came  about  an  intrigue  (as  is  pretend- 
ed) concerned  Dunkirk ;  though  I  am  confident 
that  was  not  his  chief  errand,  the  Duke  of  York 
fent  him  in  great  fecrecy  to  confer  with  me  upon 
that  matter,  the  defign  to  my  underftanding  being 
very  improbable.  When  he  had  faid  all  to  me  upon 
it  that  he  thought  necerTary,  he  told  me  there  was 
another  particular  upon  which  he  was  intruded  to 
fpeak  with  me  by  Lord  Oxford,  Sir  W.  Compton 
and  Mr.  Rujfel  (  I  think  he  named  a  fourth  man) 
who  were  exceedingly  unfatisfied  in  thes  reproach 
laid  upon  Sir  Richard  Willis  \  in  which  they  took 
themfelves  to  be  concerned,  and  were  confident  it 
was  an  unjuft  imputation  ;  that  Sir  Richard  Willis 
had  wifhed  him  to  tell  me,  that  he  had  deferved 
better  of  me,  and  had  vindicated  me  from  the  like 
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calumnies-,  and  gave  many  arguments,  how  impof-^.^.1659 
fible  it  was  that  he  could  be  guilty.     Amongft  the  v^rY>^ 
reft,  one  was  his  fidelity  to  you,  when  you  were  in 
his  power.     When  I  had  heard  him,  I  made  him 
fuch  a  difcourfe  as  I  thought  might  have  fatisfied  a 
reafonable  man  -,  how  (low  the  King  had  been  in  be- 
lieving any  thing  he  thought  impoflible,  till  he  had 
fuch  evidence  as  would  make  him  condemn  his  bro- 
ther, and  that  he  now  made  no  more  doubt  of  it,  and 
therefore  had  given  his  friends  notice  of  it,  and 
looked   they   mould    believe  him.      He    faid,   it 
was  reported  that  the  King  had  a  letter  of  his, 
which  might  be  counterfeited,  and  that  perfons  of 
fuch  honour  as  thofe  were  from  whom  he  came, 
and  who  might  be  of  fo  great  ufe  to  his  Majefty, 
might  reafonably  hope  to  be  fo  far  trufted  as  to 
have  a  fight  of  fuch  a   letter  ;    and  if  they  were 
convinced  that  he  was  falfe,  they  would  abhor  him 
more  than  any  body  elfe.     I  told  him,  the   King 
could  only  judge  what  fatisfaction  was  to  be  given 
in  fuch  a  cafe  -,  but  that  it  feemed  to  me,  that  if  he 
had  fuch  a  letter,  the  producing  it  would  eafily 
bring  to  light  by  what  means  the  information  came 
to  his  Majefty  ;  which  no  body  would  think  fit  tQ 
be  made  known.     I  cannot  fay  he  went  away  fatis- 
fied, yet  he  parted  with  much  civility :   but  I  know 
he  hath  fince  to  fome  perfons  in  this  town  (for  how- 
ever he  came  muffled  in  the  dark  to  me,  he  was  not 
fo  nice  to  others,  but  converfed  with  many,  and 
amongft  the  reft  with   Lord  Taaffe)  make  a  very 
uningenuous  relation  of  what  had  paffed  between 
him  and  me  :    and  I  have  fome  reafon  by  the  dif- 
courfes  he  made,  to  believe,  that  that  was  in  truth 
his  bufinefs  here,    to  do   Sir  Richard  Willis  good 
offices,  and  to  make  it  believed,  that  he  is  very 
honeft,  very  ufeful,  and  undergoes  all  this  reproach 
by  his  enemies  credit  with  me :  and  Sir  John  Berkeley 
and  his  friends  are  very  well  fatisfied  in  the  point, 
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JD.  1 65  9  and  now  magnify  him  and  his  friends,  who  whilft 
^VV  they  were  trufted  were  never  worthy  of  a  good 
word.  There  is  no  queftion  Mr.  Nicolls  will  find 
the  King,  for  he  told  me  he  was  intrufted  by  thofe 
perfons  to  fpeak  with  his  Majefty  :  and  truly,  me- 
thinks  his  Majefty  mould  exprefs  fome  indignation, 
that  he  mould  have  fo  little  credit  with  his  friends 
in  fuch  a  cafe  as  this,  and  be  very  round  with  him 
upon  it,  that  a  man  who  hath  wanted  credit  all  the 
time  he  pretended  to  do  him  fervice,  ihould  now 
find  it  as  foon  as  he  ftands  accufed  by  his  Majefty* 
even  upon  his  own  knowledge.  I  confefs  to  you* 
the  behaviour  of  men  here  upon  this  occasion  makes 
me  weary  of  my  life :  and  if  the  King  doth  not 
aflume  another  kind  of  authority,  it  will  be  impof- 
fible  for  his  bufinefs  to  be  carried  on. 

My  letters  from  England  by  the  laft  poft  fay,  that 
Mr.  Rujjel  makes  it  his  bufinefe  to  cry  up  Sir  Rich, 
Willis,  and  that  I  am  the  only  perfon  that  hath 
raifed  this  fcandal  upon  a  man  who  hath  done  the 
King  fo  much  fervice  ;  and  fo  all  the  rage  is  againft 
me ;  in  which  there  is  concurrence  enough.  There- 
fore they  defire  that  the  King  write  a  letter  to  Mr. 
Rujjel  and  Sir  W.  Compton,  that  he  knows  this 
charge  upon  Sir  Richard  Willis  to  be  true :  and 
truly  I  think  it  very  neceflary  that  he  doth  fo,  and 
if  he  pleafe  to  write  the  inclofed,  and  either  give  it 
to  Mr.  Nicolls,  or  fend  it  fo  as  it  fhall  be  delivered, 
and  one  letter  will  ferve  both.  Tales  is 
of  Rujjel  and  Bowtell  Sir  W.  Compton. 

Now  I  have  tired  you  with  this  difcourfe,  let  me 
tell  you  a  tale  that  is  writ  to  me  from  London  in  two 
letters  by  this  laft  poft ;  one  from  851,  that  Colonel 
Rujjel  and  Sir  Richard  Willis  fent  for  Henry  Fitz- 
James  to  come  to  them,  and  afked  him  whether  he 
had  reported  that  Sir  Richard  Willis  had  betrayed 
the  King  ;  to  which  he  anfwered  he  had.  Willis 
alked  him,  if  he  believed  it  \   he  faid  yes,  for  he 
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had  heard  it  faid  by  one  who  knew  it.  The  other  A.D.i6^g 
afked  him  who  it  was :  he  anfwered,  Dick  Cromwell ' 
had  told  him,  that  his  father  had  often  told  him 
that  Willis  was  his  Penfioner,  and  gave  Thurloe  no-- 
tice  of  all  he  knew.  Upon  which  they  parted ; 
and  what  will  be  done  more  upon  it,  time  muft  try. 
A  word  of  your  bufinefs.  If  the  Cardinal  fuffer 
fome  men  to  be  tranfported  out  of  Britany  to  the 
Weft,  and  others  from  Boulogne  to  Rumney-Marjh, 
and  our  men  may  at  the  fame  time  be  fent  from 
hence  to  the  Ifle  of  Ely,  your  work  were  done. 
Above  all,  if  the  Cardinal  will  fend  to  the  Dutch 
to  help,  they  will  do  it -,  at  leaft  connive  at  it^  which 
will  be  well. 

I  pray  tell  the  King,  that  he  may  call  upon  Sir 
Thomas  Bond  for  ioo/.  fterling,  which  one  of  our 
friends  hath  fent  to  him  from  London,  to  be  pre- 
fented  to  his  Majefty  at  Paris.  I  hope  you  have 
fome  addrefTes  from  Monck  which  we  here  do  not 
know  of.  I  have  a  noble  one  by  Lord  Hatton  this 
laft  poft,  which  a  rack  mail  not  fetch  out  of  me, 
and  to  which  I  have  made  as  wife  an  anfwer  as  is 
fit.  If  the  Cardinal  would,  he  might  buy  out  thofe 
knaves,  and  as  many  as  are  good  for  any  thing :  yet 
I  had  rather  he  would  do  fomewhat  elfe ;  for  though 
two  or  three  of  them  are  worth  any  price,  the  reft 
may  be  bought  too  dear.  I  hope  the  King  will  put 
the  abfolute  power  of  treating  into  no  hands  but 
his  own. 

Tom.  Talbot  hath  now  given  over  all  his  projects 
here,  and  intends  to  meet  you  at  Paris,  and  to  be 
reftored  to  full  favour.  I  hope  the  King  will  not 
fee  him  or  give  him  any  countenance.  Lord  Taaffe 
went  no  farther  with  the  Dukes  than  Antwerp,  and 
is  now  here  wonderfully  exalted  with  the  King's 
letter,  which  he  (hews  to  all  people,  and  in  which 
there  are  truly  fome  wonderful  kind  expreffions. 
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jf.D.i6$9  The  inclofed  from  the  M.  of  Caracena  was  feht 
me  three  days  fince ;  by  which  I  concluded  that 
he  knew  the  King  was  come  out  of  the  Spanijb 
quarters.  M.  Mar/in  promifed  to  fend  me  a  letter 
for  you,  which  is  not  yet  come.  The  marriage 
was  performed  the  day  I  told  you,  of  which  I  fup- 
pofe  you  receive  an  account  from  Sir  G.  Lane.  By 
my  laft  letters  out  of  England^  Lord  Mordant  fhould 
be  by  this  time  at  Calais ,  but  I  have  not  heard  from 
him  fince*  If  you  fee  Mr.  Fan/haw  in  your  paflage* 
he  will  give  you  the  beft  information  of  the  other 
Nobleman  :  and  I  am  of  opinion,  for  fomewhat  I 
hear,  that  you  will  find  no  refpective  treaty  with 
the  other,  except  the  world  be  vifibly  amending. 
I  heartily  wifh  the  King  here  before  the  Prince  of 
Conde  departs ;  which  will  be  in  12  or  14  days. 
God  keep  you,  and  tell  me  I  pray  in  your  next  when 
we  fhall  meet. 

If  the  King  were  rich  enough,  I  wifh  you  fhould 
get  a  debt  paid  to  Church  of  about  20  piftoles,  which 
I  have  long  owed  him,  for  what  he  hath  disburfed 
for  me  for  a  hat  and  fuch  things.  I  hope  the  King 
will  give  Church  fomewhat  more  than  good  words*

I  fray  decypber  this  yourfelf. 

I  HAVE  had  none  from  you  fince  that  of  the  14th 
from  Fontarabia  :  and  I  am  in  fome  pain  by 
collecting  from  other  letters,  that  the  King  hath 
not  feen  the  Cardinal,  without  knowing  any  thing 
of  the  reafon .  I  have  not  heard  a  word  from  Sir 
H.  Bennet  thefe  two  laft  pofts  :  but  hear  from  others 
that  my  Lord  Brijlol  is  likewife  gone  to  Madrid* 
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I  hope  your  letters  by  the  next  poft  will  tell  me  the  A.D.  1659 

very  day  when  you  will  be  here.     There  hath  been 

a  difcourfe  about  this  town  thefe  ttn  days,  that  the 

King  is  to  be  received  here  with  great  folemnity, 

and  lodged  at  leaft  for  fome  days  in  the  palace  j  to 

which  I  neither  gave  credit  nor  ear,  imagining  it  to 

be  only  a  town  difcourfe  without  foundation  -,  nor  am 

I  confident  to  the  contrary.     Yet  Mr.  Fox  tells  me, 

that  a  Magistrate  of  the  town  yefterday  told  him, 

it  v/as  true  ;  and  a  Van  guelder  fays,  they  have  hired 

plate  from  him  for  the  King's  entertainment ;  fo 

there   may  be  fomething  in  it.     Yet  the  Duke  of 

York,  who  came  unexpectedly  hither  on  Wednefday, 

tells  me,  that  Caracena  looks  as  woodenly  as  ever, 

and  fays  the  King  will  never  do  any  thing  for  Mr. 

Kerton.     I  wiih  he  would  at  this  time  write  to  the 

Ambaflador  in  Holland,  v/hich  your  brother  Ha- 

milton  fays  would  do  the  bufinefs.     I  find  by  what 

Mr.  Kingfton  writes  to  me,  that  Ld.  Aubigny  doubts 

that  the  King's  obligations  to  Mr.  Monbrune  will 

divert  his  inclinations  to  the  other  Cardinal  ;  of 

which  I  think  there  is  no  fear  :  however  it  will  be 

neceffary  that  both  you  yourfelf  and  Mr.  Kerton 

fpeak  very  kindly  to  that  Lord  of  the  Cardinal  de 

Retz,  from  whom  I  hear  often. 

Let  me  fay  a  word  concerning  myfelf :  If  there 
be  any  money  which  may  without  noife  be  difpofed, 
I  hope  you  remember  me,  that  I  may  pay  thofe 
debts,  and  repair  what  is  worn  out :  befides  I  muft 
tell  you,  my  wife  is  ready  to  lie  in,  and  all  things 
wanting.  Church  will  fpeak  to  you  about  the  poor 
officers,  who  I  hope  the  King  will  be  able  to  relieve 
and  difengage,  and  then  fome  of  them  would  be 
beft  fent  into  England.  God  keep  you,  and  bring 
you  hither. 

Since  I  fent  my  packet  to  the  poft-hou^,  /  have 
received  the  inclofed  from  the  Duke  of  2ork9  and 
Vol.  II.  U  I 
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AD.1659  I  much,  doubt  it  will  come  too  late.  Your  friend 
*^Vv  wno  can  judge  beft  at  the  Hague  believes  that 
Holland  Tit  this  time  ftands  exceedingly  difpofed 
to  the  King,  and  the  leaft  intimation  (they  fay) 
from  Cardinal  Mazarin  will  do  the  work.  They 
defire  to  be  informed  as  particularly  as  may  be, 
and  if  you  are  not  to  be  fpeedily  here,  tell  me 
what  I  may  fay  to  them.

Memoranda  fent  by  the  M.  of  Ormonde  for 
Cardinal  Mazarin  from  Paris,  Dec.  10. 1659. 

TO  fatisfy  M.  le  Cardinal  that  the  hopes  of  his 
Britijh  Majefty  ftand  fairer  and  better  ground- 
ed, to  recover  his  Crowns  at  this  conjuncture  of 
time  with  moderate  affiftance  from  abroad,  than 
lately  when  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  did  connive 
at  fuch  a  fupply  prepared  for  immediate  tranfpor- 

U  2  tation 
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^.D.i659tation  by  M.  de  Turenne,    it  may  fuffice  (without 
V^^V>*^  need  of  any  proofs)  that  his  Eminence  confider  the 
vifible  pofture  of  Great  Britain,  as  it  then  was,  and 
as  it  now  is. 

True  it  is,  that  Sir  G.  Boothe  was  then  actually  in 
arms  •,  but  with  few  men,  and  not  feconded.  The 
jprefence  of  the  army,  and  the  intelligence  they  got, 
made  it  eafy  to  prevent  and  fupprefs  all  intended 
rifings  and  beginnings  of  rifings  in  the  city  of  Lon- 
don ^  and  neighbouring  counties,  before  they  march- 
ed towards  Chefter,  which  was  the  only  place  of  re- 
treat Sir  G.  Boothe  had,  a  town  not  very  conflderable, 
and  without  the  cattle  ;  the  Scots  in  the  mean  time 
being  ftrongly  kept  down,  and  the  fpecious  name  of 
a  Parliament  governing  the  nations. 

That  Parliament  hath  now  been  violently  dif- 
folved  by  the  army  in  England,  yet  not  fo  unani- 
mous in  that  act,  as  that  they  came  not  at  the  in- 
ftant  very  near  to  blows  amongft  themfelves  con- 
cerning it ;  and  in  Scotland  fince  in  open  defiance  of 
the  army  in  England,  which  (upon  a  new  rupture 
after  a  vain  overture  of  accommodation)  is  by  this 
time  far  advanced,  and  may  probably  engage  be- 
fore his  Majefty  can  land.  And  it  is  confidently 
reported,  (their  own  Gazette  implying  no  lefs)]  that 
Monck  finding  himfelf  the  weaker,  hath  let  loofe 
the  Scots  upon  them,  by  convoking  that  kingdom 
in  a  kind  of  Parliamentary  form  ;  which  (if  fo,  as 
a  very  few  days  will  fhew  what  it  is)  is  not  likely 
to  be  fo  foon  laid,  as  it  was  formerly  over-run,  tho' 
both  armies  mould  reconcile  themfelves  to  effect  it ; 
provided  they  be  opportunely  fuccoured  from  a- 
broad,  and  headed  by  their  antient  Princes,  with 
an  unanimous  resignation  of  themfelves  to  autho- 
rity •,  leftbns,  which  their  long  defpaired  liberty, 
(unlefs  by  their  old  alliance  and  government)  muft 
have  taught  them,  and  in  which  the  wifhes  and  en- 
deavours of  the  beft  Englijh  patriots  will  be  forced 

to 
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to  concur,  becaufe  it  conduces  to  their  own  intereft  d.D.  1 659 
by  amufing  their  inthrallers  in  places  fo  remote  from 
the  heart  of  England,  and  from  thofe  foreign  parts 
whence  relief  may  be  hoped  towards  it.  Neither 
feems  it  in  reafon  to  be  prefumed,  that  thofe  who 
laft  rofe  in  England,  (moft  of  whofe  perfons  are  at 
prefent  fet  at  liberty,  and  their  eftates  too  great  a 
prey  to  gripe  with  hands  now  diverted  and  full  of 
other  work)  or  thofe  others  who  mould  have  rifen 
at  the  fame  time  in  all  parts,  are  not  fo  much 
weakened  by  that  defeat,  or  fecure  upon  their  now 
calm,  as  made  defperate  to  attempt  their  deliverance 
with  any  competent  help,  before  their  tormentors 
return  to  fettle  any  government  but  his  Majefty's. 

But  for  his  Eminence's  more  particular  fatisfa6tion 
in  this  point,   the  inftances  following,  amongft  o- 
ther  of  the  fame  nature,  are  by  a  Peer  of  England 
now  with  his  Majefty  affirmed  upon  his  honour  and 
loyalty,  of  both  which,  as  alfo  of  his  capablenefs  to 
make  a  right  judgment  in  this  matter,  (as  far  as  one 
man  upon  perfonal  applications  and  promifes  may 
rely  on  and  undertake  for  others)   his  Eminence 
may  take  a  meafure  by  thefe  circumftances ;  that 
the  faid  Nobleman  was  the  perfon  chiefly  employed 
by  his  Majefty  to  knit  and  commiffion  the  late  party 
that  rofe  in  Che/hire,  and  which  mould  have  rifen 
throughout  England  and  Wales,    and  was  himfelf 
perfonal  Jy  in  the  head  of  a  rifing  party  near  London ', 
for  all  which  (being  routed)  he  was  profcribed,  and 
efcaped  into  France,  yet  adventured  to  return  di£ 
guifed  into  England,  where  he  found  the  moft  of 
thofe  leading  perfons  lately  engaged,  and  others, 
fo  little  difcouraged  by  the  defeat  in  Chefhire,  or  fo 
much  provoked  and  encouraged  by  the  fubfequent 
adlion  and  oppofition,  that  they  declined  not  to 
give  him  private  meetings  •,  upon  which  he  grounds 
this  enfuing  affurance  to  himfelf  *,

A  principal  man  of  prefent  power  in  the  Fleet 
difpofed  to  make  his  peace  with  his  Majefty  :

The  doubt  now  feems  to  lye  on  the  other  fide  ; 
what  need  is  there  of  any  foreign  help  at  all  ?  And 
in  truth  his  Majefty  hath  no  reafon  to  defpair  of 
his  fpeedy  Reftoration,  even  by  his  fubjects  folely. 
But  befides,  that  a  matter  of  this  high  nature  can- 
not be  made  too  fure,  many  of  the  difpofed  parties, 
here  intimated,  want  arms  and  ammunition  to  exe- 
cute their  feveral  defigns  with,  and  all  of  them  fome 
formed  body  of  old  foldiers  for  his  Majefty  to  di- 
vert or  repair  to.     Neither  appears  it  counfelable 
for  his  Majefty,  whatfoever  his  forwardnefs  is,  to 
expofe  his  perfon  amongft  fuch  a  mixed  party  never 
yet  vifibly  embarked  together  in  his  caufe,  nor  pof- 
fibly  hitherto  in  perfect  underftanding  with  each 
other,  as  are  now  in  England,  without  fome  regu- 
lated forces,  and  properly  his  own,  until  his  full 
eftablifhment  to  the  fatisfaction  of  all.     For  which 
reafons  it  is  paflionately  to  be  wifhed,  that  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty  would  be  pleafed  to  fpeed  unto 
the  King  of  England's  hands  his  effectual  orders  for 
his  Commanders  and  other  Minifters  on  the  coaft, 
for  the  fu miming  his  Majefty,  whenfoever  he  iriall 
make  demand  thereof,    fuch  proportion  of  men, 
arms  and  ammunition,  with  necefTaries  and  liberty 
of  tranfportation,    as  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty 
mall  in  his  wifdom  think  fit  to  limit,  or  rather  that 
this  had  been  already  done  ;    confidering  the  dis- 
contents and  diffractions  in  England  upon  the  late 
rupture  of  their  Parliament,   and  that  in  fuch  a 
conjuncture  as  this,    opportunities  are   frequently 
offered  and  loft,  almoft  in  a  moment,  whilft  the 
two  great  Courts  are  fo  remote. 

And  in  cafe  this  prefent  opportunity,  which  is  by 
this  paper  reprefented  to  M.  le  Cardinal,  fhould  not 
appear  to  his  Eminence  fo  fair  and  real,  as  it  doth 

U  4  to 
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ji.D.  1 659 to  the  King  of  England  ;  or  if  the  face  of  things 
'  fhould  in  the  interim  change  :  yet  it  is  humbly  con- 
ceived, that  fuch  fecret  orders  could  be  no  ways  to 
the  prejudice  or  foil  of  the  Crown  or  Councils  of 
France  \  fince  as  his  Britijh  Majefty  before  forbore, 
when  he  heard  of  Sir  G.  Bootbe's  rout,  to  throw 
away  upon  a  loft  game  the  forces  then  lent  him  on 
occafion  of  that  rifing  and  diverfion  :  fo  as  it  is  in 
all  reafon  to  be  prefumed,  he  will  proceed  as  cau- 
tioufly  in  reference  to  thefe  which  may  now  be 
granted. 

The  M.  of  Ormonde  to  Sir  E.  Hyde. 

I  AM  here  without  my  cypher,  being  unexpect- 
edly brought  here  laft  night  by  the  King's  com- 
mand, to  advife  upon  the  time  and  manner  of  his 
going  home.  For  the  manner,  I  think  it  will  be 
by  coach,  which  with  ufeful  horfes  he  will  buy  (I 
doubt  not)  dear  enough  of  my  Lord  Crofts,  unlefs 
the  credit  he  gives  for  part  of  the  money  recom- 
pence  for  the  price.  The  time  fet  down  for  his  de^. 
parture  is  Wednefday  the  17th  of  this  month  :  that 
will  be  the  fooneft.  The  firft  night  he  will  be  en- 
tertained by  Mr.  Montague  at  his  Abbey,  and  the 
next  at  his  Uncle's  at  Vernueil.  Upon  the  whole 
matter,  you  are  not  to  expect  him  fooner  than  the 
Sunday  after  Chriftm as-day  :  but  care  fhall  be  taken 
to  advertife  you  more  punctually  when  we  are  upon 
the  way. 

I  have  decyphered  yours  of  the  2 2d  of  the  laft, 
and  6th  of  this  :  but  another  returned  me  yefter- 
day  from  St.  Sebaftiatfs,  with  one  from  Mr.  Secre- 
tary, lye  yet  upon  my  hands.  To  thofe  I  have 
read  fatisfy  yourfelf  at  prefent  with  this  anfwer, 
that  the  King  will  do  what  is  fit,  and  what  I  doubt 
riot  will  fatisfy  you  upon  all  the  particulars  you  of- 
fer 
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fer  to  his  confideration ;  and  particularly  in  what  ^.£.1659 
concerns  Sir  R.  Willis's  friend,  and  the  other  per-  ^-OT^ 
ion  that  complains  of  the  like  charge  laid  upon 
him.  What  you  mention  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
laft  letter  in  your  own  hands  mall  be  taken  care  of, 
if  I  can  help  it,  as  I  believe  I  (hall ;  there  being 
little  more  needful  than  to  fpeak  of  it,  if  there  be 
wherewithal.  The  King  was  much  troubled  at  the 
paper  I  mewed  him  from  Mr.  Secretary,  and  im- 
putes the  greater!:  part  of  that  afperfion  to  the  mad- 
nefs  and  folly  of  fome  Irijh  Churchmen  :  but  he 
will  endeavour  to  wipe  it  off  with  all  the  induftry 
he  can.  There  is  an  entire  fatisfaction  in  the  King 
and  Queen  with  each  other  ;  which  I  hope  will 
put  an  end  to  all  other  differences  that  flowed  from 
a  belief  of  the  contrary,  or  render  them  lefs  hurt- 
ful. I  choofe  to  fay  nothing  to  you  of  the  fenfe 
of  this  Crown,  becaufe  I  am  not  clear  in  it,  and 
there  will  be  time  to  fay  all  I  can  upon  it,  when  we 
meet.  I  wifh  my  Lady  a  happy  hour,  and  fafe  de- 
livery.    God  keep  you  and  yours.

TH  E  Lord-Mayor  of  LondoH  and  the  Com- 
mon-Council have  afTumed  the  entire  govern- 
ment of  the  City  to  themfelves,  independent  upon 
any  other  authority :  arid  all  Citizens- are  required  to 
repair  together  with  their  arms,  to  preferve  the 
peace  of  the  City,  whenever  the  Mayor  and  She- 
riffs mall  command  them ;  which  h  a  power  they 
never  pretended  to,  fince  the  beginning  of  thefe 
troubles. 

Fleetwood  and  the  officers  with  him  have,  without 
Lambert's  privity  or  corifent,  agreed  with  the  City, 
that  there  mall  be  a  Parliament  called  to  meet  by  the 
24th  of  the  next  month  :  but  how  and  in  what  man- 
ner the  Members  fhall  be  chofen,  is  not  yet  deter- 
mined, and  cannot  without  great  difficulty  be  ad- 
justed within  the  time,  to  the  fatisfaction  of  any 
intereft ;  and  yet  the  conceffion  that  is  already  made 
by  Fleetwood  and  the  other  officers  feems  to  be 
definitive  to  the  intereft  of  Lambert  and  to  all  his 
pretences. 

Law/on,  who  commands  all  the  mips  that  are  a- 
broad  in  thefe  feas,  is  gone  with  all  the  frigates  out 
of  the  Downs  into  the  river  of  Thames ',  and  declares 
againft  the  Army,  and  for  a  free  Parliament,  and 
the  privileges  of  the  City  :  and  feems  to  intend 
fomewhat  more  than  is  agreed  between  the  Mayor 
and  Fleetwood  •,  the  City  generally  difliking  the  mo- 
deration of  the  Mayor  towards  the  Army,  and 
which  they  rather  impute  to  the  Sheriffs,  who  are 
not  thought  to  be  of  fo  good  affections  as  the  May- 
or :  and  in  truth  the  City  is  like  to  give  the  law  to  all 
other  parties. 

Port/- 
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Portfmouth  is  poflefled  by  the  moll:  Republican  A.D.\6$g 
perfons,  and  thofe  who  have  mofl:  guilt  upon  them : ' 
who  are  moil  violent  againft  the  Army,  and  de- 
clare moft  exprefly  for  that  Parliament  which  was 
laft  diflblved  by  Lambert  ^  and  which  without  doubt 
is  of  little  reverence  with  the  people.  Hull  feems 
rather  not  to  confent  to  Monck,  than  peremptorily 
to  adhere  to  any  other :  which  is  the  temper  of 
fome  other  .  places,  valuing  themfelves  upon  the 
pofture  they  are  in,  which  will  make  them  consi- 
derable to  any  party,  which  they  fhall  declare  for. 

Mffnck  by  all  that  appears  of  him  in  his  Declara- 
tions profefles  to  reftore  the  Parliament,  which 
Lambert  difiblvzdi  and  for diftindkion's  fake  isoppro- 
brioufly  called  the  Rump,  becaufe  it  is  the  remaind- 
er of  the  Long  Parliament,  and  confifts  but  of  a 
handful  of  men  of  thofe  who  have  the  fame  title  to 
(it  there,  and  who  have  never  mingled  with  them 
fince  the  murther  of  the  King  •,  and  the  intereft  of 
thofe  who  from  that  time  have  refufed  to  fit,  being 
much  greater  in  the  kingdom,  than  of  thofe  who 
came  fince  together  and  were  again  diflblved  by 
Lambert. 

The  whole  Scotch  intereft  being  fo  oppofite  to, 
and  deftroyed  by  that  Parliament  which  Monck 
now  declares  for,  and  yet  his  uniting  himfelf  in  an 
extraordinary  manner  to  the  Nobility  and  Gentry 
of  that  Nation,  and  trufting  them  fo  far,  and  de- 
pending fo  much  upon  their  afliftance,  makes  many 
men  believe,  that  he  may  have  fomewhat  elfe  in 
his  purpofes,  than  he  profefles. 

This  is  I  conceive  the  prefent  ftate  of  England 
upon  the  lafl  account  we  have  received.  How 
much  it  may  be  fince  changed  may  be  judged  by 
any  reafonable  man  upon  this  account,  that  is,  that 
no  judgment  can  be  made  of  that  people  for  any 
thing  that  is  to  come,  more  than  that  there  feems 
great  difficulty  in  reconciling  thefe  feveral  pretences ; 

which 
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d.D.  1 659  which  is  attended  with  all  imaginable  animofity  be^ 
W^  tween  the  perfons  in  power ;  fo  that  the  general 
difpofition  of  the  people,  and  particularly  of  the 
City  of  London,  feems  to  promife  great  advantages 
to  the  King,  four  parts  of  five  of  the  whole  people, 
befides  all  the  Nobility  and  Gentry,  being  devot- 
ed to  him,  and  ready  to  act  as  they  fhall  be  direct- 
ed, and  not  without  fome  difficulty  reft  rained  from 
fome  prefent  engagement.

TPRESUME  you  have   left  fuch  directions  at 
■*■    Parr;,  that  the  truth  of  what  paiTes  in  England 
is  punctually  tranfnrtted  to  you,  as  often  as  it  comes 
thither :    and  then  you  have   it  frefher  than  it  can 
come  from  hence,  and  will  make  all  the  advantage 
of  it  that  it  will  bear,  without  the  help  of  any  reflec- 
tions or  obfervations  I  am  able  to  make  ;    fo  that  I 
fhall  for  your  eafe  confine  myfelf  for  the  moil  part  to 
fuch  things,  as  I  conceive  cannot  come  to  you  in 
publick  advertifements,  and  yet  in  my  judgment  may 
be  proper  inducements  to  be  made  ufe  of  to  obtain 
the  end  for  which  you  are  there.     Whether  what  I 
fhall  fir  ft  fay  to  you  be  of  that  nature  or  no,  you 
will  judge  and  accordingly  manage.     You  may  take 
it  for  certain,  that  Fleetwood  amongft  other  demon- 
strations of  his  weaknefs,  which  he  would  have  cal- 
led penitence  for  having   contributed  to  the  diffol- 
ving  of  the  Parliament,    informs  them,    that  the 
Cardinal  offered  to  fupport  him  and  that  party  with 
money  and  other  afliftances,  if  they  would  ftick  to 
what  they  had  begun.     Whether  this  be  true  or  no, 
(which  is  beft  known  to  the  Cardinal)    I  mould 
think  it  fhould  difpofe  him  to  favour  one  way  or  o- 
ther  the  disturbance  of  this  Parliament,  who  befides 
their  profefTed  inclination  to  prefer  the  intereft  of 

Spain 
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Spain  before  that  of  France,  (if  but  to  differ  from  ^,p.  1659 
Cromwell's  maxims  and  practice)  will  not  forget  this  i^^y^ 
offer. 

In  the  latter  end  of  this  fummer  the  King  gave 
encouragement  to  Mr.  Heath  to  pafs  into  England^ 
being  confident  of  his  honefty  and  induftry,  and 
well  perfuaded  of  his  intereft,  efpecially  in  Kenty 
where  feamen  are  beft  acquainted.  He  in  a  late 
letter  of  his  fays,  he  is  confident  the  inferior  officers 
and  mariners  of  the  fleet  might,  in  this  conjuncture 
of  confufion  and  want  of  pay,  for  money  and  by 
affurance  of  fafe  harbourage,  be  brought  to  bring 
off  at  lead  a  good  part  of  the  fleet ;  and  his  words 
are,  He  writes  not  this  without  Book,  How  fure 
this  would  make  our  tranfportation,  or  rather 
how  certainly  with  other  moderate  affiftance  this 
would  do  the  whole  work  you  know ;  and  whether 
it  may  be  reafonably  hoped  that  a  fum  of  money 
can  be  depofited,  to  be  iflued  in  cafe  this  be  per- 
formed, and  other  authentick  affurance  given  of 
good  treatment  and  fafe  harbourage.  I  know  it 
will  be  hard  when  the  Treaty  comes  clofer,  in  the 
private  way  it  muft  be  carried,  to  perfuade  fo  many 
as  muft  act,  that  their  reward  is  ready  for  them  : 
and  I  fear  it  will  be  little  lefs  difficult  to  perfuade 
the  Cardinal  to  depefit  the  money  or  become  cau- 
tion for  the  King:  but  the  advantage  is  fo  great, 
and  the  thing  fo  far  from  impoffible  on  the  feamen's 
part,  that  I  could  not  forbear  the  mention  of  it  thus 
at  large. 

My  Lord  Mordant,  MaJJey,  Titus  and  fome  o- 
thers  are  this  week  difpatched  into  England,  with 
hope  that  they  may  find  things  there  in  condition 
to  be  improved  by  their  induftry  and  intereft  ; 
which  they  are  principally  to  apply  as  they  find  the 
temper  of  the  contending  parties  >  and  thofe  are 
Lambert,  the  City,  and  the  excluded  Members, 
which  laft  may  grow  to  fomething,  though  not  by 

their 
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AD  1 659 their  own  ftrength,  yet  by  the  fupport  of  one   of 
'  the  other,  who  may  rind  that  a  more  plaufible  pre- 
tence than  any  other  they  can  frame.     At  the  worft 
from  thefe  perfons  we  hope  to  have  more  impartial 
lights,  than  any  we  receive  yet. 

The  Minifters  here  receive  our  proportions  with 
great  demonftrations  of  readinefs  to  contribute  what 
is  in  their  power  :  yet  the  preparations  are  not  made 
with  that  vigour  that  will  content  men  in  our  condi- 
tion :  which  I  rather  impute  to  their  natural  flownefs, 
than  to  their  expectation  of  an  accord  with  England, 
of  which  we  have  frequent,  though  I  think  ground- 
lefs,  advertifements.

T'be  M.  of  Ormonde  to  Lord  Jermyn. 

THOUGH  the  fubmiffion  to  the  Parliament 
feems  univerfal  and  hearty,  in  all  thofe  that 
have  any  military  or  civil  authority  in  the  three 
kingdoms  \  and  though  I  conceive  the  appearance 
of  its  being  fo,  and  the  drawing  of  the  army  to- 
wards London,  reafon  enough  to  (top  the  King,  if 
he  were  ready  to  embark  with  the  forces,  that  a 
month  fince  in  the  judgment  of  all  men  would  have 
done  his  work :  yet  you  may  take  it  for  a  certain 
truth,  that  many  of  thofe  that  pretended  to  fecure 
places  for  the  Parliament  and  pofTerTed  themfelves 
accordingly  of  them,  did  it  with  a  purpofe  to  make 
ufe  of  them  in  the  end  to  the  King's  advantage,  if 
the  conteft  had  been  kept  up  a  little  longer.  And 
of  this  we  have  good  evidence,  befides  the  known 
inclinations  of  the  perfons  that  acted :  whence  it 
may  be  inferred,  that  upon  any  the  like  conjunc- 
ture, (which  infallibly  will  happen,)  we  mall  ftill 
have  them  to  friend,  and  in  a  pofture  more   able  to 

help 
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help  us.  Nor  are  we  the  lefs  to  account  upon  them  A.D. \6$g 
for  their  taking  any  oaths,  or  making  any  abjura-  ^W 
tions  contrary  to  it,  fince  all  m  any  fort  of  power 
there  have  long  learnt,  and  often  practifed,  the  ab- 
folving  themfelves  in  fuch  cafes.  And  it  is  no  me- 
lancholy remark  by  the  way,  that  the  imposing 
of  an  abjuration  of  the  King's  family  met  with  fuch 
considerable  opposition  in  the  Houfe,  even  from 
fome  that  had  a  hand  in  the  laft  King's  murther.  I 
wifh  the  Cardinal  would,  from  the  experience  of 
what  is  paft,  and  from  the  probability  of  the  like 
revolution,  be  perfuaded  to  difpofe  fo  of  troops, 
that  they  might  be  made  ufe  of  in  the  proper  feafon, 
and  constitute  fome  perfon  he  believes  in,  and  is 
favourable  to  us,  to  be  judge  of  that  feafon  :  which 
in  the  appearing  fubmiflion  to  the  Parliament,  may 
be  done  with  lefs  fufpicion  than  when  the  opportu- 
nity is  offered. 

I  am  to  tell  you,  that  M.  Hemfle-et  came  hither 
the  laft  week,  ill-difpofed  in  his  health  and  in  wea- 
ther very  inconvenient  for  travel,  on  purpofe  to 
tell  the  King,  that  in  difcourfe  with  M.  de  J¥itte> 
he  had  liberty  from  him  to  aflure  the  King,  that 
whenever  France  mould  think  fit  to  propofe  to  Hol- 
land a  conjunction  for  reftoring  the  King,  they 
would  be  found  very  well  difpofed  to  it ;  adding 
this  circumftance,  that  the  French  Ambaffador  had 
(though  not  as  a  publick  Minifter)  in  difcourfe  afk- 
ed  him,  how  he  conceived  the  States  were  inclined 
to  us,  in  cafe  the  rumour  of  the  two  Crowns  owning 
the  King's  caufe,  mould  prove  true :  to  which  he 
faid  he  had  anfwered,  that  he  knew  not  what  to 
fay  to  a  queftion  fo  put  to  him  \  or  fomething  to 
this  effect.  M.  Hemfleet  defires,  that  in  any  ufe 
you  mail  find  fit  to  make  of  this,  he  may  not  be

^OT^*  Able  enough  in  the  Minifters  here,  that  when  the 
Republican  party  feems  to  prevail  in  England^  they 
bear  themfeves  as  having  part  in  the  triumph:  and 
in  Holland  the  contrary  appears.  I  fhall  now  end 
your  trouble  for  this  time.

IW  R I T  E  now  only  to  keep  my felf  in  the  prac- 
tice of  correfponding  conftantly  with  you,  and 
to  acknowledge   the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  13  th 
from  Lyons :  for  I  have  nothing  to  fay  that  requires 
cypher,  or  that  you  will  not  have  from  Paris  foon- 
er  than  this.     Yet  to  make  this  fomething  like  a  let- 
ter for  the  length,  though  not  for  the  matter,  I 
will  tell  you  my  obfervations  very  briefly  and  per- 
haps very  unlikely.     That  the  Oath  of  Abjuration 
fhould  not  proceed,  though  it  hath  been  induftri- 
oufly  purfued  by  the  greater  number  of  the  Houfe ; 
nor  the  City  become  any  thing  more  pliant  to  the 
defires  of  the  Houfe ;    and  yet  that  Monck  mould 
declare  (as  in  his  letter  to  the  City  he  does)  for  this 
individual  Parliament  and  a  free  Commonwealth, 
and  march  towards  London  (as  fome  fay)  with  his 
whole  army,  leaving  Scotland  to  be  kept  upon  the 
matter  by  the  Scots,    I  cannot  but  expect  fome- 
thing from  him  ;  at  leaft  beyond  what  he  pretends ; 
and  believe  it  poflible  that  he  brings  his  army  un- 
der this  pretext,  (which  he  finds  moil  proper  to 
lead  them  unanimoufly)  rather  to  be  mattered,  than 
to  mafter  the  City  and  difTenting  Members :    which 
be  might  do  doubtlefs  by  only  fending  his  Declara- 
tions.    But  what  his  further  intentions  are,  or  for 
whom,  I  will  not  fo  much  as  guefs ;    fuppofing  it

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poffible  that  they  are  but  conditionally  formed  by  d»D.\6& 
himfelf,  to  be  purfued  or  laid  aiide,  as  he  fhall  find  ^ 
his  power  capable  of  accomplifhing  them  upon  the 
place.

THOUGH  I  conceive  it  a  work  of  fuperero- 
gation  to  importune  you  with  my  collections, 
knowing  how  abundantly  you  are  enlightened  by 
others  •,  yet  in  conformity  to  my  engagement,  when 
I  writ  laft  to  you,  I  fend  you  this  account  of  the 
prefent  ftate  of  affairs  in  this  kingdom.  G.  Monck 
having  cafhiered  as  many  officers  as  he  thought  fit  of 
Lambert's  army,  and  put  fome  others  in  their  places, 
is  advanced  with  them  and  his  own  loyal  army  as 
far  as  Nottingham,  having  garrifoned  fuch  places  as 
he  thought  fit,  with  fuch  men  and  officers,  as  give 
the  nation  great  hopes  that  he  will  be  inftrumental 
in  healing  their  breaches. 

In  his  march  he  was  met  by  Lord  Fairfax  and 
many  others  of  his  judgment,  whom  he  received 
with  great  civility  and  difmiffed  with  fatisfaction. 
All  parties  addrefs  to  him  by  their  own  meflengers  ; 
the  Peers,  the  Prefbyterians,  the  fecluded  Mem- 
bers, the  City  and  feveral  Aflbciations,  as  of  Devon- 
Jhire,  Cornwall \  Lincoln/hire  and  Norfolk,  &c.  who

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J.D.1659  have  already  declared  for  the  Parliament  of  48,  and 
^'""V'Xj  to  fill  up  the  Houfe  by  new  elections,  without  any 
previous  engagement.     In  fum  the  whole  kingdom 
apply  to  him  as  the  only  remedy  to  cure  our  diftrac- 
tions  :  which  has  fo  alarmed  the  Rump,  (you  mud 
fuffer  that  name  if  they  do)  that  they  have  fent 
Mr.  Scot  and  Mr.  Robinfon  to  endeavour  to  feduce 
him  to  their  languifhing  intereft  by  prefenting  him 
with  a  vote  of  a  1000/.  a  year,    which  they  have 
given  him,  and  fuch  other  bribes  as  they  hope  may 
work  upon  him.     But  it  is  the  general  judgment  of 
the  moft  fober  men  I  converfe  with,  that  he  is  proof 
againft  thefe  temptations  -,  fo  that  upon  the  whole 
matter,  I  find  no  reafon  to  alter  the  opinion  I  fent 
to  Mr.  Tompfon  the   younger   in  my    laft  letter. 
Within  tm  days  he  will  be  here,  and  then   we  mail 
fee  clearly  what  party  he  will  take.     In  the  interim 
all  the  kingdom  are  amufed,  and  there  can  nothing 
be  undertaken  that  may  promife  any  fuccefs,  if  there 
be  any  fo  miftaken  as  to  attempt  it ;   which  I  infert 
upon  a  ridiculous  rumour  of  fome  defign  in  this 
City.     I  could  have  been  much  more  particular ; 
but  (I  think)  not  more  inftructive,  and  therefore  I 
confider  your  patience,  but  truly  not  my  own  pains. 
I  am  going  into  the  country  for  a  few  days,  and 
at  my  return,  if  there  be  any  thing  worthy  of  your 
notice,  you  mail  have  it  from,  &c.

YO  U  will  find  by  my  letter  to  the  King  the  oc- 
cafion  of  haftening  this  bearer  ;  fo  that  I  will 
fpare  you  that  repetition.     I   find  here  a  letter  of 
mine  that  I  wrote  to  you  from  Lorio  ;  which  I  am 
forry  for :    but  I  hope  the  harm  is  not  great.     I 
fend  it  you  not  for  any  ufe  you  can  make  of  it,   but 
that  I  fhall  receive  in  letting  you  fee  I  did  not  omit 
to  write.     I  made  no  error,  neither  for  the  fecurity 
of  the  conveyance  *,    for  I  placed  it   myfelf  in  the 
hands  where  it  ought  to  be  :  but  notwithstanding  all 
my  care  here  I  meet  it.  We  are  in  great  pain,  as  I  be- 
lieve you  are  there,  to  fee  difclofed  the  great  myflery 
of  Monck's  intentions  between  the  Rump  and  a  free 
Parliament.     The  option  will  certainly  be  of  great 
moment,  and  of  great  direction  after  what  courfe  to 
fteer.

Therefore  let  your  labour 
be  to  to  difpofe  things  there,  that  a  fuccour  given 
of  four  or  five  thoufand  men  may  be  capable  of 
producing  the  effects  that  we  have  heretofore 
imagined ;  it  being  my  judgment  that  we  fhall 
bring  you  wherewithal  to  put  that  number  to  fea. 
I  cannot  fay  that  we  fhall  bring  fiich  fecurity  for  the 
paflage  as  were  to  be  defired.  That  fecurity  mull 
depend  upon  the  hope  of  meeting  ftronger  than 
ourfelves  by  the  way.  This  is  all  that  is  needful 
till  I  fee  you.

YOURS  of  Feb.  7.  N.  S.  came  to  my  hands 
in  the  country,  where  fome  bufinefs  detained 
me  till  within  thefe  three  days.  I  do  accept  of 
your  fecurity  againft  thofe  fears  which  the  reflec- 
tions upon  my  former  misfortunes  did  fuggeft  to 
me,  and  mail  rely  fo  entirely  upon  your  friend/hip, 
that  I  will  not  entertain  any  of  thofe  fears  for  the 
future.  After  thofe  marvelous  changes,  which  I 
fuppofe  are  come  to  your  knowledge,  it  is  the  opi- 
nion of  the  fobereft  that  I  meet  with,  that  the  fe-

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Kament  within  thefe  fews  days  \  that  after  fome  time ^.£.1659 
of  their  Seffion  they  will  iffue  out  writs  for  the  election 
of  the  Members  of  a  free  Parliament,  and  choofe  a 
new  Council  of  State  to  govern  the  civil  affairs  in  the 
interim,  and  conftitute  General  Monck  Commander 
in  chief  of  the  forces  in  the  three  nations,  and  then 
diffolve  themfelves.  To  confirm  this  opinion,  I 
am  told,  that  this  day  the  Speaker  refufed  to  fign 
the  writs  for  the  election  of  the  Members  to  fill  up 
the  Rump,  with  the  qualifications  which  are  fuita- 
ble  to  their  defigns.  The  refults  of  this  future  free 
Parliament  will  (if  I  be  not  very  much  miftaken) 
agree  with  what  I  writ  to  Mr.  Thompfon  the  young- 
er. I  forbear  to  be  more  particular,  becaufe  you 
will  very  fhortly  receive  a  full  information  from  one 
that  is  much  your  fervant.  Read  the  4th  Chapter 
of  Efther  the  13  th  and  14th  verfes,  with  which 
Mr.  Calamy  concluded  his  fermon  yefterday  before 
General  Monck.

A.D.  1 65 9  pleted,  and  this  night  one  of  their  Aldermen  have 
y^pw'  tne  guard.  The  Officers  of  the  City  Militia  are 
men  of  good  principles  :  but  General  Monck  is  by 
the  Common-Council  chofen  their  Major-General, 
and  is  to  have  his  commifTion  from  the  Committee 
which  governs  their  Militia,  confining  of  50  per- 
fons,  whereof  the  major  part  are  good  men.  This 
is  difpleafing  to  many  men,  believing  that  the  Ge- 
neral is  very  much  inclined  to  a  Commonwealth  (a 
government  which  the  nation  will  never  endure) : 
but  all  circumflances  confidered,  I  do  not  think 
that  it  has  fo  ill  an  afpecT:.  They  are  now  upon 
fettling  the  Country  Militia,  and  many  perfons  are 
nominated  by  the  Members,  that  ferve  for  their 
refpective  Counties,  who  are  fuchas  good  men  defire. 
The  Juitices  of  Peace  are  already  made  through 
England  of  the  moft  fufficient  Gentlemen  of  the 
refpective  Counties  :  and  when  our  Militia  is  form- 
ed, I  hope  we  fhall  dare  to  declare  our  defires  by 
our  Reprefentatives  without  fear  of  Sectaries  or  dis- 
contented foldiers.  But  here  are  fome  fo  very  defi- 
rous  of  a  fettlement,  that  they  precipitate  the  de- 
figns  of  thofe  fober  men,  who  agree  with  them  in 
the  end,  though  they  differ  in  the  forms.  This 
puts  our  enemies  upon  practices  that  may  retard  and 
poffibly  embroil  our  bufinefs :  but  I  am  confident, 
God  willing,  we  fhall  center  at  laft  in  the  right  bot- 
tom. In  the  interim  a  Commonwealth  and  that  Pa- 
geant Richard  are  under  debate :  but  they  will  prove 
Chimasra's.  The  firft  is  carried  on  by  the  remnant 
of  the  Rump  and  fome  others,  who  are  unreafon- 
ably  fearful  The  other  firft  moved  by  Lambert, 
but  generally  believed  to  be  the  creature  of  SL 
John :  but  Monck  v/ill  never  endure  it,  and  in  fum,  it 
is  ridiculous.

The  Lords  that  are  capable  of  Seflion  are  in * 
a  great  indignation  againft  the  fecluded  Members, 
who  promifed  them  before  they  were  reftored,  that 
they  would  be  inftrumental  to  their  re-eftabliftiment; 
fo  ss  they  thought  to  have  taken  their  places  now  ; 
they  will  put  it  off  till  the  next  Parliament  \  for  but 
the  truth  of  it  is,there  is  witchcraft  in  thofe  walls:  and 
they  muft  be  exorcifed.  Montague  is  this  day  made 
Admiral ;  Carew  Raleigh  Governor  of  Jerfey  ;  In- 
goldsby  has  a  regiment  of  horfe  ;  Mr.  Cba.  Howard 
of  the  North  another.  In  what  ftile  the  writs  for 
a  future  Parliament  go  forth,  and  what  mall  be  the 
qualifications  for  the  electors  and  elected  I  cannot 
certainly  tell  you ;  nor  whether  thofe  that  fit  at 
prefent  will  be  bound  by  their  vote  of  diflblution. 
Many  other  particulars  I  could  ftart,  but  that  they 
are  not  to  be  debated  in  the  volume  of  a  letter.  In 
fum,  if  the  M.  of  Ormonde  think  fit,  that  Colonel 
Tuke  mould  make  a  journey  to  Brujfels,  he  has  no 
more  to  do  than  to  fend  him  his  orders  with  all  con- 
venient fpeed,  for  there  are  many  things  fit  to  be 
confulted  and  the  time  is  very  critical.  I  pray  pre- 
fent my  fervice  to  Lord  Jermyn,  and  tell  him,  that 
if  he  does  not  do  my  bufinefs  with  the  Princefs 
Royal  I  fhall  defpair  of  it.

Mr,  Lutterell  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

INCE  my  laft,  which  was'on  the  2d  of  this 
month,  there  has  been  fome  progress   in  the 
publick  bufinefs,  but  not  fo  great  as  might  have 
been,  if  the  enemies  to  our  publick  fettlement  had 
not   purpofely  interjected  many  difficulties  which 
has  retarded  the  fettling  the  Militias  in    the  coun- 
tries -,    which  I  conceive  will  be  completed  in  three 
days.     The  Officers  of  the  army  in  the  city  by  con- 
cert with   thofe  in  the  countries  have  endeavoured 
to  draw  up  a  remonftrance  very  prejudicial  to  the 
publick  tranfadtions  :    but  they  have  been  hindered 
by  the  General ;    and  having  yefterday  had  a  con- 
ference with  fome  Members  of  the  Houfe,  they  are 
as  we  hope  fomething  qualified.     But  it  is  feared 
that  they  will  not  acquiefce  in  the  decifions  of  the 
Parliament ;    which   will  caufe   great  broils  in  the 
kingdom,  for  both  the  city  and  country  are  deter- 
mined to  arTert  their  birth-rights  with  the  hazard  of 
their  lives.     The   Sectaries  are  down,   and  unlefs 
they  are  raifed  by  the  army,   I  think  they  are  not 
much  to  be  feared.     Yefterday  there  was  a  debate 
about  the   form   of   their   diflblution,    when   Mr. 
Prynne  afTerted  the  King's  right  in  fuch  bold  lan- 
guage that  I  think  he  may  be  {tiled  the  Cato  of  this 
age.     This  day  they  have  been  upon  the  qualifica- 
tions of  the  Members  of  the  future   Parliament ; 
but  as  yet  I  cannot  tell  the  refult  of  their  debates. 
In  fum,  we   are  now   upon  the  crifis  of  our  great 
bufine's,  and  a  few  days  will  determine  whether  we 
fhall  have  a  fettlement  or  a  war.

I  Have  been  fo  long  attending  the  news  of  this 
day  from  a  Member  of  the  Houfe,  that  I  can- 
not write  fo  particularly  as  I  defire.  The  Militia  of 
the  kingdom  is  fettled  in  good  mens  hands  for  the 
moft  part.  The  Writs  for  the  elections  of  the 
Members  of  the  future  Parliament  are  iflued  in  the 
name  of  the  Keepers  of  the  Liberty,  and  who  are 
to  convene  on  the  26  of  April.  The  General  has 
promifed  to  acquiefce  in  the  orders  of  the  Council 
of  State  in  the  interval :  and  this  night  the  fatal 
long  Parliament  hath  diffolved  itfelf.  All  this  ap- 
pears well  •,  but  I  believe  we  mail  not  be  fettled  up- 
on our  antient  foundations  without  a  war  ;  for  which 
all  prepare  vigoroufly  and  openly.  I  recommend 
to  you  the  advices  in  my  laft,  being  well  weighed, 
and  doubt  not  of  the  fettlement  of  the  kingdom 
within  thefe  few  months.

YOUR  friend  hath  fully  informed  me  of  your 
affection  and  zeal  for  my  fervice,  and  of  the 
refolution  you  have  taken  very  vigoroufly  to  ad- 
vance it ;  with  which  I  cannot  tell  you  that  I  was 
abfolutely  furprized  :  for  befides  that  fome  perfons, 
who  believe  they  know  you,  have  often  perfuaded 
me,  that  you  were  never  without  fome  affection  for 
me,  I  cannot  wonder  that  the  fon  of  fuch  a  father 
fhould  defire  and  attempt  to  do  an  act  worthy  of 
him,  and  which  muft  contribute  much  to  the  pre- 
fervation  of  his  memory.  It  is  not  poffible  for  me 
to  prefcribe  or  advife  the  method  you  are  to  take 
for  the  doing  this  good  work,  or  the  fteps  you  are 
to  make  towards  it,  not  knowing  what  perfons  you 
principally  rely  on  for  afliftance :  only  I  will  pro- 
mife  you,  that  as  foon  as  you  have  declared  for  me, 
you  fhall  receive  all  the  fupplies  from  abroad  you 
can  reafonably  expect  j  and  if  my  own  perfon  be 
neceflary,  I  will  God  willing  come  to  you,  except 
it  be  more  neceflary  that  I  go  for  England.  In 
the  mean  time,  whatever  you  mail  promife  and  un- 
dertake in  my  name  and  on  my  behalf  that  is  in 
my  power  to  perform,  for  the  encouragement  and 
reward  of  thofe  who  fhall  join  with  you  in  my  fer- 
vice,  I  do  give  you  and  them  my  word  to  make 
good.  I  know  not  what  commiffions  to  fend  you, 
nor  indeed  how  to  fend  them  with  fecurity,  in  fo 
fhort  a  time  as  may  be  requifite  •,  but  \  fhall  as  foon 
as  is  poffible  fend  over  a  perfon  to  you,  who  fhall 
be  enough  inftructed  to  confer  with  you  upon  all 
particulars.  Till  then  I  conceive  thefe  inclofed 
commiflions  will  for  the  prefent  be  fufficient  for  any 
thing  that  is  to  be  done.     If  you  find  it  neceflary  to 
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join  others  with  yourfelf,  for  the  better  entering  up-  ^£.1659 
on  or  carrying  on  the  bufinefs,  you  may  infert  the  ^VV^ 
names  of  thofe  of  whofe  affections  you  are  confi- 
dent in  tftat  commiflion,  in  which  there  are  blanks 
fumcient  to  contain  many  names  and  to  purfue  the 
powers  granted  therein.  But  if  you  find  that  the 
work  muft;  be  carried  on  more  vigoroufly  than  it  is 
like  to  be  by  a  concurrence  of  many,  you  will  then 
burn  the  larger  commiflion,  and  infert  your  own 
name  into  the  other ;  which  will  enable  you  to  act 
fufficiently  till  I  can  fend  you  a  more  formal  power, 
which  I  mail  do  as  foon  as  may  be. 

I  will  not  enlarge  concerning  yourfelf;  the  great 
fcrvice  you  can  do  me,  and  the  great  confidence  I 
have  in  you,  and  your  great  merit  towards  your 
country  as  well  as  towards  me,  will  all  fecure  you 
that  I  will  do  what  becomes  me  towards  the  gratify- 
ing and  obliging  fuch  a  fervant.

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-<fZXi659tranfa6Ung  fome  important  bufiners,  and  have  mut 
out  the  Secretaries  of  State  and  Clerks,  and  taken 
an  oath  of  fecrecy.  It  is  believed  as  well  as  hoped, 
that  they  are  framing  proportions  to  treat  with  the 
King  before  the  arTembly  of  the  next  Parliament. 
And  I  doubt  not  but  that  his  Majefly  will  treat  up- 
on them  ;  though  the  ill  intentioned  party  do  in- 
duftrioufly  fcatter  difcourfes  of  his  Majefty's  refo- 
lutions  to  refufe  them,  and  to  rely  upon  his  foreign 
aids  ;  and  forge  letters  which  they  pretend  are  writ- 
ten from  perfons  near  the  King  full  of  cruel  threats 
of  revenge,  with  which  many  are  alarmed ;  and  the 
rather  becaufe  fome  of  his  party  here  fpeak  in  that 
ftile,  and  diftinguifh  thofe  who  are  for  moderate  and 
healing  counfels  by  the  name  of  Prudentialifts.  Col. 
$uke  is  of  an  opinion  that  the  propofals,  if  any  be 
fent  from  the  prefent  power,  are  to  be  received,  be- 
lieving the  future  Parliament  will  run  in  the  fame 
channel.  Time,  his  Majefly 's  virtues,  and  the 
publick  intereft  of  the  kingdom  will  produce  that 
temper,  which  all  fober  men  wifh.  Therefore  I 
pray  confider  of  it,  and  remember  the  miferies 
which  we  have  fufFered  were  the  confequence  of 
halting  between  two  parties.  But  of  this  you  will 
be  more  fully  informed  by  Col.  "Tuke^  who  would 
have  been  with  you  before  this,  if  fome  of  his 
friends  had  not  thought  him  in  fome  meafure  necef- 
fary  to  their  bufinefs  here.

THOUGH  the  malice  of  fome  perfons  has  fo  far  AD^^>\ 
prevailed  with  your  Majefty  to  my  prejudice  as  w 
to  bring  me  in  your  Majefty's  disfavour,  by  which 
I  might  reafonably  believe  that  whatfoever  is  pro- 
pofed  by  me  will  not  be  acceptable  -,    yet   upon  the 
aflurance  of  my  own  innocency  I  will  venture  to 
continue  my  endeavours  to  ferve  your  Majefty,  and 
not  defpair  one  day  that  your  Majefty  will  fee  and 
be  fenfible  of  the  injuries  have  been  done  me.     If 
I  miftake  in  the  bufinefs  I  am  to  give  your  Majefty 
an  account  of,  and  that  you  believe  it  of  no  ufe  or 
fervice  to  you,  'tis  an  error  in  my  judgment,  not 
in  the  endeavours  and  deflres  I  have  to  ferve  your 
Majefty  to  the  utmoft  of  my  power. 

Yefterday  being  the  4th  of  this  inftant,  Downing 
the  Parliament  Reftdent  fent  twice  to  fpeak  with 
me  fo  earneftly,  that  notwithstanding  the  reafons  I 
had   to  myfelf  not  to  fee   him,  I  went  to  him. 
When  I  came,  he  told  me,  he  had  defired  to  fpeak 
with  me  upon  fomething  that  he  believed  would 
not  be  difagreeable  to  me  ;  that  he  wifhed  the  pro- 
moting your  Majefty's  fervice,  which   he  confefted 
he  had  endeavoured  to  obftruct,    though  he  never 
had  any  malice  to  your  Majefty's  perfon  or  family  ; 
alledging  to  be  engaged  in  a  contrary  party  by  his 
father,  who  was  banifhed  into  New-England,  where 
he  was  brought  up,  and  had   fucked  in  principles 
that  fince  his  reafon  had  made  him  fee  were  erro- 
neous, and  that  he  never  was  in  arms  but  fince  the 
King's  death,  nor  had  never  taken  oath  or  engage- 
ment of  any  kind.     And  not  to  trouble  your  Ma- 
jefty with  the  long  difcourfes  he  made  me,  in  fhort

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AD.i6sghQ  told  me  his  defires  were  to  ferve  your  Majefty* 
v*-rV>!>  if  you  would  be  fo  gracioufly  pleafed  as  to  pardon 
his  paft  faults  arid  errors  ;  and  that  he  did  believe 
himfelf  in  many  capacities  able  to  do  your  Majefty 
fome  fervice.  He  could  not  particularife  any  great 
and  notable  fervice  for  the  prefent,  but  in  the  gene- 
ral he  would  from  this  time  do  all  he  could.  He 
believes  he  has  a  good  intereft  in  the  army,  and 
that  your  Majefty  can  have  no  greater  fervice  done 
you  than  the  dividing  the  army's  intereft  in  their 
refolutions  of  vehemently  declaring  againft  your 
Majefty  in  particular,  and  in  general  againft  any  go- 
vernment in  a  Angle  perfon.  He  fays,  they  will 
fet  out  a  declaration  for  this  purpofe  within  few 
days  after  this  Parliament  is  diflblved :  which  muft 
be  now  done,  the  Parliament  being  diflblved.  He 
believes  Monck  will  endeavour  to  fet  up  himfelf: 
and  to  aflure  me  he  was  real  in  his  propofition  to 
ferve  your  Majefty,  he  mewed  me  a  letter  he  re- 
ceived that  morning  (all  in  cypher  which  he  had 
decyphered)  from  Thurloe ;  which  gave  him  an  ac- 
count of  the  intention  of  the  army,  and  that  Monck 
had  defired  the  Parliament  not  to  put  out  their  de- 
claration for  fettling  the  Militia  in  all  counties  with- 
out the  advice  of  the  Council  and  his  confent  *,  and 
that  the  generality  of  England  was  for  your  Majefty  : 
but  that  thofe  who  moft  endeavoured  your  coming

And  altho'  I  believe  they  would 
readily  devote  their  lives  and  fortunes  to  his  Ma- 
jefty's  commands  ;  yet  'tis  not  without  admiration, 
why  the  Parliament,  confirming  of  fome  that  have 
gained  by  thefe  times,  of  many  that  have  been  favers 
in  thefe  diffractions,  and  in  general  of  Gentlemen 
of  great  eftates,    did  not  engage  for  thefe  fums, 
which  they  might  eafily  have  procured,  there  being 
good  reafon  for  L ;  fince  I  believe  there  are  fo  many 
there  that  owe  his  Majefty  (had  he  his  right)  al- 
moft  as  much  fcrwardfhip.     Others  have  been  fo 
profufe  to  accomplifh  their  elections,  that  they  have 
fpent  500/.  1000  /.  yea  fbme  2000/.  yet  have  not 
been  willing  to  contribute  100/.  to  fo  good  an  end 
and  purpofe  as  this.     Whereas  the  city  fince  the 
war  with  Spain  have  loft  fome  millions  in  fhipping 
and  goods  :  but  much  more  by  the  decay  of  trade, 
and  incroachment  of  foreigners.     There  be  many 
here  who  forefee  the  defign  to  throw  the  burden  up- 
on the  city  *,  for  whereas  now  'tis  intended  to  put 
down  the  Court  of  Wards,  and  give  his  Majefty 
1 00000  /.  a  year  in  lieu  of  it ;  upon  whom  can  this 
money  be  raifed  ?  but  upon  many  that  are  not  con- 
cerned, or  in  all  probability  to  be  concerned,  with 
Wardfhip,  as  moft  tradefmen  are  not.     I  am  cer- 
tain fome  men  here  of  500  /.  ftock  pay  more  in  taxes 
than  one  of  1 00  /.  a  year  in  the  country. 

On  Sunday  night  fome  of  the  rude  multitude  fell 
on  the  Anabaptifts  Church  or  Meeting-houfe  on  St. 
DunJlatfS'billy  near  Tharnes-ftrect,  pulled  down  the 

Pu¥^ 
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pulpit,  and  plucked  up  the  feats,  with  many  other  a.d.  1660 
fuch  like  infolencies :  and  altho*  fome  are  committed L 
to  cuftody  for  this  action,  yet  there  are  many  of  that 
faction  fo  credulous,  and  others  fo  cunning  to  work 
upon  the  fearful  apprehenfions  of  that  party,  that 
fuddenly  they  mall  be  perfecuted,  and  how  little 
fecurity  they  fhall  have  by  the  King's  coming  for 
liberty  of  tender  confciences,  whereas  already  their 
free  exercife  begins  to  be  hindered ;  'tis  therefore 
the  opinion  of  fome  judicious  men,  that  if  his  Ma- 
jefty  would  be  pleated  to  give  fome  publick  diflike 
of  this  outrage,  it  would  be  a  means  to  quiet  thofe 
turbulent  men,  till  the  benefit  of  his  happy  and  pru- 
dent government  can  reduce  them  to  reafon.  I  be- 
feech  you,  pardon  my  boldnefs,  for  I  mould  not 
have  prefumed  to  have  writ  this,  had  not  Mr.  La- 
ban  affured  me  of  your  favourable  interpretation,  and 
that  he  would  take  the  blame  upon  him  ;  for  there 
is  nothing  I  more  fear  than  your  difpleafure,  and 
muft  needs  confefs,  the  defire  I  have  to  ferve  you 
hath  made  me  exceed  :  notwithstanding  I  fhall  beg 
this  favour,  that  you  will  be  pleafed  to  account 
me,  £ffr.

■*-    the  little  I  knew  of  affairs  here  :  I  doubt  not 
but  he  hath  let  you  know  as  much.     The  derlgn  I 
came  for  I  was  prevented  in  by  my  brother's  fe- 
cond  fon  :  but  I  hope  he  will  behave  himfelf  well. 
Since  the  beating  and  taking  of  Lambert,  all  things 
appear  quiet  and  fecure.     Sir  A.  Hafelrig%s  fon  is 
releafed  by  the  Council  ;  it  is  fuppofed,  either  for 
bringing  over  his  troop,  or  for  peaching  others  fince. 
The  fame  day  Lambert  was  brought  up  prifoner, 
the  citizens  drew  up  in  Hyde  Park  to  the  number  of 
1 7  or  1 8000  men,  and  as  they  were  to  march  home, 
they  drank  the  King's  health  at  the  head  of  every 
regiment,  the  drums  beating,  and  when  the  health 
was  ended,   they  beat  out  the  bottom  of  their 
drums.     There  hath  been  an  hot  conteft  betwixt 
the  old  48  year  Lords  and  the  young  ones,  Oxford, 
Peters,  Rivers,  &c.  but  at  laft  the  young  ones  have 
carried  it,  and  this  day  they  have  all  fate.

1  Forgot  to  acquaint  your  Excellency,  that  one^-^^o 
that  went  by  the  name  of  Mr.  Gray  arrived  at  * 
London  fome  few  days  before  I  parted.  He  had 
credential  letters  to  his  Majefty  from  moft  of  the 
Nobility  and  Gentry  of  Scotland,  and  orders  to  ad- 
drefs  himfelf  to  none  but  your  Excellency.  I  fent 
him  word,  how  he  might  come  into  thefe  parts 
without  any  pais,  and  where  to  find  your  Excel- 
lency. My  Lady  Portland  writ  by  him  to  his  Ma- 
jefty. I  was  advertifed  of  his  fafe  arrival  at  Calais. 
I  am  afraid  he  went  to  Paris  firft,  to  acquaint  my 
Lord  of  Clancarty  with  his  bufinefs  ;  for  he  is  a  de- 
pendant of  his  Lordfhip's,  tho*  he  goes  by  the  name 
of  Gray.  His  own  name  is  Dr.  Swiney,  an  Irijhman^ 
and  one  of  the  Miflionaries  fent  out  of  France  into 
Scotland,  where  he  hath  refided  thefe  four  or  five 
years,  and  having  appeared  a  fober,  difcreet  and 
honeft  man,  it  made  them  truft  him  in  that  man- 
ner. 

My  Lord  St.  John,  Mr.  Pierpoint,  Thurloe,  and 
all  the  Prote&orians,  ufed  great  endeavours  to  try 
if  they  could  bring  in  Richard  again.  One  of  the 
greateft  reafons  they  alledged,  was,  that  fuppofing 
the  King  to  be  the  moft  accomplifhed,  the  wifeft,

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J.D.1660  never  fo  binding  :  and  Since  the  nation  is  fo  violent 
for  a  Single  perfon,  there  is  none  who  fo  conveni- 
ently may  comprehend  all  interefts  as  Richard.  To 
this  end  the  match  between  his  filler  and  Sir  Arthur 
Hafelrigs  fon  was  to  be  i-ehewed,  the  old  army 
founded,  and  it  was  reprefented  to  the  Common- 
wealth party,  that  they  may  be  fecurer  under  him 
than  under  the  King.  Thefe  practices  made  the 
General  very  jealous  of  St.  John  :  and  whereas  he 
was  to  be  chofen  at  Cambridge,  the  General  pre- 
tended to  be  fo  too,  purpofely  to  exclude  him.  His 
credit  and  Thurloe's  is  not  at  all  considerable. 

I  have  no  more  to  add  at  prefent,  but  to  aflure

*T"*HIS  bearer,  a  loyal  faithful  fubject,  and  fervant 
J-  to  your  father,  is  one  whofe  friendmip  I  much 
efteem.  It  had  its  beginning  in  the  firft  war :  its 
ground  and  bafis  was  the  principles  of  uninterefted 
loyalty.  We  found  harbour  in  each  other's  heart 
Time,  I  am  confident,  hath  not  worn  him  out  of 
your  Majefty's  memory.  I  obferved  that  you  caft 
your  eyes  of  favour  upon  him  then,  and  I  can  af- 
fure  you,  he  ever  hath  and  doth  deferve  the  con- 
tinuance of  it ;  his  loyalty  and  earneft  defires  to 
tender  an  early  proffer  of  it  being  the  motives  of 
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this  prefent  journey,  and  affording  me  an  opporru-^-^-l66° 
nity  of  reprefenting  another  to  your  favour,  who,  v^ 
tho'  his  youth  hath  acted  againft  the  Crown,  and 
your  intereft,  I  can  affirm  a  real  convert  unto  both. 
I  may  without  vanity  fpeak  it  ;  I  was  the  firft  at- 
tempted him,  being  indeed  forry  to  fee  a  perfon  in 
whom  fo  much  honour  dwelt,  engaged  with  fuch  a 
faithlefs  crew,  his  intereft  in  the  foldiery  advanta- 
geous, and  for  his  abilities  in  conduct  none  more 
able   to  ferve  you.      My  firft  motions  were  in 
Richard* s  time,  when  fcarce  a  dawn  appeared  to  the 
rifing  of  your  fun.      The  propofal   I  made  was 
Richard's  refigning  your  right  unto  your  Majefty. 
The  motives  I  ufed,  was  Richard's  prefervation 
from  the  tempeft  (which,  tho'  then  by  many  not 
believed)  I  afar  off  perceived  would  inevitably  fall 
upon  him,  no  ihelter  vifible  but  to  merit  your  pro- 
tection by  your  Majefty's  reftoration.     This  dan- 
gerous fecret  did  he  mod  honourably  preferve,  and 
he  no  fooner  perceived  by  the  laft  Summer's  reports, 
that  fomething  was  in  agitation  that  would  deter- 
mine in  action  on  your  behalf,  but  he  moft  freely 
profered  himfelf  to  do  his  utmoft  in  it ;  no  hopes 
of  felf-intereft  moving  him,  but  that  he  might  ma- 
nifeft  his  failings  to  be  the  faults  of  his  mifleaders, 
his  worth  to  be  innate  in  him.     He  would  never 
lend  an  ear  to  any  difcourfe. of  reward,  but  ftill  de- 
clared that  your  pardon  and  forgivenefs  of  his  for- 
mer errors  was  all  he  aimed  at,  and  that  his  whole 
life  mould  be  fpent  in  ftudying  to  deferve  it.

This  morning  I  was  forced 
to  give  your  Lordfhip  the  trouble  of  them  ;  but 
thefe  are  now  upon  choice,  to  difcharge  my  duty  to 
the  King  and  your  Lordfhip  :  and  therefore  I  will 
make  no  apology,  for  I  think  I  am  now  in  this  do- 
ing what  I  ought ;  which  is  to  acquaint  you,  that 
there  are  divers  Minifters  going  from  hence  to  wait 
upon  the  King  in  the  name  of  the  reft  belonging  to 
London,  to  fhew  their  loyalty  and  refpects  and  duty 
to  the  King.  I  humbly  offer  it  as  my  opinion,  that 
their  reception  with  civility  and  affection  may  very 
much  conduce  to  the  King's  real  fervice  -,  for  they 
are  men  who  have  an  exceeding  great  influence  upon 
Vol.  II.  Z  the 
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^"D.i66othe  mofl:  considerable  perfons  m  London,  and  indeed 
over  all  England.  Dr.  Reynolds  is  a  very  learned, 
pious  and  moderate  man.  Mr.  Calamy  I  have  heard 
lately  preach  in  publick  that  which  many  we  here 
call  the  King's  Divines  liked  exceedingly  much  as 
to  the  point  of  moderation,  at  a  Fail  before  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  about  ten  days  fince.  This 
bearer  Mr.  Cafe  I  heard  preach  when  I  was  in  Lon- 
don about  three  months  fince,  when  the  general  pub- 
lick  difcourfe  and  the  officers  of  the  army  was  much 
againft  the  King  and  Houfe  of  Lords  y  then  I 
heard  him  preach  and  pray  very  honeftly  and  boldly 
as  to  the  King,  and  his  difcourfe  was  at  the  fame 
rate.  And  now  this  day  of  the  publick  thankf- 
giving  I  heard  him  twice  preach  and  pray  as  much 
in  relation  to  the  good  of  the  King  in  giving  a  moft 
extraordinary  character  of  him,  as  could  be  ima- 
gined. The  other  three  I  cannot  fpeak  any  thing 
knowingly  of,  tho'  I  hear  well  of  them,  and  that 
they  are  all  for  a  moderated  Epifcopacy.  There  is 
another  of  their  coat  appointed  by  our  Houfe  to 
attend  our  Commiflioners  this  journey  in  waiting 
upon  the  King,  and  that  is  Mr.  Boles,  who  (I^n 
fpeak  knowingly)  was  very  inftrumental  in  pro- 
moting the  Torkjhire  declaration.  He  has  a  great 
influence  upon  my  Lord  Fairfax,  and  moft  of  the 
confiderable  Gentry  in  Yorkftire,  where  his  abode  is. 
He  is  a  very  wife  man,  underftanding  men  and  bu- 
finefs  more  than  any  I  know  of  his  calling  ;  and 
truly,  I  hope,  a  religious  good  man.  His  defigns 
are  to  bring Epifcopal  Men  and  Prefbyterians  to  fach 
a  condefcenfion  in  things  which  are  not  abfolutely 
receflary,  as  that  there  might  be  no  jarrings,  but 
all  agree  for  publick  good  and  peace.  If  your 
Lcrdfhip  would  take  notice  of  him,  and  difcourfe 
with  him,  it  may  be  you  would  not  think  your  time 
mil-fpent,  nor  would  you  have  reafon  to  repent  of 
it.     He  has  been  Epifcopal  in  his  judgment  all  thefe 

times,

times,  as  I  am  credibly  informed,  notwithstanding  ^.£>- 166° 
men's  difcourfe  that  knew  him  not  particularly :  and,  ^^WJ 
I  think,  may  be  as  inftrumental  in  the  King's  fervice 
as  any  man  in  his  profeflion  that  I  know.  My 
Lord,  I  have  no  other  end  in  faying  all  this  of  thefe 
Gentlemen,  but  only  as  I  think  I  difcharge  my  duty 
to  the  King  in  acquainting  you  with  my  obfervation 
and  fenfe  of  them,  which  is  no  inconveniency  to 
you,  farther  than  the  reading  fo  many  lines,  fince 
you  may  either  make  ufe  of  them  or  not,  as  you 
mall  fee  occafion. 

I  write  by  Mr.  Cafe,  becaufe  he  is  my  neighbour, 
and  came  this  night  to  take  leave  of  me :  and  a 
civil  reception  by  your  Lordfhip  to  him,  I  fuppofe, 
will  not  be  unferviceable  to  you.  I  mall  now  con- 
clude for  your  Lordfhip's  eafe  and  my  own,  it  be- 
ing late,  and  I  lamim  of  an  arm  ;  but  tho'  I  am 
disordered  with  writing,  I  could  not  omit  this ;  for

SIR, 

"'HIS  frigate  is  commanded  to  fet  me  down  at 
•*■  Oftend^  and  then  to  wait  on  thefe  Gentlemen 
to  Flufhing  that  are  going  to  kifs  his  Majefty's  hands. 
The  bearer  of  this  is  Mr.  Bryan  Cockein,  my  Lord 
Cullerfs  only  fon.  His  mother  is  one  of  my  Lord 
of  Tbomond's  daughters,  and  I  believe  is  recom- 
mended by  one  of  them  to  his  Excellency.  He  is 
a  very  honeft  Gentleman  and  a  man  of  a  very  con- 
fiderable  eftate.  There  is  another  Gentleman  call- 
ed Mr.  Cholmley  that  goes  from  the  Commiffioners 

Z  2  to 
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AD.xbhoto  his. Majefty.  Sir  John  Grenville  is  aboard  The 
V'V^-'  Speaker,  and  made  fail  from  the  Downs  at  the  fame 
time  we  have  done.  I  could  not  neglect  this  op- 
portunity to  prefent  you  my  moft  humble  fervice, 
and  to  congratulate  with  you  for  the  great  and  happy 
fuccefs  of  his  Majefty's  affairs.  Oi>  Tuefday  laft 
his  Majefty  was  proclaimed  King  of  England,  Scot- 
land, France  and  Ireland,  &c.  with  fo  great  pomp 
and  fo  great  demonftrations  of  joy,  as  cannot  be 
expreffed  by  human  eloquence.  All  the  fights  that 
I  ever  faw  come  far  fhort  of  this.  I  dare  affure 
you,  that  fince  the  creation  of  the  world  there  were 
not  feen  fuch  declarations  of  joy  :  all  the  ftudy  and 
art  of  man  could  not  add  to  them. 

There  is  no  more  difcourfe  of  treating  with  his 
Majefty  ;  but  of  fubmitting  all  to  his  ov/n  mercy 
bounty  and  wifdom :  and  by  moft  men  it  is  thought 
the  beft  expedient  for  the  better  eftablifhing  a  firm 
and  lading  peace.  The  day  I  came  away,  I  faw 
many  of  the  Parliament  men,  of  the  Council  of 
State,  and  of  the  Officers  of  the  army  who  met  at 
the  General's  :  and  moft  of  them  believed  now 
that  his  Majefty  was  proclaimed,  he  would  not  ftay 
for  the  Commiftioners  bat  meet  them  at  Dover  or 
wherever  his  Majefty  would  land.  And  it  was  be- 
lieved, that  on  Thurfday  morning  it  would  be  mov- 
ed in  Parliament,  that  the  fleet  fhould  fet  fail  for 
the  coaft  of  Holland,  and  wait  there  for  his  Ma- 
jefty's commands.  My  Lord  Montague  told  me, 
that  he  fent  for  Carpenters  to  take  away  the  States 
arms  from  all  the  fleet  and  put  on  that  of  his  Ma- 
jefty, and  that  order  is  given  to  have  new  flags. 
The  Richard,  a  ftately  fhip  arrived  in  the  Downs  on 
Thurfday  night.  My  Lord  Montague  told  me  alfo, 
that  he  would  not  fet  foot  on  Englifh  ground  till 
he  had  the  honour  to  conduct  thither  the  King  his 
Mafter  -,  and  exprefies  a  very  great  fenfe  of  his  Ma- 
jefty's civilities  to  him,  and  longs  to  have  The 

Nafety 
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Nafeby  adorned  with  his  Majefty's  picture,  and  the  A-&- » ^60 
Duke  of  York's  -9   which  his  Majefty  was  pleafed  to r 
promife  him. 

The  people  cry  out  every  where,  that  they  want 
now  to  make  them  perfectly  happy,  but  a  peace 
with  Spain.  The  Spanifh  Prifoners  are  all  releafed 
and  embarked  at  Grave/end. 

the  M.  of  Caracena 

I  am  charged  to  let  99  know,  that  as  foon  as 
the  King  is  arrived  in  England,  and  is  confulted 
withal,  the  General  will  enter  into  a  Treaty  with 
Caracena,  in  quality  of  the  King's  Minifter. 

The  Queen  of  England's  party  is  much  dejected ; 
their  defigns  and  projects  being  totally  defeated. 
They  have  daily  confultations  at  the  Lady  Carli/le's 
and  ibme  of  them  have  expreffed  that  they  wimed 
things  had  not  fucceeded  in  this  manner,  if  the  M. 
of  Ormonde  and  Sir  E.  Hyde  muft  govern.  Some- 
thing hath  been  moved  in  Parliament  concerning 
the  Queen  :  they  believe  fhe  will  not  be  admitted 
to  return  into  England.  Some  cry  out  againft  the 
Prefbyterians  for  abandoning  of  her,  who  fuffered 
on  all  occafions  for  their  confideration.  Mr.  Hollis 
is  very  fick  *,  he  is  one  of  the  Commiflioners  of  the 
Houfe  of  Commons.  I  believe  fomebody  elfe  muft 
be  chofen  in  lieu  of  him. 

The  day  I  left  London,  which  was  on  Wednes- 
day, there  was  a  private  rumour  as  if  the  Officers 
of  the  army  had  defired  leave  of  the  General  to 
rendezvous  themfelves  -,  their  defign  being,  as  I  am 
informed,  to  get  a  promife  from  the  King,  that  if 
they  get  not  an  act  for  confirmation  of  the  fales  of 
lands,  fome  other  confideration  may  be  given  them 
in  lieu  of  the  faid  lands.  I  believe  the  Parliament's 
giving  to  my  Lord  Craven  his  eftate,  and  to  Sir 
John  Stawell  his,  makes  the  Officers  of  the  army 
to  apprehend,  that  the  Parliament  will  do  fo  with 
all  the  eflates  that  have  been  fold  or  made  over  to 
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4-D.  1660 the  army.  It  is  believed,  the  King's  fpeedy  arrival 
in  England  would  diflipate  all  thofe  kinds  of  meet- 
ings. 

Commiffioner  Ltjle9  Harry  Martin,  Thomas  Scot> 
and  feveral  others  are  fled  away.  The  people  do  cry 
out  for  the  punifliing  of  thofe  that  were  the  King's 
judges. 

I  befeech  you  to  prefent  my  mofl  humble  refpects 
and  moft  hearty  congratulations  to  the  M.  of  Or- 
monde and  Sir  E.  Hyde.  If  you  will  be  pleafed  to 
bring  this  Gentleman  to  wait  on  his  Excellency  and 
my  Lord  Chancellor,  you  will  oblige  a  very  wor- 
thy Gentleman,  and  Sir,  &V.

THOUGH  I  may  prefume  you  have  all  ima- 
ginable care  to  make  difcoveries  of  what  may 
be  in  defign  to  your  prejudice :  yet  I  held  it  confi- 
dent with  my  duty  (left  you  might  be  a  flranger  to 
it)  to  let  you  know  that  I  hear  there  were  of  late 
fome  perfons  arrived  in  Flanders,  who  were  em- 
ployed by  the  Sectarifts  with  overtures  and  propofals 
unto  the  Duke  of  Torky  who  I  hear  has  been  lately 
at  Brajjels.  I  am  allured  they  came  prepared  to 
propole  matters  of  high  and  dangerous  confequence, 
had  not  the  news  of  Lambert's  being  fupprerTed  fa 
fuddenly  furprized  them.  I  am  confident  the  King 
cannot  be  a  ftranger  to  the  leaft  circumftance  that 
comes  to  the  Duke's  knowledge  in  this  particular  r 
but  my  fear  is,  he  may  have  bufy  people  relating 
unto  him,  who  may  pretend  more  power  in  per- 

fuading 
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fuading  his  refolutions,  than  I  am  confident  he  will  ^£>.  1660 
ever  allow  them.  If  your  Lordfhip  think  this  in-^YN^ 
formation  worth  the  looking  after,  you  may  be  con- 
fident, all  is  true  fo  far  as  I  tell  you  •,  for  I  have  it 
from  a  perfon  that  I  am  very  confident  cannot  fail ;

F.  Peter  Talbot  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

YESTERNIGHT  I  arrived  here  from  Fuen- 
tarabia  and  S.  Jean  de  Luz,  where  I  waited 
fome  days  upon  the  Cardinal,  Don  Lewis  and  Mr. 
Montague.  And  becaufe  Mr.  Montague  remits  the 
relation  of  things  to  me  in  his  letter,  which  I  have  for 
his  Majefty,  and  that  perhaps  I  may  not  be  there  fo 
foon  as  this,  and  that  it  may  be  convenient  ye  mould 
know  what  paries  here,  I  judged  it  neceflary  to  trou- 
ble your  Lordfhip  with  thefe  lines. 

The  Cardinal  and  Don  Lewis  in  their  firft  confe- 
rence fome  eight  days  ago,  have  refolved  that  two 
Ambafladors  be  fent  with  all  poflible  fpeed  from 
both  the  Crowns  to  wait  on  the  King  in  his  Treaty, 
and  demand  liberty  of  confcience  for  Catholicks, 
and  other  reafonable  conditions  for  the  King's 
friends.  The  Cardinal  and  Don  Lewis  are  abso- 
lutely refolved  to  employ  their  credit,  endeavours, 
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jf  ZXi66oand  all  the  forces  they  can  to  fee  his  Majefty  reftor- 
ed  upon  honourable  and  fecure  terms ;  though  they 
wifh  that  his  own  fubjecls  do  it  without  any  foreign 
mediation  or  compulnon :  but  if  they  will  not,  Spain 
is  to  deliver  fo  much  money  to  the  Cardinal  as  will 
be  agreed  upon,  and  his  Eminence  will  undertake  the 
war.  To  that  end  he  hath  compofed  the  differences 
of  Germany,  that  he  may  be  the  more  free  for  Eng- 
land. Amongft  other  conditions  both  Crowns  de- 
fire,  that  the  Irifh  nation  may  be  reftored  to  their 
eftates,  and  will  infill  upon  it  as  a  thing  much  con- 
cerning his  Majefty's  fecurity  for  the  future,  and  both 
the  Catholick  Crowns  honour,  and  the  expectation 
of  all  Cbriftendom.  It  is  incredible  how  earneft  and 
real  the  Cardinal  is  in  all  that  concerns  his  Majefty. 
He  fays,  the  Englifh  are  mad,  if  they  impofe  any  Co- 
venant or  unhandfome  things  upon  him ;  becaufe  the 
French  armies,  Spanifh,  coin,  and  the  King's  friends 
will  be  able  to  trouble  England,  if  need  be. 

As  for  the  Duke  of  Tork's  employment,  I  defir- 
ed  him  not  to  fend  for  his  Royal  Highnefs,  till  we 
fee  how  the  King's  bufinefs  goes  :  and  his  Excel- 
lency is  content  to  fufpend  the  bufinefs  for  reafons 
he  hath  referred  to  me  in  my  letter  of  credence  for 
the  Duke.  Your  bills  were  difpatched  from  Burgos, 
becaufe  I  was  commanded  to  expect,  fome  days  at 
Fuentarbia ;  fo  that  I  carry  with  me  only  the  dupli- 
cate. Of  this  I  writ  to  your  Excellency  from  St. 
Sebafiian,  and  therefore  at  the  prefent  fhall  fay  no 
more,  but  that  I  am,  &V.

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Lord  Aungier  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

HE  duty  which  I  owe  your  Lordfhip,  and 
the  obligations  which  I  have  to  give  your  Ex- 
cellency notice  of  fuch  occurrences  as  concern  the 
Realm  of  Ireland,  give  me  the  confidence  of  being 
much  more  troublefome  to  your  Excellency  than  I 
canjuftify,  when  I  reflect  upon  the  great  affairs 
wherein  your  Lordftiip  is  involved.  But  ft  nee  the 
care  and  government  of  Ireland  is  yours,  it  is  fit 
that  I  mould  let  you  know ;  that  by  a  Vote  which 
paffed  this  day  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  in  con- 
currence with  a  meffage  from  the  Houfe  of  Lords, 
that  Realm  is  now  at  liberty  to  make  addrefTes  to 
his  Majefty,  that  by  his  moft  gracious  favour  they 
may  once  again  be  fo  happy,  as  to  have  a  Parlia- 
ment which  they  may  call  their  own. 

I  hope  e're  this  his  Majefty,  as  well  as  your 
Lordfhip,  is  aflured  of  the  high  devotion  which  Sir 
Charles  Coote  and  his  intereft  (who  have  now  the 
effective  power  of  Ireland)  do  bear  unto  his  Ma- 
jefty ;  and  which  myfelf  can  teftify  hath  been  fo 
great,  that  had  not  thofe  who  here  intend  the  fer- 
vice  of  his  Majefty,  advifed  the  contrary  from  time 
to  time,  they  had  outrun  this  kingdom  in  declar- 
ing for  his  Majefty.  But  we  considered  here  the 
humour  of  the  Prefbyterian  intereft,  and  that  if 
thofe  in  Ireland  had  declared  before  we  had  wound 
up  thefe  peevifh  men  unto  thofe  ends  at  which  we 
aimed,  we  might  by  too  much  hafte  (when  Lam- 
bert was  in  motion)  have  been  in  danger  to  have 
loft  that  great  and  formidable  party,  which  by 
ftroaking  we  have  joined  and  well  cemented  to  our 
Matter's  interefts.  Befides,  it  was  the  judgment  of 
his  Majefty's  fervants  here,  to  whom  I  had  recourfe 

in 
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J.D.  i 660  in  all  cafes  of  difficulty,  that  it  was  fit  to  keep  Ire* 
*  land  in  referve,  to  give  a  check  to  rigorous  pro- 
ceedings here,  in  cafe  we  fhould  find  the  perverfe- 
nefs  run  fo  high  as  to  impofe  unreafonable  and  dis- 
honourable terms  upon  his  Majefty. 

Thefe  were  the  grounds  on  which  we  founded 
thofe  advices  which  flopped  the  career  of  Ireland, 
and  which  (I  humbly  hope)  will  be  of  force  to 
gain  a  credit  with  his  Majefty,  that  the  proceedings 
of  the  Realm  of  Ireland,  were  not  inferior  to  thofe 
of  England  in  duty  and  refpect  to  his  Majefty.  This, 
my  Lord,  will  better  appear,  when  your  Lordfhip 
fhall  pleafe  to  perufe  the  inclofed  declaration  *,  which 
had  fooner  kiffed  your  Lordfhip's  hands,  had  not 
my  extraordinary  hafte  in  my  difpatch  by  Mr.  Ber- 
tie,  caufed  my  omiffion  of  it.  And  certainly  (my 
Lord)  this  zeal  of  Ireland  was  ho  fmall  fpur  unto 
the  flow  and  heavy  paced  Prefbyters,  who  therefore 
hardened  to  our  wifhed  for  end,  left  they  fhould  fee 
themfel  ves  caft  behind  and  in  the  rear  of  Ireland. 

My  Lord,  this  day's  proceedings  in  Parliament, 
(befides  what  relates  to  Ireland  afore-mentioned,  and 
the  giving  of  10000/.  to  the  Duke  of  2 lark,  and 
5000/.  to  the  Duke  ofGlocefter)  are  very  trivial  and 
not  worth  your  Lordfhip's  notice.  To-morrow  we 
fhall  fall  upon  the  Act  of  Indemnity,  which  I  be- 
lieve will  caufe  heats  among  us :  but  I  do  not  doubt 
as  fair  and  good  an  ifTue  in  this  as  we  have  already 
had  in  other  things.  I  delivered  Mr.  Bertie  a  copy 
of  a  letter  which  I  received  by  the  laft  poll:  out  of 
Ireland.  I  believe  your  Lordfhip  will  be  of  the 
judgment  that  it  fpeaks  plain  Englifh,  and  there- 
fore needs  none  of  my  animadverfions  upon  it,  till 
I  have  the  honour  of  kifling  your  Lordfhip's  hands 
perfonally,  than  which  I  defire  not  a  greater  happi- 
nefs  on  earth  to,  KV.

My  Lord, 

IH  A  D  in  perfon  waited  upon  his  Majefty,  and 
your  noble  felf  amongft  that  glorious  train, 
which  come  to  do  their  duty  to  our  Sovereign,  had 
not  my  reafon  backed  with  the  judgment  and  opi- 
nion of  Sir  Orlando  Bridgeman  and  Mr.  Brodericky 
perfuaded  me,  that  the  fervice  of  his  Majefly  might 
be  better  done  by  my  attendance  in  the  Parliament, 
than  by  riding  the  great  horfe  in  buff.  We  have  a 
difcontented  party,  whom  we  muft  not  leave  alone, 
left  they  furprize  his  Majefty's  affairs :  and  if  your 
Excellency  will  be  pleafed  to  caft  your  eye  upon  the 
inclofed,  I  hope  it  will  appear,  that  my  not  com- 
ing to  attend  his  Majefty,  proceeds  not  from  defect 
of  duty  or  of  zeal,  but  from  the  care  I  have  of  thofe 
concerns,  which  import  his  Majefty's  and  your  Ex- 
cellency's interefts.  If  your  Lordfhip's  chanty  will 
favour  me  with  the  believing  of  this,  I  then  fhall 
humbly  beg  that  my  Apology  may  be  particularly 
made  to  his  Majefty  by  your  Excellency. 

We  have  a  knot  of  Commiflioners  from  Ireland 
attending  the  Parliament  here,  who  being  concerned 
(and  particularly  Sir  John  Clotworthy)  in  the  new 
purchafes  there,  refufe  to  think  themfelves  fecure  in 
any  Parliament  which  fhall  be  called  in  Ireland;  ex- 
cept they  can  exclude  out  of  the  Act  of  Indemnity 
(which  is  preparing  now  in  England)  all  thofe  who 
have  had  any  hand  in  the  rebellion  :  under  which 
notion  they  would  comprehend  promifcuoufly  all 
thofe  of  the  Popifh  Religion  who  have  been  either 
fequeftered  or  in  arms.  This  work  is  driven  hard, 
and  thofe  exceptions  which  your  Lordfhip  finds  in 
the  inclofed  Provifo ,  have  not  been  gained  without 
4bme  difficulty.  But  yet  I  have  prevailed  fa 
far  among  the  fober  Lawyers  and  thofe  friends

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jf.D.  1 660  who  have  regards  to  your  Excellency,  that  I 
^OTa^  have  gotten  time  to  crave  your  judgment  in  the 
thing,  together  with  fuch  farther  inftrudtions  and 
alterations,  as  his  Majefty  and  your  Excellency  mail 
give  in  this  particular  :  which  I  befeech  you  to  dis- 
patch by  this  worthy  perfon,  who  has  promifed  to 
poft  back  again,  becaufe  I  have  procured  to  put  a 
flop  to  the  report  of  the  Committee,  until  your  an- 
fwer  be  returned  ;  by  which  your  Excellency  will 
obferve  the  hafte  that  it  requires,  in  regard  the  Acl: 
mull:  pafs  both  Houfes,  to  be  prefented  to  his  Ma- 
jefty at  his  arrival  here. 

The  inclofed  letter  for  your  Lordfhip  came  to  my 
hands  by  this  poft  out  of  Ireland,  and  fince  I  know 
it  comes  from  that  perfon,  to  whom  above  all  others 
I  am  obliged,  I  have  refolved  to  give  it  the  fpeedi- 
eft  difpatch  I  can  to  your  Excellency  to  whom  I 
know  it  muft  be  more  than  ordinary  fatisfaction ;

Sir  Maurice  Euftace  to  the  M.  ^Ormonde. 

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellency r, 

AFTER  the  finifhing  of  my  Letter  of  the  /S.D.  1647 
6th  of  this  inftant,  I  received  the  inclofed  ;  ^y^ 
and  the  fubftance  of  that  which  was  deli- 
vered to  me  was  as  folio weth  :  "  That  the  Lords 
c  of  Mufkery,  Mountgarret^  Galmoy,  Taaffe,  and 
1  Coftelogh^  Prefton,  Bagnal,  Harpole,  O  Neile  of 
6  the  Fewes,  and  all  the  pale,  without  difpute  are 
c  ready  and  defirous  to  come  in  and  fubmit ;  fo  as 
1  they  may  have  the  benefit  of  the  Peace  concluded 
c  by  your  Lordihip,  and  but  a  moderate  exercife 
c  of  their  religion  :  wherein  many  of  their  Clergy 
'  are  ready  to  join  with  them,  and  all  the  Cities 
c  and  Corporate  Towns  in  their  quarters.  That 
c  this  being  granted,  they  will  maintain  8000 
c  foot  and  2000  horfe  at  their  own  charge,  to  fup- 
*  prefs  thofe  who  mall  oppofe  the  faid  Peace." 
Some  would  have  this  offer  made  to  Col.  Jones, 

4  and 
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A.T>.  1 647  and  that  he  fhould  command  thofe  forces  in  chief; 
with  other  offers  which  they  are  preparing  to  make 
unto  him  for  his  own  particular  advantage  :  but  the 
nobler  and  better  fort  of  people  think  it  a  work 
more  fuitable  for  your  Lordfhip. 

I  believe  that  the  letters  from  Brijlolywhlch  I  men- 
tioned in  mine  of  the  6th  of  this  inftant,  which  gave 
affurance  of  your  Lordfhip's  return  to  this  govern- 
ment, and  the  good  affections  which  the  people  do 
ftill  retain  to  your  Lordfhip,  will  fufpend  this  great 
bufinefs  for  a  time,  until  fome  farther  certainty 
come  from  your  Lordfhip. 

This  poor  Nation  doth  now  fee  how  they  have 
been  deluded  ;  I  mean,  the  better  and  fincere  part 
of  them  :  and  though  they  have  deferved  very  ill 
at  your  Lordfhip*s  hands,  yet  it  will  be  a  glorious 
work  to  preferve  a  nation  from  extirpation,  and  to 
do  the  work  which  may  introduce  a  perpetual  fet- 
tlement ;  both  which,  as  is  thought,  may  be  effect- 
ed by  your  Lordfhip  with  very  little  expence  of 
Englifh  treafure  or  blood  in  a  very  fhort  time,  if 
that  •  power  be  put  into  your  Lordfhip's  hands, 
which,  without  you,  the  wifeft  do  believe  will  not 
be  done  in  an  age. 

Sir  William  Parfons  hath  by  late  letters  advifed 
the  Governor  to  the  burning  of  corn,  and  to  put 
man,  woman,  and  child  to  the  fword  ;  and  Sir 
Adam  Loftus  hath  written  in  the  fame  ftrain.  They 
both  live  in  a  fat  country,  and  are  out  of  the  dan- 
ger of  gun-fhot.  I  would  they  were  put  in  the 
front  of  the  battle,  to  act  what  they  write.  The 
greateft  cowards  are  obferved  to  be  the  moft  mer- 
cilefs  men. 

I  befeech  your  Lordfhip  to  take  this  into  your 
confederation,  and  to  face  about  again  upon  this

Mr.  Denham  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

THE  relation  of  the  bufinefs  ofMunfter  (which, 
it  may  be,  is  lefs  a  fecret  to  you  than  to  us) 
will  come  to  you  by  this  poft.  The  fum  of  it  is, 
that  my  Lord  Incbiquin  has  committed  four  prin- 
cipal Independent  Officers,  and  has  written  a  pe- 
remptory letter  to  the  parliament  for  fupplies. 
But  that  which  gives  rife  to  the  report  that  Munfter 
is  declared,  is  an  intercepted  letter  to  Col.  Pigot 
from  his  brother,  4C  that  they  are  ready  to  declare, 
"  and  only  expecl  my  Lord  of  Ormonde's  arrival 
"  with  money  and  other  fupplies. 

Tho'  this  difcovery  may  in  fome  considerations 
be  too  early,  yet  that  will  be  recompenfed  in  ano- 
ther, which  is,  that  they  will  haften  and  increafe 
the  fupply  which  formerly  they  intended  to  fend 
with  my  Lord  Broghill  to  fupprefe  the  other,  who 
is  refolved  to  ferve  the  King  ;  but  upon  the  com- 
mitment of  the  four  officers  (which  was  not  fo 
much  for  being  Independents,  as  for  their  relation 
to  him)  he  was  fo  unfatisfied,  that  he  refolved  ei- 
ther wholly  to  decline  the  bufinefs,  or  to  carry  the 
fupply  to  Dublin  to  join  with  Jones  and  Moncke9 
who,  he  believes,  have  the  fame  refolution.  But 
fince  ( be  fides  the  accefs  of  fuch  fupplies)  the  re- 
concilement of  him  and  Lord  Incbiquin  would  with- 
out difpute  fettle  the  whole  bufinefs  ;  and  that 
otherwife  either  the  difccntents  of  that  army  (which 
3  by 
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A.D.i64$by  reafon  of  his  intereft  are  very  great)  m.ght  give 
V^Y"^  a  disturbance,  or  that  the  two  Houfes  might  ufe 
fome  other  means  to  fupprefs  Lord  Inchiquin,  if  he 
ihould  go  to  Dublin,  he  is  perfuaded  to  ftand  to  his 
firft  refolution  of  being  reconciled  to  Lord  Inchi- 
quin ;  which  though  it  has  been  much  laboured  by 
Lord  Holland  and  Lord  Inchiquin*  s  other  friends 
here,  yet  he  will  not  truft  any  of  them  with  the 
fecret  of  his  intentions  ;  neither  will  he  offer  it  firfl: 
to  Lord  Inchiquin,  who  being  his  fuperior  Officer, 
it  would  appear  too  like  a  fubmiflion.  Your  Lord- 
fhip is  the  only  perfon  he  will  truft  ;  and  if  your 
Lordfhip  will  let  Lord  Inchiquin  know,  that  out  of 
a  belief  that  they  both  intend  the  King's  fervice, 
you  are  defirous  to  fettle  a  right  underftanding  be- 
tween them,  and  that  you  have  proceeded  in  it  fo 
ry  far  as  to  be  able  to  aflure  him,  that  my  Lord  Brog- 

hill  will  attempt  nothing  either  againft  his  perfon 
or  command  ;  but  laying  afide  all  former  animofi- 
ties,  he  will  be  ready  to  join  with  him  in  the  com- 
mon intereft. 

This  is  the  fubftance  of  what  is  de fired  from  your 
Lordfhip.  You  may  pleafe  to  ufe  your  own  time 
and  way  of  doing  it  •,  only  with  this  caution,  that 
your  Lordfhip  muft  prefent  it  to  Lord  Inchiquin  as 
your  own  work,  and  not  as  a  thing  either  fought 
or  offered  by  the  other,  and  that  your  Lordfhip 
communicate  it  no  farther  than  Lord  Jermyn  and 
Lord  Colepepper.

'OUR  Lordfhips  having  fuch  particular  and 
frequent  intelligence  from  hence,  I  mall  only 
remember  you  of  ibme  things  that  were  mentioned 
at  our  meeting,  more  peculiar  to  the  part  deiigned 
for  me.

May  it  pie afe  your  Excellence, 

"^  Efterday  morning  I  faw  letters  of  a  frefh  date 
■*-  from  Rome,  the  tenor  of  which  pleafed  me  {o 
much,  and  you  are  fo  concerned  in  the  knowledge 
of  it,  that  I  cannot  fatisfy  my  felf  that  I  have  per- 
formed my  duty  without  giving  you  an  immediate 
account  of  all ;  efpecially  fince  my  Lord  Hatton 
hath  the  fame  confirmed  by  another  hand,  and  is 
of  opinion  I  ought  by  letter  to  give  you  the  adver- 
tifement,  himfelf  being  unwilling  to  do  it,  becaufe 
he  wrote  unto  you  fo  lately  about  his  journey. 

'Tis  certain  the  Irim  negotiation  at  Rome  is  fallen 
to  nothing,  and  the  Commirlioners  coming  or  come 
already  away  without  either  countenance  or  arTift- 
ance ;  fo  that  you  are  in  a  manner  fecure  of  the 
mifchief  that  might  arife  thence. 

Abbot  Crely  is  come  to  this  town,  and  as  tame 
as  a  lamb ;  hath  told  my  Lord  Hatton  the  fame 
that  the  letters  import,  how  he  and  the  other  Com- 
mifli oners  are  come  away  much  difgufted  and  de- 
jected, the  Pope  having  denied  them  the  benedic- 
tion of  his  purfe. 

The 
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The  Abbot  affirms,  that  upon  his  firft  audience  A.D  1648 
the  Pope  demanded  of  him,  after  all  his  charges 
and  affiftance,  what  benefit  he  might  be  fure  would 
accrue  to  him.  The  Abbot  replied,  "  Does  your 
*c  Holinefs  expect  any  other  thence  than  the  good 
c  c  of  Souls  ?  Surely,  if  the  people  of  Ireland  once 
"  perceive  that  you  expect  a  gain  from,  or  an  in- 
**  tereft  in  that  kingdom,  other  than  what  you 
•*  have,  you  will  find  all  that  power  you  promife 
"  your  felf  over  them  utterly  loft,  and  they  uni- 
u  verfally  fteer  to  the  next  and  heft  way  of  fettle- 
"  ment.  For  your  Holinefs  muft  underftand,  that 
"  thofe  who  have  held  them  off  all  this  while,  have 
<c  done  it  under  pretence  of  Religion,  and  promi- 
*'  fes  of  means  of  fupporting  it  from  the  Apoftoli- 
<c  cal  bounty  of  that  See  ;  whofe  malk  once  taken 
cc  off,  and  they  let  fee  that  it  is  not  Religion,  but 
"  Intereft,  nor  their  Souls,  but  the  Kingdom  you 
<c  feek,  all  thefe  leading  perfons  will  lofc  their  power, 
<c  and  be  left  fingly  expofed  to  ruin.  For  how  mad 
"  foever  thefe  people  feem  to  be  in  point  of  reli- 
<c  gion,  they  are  as  much  enamoured  of  their  tem- 
"  poral  laws,  and  will  by  no  means  be  induced  to 
**  think  of  admitting  any  other  government. 

This  round  expreffion  of  the  Abbot,  who  went 
thither  with  credentials  from  O  Neal9  the  Nuncio, 
and  his  part  of  the  Clergy,  wrought  exceedingly 
upon  the  Pope ;  infomuch  that  from  that  hour  he 
nor  the  other  Commiflioners  could  get  a  good  look 
or  word  of  comfort  from  him,  but,  on  the  contra- 
ry, the  10,000  piftoles,  which  before  Crelfs  com- 
ing were  defigned  for  Ireland,  were  diverted  to 
other  ufes  there  at  home,  where  famine  and  infur- 
rections  begin  to  find  his  Holinefs  work  enough. 
This  being  fo,  I  am  confident  were  your  Excellence 
now  in  Ireland,  your  bufinefs  would  even  do  itfelf, 
had  you  but  any  moderate  fum  of  money  with  you  : 
for  I  perceive  by  Crely,  who  was  as  violent  a  perfon 

A  a  2  as 
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jf.D.i648as  any  of  the  party,  that  their  courages  will  all  fall 
V*WJ  upon  the  news  of  this,  himfelf  being  come  to  thofe 
terms,  that  he  would  be  glad  of  any  folvable  occa- 
sion of  being  owned  and  pardoned  by  you  •,  having 
for  that  end  addreffed  himfelf  to  the  Queen  and  my 
Lord  Hatton,  to  both  whom  he  propofes  things  in- 
deed not  unreafonable,  and  of  which  I  humbly 
conceive,  as  well  as  of  his  perfon,  your  Excellence 
may  make  good  ufe. 

The  firfb  thing  he  propounds  is  this,  that  her 
Majefty  would  think  fit  to  employ  any  perfon  well 
thought  of  by  the  fierce  party  in  Ir eland ,  either  be- 
fore or  when  you  go,  to  inform  them,  that  the 
King,  herfelf,  and  the  Prince,  have  fixed  upon  your 
Excellence  for  the  Government  of  that  Kingdom, 
and  that  it  is  in  vain  for  them  to  fool  themfelves 
longer  with  other  expectations  ;  which  otherwife 
they  wilHio  (as  he  fays)  even  to  the  lofs  of  much 
time,  if  to  no  greater  inconveniency. 

The  fecond  thing  is,  that  her  Majefty  will  inter- 
pofe  with  you  for  to  lay  afide  all  perfonal  animofi- 
ties  to  particular  perfons  for  what  is  pall,  and  that 
me  will  engage  you  to  a  promife  both  of  that  and 
of  leave  to  an  appeal  to  her  in  thofe  particular  cafes 
hereafter,  if  it  mall  be  neceflary. 

The  laft  thing  he  defires  is,  that  fuch  an  un- 
der ftanding  and  opinion  may  be  begot  in  your  Ex- 
cellence of  him,  as  that  you  may  freely  hear  him, 
and  he  have  reafon  to  deliver  freely  his  opinion  to 
you  *,  efpecially  concerning  the  feveral  moil  emi- 
nent perfons  that  lead  amongft  the  untraceable  par- 
ty, and  the  ways  of  taking  them  off.  Thefe  three 
things  are  the  fum  of  his  propofals ;  more  than  that 
he  insinuates  of  courft .,  that  he  defires  himfelf  may 
be  the  perfon  made  ufe  of  in  all  of  them,  which, 
if  your  Excellence  fo  like  of  it,  indeed  I  think  he 
may  to  very  good  purpofe,  fince  thereby  he  will 
have  it  in  his  power  to  do  no  more  (if  fo  much) 
2  mifchief 
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mifchief  as  otherwise  he  may ;  and  it  cannot  but  be ^#164*. 
much  to  your  ends,  for  the  reft  to  fee  a  perfon 
they  know  fo  violent  againft  you  ufed  civilly  by 
you  and  become  yours. 

Upon  the  whole,  my  Lord,  it  is  humbly  my 
opinion,  that  you  have  your  bufinefs  all  before  you 
now,  and  no  rub  left  in  your  way  material,  but 
that  of  religion  \  which  if  you  can  pafs  over  by  a 
mutual  agreement,  that  all  be  left  in  the  prefent 
ftate  till  the  King  be  fettled  in  full  power  and  free- 
dom, you  will  have  made  an  excellent  bargain,  and 
it  is  the  cheapeft  you  can  hope  for.  And  indeed  I 
(who  I  hope  your  Excellency  thinks  no  bigot)  look- 
ing upon  the  face  of  the  King's  affairs  fo  defperate, 
the  Scots  and  all  parties  for  him,  that  were  elfe  to 
have  been  much  complied  with,  being  crufht  to 
nothing,  do  believe  that  kingdom,  reduced  fpee- 
dily  to  an  united  fettlement  and  his  Majefty's  obe- 
dience, were  well  purchafed  at  any  rate  of  fpiritual 
privileges.  Since  'tis  the  only  boat  left  to  Monar- 
chy, to  the  King,  his  children,  and  his  party,  to 
preferve  them  from  an  eternal  fhipwrack,  and  re- 
ftore  them  to  land  again  \  for  which  I  have  no 
other,  nor  no  greater  hopes,  than  the  prudence,

II  THEN  I  laft  troubled  your  Lordfhip  by  Colonel 
*  *  Traffcrd,  I  prefumed  to  promiie  you  a  larger 
trouble  by  Mr.  Fan/haw^  who  with  great  alacrity 
embraced  this  opportunity  of  ferving  the  Prince, 
that  he  might  have  the  honour  to  wait  on  your 
Lordfhip  :  which  happinefs  I  fo  much  envy  him, 
that  I  wifh  I  might  be  a  fharer  with  him  by  accom- 
panying him  to  you.  But  fince  that  fortune  is  yet 
too  great  for  me,  I  am  glad  that  he  enjoys  it,  who 
knows  fo  much  of  my  devotion  to  your  I  ,ordfhip, 
and  who  (I  prefume)  hath  worthily  fo  much  credit 
with  you,  as  to  be  believed.  He  will  prefent  unto 
you  the  very  untoward  condition  of  the  Prince's  af- 
fairs in  thefe  parts  ;  by  which  your  Lordfhip  will 
difcern  how  great  a  want  there  is  of  fome  counfel 
from  you.  And  fince  it  is  not  at  prefent  thought 
fit,  that  his  Highnefs's  perfon  and  fleet  continue 
together,  I  hope  he  will  difpofe  himfelf  to  fome 
place  fo  much  at  his  own  difpolal,  that  it  will  be 
no  hard  matter  for  them  to  meet  again,  when  it 
fhall  be  convenient,  and  from  thence  appear  in 
thofe  parts  which  will  receive  molt,  vigour  from  his 
prefence. 

If  the  expectation  of  this  Treaty  have  not  too 
great  an  influence  upon  the  chief  officers  of  the

"IITH E  N  my  Lord  Byron  (who  we  hear  is  long 
fince  landed)  went  hence,  he  had  with  him 
the  Articles  of  Peace,  and  as  full  an  account  of  the 
then  ftate  of  this  Kingdom,  as  came  within  my 
knowledge  :  and  he  was  defired  to  give  you  a  fight 
of  all  he  was  charged  with  ;  fo  that  I  doubt  not 
but  you  were  fo  far  informed  of  our  condition,  and 
of  the  advices  there  humbly  offered  to  his  now 
Majefty.  Since  his  Lordfhip's  going,  we  have  had 
perfect  relations  of  thofe  fteps  by  which  the  inhu- 
man Rebels  in  England  have  raifed  their  treafon  to 
an  unparallel'd  height,  as  they  have  done  our  late 
murdered  Matter's  honour  in  his  Martyrdom,  beyond 
the  greater!:  examples  of  conftancy  and  piety  that 
was  ever  heard  of.  Immediately  after  a  too  certain 
knowledge  of  it,  the  King's  Majefty  now  reigning 
was  with  much  alacrity  proclaimed  King  in  all  the 
Cities  and  Towns,  as  well  in  the  late  confederate 
quarters,  as  in  thofe  poifeffed  by  the  Englifti  army 

A  a  4  in 
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'</fJXl648in  Munjlcr.  And  tho'  Jones  and  Monck  have  giver* 
V~**  no  testimony  of  their  deteftation  of  fo  barbarous  a 
murther,  nor  any  approbation  of  his  Majefty's  right 
to  fucceed  j  yet  I  (hall  for  fome  time  hope,  that 
they  delay  both,  by  reafon  of  fome  necefiity  that 
may  be  upon  them,  rather  than  that  they  can  re- 
folve  to  juftify  fo  impious  a  caufe.  In  the  mean 
time  their  men,  both  horfe  and  foot,  come  daily 
from  them  to  me  •,  and  many  more  would  do  fo, 
but  for  the  ftricl:  eye  that  is  held  over  them,  and 
the  poverty  of  our  quarters,  which  yet  yields  but 
bare  fubfiftence  to  the  armies  already  on  foot.  But 
when  I  mail  be  advanced  nearer  Dublin  (which  by- 
the  help  of  God  will  be  as  foon  as  grafs  comes  for 
the  horfes)  with  an  army  of  about  8000  foot  and 
2000  horfe,  I  am  very  confident  the  better  part  of 
that  army  under  Jones  and  Monck  will  come  off  to. 
me  :  and  if  he  be  not  before  then  considerably  re- 
cruited with  horfe  and  foot,  and  plentifully  fur- 
nifhed  with  money  and  victuals,  I  doubt  not  but  a 
few  days  will  reduce  Dublin  and  the  other  garrifons 
northward  ;  many  of  them  being  well  inclined,  and 
fome  of  them,  as  Enijkillen,  a  ftrong  caftle,  alrea- 
dy declared  for  us.  I  have  already  in  this  city 
raifed  by  way  of  loan  to  the  value  of  1 000  /.  in 
money  and  corn  ;  the  latter  will  prove  a  no  lefs 
neceffary  commodity  than  the  former :  and  I  hope 
in  proportion  according  to  the  abilities  of  other 
cities  and  towns,  to  raife  fuch  other  quantities  of 
corn  and  money,  as  to  keep  the  army  full  three 
months  in  the  field ;  by  the  end  whereof  cattle, 
which  the  country  at  large  is  to  afford,  will  come 
in  feafon,  and  make  us  fubfift  as  long  as  it  will  be 
poffible  to  keep  the  field.  But  long  before  then,  I 
hope,  we  fhail  be  able  with  a  confiderable  army  to 
aflift  any  party  that  mall  declare  for  the  King  in, 
any  pf  his  other  dominions, 

I  havQ 
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I  have  underftood,  that  the  kingdom  of  Scotland  ^.£.1648 
hath  proclaimed  the  King  fucceflbr  to  his  father,  ' 
and  that  they  intend  to  invite  him  thither  to  be 
crowned  :  but  the  fecuring  of  religion  according  to 
the  Covenant,  before  he  be  admitted  to  govern,  is 
to  me  no  fmall  alloy  in  the  joy  it  gives  to  hear  the 
King  acknowledged  in  one  of  his  Kingdoms,  be=^ 
fides  a  good  part  of  this.  If  his  Majefty  refolve  to 
confent  to  that  condition  in  the  moft  rigid  con- 
ftrudtion  of  it  to  himfelf  and  his  fubjects,  I  doubt 
not  but  his  immediate  going  thither  is  moft  coun- 
fellable,  tho'  I  want  not  fome  apprehenfions  of  his 
fafety,  whilft  the  party  complying  with  Cromwell 
when  he  was  in  Scotland^  and  then  (as  it  is  faid)  ad- 
vifed  our  late  Matter's  trial,  appear  to  be  the  ruling 
party.  But  if  his  Majefty  determine  to  ftick  to  his 
father's  principles,  or  to  capitulate  with  any  of  his 
other  fubjedts,  I  know  not  where  or  how  he  can  do 
it  with  more  honour  and  advantage  than  here,  in 
the  head  of  an  army  with  whom  conditions  are  al- 
ready made,  and  where  he  hath  good  cities  and  a 
ftrong  fleet  lying  in  excellent  harbours.  If  it  fhall 
be  for  all  this  refolved,  that  the  King  go  into  Scot- 
land,  I  doubt  not  it  will  be  confidered,  how  incon- 
fiftent  the  Covenant  is  with  the  Peace  concluded 
here  by  virtue  of  the  power  given  me,  which  I  am 
confident  I  have  not  tranfgreffed  -,  and  that  there 
will  be  care  taken  to  give  this  people  no  apprehen- 
fions that  they  will  be  broken  with,  which  may 
dri  /e  them  to  take  defperate  ways  for  their  fafety, 
and  me  into  a  very  hard  condition,  either  to  appear 
inftrumental  to  deceive  and  ruine  them,  or  elfe  to 
oppolL  w  hat  commands  the  King  may  fend  me,  to 
fhew  that  I  was  no  impoftor,  in  afTuming  powers  I 
had  not,  nor  yet  a  willing  property  made  ufe  of  to 
abufe  them.  I  have  by  Mr.  Fan/haw  (who  I  hope 
is  before  now  gone  towards  the  King  from  Kingsale) 
offered  to  his  Majefty  fome  of  thefe  conceptions  and 

appre- 
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'jfD.  1 648  apprehensions,  and  alfo  befought  that  the  govern- 
'  ment  of  this  Kingdom,  by  what  Governor  his  Ma- 
jefty  thinks  fit,  and  by  what  Counfel,  may  be  im- 
mediately fettled :  and  if  his  Majefty  go  into  Scot- 
land with  intention  to  confent  to  the  Covenant,  and 
to  the  impofing  of  it  on  all  his  fubjects,  I  mall 
humbly  defire  any  thought  of  imploying  me  may 
be  laid  afide  ;  for  neither  will  I  ever  take  the  Co- 
venant, nor  will  they  that  propofe  for  it  believe  me 
fit  to  be  imployed  unlefs  I  do.  If  that  form  of 
Church-Government  be  eftablifhed  by  Law,  I  will 
obediently  fubmit  unto  it,  and  fwear  to  act  nothing 
againft  it :  but  to  fwear  to  be  inftrumental  towards 
the  extirpation  of  Epifcopacy,  I  cannot  fatisfy  my- 
felf  for  any  consideration.  It  was  alfb  fince  my 
Lord  Byron  went  hence,  that  I  heard  the  diftem- 
pers  of  France  were  grown  to  blows,  and  that  they 
had  driven  my  wife,  and  (I  believe)  the  reft  of  the 
ftrangers  from  Caen. 

I  now  fend  Colonel  Trafford  to  enquire  after  my 
family,  and  if  it  be  poffible  to  bring  them  hither  be- 
fore the  feas  be  full  of  the  mips  the  Rebels  threaten 
to  fet  out.  I  am  not  out  of  hope,  but  that  if  the 
King  come  hither,  you  may  attend  him,  and  that 
I  may  here  have  means  to  ferve  you  according  to 
the  many  obligations  that  are  upon  me,  and  to  the 
great  defire  of

i."VrOU  are  to  repair  with  all  fpeed  to  his  Majefty 
■*■  into  Holland^  and  to  acquaint  him,  that  hav- 
ing perufed  the  difpatch  which  you  brought  out  of 
Ireland^  we  have  been  confirmed  thereby  in  the 
opinion  which  we  have  formerly  delivered,  That  it 
is  moft  requifite  for  the  good  of  his  affairs,  that  he 
with  all  poffible  fpeed  tranfport  himfelf  into  that 
kingdom  *,  as  likewife  in  the  manner  of  doing  it 
formerly  propofed  to  his  Majefty  \  to  wit, 

2 .  That  having  reduced  his  company  to  as  fmall 
a  number  as  is  poffible,  his  Majefty  borrow  fome 
mips  of  war  of  the  States,  and  therein  fend  the  faid 
company  (except  fuch  as  are  of  abfolute  neceflity  to 
be  always  about  his  own  perfon)  either  to  Port  Louis, 
Rhode,  Conquet)  or  Rochelle  •,  and  that  this  reduction 
is  the  more  neceffary  in  regard  of  the  great  want  of 
monies  now  in  Ireland,  and  the  great  occafions  for 
it  in  profecution  of  the  war  there  ;  from  which  as 
little  is  to  be  diverted  as  is  poffible. 

3.  That  having  fent  away  mofl  of  his  retinue  as 
aforefaid  by  fea,  we  defire  that  his  Majefty  would 
himfelf  pafs  by  land  through  France  to  meet  them 
at  the  place  appointed  ;  as  well  that  in  this  our 
greateft  affliction  we  may  have  the  confolation  of 
feeing  him,  as  likewife  that  all  things  may  be  con-

and  prudence  ;  for  which  ends  all  the  perfons  of 
condition  of  that  nation  now  with  him  are  to  be 
dealt  with,  with  all  the  refpect  that  can  be  ufed, 
and  to  receive,  for  their  invitations  to  engage  their 
credit  and  fervice  in  the  prevailing  with  others,  all 
the  real  demonftrations  of  grace  and  favour,  that

IGHT  trufty  and  right  entirely  beloved  Coufin, 
we  greet  you  well.  We  have  duly  confidered 
of  your  inftruclions  given  to  our  right  trufty  and 
well-beloved  the  Lord  Byron,  and  have  heard  him 
at  large  upon  all  the  particulars  contained  therein, 
and  are  reiolved  not  only  to  confirm  and  ratify  fully 
and  entirely  all  the  articles  of  the  treaty  with  our 
Roman  Catholick  fubjects  of  the  kingdom  of  Ire- 
land, but  to  promote  and  advance  with  our  utter- 
moft  care  all  that  mall  concern  the  fettlement  of 
that  kingdom,  and  conduce  to  the  plenty,  happi- 
nefs,  and  profperity  thereof >  and  we  will  forthwith 
recommend  their  affairs  to  all  foreign  Princes  and 
States  in  league  and  amity  with  us,  and  give  parti- 
cular command  to  all  our  agents  and  minifters  to 
be  very  careful  of  all  things  that  concern  the  King- 
dom of  Ireland,  in  fuch  manner  as  you  have  di- 
rected •,  and  efpecially  to  follow  and  purfue  fuch  in- 
flections as  they  mail  receive  from  you  for  our  fer- 
vice. 

Concerning  the  Spanifli  agents  treaty  with  you

May  it  pleafe  your  Majefty  ^ 

YOUR  letters  of  the  9th  and  31ft  of  March  by 
Colonel  Leg  and  Captain  Rutter  I  received  ye- 
fterday  here,  and  your  Majefty's  other  difpatches 
by  Sir  George  Munro  about  three  weeks  fince  ;  by 
all  which  I  find  all  my  defires  touching  this  King- 
dom (which  I  intended  to  have  tranfmitted  by  an 
exprefs)  prevented  by  your  Majefty's  wifdom  and 
refolution  to  tranfport  your  felf  hither.  The  mef- 
fenger  defigned  for  Prince  Rupert's  difpatch  to  your 
Majefty  ftays  only  for  this  of  mine,  which  therefore 
muft  be  the  fhQrter  •,  the  beginning  of  your  Maje- 
fty's journey  hitherwards  feeming  to  me  in  fome 
fort  to  depend  upon  what  he  is  charged  with,  yet 
this  fummary  of  our  condition  I  hold  my  duty  to 
give  your  Majefty  an  account  of. 

The  Peace  concluded,  and  now  by  your  Majefty 
confirmed,  is  difliked  by  divers  violent  perfons,  and 
endeavoured  to  be  fruftrated  as  to  the  fruits  of  it  % 
to  whom  fecretly  join  divers  that  have  feemed  to 
forward  it,  finding  their  irregular  aims  not  fo  fully 
complied  with  as  they  expected  •,  there  being  an 
impoflibility  to  anfwer  the  expectations  of  all  that 
believe  much  of  their  own  merit.  The  only  expe- 
dient I  could  apply  to  this  was,  to  make  election  of 
the  moft  deferving  and  moft  considerable  to  be 
obliged,  and  to  have  the  beft  watch  I  can  upon  the 
others.  There  hath  lately  been  a  treaty  with  Owen 
O  Neile,  and  it  is  continued  ftill  *,  but  I  have  little 
hopes  he  will  be  that  way  reduced,  and  am  not 

clear3 
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clear,  whether  at  the  rate  he  will  fet  upon  himfelf  and  d.D.  1649 
his  power,    his  friend/hip  or  enmity  be  moil  to  be  ^Y^ 
wifhed.  I  have  been  periuaded  to  invite  J  ones ,  and 
am  not  fatisfied  that  the  encouragement  given  me  fo 
to  do  (by  Tome  pretending  your  Majefty's  fervice, 
and  of  near  relation  to  Jones)  was  to  give  him  op- 
portunity to  manifeft  his  refolution  to  adhere  to  the 
bloody  Rebels,  and  to  gain  the  more  feafonable  and 
confiderable  fupplies  from  them.    I  have  lately  (qqh 
8000  good  Foot,   all  (I  hope)  ready  to  fpend  their 
lives  in  your  Majefty's  caufe.     The  Horfe  I  could 
not  draw  together,    without  ruining  them  or  the 
country,  there  being  no  forage  for  them  ;    but  I 
guefs  they  will  be  about  2000.     To  provide  for 
thefe,  and  to  keep  them  and  the  cities  in  their  obe- 
dience, I  have  been  in  continual  motion  fince  my 
Lord  Byron's  departure  ;    and  fo  could  neither  find 
means  to  fend  to  your  Majefty  fo  frequently,  as  was 
my  defire  and  duty  to  have  done ;  nor  was  it  pofti- 
ble  for  me  to  add  any  thing  of  importance  to  my 
former  difpatches. 

It  hath  not  yet  been  poflible  for  me  to  fettle  any 
Council  or  Judicature,  by  virtue  of  the  power 
wherewith  your  Majefly  hath  been  pleafed  to  in- 
truft  me  :  and  though  the  want  of  both  is  the  occa- 
sion of  much  diforder,  and  confequently  a  mighty 
hindrance  to  the  perfect  fettlement  and  reduction  of 
this  kingdom  under  your  Majefty's  authority ;  yet 
I  rather  choofe  to  druggie  with  and  bear  the  diffi- 
culty and  inconveniencies  thence  arinng,  than  to 
venture  upon  the  diftfibution  of  thole  truits,  till 
the  army,  by  my  being  amongft  them,  be  more 
confirmed  in  their  good  affections  and  resolutions, 
and  till  your  Majefty,  having  taken  poflefllon  of 
them  and  the  kingdom,  lhall  give  rules  to  us  for 
the  government  thereof.

in  his  way  to  Ireland.  We  intreat  you  therefore  to 
have  the  like  consideration  of  him,  and  to  afford 
him  your  juft  favour  and  protection  in  fuch  things 
as  may  concern  him  in  that  kingdom  •,  and  particu- 
larly to  receive  his  Lady  (who  intends  immediately 
to  repair  thither)  with  civility  and  kindnefs  anfwer- 
able  to  her  quality,  and  to  the  efteem  we  have  of 
her ;  and  to  endeavour  (as  there  ihall  be  occafion) 
to  do  all  good  offices,  and  to  fettle  a  right  under- 
ftanding  between  the  Lord  Inchiquin,  our  Prefident 
of  Munfter^  and  the  faid  Lord  Broughill ;  which  we 
defire  as  a  thing  much  conducing  to  our  fervice  in 
that  kingdom.  Given  under  our  fignet  at  the  Hague' 
the  20th  of  April,  1649,  and  in  the  firft  year  of 
our  reign.

May  it  pleafe  your  Highnefs^ 

in  Y  the  letter  herewith  inclofed  from  the  mod 
■"  active  man  in  the  country  whence  he  writes, 
your  Highnefs  will  find  the  refolutions,  prefent  con- 
dition, and  apprehensions  of  thofe  that  have  there 
actually  declared  for  the  King,  at  lean1  againfl  the 
prefent  Rebels  of  England. 

They  have  heretofore  fent  to  me  for  commiiTions, 
which  were  difpatched  to  them  :  but  whether  they 
Jiave  publifhed  them,  or  do  now  act  under  them* 
£§  more  than  I  know.  However,  if  the  afiiflance  of 
fhipping  defired  by  them  may  poftibly  be  fent,  I 
humbly  conceive  they  cannot  be  more  advantage- 
ous y  imployed,  than  in  helping  to  reduce  that  *City,  *  London* 
and  the  fort  near  it :  which  will  make  that  party  ab-^r9^ 
folute  matters  of  that  fide  of  the  North,  and  con- 
fequently  enable  them  to  afford  confiderable  aiTift- 
ance  towards  the  reduction  of  any  other  part  of  the 
kingdom.  What  flrength  of  fhipping  is  necefiary, 
I  cannot  fay  ;  it  being  uncertain  with  what  force  the 
fupplies  expected  by  Coote  from  London  by  long  fea 
may  come  conveyed.  But  all  the  fhipping  belong- 
ing to  the  Northern  Rebels  on  the  coafls  of  Eng- 
land towards  Ireland  (I  am  affured)  are  no  more 
than  three,  which  are  appointed  to  convoy  over 
fome  forces  defigned  and  lying  ready  at  the  water- 
fide  for  the  relief  of  Dublin  •,  and,  of  thofe  three, 
one  only  is  of  any  confiderable  flrength,  and  fhe  of 
about  30  guns.  The  interruption  which  may  be 
given  to  that  accefs  of  flrength  to  Jones^  will  in  all 
probability  render  the  work  againfl  him  very  eafy : 
as  on  the  contrary,  if  he  be  fupplied,  it  will  be  al- 
moft  a  defperate  undertaking,  and  I  mall  be  forced

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J.D.164Q  t0  a  defenfive  war.  This  being  the  ftate  of  Dublin 
V-^>^^  and  the  North  about  Londonderry ,  I  humbly  leave 
it  to  your  Highnefs  to  confider  how  thofe  fupplies 
we  fear  may  be  fpeedily  prevented,  the  good  fuc- 
cefs  of  the  King's  fervice  in  this  kingdom  mainly 
depending  thereon. 

As  I  remember,  when  your  Highnefs  was  pleafed 
to  give  me  notice  of  your  intention  to  come  into 
the  river  of  Water)  or  a,  and  afked  me  whether  I 
conceived  the  fort  of  Duncannon  to  be  in  fecure 
hands,  I  anfwered,  that  I  was  not  abfolutely  afTured 
of  the  faithfulnefs  of  him  that  commanded  it,  in 
cafe  of  a  breach  with  this  people  upon  the  Clergy's 
intereft  -,  upon  which  only  there  is  any  fear  of  a 
breach.  And  I  think  I  told  your  Highnefs,  your 
greater!:  mips  might  ride  fecurely  out  of  the  com- 
mand of  that  fort.  For  the  city  of  Waterfordy 
where  your  Highnefs  may  think  fit  to  make  your 
refidence  with  ware  and  "ftore-houfes,  there  can  be 
no  fear  of  it  as  long  as  we  can  be  mailers  in  the 
field  ;  and  longer  than  we  are  fo,  I  know  no  fecure 
place  in  the  kingdom.  This  I  held  necefiary  to  re- 
iterate, upon  fome  difcourfe  with  my  Lord  Taaffe  of 
your  coming  to  Water  ford. 

I  find  the  country  within  our  power  fo  exceed- 
ingly wailed  by  the  fpoil  committed  by  feveral  ene- 
mies, and  by  the  great  improvidence  hitherto  of 
thofe  that  had  the  care  of  it  and  the  army,  that  I 
fear  there  will  not  be  means  to  feed  the  armies  that 
mull  be  necefTarily  imployed  to  reduce  thofe  of  fe- 
veral parties  in  rebellion.  Therefore  it  is  that  I 
take  the  boldnefs  to  mind  your  Highnefs  of  his 
Majefty's  pleafure,  fignified  by  feveral  letters  to 
Mr.  Favfhaw  and  me,  for  a  fum  of  money  out  of 
prizes  to  be  difpofed  of  for  the  fupport  of  the  army  ; 
or  that  if  money  may  not  be  to  be  had,  you  would 
be  pleafed  to  afiign  what  goods  you  think  fit  for 
that  purpofe,  to  fuch  as  I  mall  appoint  to  receive

have  it  both  maintained  and  fet  forth,  that  I  mall 

prefs  for  this  fupply  no  farther,  either  for  the  time 

or  proportion  of  doing  it,  than  as  your  Highnefs 

mall  find  it  confirming  with  the  good  of  the  fleet, 

how  great  and  how  dangerous  foever  the  difficulties 

are  that  I   mud  contend  with  for  want  of  it.

HAVE  written  to  his  Highnefs  touching  fome 
things  I  conceive  needful  to  be  fpeediiy  put  in 
execution.  I  have  given  him  an  account  of  my 
knowledge  of  the  condition  of  IVaterford  and  Dun- 
cannon  fort,  in  relation  to  the  fecurity  of  his  lying 
in  that  river,  or  refiding  at  Waterford  :  and  I  have 
put  his  Highnefs  in  mind  of  his  Majefty's  directions 
to  you  for  a  fum  of  money  to  be  put  into  my  hands 
for  his  fervice.  But  my  defire  for  money,  which 
perhaps  is  not  to  be  had ,  may  be  fatisfied  by  align- 
ing fuch  goods  as  may  give  us  credit :  and  if  any 
part  of  thofe  goods  could  be  in  corn,  and  that  tent 
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J.D.  1649  to  Waterford^  it  would  in  proportion  be  as  good  as 
7  money  y  and  if  this  proportion  be  unfeafonable^ 
that  is,  inconfiftent  with  the  fetting  forth  the  fleet, 
I  have  for  the  prefent  waved  it,  either  in  part  or 
in  the  whole ;  not  but  that  I  forefee  very  great 
hazards  and  delays  will  arife  to  the  fervice  for  want 
of  it,  but  that  in  my  judgment  I  account  them  fitter 
to  be  undergone  and  more  eafily  recovered,  than 
the  danger  of  lofing  the  fleet,  or  the  fervice  of  it, 
as  I  propofe  at  this  inflant  of  time.

I  am  aflured  from  Dublin,  that  there  is  not  now 
there  ten  days  provifion  of  bread  -,  and  that  if  that 
harbour  were  but  blocked  up,  they  muft  neceflarily 
fall  to  nothing  immediately.  This,  in  my  duty  to 
the  King's  fervice,  and  to  your  Highnefs,  I  thought 
fit  to  let  you  know,  that  in  cafe  there  be  any  pofli- 
bility  of  fending  fhips  to  that  purpofe,  it  may  be 
feafonably  done  ;  but  of  that  I  prefume  not  to  de- 
termine. Mr.  Fan/haw  came  not  hither  till  after 
Mr.  Legg,  by  whom  I  had  firft  fome  intimation  of 
Vangary's  buflnefs,  which  I  doubt  he  is  miftaken  in, 
both  in  the  man  and  in  the  fittingnefs  of  attempt- 
ing any  fuch  thing,  as  matters  now  ftand.

My  Lord, 

II  N  T  E  N  D  "  to  fend  tht  Lord  Cottington  and 
Sir  Edward  Hyde  as  my  ambafladors  into  Spain, 
where  I  hope  they  will  efTecl  much  for  my  fervice, 
and  will  hold  due  correfpondence  with  you.  I 
have  already  advertifed  you,  that  the  King  of  Por- 
tugal will  grant  to  my  Fleet  the  liberty  of  the  port 
of  Lijbon,  and  other  ports  of  that  kingdom;  and 
that  he  hath  fent  one  of  the  Irifh  nation,  called  Do- 
mingo de  Rofario,  into  Ireland,  who  comes  private- 
ly, and  with  no  avowed  quality.  You  may  treat 
and  agree  with  him  upon  fuch  things  as  you  fhall 
judge  neceffary  for  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  but  fo 
that  the  treaty  be  carried  very  privately,  and  no  of- 
fence be  thereby  given  to  the  King  of  Spain,  from 
whom  I  expect  much  more  than  from  Portugal. 

I  have  likewife  advertifed  you,  that  I  have  ap- 
pointed the  Earl  of  Brainford  to  fend  you  out  of 
Sweden  1000  horfe-arms,  900  piftols,  and  a  quan- 
tity of  powder,  which  I  believe  will  be  about  100 
barrels,  with  match  proportionable,  for  which  you 
are  only  to  pay  the  freight  when  it  arrives  in  Ire- 
land. I  find  little  help  from  the  States,  but  am  re- 
folved  to  move  from  hence  in  a,  very  few  days  to 
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Flanders ,  and  from  thence  into  France,  toembarque<£Z).i649 
in  the  South-weft  part  thereof  in  fome  fit  port  for  ^V^V 
Ireland,  I  have  already  obtained  a  confiderable  pro- 
portion of  arms  in  Sweden,  which  mull  be  kept  fe- 
cret  •,  and  I  am  trying  all  other  imaginable  ways  for 
men,  arms,  but  efpecially  money.  The  treaty  with 
the  Scots  Commiffioners,  for  any  thing  that  yet 
appears,  is  not  likely  to  end  well. 

You  will  receive  duplicates  of  the  feveral  com- 
miflions  and  inftru&ions  I  have  given  to  Sir  Robert 
Stewart  for  the  North  of  Ireland  •,  which,  accord- 
ing to  my  information,  I  did  conceive  to  be  necef- 
fary,  and  defire  that  you  will  fo  order  it,  that 
there  be  no  claming  between  thefe  commiflions  and 
that  formerly  given  to  Major  General  Monro.  I

Madam, 
"VTO  U  R  lateft  commands  were  thofe  I  received 
•■-  concerning  Sir  Robert  'Talbot  and  Father  James 
Talbot  •,  who  tho'  of  a  name  and  blood,  have  hither- 
to very  much  differed  in  their  ways  \  Sir  Robert  as 
zealoufly  promoting  his  Majefty's  fervice,  as  the 
other  hath  been  induftrious  to  hinder  it :  Yet  fince 
your  Majefty's  goodnefs  hath  at  once  defigned  re- 
ward and  forgivenefs,  it  fhall  be  my  care,  as  far  as 
lyes  in  my  power,  to  obferve  that  method. 

The  condition  of  affairs  here  is  as  hopeful  as  can 
be  imagined,    looking  upon  the  prefent  weaknefs 

and 
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J.D.  1 649  and  diftraction  of  our  enemies,  the  affections  and 
^"WJ  readinefs  to  declare  for  the  King  of  very  many  that 
are  yet  forced  to  live  and  ferve  under  them  ;  and 
upon  fome  late  fucceffes  we  have  had,  both  by 
force  and  by  the  voluntary  furrender  of  places  of 
importance  into  our  hands.  But  on  the  other  fide 
fome  remaining  repugnancies  againft  his  Majefty's 
authority,  and  the  great  and  univerfal  poverty  in 
this  kingdom,  are  great  impediments  to  the  ad- 
vantage that  might  now  be  made  out  of  thofe  other 
conjunctures :  yet  I  apprehend  not  thefe  fo  much, 
as  to  occafion  any  alteration  of  my  humble  advices 
to  his  Majefty  touching  his  coming  hither  ->  which, 
I  am  confident,  though  it  mould  not  relieve  our 
wants  by  real  fupplies  of  money,  will  make  them 
much  more  fupportable,  when  he,  for  whom  they 
are  undergone,  fhali  be  an  eye-witnefs  of  the  cheer- 
fulnefs  of  our  fufferings  :  and  his  Majefty's  prefence 
will  infallibly  remove  the  contentions  that  remain 
amongft  any  pretending  for  him,  or  leave  thofe  that 
only  make  ufe  of  his  name,  as  unable  to  prejudice 
his  intereft,  as  they  will  be  excufelefs.  In  this,  as 
in  my  former  advices  to  this  purpofe,  I  am  not  to 
be  underftood  to  have  taken  into  my  conflderation 
any  thing  beyond  the  limits  of  my  own  charge,  or 
what  is  obvioufly  depending  upon  it ;  but  hold  it 
my  duty  to  offer  my  humble  conceptions,  as  part  of 
the  matter  whereon  his  Majefty  may  think  fit  to 
frame  his  main  defign. 

A  relation  of  the  ftate  of  things  here,  when  the 
divifion  is  of  fo  many  parts,  if  I  mould  make  it 
more  particular,  would  take  up  too  much  of  your 
Majefty's  time  to  read,  confidering  the  hourly 
changes  we  are  to  expect  would  require  as  frequent 
alterations  in  difpatches  from

SIR, 

THAT  with  the  continual  motion  I  have  been 
in  to  all  parts  of  this  kingdom,  fubmitted  to 
hisMajefty's  obedience,  and  what  with  my  defpair  of 
your  being  ftill  in  France,  I  have  not  given  thither 
fuch  frequent  accounts  of  the  condition  we  were  in, 
as  might  be  necefiary,  and  was  my  part  to  have 
done  :  nor  (hall  I  now  put  you  to  the  unnecefiary 
trouble  of  a  retrofpecl:  into  what  hath  paffed,  to 
fhew  you  by  what  degrees  and  difficulties  we  are 
come  to  the  ftate  we  are  now  in  ;  but  will  briefly 
inform  you  of  that  what  my  hopes  and  fears  are, 
and  how  grounded. 

His  Majefty  hath  now  here,  in  feveral  armies,  at 
lead  ten  thoufand  good  Foot,  and  hard  upon  three 
thoufand  Horfe  -,  whereof  fome  parties  of  the  Irifh 
fore  s  have  been  and  are  ftill  with  good  fuccefs  em- 
ployed upon  fervice.  By  them  all  the  places  held 
for  Owen  O  Neale  in  this  province,  except  one  far 
from  us,  are  reduced,  and  he  limited  to  Ulftcr,  and 
one  or  two  places  in  Connaught ;  his  men  difperfed3 
and  he  in  a  very  inconfiderable  condition.  But  I 
have  the  greater!:  difficulty  in  the  world  to  keep 
thofe  Irifh  together  *,  the  licence  hitherto  given  them 
in  their  winter  quarters,  which  being  at  large  in  the 
country,  confufed,  and  without  the  poffibility  of 
keeping  them  in  any  kind  of  difcipline,  makes  any 
endurance,  though  but  of  ordinary  marches  and 
duty,  infupportable  to  them,  any  longer  than  they 
are  conftantly  furnifhed  with  money,  which  they 
can  never  be  by  the  flock  of  this  kingdom. 

The  army  under  the  command  of  the  Lord  In- 
cbiqiiin  is  but  now  drawing  into  the  field,  and  is  no 
lefs  preffing  for  impoffible  fums  of  money  than  the 

other ; 
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A.D.  1 649  other :  and  though  they  have  not  fuch  retreats  to 
friends  out  of  the  field  as  the  others  have,  and  by 
realbn  of  their  having  been  continually  garrifoned 
men  are  under  more  obedience  •,  yet  their  difcontent, 
even  to  mutiny,  is  more  to  be  apprehended,  fince 
the  effect  of  it  muft  be  at  the  beft  a  running  away 
to  the  Englifh  enemy.  To  prevent  this  by  all  pof- 
fible  provifion  for  both,  I  am  tied  here,  lofing 
moft  hopeful  opportunities,  and  giving  Jones  time 
to  folicit  and  expect  fupplies  from  the  Rebels, 
whilft  it  is  moft  apparent  that  one  Ten  thoufand 
pound,  or  lefs  together,  would  now  carry  Dublin 
(and  in  confequence  the  whole  Kingdom)  with  the 
help  of  the  good  affections  of  very  many  there, 
which  by  the  delay  may  cool  in  them,  or  be  inef- 
fectual, if  force  and  provifion  be  fent  out  of  Eng- 
land, 

To  this  of  want  there  is  added  another  no  lefs 
troublefome  interruption,    though  arifing  from  an 
excufable  emulation  in  the  Irifh  and  Englifh  touch- 
ing their  paft  and  prefent  faithfulnefs,    and  power 
to  contribute  towards  reftoring  his  Majefty  -,  which 
yet  takes  up  much  of  my  time  to  keep  from  grow- 
ing to  more  hurtful  differences  :  and  whilft  I  ftudy 
to  difpenfe  my  care  and  kindnefs  to  them  with  in- 
difFerency,    hinders  the  advantage  might  be  made 
of  both,  and  makes  my  life  a  perpetual  vexation. 
It  is  true,  among  the  Irifh  there  are  many  traite- 
roufly  inclined,  I  fear,  to  the  degree  of  being  con- 
tent to  receive  conditions  from  the  Rebels  of  Lon- 
don -,    but  there  are  others,  and  much  the  greater 
number,  of  fixed  faithfulnefs  to  the  King's  caufe. 
The  other  army  (as  my  Lord  Inchiquin  afliires  me) 
is  freed  of  all  that  were  liable  to  any  fufpicion ;  and 
I  am  moft  confident  he  is  as  able  to  difcover,  as 
he  will  readily  prevent,   any  contrivance  amongft 
them.     Now  though  this  difcord  and  our  wants 
may  feem  great  impediments,  yet  I  am  not  without 

good 
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good  hope  of  overcoming  both  in  fuch  meafure,  as  A.D.  1649 
fnortly  to  reduce  Jones  to  the  limits  of  his  line  about  * 
Dublin ,  wherein  he  cannot  long  fubfift,  if  he  be 
not  powerfully  and  prefently  fupplied  with  men  and 
provifions  :  which  to  prevent,  I  have  moved  Prince 
Rupert  to  fend  a  fquadron  of  the  fleet  to  block  up 
that  harbour.  But  his  want  of  men  to  man  the 
whole  fleet  at  once,  and  the  neceflity  that  part  of  it 
fhould  look  out  for  purchafe  to  fupport  the  whole, 
will  (I  fear)  lofe  us  that  help. 

I  have  no  very  frequent  intelligence  out  of  the 
North  of  Ireland.  When  I  heard  laft  thence,  the 
Scots  and  Colonel  Monck^  who  governs  there  for 
the  Rebels,  were  at  a  diftance  about  the  taking  of 
the  Covenant,  which  the  Prefbytery,  the  great 
rulers  of  that  country,  prefled  him  unto,  but  he  re- 
fufed.  I  wifh  well  to  the  continuance  of  the  con- 
tention, but  know  not  how  to  pray  for  fuccefs  to 
either  fide  ;  though  my  Lord  of  Ardes  (who  is 
Principal,  and  made  head  of  the  Prefbyterians  there) 
hath  not  only  aflured  me  by  letter,  that  he  is  with- 
out condition  or  referve  refolved  to  ferve  the  King, 
but  hath  fent  for  a  commiflion  to  be  made  ufe  of 
when  he  dares  avow  it ;  which,  I  fear,  will  not  be, 
till  Scotland  by  one  means  or  other  be  perfuaded  to 
leave  out  of  their  declarations  their  ufual  deftruc- 
tive  refervations. 

In  that  part  of  the  North  where  Londonderry  is 
feated,  they  have  proceeded  upon  clearer  grounds 
and  to  more  fmart  action,  having  proclaimed  the 
King  as  he  ought  to  be,  and  befieged  Sir  Charles 
Coote  in  Derry,  whither  for  their  aftiftance  I  have 
fent  Sir  George  Monro  with  a  good  party  mixed 
with  Englifh,  Scots,  and  Irifh. 

Juft  now  I  receive  the  inclofed  advertifements 
out  of  the  North  ;  whereupon  I  have  not  time  to 
difcourfe,  but  leave  the  ufe  to  be  made  of  them  to 
your  judgment. 

I  know 
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AD.  1649  I  know  not  what  negotiation  of  high  importance 
his  Majefty  may  now  have  abroad,  and  therefore 
cannot  take  upon  me  to  determine,  whether  or  no 
delay  be  preferable  to  his  fpeedy  coming  hither  : 
whereof  what  my  opinion  is  in  relation  to  his  af- 
fairs here,  you  will  find  by  this  extract  of  my  letter 
to  our  Queen.  Thofe  objections  you  made  againft' 
his  fudden  coming,  upon  the  alteration  of  his  con- 
dition from  Prince  to  King,  were  very  material  : 
but  the  remedies  for  thefe  inconveniencies  are  more 
eafily  found  out,  than  any  can  be  for  fuch  as  arife 
by  his  abfence.  But  if  by  his  Majefty's  continuance 
abroad  an  alliance  might  be  fpeedily  contracted, 
fuch  as  would  give  him  ready  and  considerable  fup- 
plies  of  money,  with  a  conftant  flock  of  reputation 
and  fupport,  and  in  the  mean  time  an  earneft  of  the 
reality  of  fuch  a  treaty  expreffed  by  fuccouring  his 
Majefty's  affairs  now  on  foot,  that  were  indeed  an 
occafion  worth v  his  detention.  This  I  mention^ 
becaufe  I  hear  of  two  alliances  now  fpoken  of,  one 
with  Spain,  the  other  with  Sweden.  What  that 
with  Spain  can  be,  if  the  Daughter  of  that  Crown 
be  difpofed  of,  I  know  not ;  nor  am  I,  who  have 
looked  little  beyond  the  threfhold  of  my  own 
charge,  a  competent  difcourfer  upon  fuch  myfteries 
of  ftate  :  yet  to  you  I  will  venture  to  fay  thus 
much,  leaving  you  to  make  ufe  of  it  to  his  Majefty 
as  my  fenfe,  if  you  judge  it  reafon  and  any  thing 
material*  That  I  have  (1  confefs)  vulgarly  heard 
much  of  the  great  dexterity  (to  call  it  no  worfe)  of 
Spain  in  treaties,  and  obferved  their  Minitters  both 
in  England  and  here,  countenancers  of  the  late  Re- 
bels of  both  kingdoms  more  than  any  other,  and 
am  therefore  afraid  of  their  fubtilty,  as  I  am  of 
their  grave  circumfpedHon  and  delays,  which  ( as 
the  cafe  ftands  with  our  King)  is  not  a  lefs  certain 
way  of  deftroying  all  his  hopes.  What  the  power 
of  Spain  may  be,  or  how  that  power  may  be  ba- 
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lanced  by  the  diflike  of  France  at  fuch  a  match,  I4.D.1649 
fpeak  not  of;  no  more  than  I  can  do  of  the  prefent' 
plenty  or  power  of  Sweden.  But  if  by  the  late 
peace  with  the  Emperor,  that  Crown  be  as  able,  as 
it  is  at  leifure,  to  undertake  the  King's  quarrel,  I 
mould  not  only  believe  them  a  people  more  eafily 
underftood  in  treaty,  but  the  match  more  popular 
and  conducing  to  his  Majefty's  main  end,  as  they 
are  Proteftants,  and  yet  far  from  the  equally  de- 
ftructive  principles  of  Sectaries  and  rigid  Prefbyte- 
rians.  The  {ct\{q  of  the  beft  of  thefe  latter  you  will 
find  in  an  addrefs  made,  or  to  be  made,  to  his  Ma- 
jefty  from  them  in  Ulfter,  a  copy  whereof  is  here- 
with inclofed.

May  it  pleafe  your  Majefty, 

C  I  N  C  E  my  laft  letter  referring  to  Mr.  Legg's 
*■*  relation  of  the  ftate  of  your  Majefty's  affairs 
here,  divers  places  have  been  reduced,  and  many 
given  up  by  well-affected  Officers  hitherto  ferving 
with  Jones.  There  now  remains  in  the  Rebels 
hands  only  Dublin ,  Drogheda^  'Trim^  and  Dundalk  ;. 
Bally fonati)  though  one  of  their  ftrongeft  holds,  I 
reckon  not,  becaufe  I  have  left  it  about  twenty 
miles  behind  me  blocked  up  by  thirty  horfe,  and  as 
many  foot  placed  in  two  or  three  little  caftles  near 
it  -,  fo  that  it  muft  of  neceflity  in  a  fhort  time  fall 
of  itfelf,  if  J  one  s  be  not  able  to  remove  me  from 
where  I  lye  within  two  miles  of 'Dublin ,  as  I  do  not 
fee  how  it  is  poflible  he  fhould,  as  long  as  I  can 

get 
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Jt.D.  1 649  get  wherewithal  to  fubfift  *,  unlefs  the  great  fupplies 
W^W/  of  horfe,  foot,  and  provifions  they  brag  to  be  ready 
to  come  with  Cromwell,  arrive  very  fpeedily.  Whilft 
I  lye  here  with  about  5000  foot  and  15 10  horfe, 
the  Lord  Inchiquin  with  about  as  many  horfe  and 
2000  foot  hath  blocked  up  Drogbeda,  and  with  the 
help  of  Colonel  Mark  Trevor,  who  hath  declared 
for  your  Majefty,  is  at  this  time  attempting  the 
fiirprizal  of  Dundalk,  of  Colonel  Monck,  and  a 
considerable  magazine  of  arms,  ammunition,  and 
foldiers  clothes  within  it.  If  that  fucceed,  Drogbeda 
will  eafily  and  (by  God's  affiftance)  quickly  be  re- 
duced by  force  ;  at  the  worft,  a  very  few  horfe 
and  foot  garrifoned  about  it  will  keep  thofe  in  it 
from  difturbing  our  attempts  upon  Dublin,  and  as 
few  will  ferve  to  put  Trim  into  the  fame  ftate.  Sir 
George  Monro  with  a  party  of  1 600  foot  and  dra- 
goons, and  about  100  horfe,  wherewith  I  furnifhed 
him,  is  gotten  towards  Carricfergus  and  Belfaft 
without  opposition  :  and  fo  many  of  the  Scots  are 
joined  to  him,  that  he  is  now  faid  to  be  4000  foot 
and  600  horfe.  Yefterday  was  (as  I  am  advertifed 
by  Colonel  Trevor)  appointed  for  a  meeting  be- 
,  twixt  Monro  and  fome  intrufted  by  the  country 
and  foldiers  of  the  North,  to  conclude  upon  what 
conditions  they  are  to  fubmit  to  your  Majefty,  and 
engage  againft  the  Rebels ;  the  Independent  Pref- 
byterians  (for  fo  they  now  diftinguifh  the  worft  of 
them)   being  fled,  I  believe,  into  Scotland, 

To  this  hopeful  condition  it  hath  pleafed  God  to 
bring  our  endeavours  in  your  Majefty's  fervice : 
and  I  hope  it  will  be  no  prefumption  upon  the  Di- 
vine Providence  thus  far  blefting  the  juftice  of  your 
Majefty's  caufe,  humbly  to  defire  that  your  Majefty 
would  confider  how  the  total  reduction  of  this  king- 
dom may  be  beft  improved  and  made  ufe  of  to- 
wards the  regaining  of  your  other  dominions  ;  and 
that  you  would  be  pleafed  fo  to  prepare  for  it  by 
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afliftances  from  abroad,  and  intelligence  at  home,  A.D.  164.9 
that  we  may  have  no  idle  time  here  ;    which  may  ("*^W^ 
minifter  occasions  of  divifion  and  new  quarrels  be- 
twixt thofe  that  are  but  newly  friends,   and  that 
have  I  doubt  fuch  differing  and  incompatible  hopes 
and  interefts,  as  can  never  poflibly  be  determined 
by  your  Majefty,  nor  fafely  by  your  Majefty,  till 
you  be  a  free  and  powerful  umpire.     It  is  eafily 
forefeen,  that  upon  the  full  fubduing  of  thofe  that 
hold  in  this  kingdom  for  the  Rebels  in  England,  and 
before  thofe  heretofore  of  the  confederate  party  will 
confent  to  the  fending  away  or  difbanding  of  any 
confiderable  number  of  their  beft  men,  they  will 
expect  a  confirmation  by  act  of  Parliament  of  what 
they  have  gained  by  the  late  peace  :  and  it  is  to  be 
feared  that  their  Clergy  will  not  reft  there,  but  will 
prefs  for  fuch  enlargement  in  point  of  ecclefiaftical 
livings    and  jurifdiction    (the    true    and    original 
ground  of  the  Irifh  rebellion)  as  may  not  confift 
with  your  Majefty's  honour,  fafety,  or  conscience 
to  allow  them.    Yet  I  conceive  it  is  not  impofiible, 
but  that  your  Majefty,  by  fecuring  to  the  generality 
by  Parliament,  and  by  fome  particular  instances  of 
bounty  and  truft,   what  is  already  granted  (which 
carries  with  it  all  reafonable  advantages  and  fecu- 
rity  as  to  temporal  interefts,  and  very  large  free- 
doms for  the  exercife  of  their  religion)  may  fo  far 
gain  upon  them,  that  it  will  not  be  difficult  to  carry 
them  to  what  new  a6tion  your  Majefty  mail  pleafe, 
and  yet  not  entangle  your  felf  in  fuch  farther  new 
conceffions  to  them,  as  may  lofe  the  hearts  of  the 
Proteftants,    without  whom  your  Majefty's  work 
here,  much  lefs  in  England  and  Scotland,  is  not  to 
be  done.     For  I  mould  not  think  it  more  eafy  for 
the  Clergy  to  perfuade   the  people  (how  great  fo- 
ever  the  dominion  is  they  have  over  their  confci- 
ences)  to  reject  certainties  of  fo  much  advantage  to 
them  and  their  pcfterities,  to  ftrive  with  fo  great 
Vol.  II.  Cc  impro- 
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rA. Da  649  improbability  of  fuccefs,  for  the  Clergy's  particular 
profit  and  ambition,  than  it  will  be  for  others  to  let 
them  fee  not  only  the  defperate  folly  of  fuch  an 
election,  and  how  little  they  have  yet  done  towards 
their  own  prefervation,  if  they  be  now  remifs  in 
affifting  your  Majefty,  or  fhall  infift  upon  fuch  con- 
ditions for  their  help,  as  will  lofe  more  than  is 
gained  by  it ;  but  alfo  how  great  a  breach  of  pub- 
lick  faith  it  will  be  to  refufe  thofe  due  fruits  of 
their  obedience,  for  want  of  fuch  deftructive  en- 
largements to  which  your  Majefty  is  no  way  obliged. 
And  though  they  mould  be  lb  far  infatuated  as  not 
to  fee  their  own  good  in  thefe  considerations,  yet 
at  the  lowed  rate  of  prudence  that  can  be  allowed 
to  creatures  of  reafon,  it  muft  be  prefumed,  they 
will  be  content  to  leave  the  matter  undecided, 
whilft  they  pofTefs  a  great  part  of  what  is  contended 
for,  and  are  put  into  the  way  of  meriting  whatever 
they  afpire  unto.  And  in  this  ftate  it  is  poffible  the 
Proteftants  may  be  content  to  leave  what  is  in  que- 
ftion,  relying  upon  your  Majefty's  known  piety  and 
gracious  intentions  towards  them. 

How  this  Parliament  can  be  without  your  Ma- 
jefty's prefence,  considering  fome  laws  of  force  in 
this  kingdom,  I  cannot  fee  ;  nor  any  affurance, 
without  a  Parliament,  of  fending  any  considerable 
body  of  Irifh  hence  with  the  confent  of  thofe  in- 
trufted  by  them  to  fee  to  the  performance  of  the 
conditions  with  them  :  and  unlefs  the  greater  num- 
ber be  of  them,  the  Proteftants  interefted  here  will 
not  hold  it  fafe  that  any  number  of  themfelves  be 
fent.  Yet  if  your  Majefty  holds  your  ftay  in  fo- 
reign parts,  or  your  defcent  in  any  other  of  your 
dominions  before  your  coming  hither,  moft  for  your 
advantage,  I  fhall  upon  knowledge  thereof,  and  of 
what  forces  your  Majefty  expects  from  hence,  ufe 
my  uttermoft  endeavours  to  prepare  them  to  be 
fnipped.     But  if  I  muft  do  it  fo  much  againft  the 
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liking  of  all  parties,  I  muft  be  furnimed  with  the^-0-*649 
greater  proportion  of  money,  befides  arms  and  am-  ^V^ 
munition  ;  and  have  timely  notice  where  they  are 
defigned  to  land,  under  whofe  charge  they  are  to 
be  put,  and  when  they  are  to  be  ready. 

That  which  I  apprehended  as  the  greater!:  diffi- 
culty to  compafs,  and  without  which  the  little  we 
haye  done  could  not  have  been  effected,  is  now 
(next  God's  afliftance)  become  the  ground  of  my 
greater!:  confidence  of  future  fuccefs  ;  and  that  is, 
the  cordial  conjunction  of  the  Englifh  and  Irifh 
againft  the  Rebels  \  their  former  difaffection  ap- 
pearing only  now  in  an  emulation,  rather  of  advan- 
tage than  hindrance  to  your  Majefty's  fervice  :  but 
action  being  once  ceafed,  that  emulation  will  con- 
vert to  a  difpute  who  hath  done  moft,  and  may 
expect  the  greater!:  reward ;  and  from  thence  if 
they  be  not  held  burled,  it  muft  proceed  to  a  dan- 
gerous overvaluing  of  and  repining  at  any  favours 
or  bounties  of  your  Majefty's,  though  difpenfed 
with  never  fo  much  juftice  and  equality.  So  that  I 
beg  leave  again  to  befeech  your  Majefty  to  think 
and  prepare  for  what  is  to  be  next  attempted  ;  the 
rather,  for  that  fuch  forecaft  and  preparation  will 
not  be  wholly  loft,  though  it  mould  pleafe  God  to 
retard  the  fubduing  of  the  Rebels  here,  but  may, 
in  what  proportion  your  Majefty  fhall  think  fit,  be 
applied  unto  the  finifhing  of  it. 

Since  I  began  this  letter,  I  haye  heard  of  feveral 
encounters  Lord  Inchiquin  hath  had  with  the  Rebels 
of  Drogbeda,  who  attempted  to  break  through  to- 
wards Dundalk)  but  were  ftill  repulfed  with  lofs. 
I  have  now  fent  thither  fome  pieces  of  battery, 
with  which  he  makes  little  queftion  in  a  few  hours 
to  reduce  that  place.  I  have,  I  may  give  your 
Majefty  aflurance  that  it  is  done,  before  this  letter 
is  put  in  cypher.

The  M.  of  Ormonde  to  the  King. 

May  it  pleafe  your  Majefty, 

QINCE  the  fending  away  of  my  letter  of  June  28 
^  by  Mr.  Legg,  all  the  Rebels  horfe  in  this  pro- 
vince are  fcattered,  or  reduced  to  their  line  about 
Dublin,  where  they  now  have  of  all  forts  about  500 
mutinous  difcouraged  horfe  •,  and  of  thefe  fome 
come  hourly  to  us,  as  do  many  of  their  foot. 
Drogheda  was  rendered  upon  conditions,  one  of 
which  being,  that  fuch  as  would  mould  march  with 
the  Governor  (one  Foulks)  unto  Dublin,  of  about 
700  foot  and  255  horfe,  he  was  attended  into  the 
City  with  no  more  than  35  horfe,  and  about  100 
foot,  the  reft  having  taken  conditions  to  ferve  your 
Majefty.  Drogheda  thus  given  up  to  Lord  Inchi- 
quin,  he  prepared  for  the  fiege  of  Dundalk,  where 
Monck  governs,  and  being  on  the  15th  of  this 
month  upon  his  march  thither,  he  had  the  intelli- 
gence and  fuccefs  your  Majefty  will  find  in  the  in- 
clofed  copy  of  his  letter  and  lift  of  prifoners.  Be- 
fides  the  difappointment  of  a  dangerous  diverfion 
intended  by  Owen  O  Neile,  the  clear  evidence  of 
Monck's  joining  with  thofe  Rebels,  and  that  doubt- 
lefs  by  approbation,  if  not  direct  injunction,  of 
thofe  in  England,  will  (I  hope)  prove  of  great  ad- 
vantage to  your  Majefty's  fervice. 
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If  it  fhall  pleafe  God  that  Dundalk  fhall  be  redu- AD. 164.9 
ced,  it  is  then  intended  immediately  to  draw  clofer 
to  Dublin  (leaving  'Tryrn,  an  inland  garrifon,  block- 
ed up)  and,  if  it  be  poflible,  to  take  the  fea  from 
them:  which  if  we  can  effect,  the  mutinies  already 
within  will  increafe  with  their  defpair  of  relief,  and 
that  probably  to  a  degree  of  forcing  their  Governor 
to  yield  -,  at  the  worft,  the  foldiers  will  have  great- 
er caufe  and  fitter  opportunity  to  quit  him,  and  he 
will  foon  be  reduced  to  an  inconfiderable  number. 
That  which  only  threatens  any  rub  to  our  fuccefs  is 
our  own  wants,  which  have  been  and  are  fuch,  that 
foldiers  have  actually  ftarved  by  their  arms,  and 
many  of  lefs  conftancy  have  run  home  :  yet  upon  a 
view  yefterday  taken,  we  are  about  5000  foot  and 
2000  horfe  here,  befides  1200  horfe  and  2000  foot 
about  Dundalk  and  Trym.  Many  of  the  foot  are 
weak,  but  I  defpair  not  to  be  able  to  keep  them 
together,  and  ftrong  enough  to  reduce  Dublin^  if 
good  fupplies  of  all  forts  come  not  fpeedily  to  re- 
lieve it.  I  am  confident  I  can  perfuade  the  one 
half  of  this  army  to  flarve  out-right,  and  I  mail 
venture  far  upon  it,  rather  than  give  off  a  game  fb 
fair  on  our  fide,  and  fo  hard  to  be  recovered  if 
given  over. 

Thus  your  Majefty  has  the  ftate  of  your  affairs  in 
this  province.  That  of  Ulfter  will  beft  appear  to 
your  Majefty  by  the  copies  of  late  letters  and  papers 
received  thence,  and  the  anfwers  returned  thither, 
herewith  inclofed  :  And  that  of  Connaught  by  thofe 
from  the  Marquifs  of  Clanricard^  who  hath  for  your 
Majefty's  fervice  contended  with  unfpeakable  diffi- 
culties, befides  that  of  an  infirm  conftitution  of 
health,  and  hath  at  length  reduced  that  whole  pro- 
vince ;  from  whence  I  now  hope  to  draw  a  confi- 
derable  party  of  horfe  and  foot,  to  fupply  the  de- 
clining ftrength  of  thefe  troops.     If  Cromwell  come

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AD.  1649 iover  (as  from  many,  and  fome  of  thofe  good  hands, 
we  hear  that  he  will)  I  mall  more  fear  his  money 
than  his  force  ;  and  both  much  the  lefs,  if  Dublin 
be  firft  your  Majefty's.  Yet  it  is  my  duty  to  let 
your  Majefty  know,  that  I  exceedingly  apprehend 
the  revolt  of  very  many  of  all  nations,  if  he  bring 
or  fend  money  ;  and  that  we  have  none  but  what 
we  force  from  this  exhaufted  kingdom  :  and  that  in 
cafe  your  Majefty  find  Cromwell,  or  any  other  from 
the  Rebels  is  fent,  or  ready  to  be  fent  {o  provided, 
it  is  my  humble  fenfe,  that  your  Majefty  mould  not 
expofe  your  perfon  to  the  hazard  and  dishonour  it 
may  be  fubjecl:  unto,  if  you  come  utterly  unpro- 
vided •,  but  that  rather  we  be  left  to  undergo  the 
hazard,  and  ftrive  with  the  difficulty,  at  leaft  till 
the  event  of  Dublin,  that  of  the  Rebels  mips  now 
ftrong  upon  this  coaft,  and  of  the  defign  in  England 
upon  this  kingdom  be  difcovered.  If  this  appear 
to  your  Majefty  to  thwart  my  former  earneft  ad- 
vices for  your  Majefty's  fpeedy  coming  over,  I 
humbly  deflre  it  may  be  confidered  how  long  it  is 
fince  thofe  advices  were  offered,  what  alterations 
have  fince  happened  in  relation  to  your  Majefty's 
fleet  and  the  Rebels,  and  how  much  their  condition 
is  mended  both  in  that  and  by  the  appearing  of  thofe 
diftempers  amongft  themfelves,  that  promifed  a 
diverfion  of  their  care  and  power  ;  and  that  this 
change  of  opinion  proceeds  only  from  my  apprehen- 
fion  of  your  Majefty's  perfonal  danger. 

As  I  had  written  thus  far,  I  received  a  letter 
from  Lord  Incbiquin,  advertifing  his  reducing  of 
Dundalk,  and  his  hopes  of  Trym  to  be  as  your  Ma- 
jefty will  find  by  an  extract  of  his  letter,  and  of  the 
conditions  of  furrender.  We  do  not  find  the  ma- 
gazines there  fo  confiderable  as  we  hoped  ;  yet 
ibme  help  they  will  give  us  towards  the  work  of

The  M.  of  Ormonde  to  Lord  Digby. 

My  Lord, 

BECAUSE  it  is  poffible  you  may  not  be  where 
the  King  will  receive  the  difpatch  I  fend  here- 
with, I  will  give  you  a  brief  account  of  our  condi- 
tion. I  lye  here  with  about  6000  foot  and  2000 
horfe,  keeping  Jones  in  very  good  order  within  his 
lines,  and  giving  my  Lord  Inchiquin  opportunity 
quietly  to  walk  about,  taking  in  all  that  remains 
untaken,  with  fome  guns.  He  is  now  near  Tryniy 
or  Athboy^  places  that  cannot  hold  out ;  yet,  if  they 
mould  be  obftinate,  I  have  ordered  them  to  be  left 
blockt  up,  that  we  may  approach  nearer  Dublin^ 
and  if  we  can  prevent  the  poflibility  of  relieving  it 
by  fea,  I  believe  they  will  quickly  capitulate.  My 
Lord  of  Clanricard  has  reduced  Connaught  intirely, 
by  taking  Sligoe  and  another  caftle,  which  was  all 
that  the  Rebels  had  in  that  province.  In  Ulfter 
they  hold  only  Londonderry  and  a  place  called  Bally- 
ftjannon.  Derry  is  befieged  by  Sir  Robert  Stewart^ 
Audley  Mervin,  and  others  ;  but,  I  confefs,  I  un- 
derftand  not  perfectly  the  fubmifliori  of  that  pro- 
vince, that  fatal  ingredient  of  the  Covenant  having 
ftill  fome  mixture  in  it.  Munfter,  I  hope,  is  fecu- 
red  againft  invafion,  or  treachery,  which  was  more 
to  be  feared,  as  that  without  the  other  will  not 
probably  be  attempted.  If  it  pleafe  God  to  con- 
tinue our  fuccefs  to  the  total  reduction  of  the  king-

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4z).i649dom,  I  forefee  no  fmall  trouble  in  keeping  things 
VrY%*'  quiet  \  though  the  brufh  Owen  O  Neile  has  had  will 
be  a  very  good  help  towards  it.  That  which  would 
beft  fecure  us  would  be  to  be  immediately  tranf- 
ported  on  Tome  other  good  defign ;  but  how  that  can 
be  without  good  fupplies  of  money,  or  whilft  the 
Rebels  are  fo  ftrong  at  fea,  I  know  not.  I  have 
abated  of  my  earneftnefs  in  the  particular  that  was 
the  fubject  of  your  letter  from  Caen :  not  that  I 
can  comprehend  what  elfe  is  to  be  done,  which  is 
not  fo  properly  my  care,  or  that  the  advantage  of 
what  I  formerly  advifed  in  relation  to  this  King- 
dom feems  lels  to  me  •,  but  merely  in  confideration 
of  the  danger  which  is  now  encreafed  beyond  what 
it  then  was.  The  bearer  can  inform  your  Lordfhip 
of  the  particulars  of  our  fuccefs,  and  will  tell  you 
of  his  own  employment,  which  is  as  neceflary  to 
be  forwarded  by  all  poflible  recommendations 
thence,  as  any  negotiation  of  that  kind  can  be.  If 
you  come  hither,  your  Lordfhip's  little  apartment 
over  the  coach-houfe  may  again  be  fitted  for  you, 
or  a  larger  in  the  city  provided.  Lejlip  is  blown 
up,  but  St.  Catharine's  frauds  •,  and  you  know  who 
has  left  his  trufty  Roger  behind  him :  but  the  book 
he  fwore  by  is  the  fame.     I  am  very  certainly

npHE  victory  gained  by  the   Rebels  army  at 

•*-     Dublin  will  come  to  your  Majefty's  knowledge 

{  I  believe  )  firft  by  the  Diurnals,  and  in  them  the 

number  of  prifoners  taken  will  be  more  certain  than  I 

have 
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have  means  to  make  it,  Jones  having  delayed  to  ^.D.1649 
fend  me  a  lift,  though  defired  by  a  trumpet.  The 
number  of  foldiers  there  flain,  I  believe,  his  relation 
will  make  more  than  in  truth  they  were ;  very- 
many  of  them  being  fuch  as  were  only  futtlers  and 
other  hangers  on.  I  deny  not  but  the  defeat  was 
full  and  general,  and  to  the  Rebels  fo  feafonable, 
that  without  it  in  all  probability  a  few  weeks  had 
reduced  Dublin,  unlefs  relieved  by  the  threatned 
invafion.  I  fhall  not  go  about  to  affign  any  reafon 
for  this  misfortune,  that  may  feem  to  leflen  my 
fhare  of  it ;  hoping  your  Majefty  will  believe,  that 
as  I  imployed  my  uttermoft  diligence  and  power  to 
prevent  it,  fo  I  fhall  now  fpare  no  pains  that  may 
fruftrate  the  advantage  the  enemy  may  make  of  it. 
And  to  this,  when  I  found  it  impoflible  to  reco- 
ver the  day,  I  firft  bent  my  thoughts  by  fending  a 
regiment  of  foot  to  Drogheda  and  another  to  Trym, 
both  fuch  as  had  not  been  in  the  fight ;  making  all 
the  hafte  to  this  place,  to  rally  what  I  could  of  the 
army,  and  to  make  provifion  for  them.-  Which 
having  now  in  fome  proportion  effected,  I  go  hence 
to  morrow  towards  thofe  places,  and  if  we  can  pre- 
ferve  them,  I  fhall  efteem  this  fummer  fervice  to 
have  concluded  with  advantage  to  your  Majefty, 
and  Dublin  not  much  lefs  diftrefTed  and  in  need 
of  fuccour,  than  when  we  lay  nearer  to  it. 

That  which  is  moft  to  be  apprehended  is,  the 
effect  this  difafter  may  have  upon  fome  newly  de- 
clared for  your  Majefty,  and  the  advantage  to  be 
made  of  it  by  divers  both  Irifh  and  Englifh,  that 
wifhed  for  fuch  an  occafion  to  fet  on  foot  their  de- 
fign  of  perverting  the  people.  Againft  this  I  have 
prepared  and  fent  away  all  the  preventatives  I 
could  think  effectual,  and  am  haftening  where  I 
conceive  my  prefence  moft  needful :  from  whence  I 
fhall  be  able  to  give  your  Majefty  more  certain 
knowledge  how  far  and  upon  whom  this  defeat 

hath 
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AJD. 1 649  hath  wrought.  I  fhall  have  with  me  about  2000 
horfe,  and  I  hope  foon  after  me  3  or  4000  foot, 
leaving  Munjler  fecured  as  it  is. 

All  my  cyphers  and  mod  of  my  other  papers  are 
at  the  beft  deftroyed,  fo  that  I  dare  not  venture  to 
write  upon  the  fubject  of  my  laft  letters  by  Captain 
Talbot  :  nor  if  I  had  them,  mould  I  dare  to  be 
pofitive  in  my  opinion,  till  it  appear  what  altera- 
tions this  change  of  our  condition  will  produce. 
Your  Majefty  cannot  doubt  but  that  fupplies  of  any 
fort  would  now  be  moll  feafonable :  but  whether 
they  come  or  no,  I  hope  to  keep  the  footing  we 
have  gained,  and  however  to  manifefl  my  being

Charles  R. 

CHARLES  the  Second,  by  the  grace  of  God 
King  of  England^  Scotland,  France  and  Ireland, 
Defender  of  the  Faith, &c.  and  Sovereign  of  the  moft 
noble  order  of  the  Garter,  to  our  right  trufly  and 
entirely  beloved  Coufin  and  Counfellor  James, 
Marquifs  of  Ormonde,  &c.  our  Lieutenant  in  the 
kingdom  of  Ireland,  greeting.  Whereas  our  Royal 
Progenitors  the  Kings  of  England  have  in  all  times, 
fince  the  inftitution  of  the  moft  noble  order  of 
St  George,  called  the  Garter,  by  our  moft  noble 
and  victorious  anceftor  King  Edward  the  Third, 
elected  and  chofen  into  the  fellowmip  thereof  fuch 
Princes  and  other  eminent  perfons,  as  well  ftran- 
gers  as  of  their  pwn  fubjeds,  as  have  for  the  no- 
bility 
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bility  and  greatnefs  of  their  births,  accompanied^-^.  1649 
with  heroick  virtues,  efpecially  in  martial  actions,  ^ 
been  thought  worthy  of  the  fame :  We  therefore 
confidering,  that  fince  the  late  horrid  Rebellion  in 
that  our  kingdom  many  of  the  companions  thereof 
are  dead,  and  that  fome  others,  contrary  to  their 
honour  and  oaths,  have  deferted  their  allegiance, 
and  are  no  more  worthy  to  be  efteemed  compani- 
ons of  fo  noble  an  order ;  and  rinding  how  necef- 
fary  it  is  for  our  fervice,  and  the  honour  of  the  faid 
order,  to  elect  others  in  the  places  vacant,  who  for 
their  birth,  courage,  and  fidelity  may  be  worthy  to 
be  admitted  thereinto  :  Know  you  therefore,  that 
We,  weighing  the  eminence  of  your  birth  and  fa- 
mily, and  above  all  the  great  and  moil  extraordi- 
nary fervices  done  by  you  for  many  years  part,  and 
ftill  continued  in  the  condition  of  our  Lieutenant  in 
that  our  kingdom,  together  with  your  fingular 
courage  and  fidelity,  have  thought  it  fit  by  our 
power,  as  Sovereign  of  the  faid  order  (difpenfing 
with  the  ufual  ceremonies)  to  elect  and  choofe  you 
our  faid  right  trufty  and  entirely  beloved  Coufin, 
James  Marquifs  of 'Ormonde ',  to  be  Fellow  and  Com- 
panion of  the  faid  moil  noble  order  of  the  Garter ; 
and  do  herewith  fend  unto  you  the  George  and  Rib- 
band, part  of  the  enfigns  thereof,  by  our  trufty 
and  well-beloved  fervant  Henry  Seymour ,  Efq;  one 
of  our  Bed-chamber  (in  regard  Sir  Edward  Walker ", 
Knight,  Garter  Principal  King  of  Arms,  the  pro- 
per officer,  is  othenvays  employed  in  our  fervice) 
the  which  we  do  hereby  will  and  authorize  you  to 
wear.  And  becaufe  it  is  not  poflible  at  prefent  to 
have  all  other  ceremonies  and  additions  incident  to 
the  fame  fully  perfected,  We  do  farther  will  and  au- 
thorize you  to  wear  and  ufe  your  Garter  or  Ribband 
on  your  left  leg  •,  the  Glory,  or  Star  of  Silver  with 
St.  George's  Crofi  embroidered  within  a  Garter,  upon 
your  cloke  or  upper  garments  \  as  likewife  the  great

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J.D.  1 649  Collar  of  the  order,  upon  fuch  days  as  are  accuf- 
tomed,  to  ufe  the  Garter  about  your  Arms,  and  to 
ftyle  your  felf  Knight  and  Companion  of  the  faid 
moft  noble  order  of  the  Garter,  in  as  ample  man- 
ner,   as  if  you  had  been  inftalled  in  our  caftle  of 
Windfor,  where  (when  it  mail  pleafe  God  to  reftore 
us  to  the  poflellion  thereof)   you  mall  formally  be 
invefted,  and  receive  the  habit  and  all  other  the 
above-recited  Ornaments  of  the  faid  moft   noble 
order.

May  it  pleafe  your  Majejly, 

TN  my  letter  of  Jug.  8.  I  gave  your  Majefty  the 
•■*  account  I  was  then  able  to  give  of  the  beating 
up  of  the  army  from  before  Dublin.  I  have  mice 
{qqu  m  the  Diurnal  the  relation  fent  by  Jones  to  his 
mafters  in  England,  wherein  he  varies  little  from 
the  truth,  as  to  the  manner  of  the  defeat ;  but  for 
the  numbers  whereof  he  faid  your  Majefty's  army 
confifted,  and  of  thofe  flain,  he  makes  both  very 
many  more  than  in  truth  they  were,  to  magnify 
himfelf  in  the  eftimation  of  the  Rebels.  [The 
foot,  according  to  the  largeft  lifts  given  in  by  the 
officers,  amounting  to  no  more  than  7000,  and  the 
horfe  to  about  1 700  ;  and  of  thofe  I  am  fure  more 
than  2000  were  fick,  and  over-reckoned  by  the 
officers  for  gain  and  fear  of  reforming  ;  befides  the 
two  regiments  fent  to  Drogbeda  and  Irym.]    The 

army, 
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army,  I  am  fure,  was  not  8000  effective  men,  and  ^.D.1649 
of  them  it  is  certain  there  were  not  above  600  ^^W> 
killed  •,  and  the  moft  of  them  that  were  killed  were 
butchered  after  they  had  laid  down  their  arms  up- 
on promife  of  quarter,  and  had  been  for  almoft  an 
hour  prifoners,  and  divers  of  them  murdered  after 
they  were  brought  within  the  works  of  Dublin :  but 
much  greater  was  the  cruelty  exercifed  by  Crom- 
well's own  command,  againft  the  dellre  even  of  his 
common  foldiers,  upon  all  he  found  alive  in  Drog- 
heda,  when  after  two  repulfes  he  had  gained  it  by 
affaulting  a  large  breach. 

The  town,  after  Jones  rofe  from  before  it  upon 
my  return  with  fome  forces  into  thofe  parts,  was 
governed  by  Sir  Arthur  AJlon,  and  had  in  it  above 
2000  effective  foot,  and  near  300  good  horfe, 
which  was  fomething  more  than  the  complete 
number  defired  by  the  Governor.  It  was  fuffici- 
ently  provided  of  victual  and  ammunition  for  a  much 
longer  time  than  it  held  out ;  and  I  was  ready  to 
have  fupplied  it  with  more,  and  in  all  probability 
had  done  it,  if  it  had  withftood  the  alTaults  of  that 
day ;  the  place  being  feated  upon  a  reafonable  big 
river,  which  running  through  the  town  made  it  un- 
fafe  for  them  to  lye  on  both  fides,  any  longer  than 
the  ebb  gave  them  paflage  over  at  a  ford.  But 
that  to  which  the  lofs  of  that  place  may  moft  rea- 
fonably  be  afcribed  (next  to  God's  good  pleafure) 
was,  that  after  the  defeat  before  "Dublin,  almoft  all 
thofe  of  the  army  that  had  homes  of  their  own 
or  their  friends  to  go  to,  were  retired  to  them, 
and  could  by  no  induftry  be  gotten  together,  and. 
the  fureft  men  we  had  put  into  the  town :  fo  that 
the  force  I  had  with  me,  in  the  whole  about  3000 
horfe  and  foot,  con  fitted  principally  [of  my  own 
regiment  of  horfe,  whereof  many  were  fuch  as  had 
come  off  from  the  Rebels  in  the  time  of  our  better 
fortune,  the  L<ord  Moore's  and  Sir  T.  Armftrongs

J.D.  1 649  regiments  of  horfe,  and]  of  fuch  as  had  declared  for 
^^  his  Majefty  in  the  time  of  our  better  fortune,  and 
when  it  was  held  incredible  that  the  Rebels  would 
or  could  be  at  leifure  to  make  the  conquer!:  of  this 
kingdom  fo  much  their  bufinefs,  as  to  fpare  hither 
fo  great  a  force,  with  fuch  vaft  fums  of  money, 
aud  the  confiding  perfons  of  Cromwell  and  Ireton, 
and  others  of  that  ftamp.  And  of  thefe  our  num- 
bers daily  diminifhed,  by  the  revolt  of  fome  officers 
and  many  private  foldiers,  the  reft  (hewing  much 
dejection  of  courage,  and  upon  all  occafions  of 
want,  which  are  very  frequent  with  us,  venting 
their  difcontent  in  fuch  dangerous  words,  that  it 
was  held  unfafe  to  bring  them  within  that  diftance 
of  the  enemy,  as  was  neceflary  to  have  kept  him 
united,  and  confequently  one  fide  of  the  town  open 
to  receive  continual  fupplies.  Thus  was  that  place 
loft,  and  upon  the  matter  with  it  all  thofe  gallant 
officers  and  foldiers,  very  few,  and  thofe  of  leaft 
consideration,  being  come  off.  What  lofs  the  Re- 
bels have  fuftained  we  cannot  yet  certainly  learn  ; 
but  it  is  faid,  that  45  of  their  officers  were  killed, 
and  above  1000  common  foldiers,  fome  fay  many 
more. 

1  By  this  your  Majefty  may  guefs,  and  but  guefs, 
at  our  condition.  For  it  is  not  to  be  imagined, 
how  great  the  terror  is  that  thofe  fucceffes  and  the 
power  of  the  Rebels  have  ftruck  into  this  people, 
who  though  they  know  themfelves  defigned  at  beft 
to  the  lofs  of  all  they  have,  and  to  irrecoverable 
flavery,  and  have  yet  numbers  enough  and  other 
competent  means  to  oppofe,  and,  by  the  help  of 
God,  to  prevent  fo  miferable  a  fortune,  are  yet  fo 
ftupifled,  that  it  is  with  great  difficulty  I  can  per- 
fuade  them  to  act  any  thing  like  men  towards  their 
own  prefervation.  What  Cromwell  will  next  do 
we  can  but  conjecture,  by  what  we  conceive  is  beft 
for  him  to  do  s  and  that  I  think  is  to  advance  to- 
wards 
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wards  Kilkenny  as  to  the  place  of  greater!:  reputation,  A.D.\6^ 
or  elfe  to  Wexford,  Rofs,  and  Duncannon  fort,  which  V^V^ 
are  fea-ports,  whereunto  he  may  transport  his  fub- 
fiftence.     He  cannot  but  know,  that  none  of  all 
thefe  places  are  able  to  hold  out   by  their  own 
ftrength,  or  by  any  that  can  be  put  into  them, 
without  the  countenance  of  an  army  that  may  fight 
him  upon  pafTages  ;  and  that  he  believes  impoflible 
to  be  gotten  by  us ;  yet  if  he  have  received  any 
confiderable  lofs  before  Drogbeda,  or  be  in  want  of 
any  thing  that  may  retard  him  but  ten  days,  as 
very  well  he  may  be,  I  hope  by  that  time  to  bring 
together  as  many  horfe  and  foot  as  he  can  march 
forth  with,  leaving  Dublin  and  Drogbeda  but  rea- 
fonably  garrifoned.     With  thefe,  or  whatever  I  can 
make,  I  fhall  be  forced  to  hazard  a  day  with  him 
in  the  mod  advantageous  place  I  can  light  on,  elfe 
all  the  places  he  fhall  but  appear  before  will  yield 
upon  the  firft  fummons :  and  if  he  be  fuffered  to 
advance  towards  Cork,  and  thofe  other  places  held 
by  thofe  formerly  under  the  Lord  Inchiquin's  com- 
mand, he  will  find  them  as  weak  as  any,  and  I 
doubt  more  willingly  ready  to  fubmit  to  him.     Our 
greateft  fecurity  (next  to  God's  protection  and  the 
ftrength  of  our  army)  is  the  approaching  hard  fea* 
fon  of  the  year,  that  will  in  all  likelihood  encreafe 
our  advantage  upon  paflages,  and  in  fo  wafted  a 
country  as  he  muft  march  through,  expofe  his  men 
to  the  endurance  of  unufual  hardfhips  ;  fo  that  if 
we  can  keep  what  we  yet  have  till  what  remains  of 
the  fummer  be  over,  I  prefume  your  Majefty  will 
have  leifure  all  this  winter  to  prepare  for  the  next 
year's  fervice.     And  it  may  not  now  be  long  be- 
fore your  Majefty  may  have  fuch  a  relation  of  the 
condition  this  kingdom  is  like  to  continue  in  till  the 
next  fpring,  as  may  guide  ycur  counfels  touching 
your  Majeity's  coming  into  it.    We  have  now  great 
hopes  given  us,  that  Owen  0  Neile  will  fubmit  to 

your 
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J.D.  1 649  your  Majefty,  and  embrace  the  peace.  If  he  do, 
^Y^  and  that  cordially,  it  will  be  of  great  advantage  to 
your  Majefty's  fervice,  not  only  by  the  addition  of 
his  forces,  which  are  become  more  confiderable 
than  they  were  by  our  misfortunes,  but  in  regard 
to  that  quietnefs  and  unanimity  it  will  produce  in 
all  the  Roman  Catholick  fubjecls  ;  there  being  then 
no  head,  whereunto  fuch  of  them  as  are  malicioufly 
difcontented  at  your  Majefty's  government  can  have 
any  fecure  refort. 

I  can  yet  hear  nothing  of  the  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion mentioned  in  your  Majefty's  letters  of  the  4th 
and  1 6th  of  May.  One  of  the  greateft  advantages 
the  Rebels  have  always  had  againft  us  is  in  the 
goodnefs  of  their  arms,  and  the  proportion  of  their 
ammunition  •,  and  that  advantage  is  now  much 
more  by  the  expence  of  fo  much  of  our  ammuni- 
tion, and  by  the  lofs  of  fo  many  and  thofe  of  the 
beft  arms  this  kingdom  had.  Such  as  I  now  gather 
are  very  bad,  and,  which  is  worfe,  not  ttn  in  an 
hundred  of  one  bore.  The  town  of  Galway,  where 
thofe  arms  were  defigned  to  land,  hath  been  for  a 
good  while  infefted  with  the  plague,  and  fo  conti- 
nues. Your  Majefty  may  therefore  be  pleafed  to 
appoint  their  landing  about  Waterford  or  Limerick, 
but  rather  Limerick,  if  they  be  not  already  at  fea. 

Thofe  entrufted  by  the  Confederates  to  fee  to  the 
performance  of  conditions  with  them,  are  fo  ienrl- 
ble  of  the  danger  they  are  in,  and  fo  knowing  in 
the  poverty  of  the  kingdom,  not  poffibly  able  upon 
any  thing  within  itfelf  to  maintain  a  war  againft 
England,  that  they  have  confented,  for  the  getting 
of  money,  that  any  of  your  Majefty's  fea-towns  or 
ports,  which  are  in  their  power,  may  be  given  as 
caution  for  the  repayment  of  what  fum  your  Ma- 
jefty can  borrow.  And  certainly  if  money  cannot 
otherways  be  had,  and  may  upon  that  condition,  I 
humbly  conceive  it  is  not  to  be  ftuck  at.     It  is 
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poflible  my  Lord  of  Mufkery  may  fhortly  be  em-  ./££>.  1649 
ployed  to  your  Majefty  with  a  more  particular  ftate 
of  this  proportion,  whereof  I  held  it  my  duty  to 
give  your  Majefty  this  foreknowledge,  that  it  nei- 
ther might  come  unexpected,  nor  that  any  time 
mould  be  loft  in  laying  the  ways  of  procuring  the 
money,  in  cafe  your  Majefty  hold  it  fit  to  be  this 
way  endeavoured. 

As  I  had  written  thus  far,  I  received  your  Maje- 
fty's  of  Aug.  28.  and  with  it  aflurance  by  the  Gen- 
tleman that  brought  it,  that  your  Majefty  is  fafely 
arrived  at  Jerfey.  One  part  of  your  commands  in 
that  letter,  namely,  a  knowledge  of  the  prefent 
ftate  of  affairs  here,  your  Majefty  is  partly  obeyed 
in  by  what  I  have  already  written.  Yet  fince  there- 
upon, and  upon  my  weak  opinion,  your  Majefty 
intends  to  form  a  resolution  touching  the  difpofal  of 
your  perfon,  I  fhall  beg  leave  to  be  more  particular 
in  the  one  and  circumfped  in  the  other,  befeeching 
your  Majefty  as  you  give  credit  to  the  former,  fa 
by  it  (and  not  by  my  very  dark  infight  into  fo 
weighty  an  affair)  to  determine  the  latter.  I  con- 
ceive the  ftate  of  affairs  here  muft  be  collected  out 
of  the  ftrength  and  condition  of  the  enemy,  oppo- 
fed  to  that  of  thofe  appearing  for  your  Majefty* 
The  Rebels  ftrength  is  by  themfelves  accounted 
1 2000  foot  and  4000  horfe  -,  thofe  that  fpeak  low- 
eft  allow  them  to  be  10000  foot  and  3000  horfe 
(not  reckoning  their  force  at  Londonderry,  which 
rather  are  in  need  of  men,  confidering  the  country 
they  would  mafter,  than  in  cafe  to  afford  them  any 
other  help  than  the  diversion  of  forces  we  might 
other  wife  draw  to  us.)  Thefe  are  as  well  provided 
for  as  they  themfelves  can  wifh,  and  as  full  of  info- 
lence,  as  victory  and  the  loweft  contempt  of  an 
enemy  can  make  them.  This  provifion  and  fuccefs 
hath  tied  the  faith  of  the  officer  and  foldier  to  them 
beyond  any  hope  of  withdrawing  them,  till  God 
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.D.i649pleafe  to  abate  their  caufe  of  pride  either  by  raifing 
-^V*w  fome  interruption  to  their  farther  fupply  out  of 
England,  or  by  (lopping  the  progrefs  of  their  arms 
here  :  and  I  conceive  either  of  thefe  would  do  both. 
But  it  hath  been  a  remarkable  unhappinefs  of  late 
in  your  Majefty's  and  your  Father's  affairs,  that 
fuch  as  have  been  fet  a  work,  or  rifen  for  them, 
have  never  kept  time,  but  always  the  very  laft 
found  of  one  was  fupprefled  before  another  began. 
I  humbly  beg  your  Majefty's  pardon  for  this,  per- 
haps impertinent  digreflion.

•■*  Captain  Crejjy  on  the  23d,  and  that  of  Sept.  9th 
by  Colonel  Warren  on  the  25th  of  this  month :  and 
fhall  haften  to  obey  your  commands  in  both,  as 
foon  as  I  have  told  your  Majefty,  that  Colonel 
Jones,  m  his  letter  to  the  Rebels  his  mafters,  tho* 
he  hath  not  varied  much  from  truth  in  the  manner 
of  the  victory  gained  by  him  near  Dublin,  yet  he 
made  your  Majefty's  army  above  1  ooco  ftronger 
than  they  were,  and  killed  not  above  600  foldiers 
and  officers  in  all,  and  of  thofe  more  than  the  half 
after  they  had  upon  promife  of  quarter  laid  down 
their  arms,  and  fome  after  they  were  within  the 
works  of  the  town.  This  cruelty  was  not  to  be 
exampled  but  in  Cromwell,  who  hath  at  the  taking 
of  Drogheda  exceeded  himfelf,  much  more  than  any 
thing  I  ever  heard  of,  in  breach  of  faith  and  bloody 
inhumanity.  What  was  done  for  the  preservation  of 
that  town,  and  to  what  the  lofs  of  it  (next  to  God's 
good  pleaftire)  may  be  attributed,  I  (hall  not  at  this 
time  trouble  your  Majefty  with  j  there  being  fome 
1  hope 
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hope  that  I  may  have  the  honour  to  do  it  in  a  way  ^.D.1649 
lefs  to  your  Majefty's  trouble. 

The  parts  or  your  Majefty's  commands  in  both 
your  letters,  and  in  the  meflage  by  Colonel  Warren% 
whereunto  you  command  me  to  give  credit,  were 
to  give  you  an  account  of  the  prefent  ftate  of  af- 
fairs here,  and  my  opinion  touching  your  Majefty's 
coming  into  this  kingdom.  The  flrft,  Sir,  is  briefly 
thus :  The  Rebels  are  ftrong  in  their  numbers,  ex- 
alted with  fuccefs,  abundantly  provided  with  all 
neceflaries,  like  to  want  for  nothing  England  can 
afford  them,  and,  in  the  pride  of  all  this,  are  either 
marched  out,  or  ready  to  march  out  to  purfiie  their 
victories.  On  the  other  fide  to  withftand  them* 
our  numbers  are  inferior*  difcouraged  with  mif- 
fortunes,  hardly  and  uncertainly  provided  for,  the 
people  weary  of  their  burdens,  wavering  in  their 
affections,  through  the  advantage  taken  to  pervert 
them  by  thofe  difloyally  inclined,  and  our  towns 
defencelefs  againft  any  confiderable  attempt.  After 
fuch  a  ftating  of  our  condition,  your  Majefty  may 
wonder,  that  in  obedience  to  the  latter  part  of 
your  commands,  I  who  in  my  opinion  concerning 
the  hazarding  your  perfon  into  this  kingdom  was 
doubtful,  or  rather  plainly  againft  it,  only  upon 
fallible  refolutions  taken  of  Cromwell's  coming  over, 
before  the  defeat  near  Dublin,  which  made  eafy  the 
better  half  of  his  work  in  this  kingdom,  and  before 
the  lofs  of  Drogheda  with  above  2000  of  our  beft 
foot,  and  above  200  horfe,  mould  now  change  my 
opinion,  and  hold  it  abfolutely  for  your  Majefty  to 
appear  here  in  perfon. 

This  feeming  prepofterous  change  proceeds  not 
from  a  lefs  care  of  your  Majefty's  fafety,  but  from 
a  greater  defire  of  your  glory,  confirming  in  your 
being  reftored  to  your  kingdoms  by  the  blefting  of 
God  upon  your  immediate  conduct  of  your  affairs 
and  armies  >  for  which  by  a  fpecial  providence  they

j£Z).i649feem  to  be  referved,  and  without  which  it  is  evi- 
U^VNJ  c[ent  not  only  to  me,  but  to  all  that  for  faith  and 
judgment  I  hold  capable  of  fuch  a  debate,  that  this 
kingdom  will  very  fhortly  eject  all  Signs  of  obedi- 
ence to  your  Majefty,  and  revert  to  the  condition 
it  was  in  when  your  Majefty  commanded  me  hither, 
or  rather  to  a  much  worfe.  For  all  fuch  as  have 
contributed  towards  the  restitution  of  yourMajef- 
ty's  government  in  the  conclusion  of  the  laft  peace, 
and  would  perfevere  to  the  end  in  their  loyalty, 
will  now  infallibly  in  the  firft  place  be  Singled  and 
marked  forth  for  deft  ruction.  So  that  if  your  Ma- 
jefty conceive  the  prefervation  of  any  footing  in  this 
kingdom  may  be  at  any  time  neceffary  towards  the 
recovery  of  the  other  two,  it  can  (reasonably  fpeak- 
ing)  be  no  other  way  hoped  for,  than  by  your  pre- 
fence ;  and  by  that  it  may.  When  there  was  a 
poflibility  of  reducing  this  kingdom  without  this, 
or  any  perfonal  hazard  to  your  Majefty,  and  that 
by  the  reduction  of  it  your  Majefty  might  have  had 
no  more  to  do,  but  to  command  the  tranfportation 
of  an  army  hence  on  any  deSign  more  worthy  the 
venture  of  your  perfon  than  this  then  feemed  to 
be,  and  that  I  faw  it  was  needful  to  put  fomething 
upon  unequal  trial,  rather  than  abide  the  threatned 
invafton,  1  held  it  my  duty  to  diSIuade  your  Ma- 
jefty to  come  in  at  the  end  of  our  Succefs,  when  it 
was  to  be  feared  the  formidable  forces  then  design- 
ed, and  Since  come  againft  us,  would  give  a  check 
unto  it.  But  now  that  the  Rebels  are  fo  exalted  in 
their  pride,  even  as  high  as  fuccefs  and  the  loweft 
contempt  of  an  enemy  can  raife  them,  and  that 
any  check  given  by  your  Majefty  to  them  will  ha- 
zard the  ruin  of  their  ufurpation,  and  the  reftoring 
of  your  Majefty,  it  will  be  ruin  to  them,  if  the 
progrefs  of  their  arms  be  but  Slopped,  and  to  your 
•  Majefty  infinite  honour  to  have  attempted  it  with 
fuch  difadvantage,  whatever  the  event  be.     Yet  I 

fhould 
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fhould  not  dare  to  advife  the  purchafe  of  it  at  a  too  ^.#.1649 
defperate  rate,  nor  your  coming  into  this  kingdom,  ^"V"*-' 
if  I  did  not  believe  your  Majefty  may  have  as  fafe  a 
refidence  here  and  retreat  hence,  as  I  can  conceive 
that  in  or  from  Jerfey  to  be. 

I  have  received  your  Majefty's  letters  touching 
Owen  O  Neile,  both  by  Talbot  and  Nugent,  The 
latter  pretends  greater  power  with  that  party  than 
methinks  any  thing  I  can  find  in  him  mould  pro- 
mise :  however  having  fhewn  fome  kind  of  autho- 
rity from  Owen  O  Neile  to  your  Majefty,  1  have 
difpatched  him  away  with  what  contents  him  fully. 
Talbot  likewife  I  will  fend,  though  I  believe  him  no 
graceful  man  amongft  them,  and  therefore  I  have 
delivered  him  to  be  entirely  governed  by  Daniel  O 
Neile ',  who  was  fent  to  treat  with  his  uncle  about 
the  laft  of  Auguftj  and  hath  yet  given  me  no  other 
account  of  his  fuccefs,  than  your  Majefty  will  find 
in  the  copy  of  his  letter  herewith  fent. 

The  fafeft  place  for  your  Majefty  to  land  at  is 
thought  to  be  in  the  river  of  Limerick  :  but  of  this 
Prince  Rupert  will  be  beft  able  to  inform  your  Ma- 
jefty, being  now  ready  to  fet  to  fea  :  and  I  ihall 
keep  a  frigate  ready  to  give  your  Majefty  intelli- 
gence of  any  confiderable  alteration  of  affairs  that 
may  concern  your  voyage  ;  which,  that  it  may  be 
profperous,  is  the  hearty  prayer  of,  &V.

My  Lord, 

*T*H  E  fucceflive  misfortunes  befallen  us  have 
■■■     been  almoft  the  only  fubjecl:  that  I  could  write 
pf  till  I  received  your  Lordfhip's  of  Jug.  io,  wJ 
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A3),  1 649  Is  a  large  and  profitable  demonftration  of  the  conti- 
nuance of  your  favour  and  friendfhip  to  me. 

It  is  to  us  that  have  been  upon  the  place  very 
evident,  that  the  delay  of  his  Majefty's  coming, 
upon  what  ground  and  by  what  counfcl  foever  pro- 
ceeding, was  a  very  great  means  that  this  kingdom 
was  not  entirely  reduced  before  Cromwell's  landing  ; 
and  as  clear  it  is  to  us  now,  that  it  will  be  totally 
loft  as  to  his  Majefly  (whoever  gets  it,  or  however 
it  may  be  divided)  without  he  come  fpeedily  in 
perfon.  The  evidence  of  this  hath  prevailed  with 
me  pofitively  to  advife  it,  notwithstanding  the  de- 
fperate  condition  we  are  in  ;  which  yet  I  have  ftated 
in  the  fofteft  complexion  it  will  bear,  that  if  any 
thing  more  ufeful  or  honourable  than  to  keep  fome 
footing  in  this  kingdom  be  in  view,  this  may  be 
laid  afide. 

It  hath  been  a  remarkable  misfortune  in  the  King's 
and  his  Father's  affairs,  that  fuch  as  have  rifen  for 
them  have  feldom  kept  time  •,  but  that  ftill  the 
very  noife  of  one  was  fupprefied  before  any  other 
began.  I  pray  God  my  Lord  of  Montrofs's  appear- 
ing prove  more  feafonable. 

I  am  infinitely  obliged  to  her  Majefty  for  her  care 
to  keep  me  in  Prince  Ruperfs  good  opinion.  \ 
fhall  be  and  have  been  induftrious  to  gain  his  fa- 
vour, and  my  endeavour  therein  has  hitherto  been 
fuccefsful :  nor  do  I  apprehend  any  danger  of  a 
change  ;  his  carriage  towards  me  having  been  full 
of  civility,  as  well  in  relation  to  my  employment, 
as  to  my  perfon.  His  Highnefs  is  of  the  fame 
opinion  with  me  concerning  the  King's  coming. 

I  hope  her  Majefty  will  be  diverted  from  fo  fad  a 
retirement :  I  am  fure  it  is  the  duty  of  all  that  wifh 
well  to  the  King's  bufinefs  to  pray  fhe  may.  I

My  Lord, 

fT  was  the  25th  of  September  before  Harry  Warren 
•*•  got  hither.  In  his  way  he  received  aflurance  of 
his  Majefty's  being  at  Jerfey,  whither  I  now  haften 
my  difpatch.  By  him  alfo  I  understand,  that  one 
Dillon  was  fafely  landed  in  France^  by  whom  I  gave 
his  Majefty  the  account  I  was  then  able  to  give  of 
the  defeat  of  his  army  near  Dublin  ;  which  becaufe 
(I  find)  Jones's  letter  to  the  Rebels  his  mailers  has 
reprefented  in  many  things  far  from  truth  for  his 
own  advantage,  I  mall  here  give  your  Lordihip  a 
relation  of  it. 

Some  two  or  three  days  before  the  defeat,  we 
had  it  from  many  good  hands  out  of  England  and 
from  Dublin^  that  Cromwell  was  at  the  fea-iide 
ready  to  embarque  for  this  kingdom  with  a  great 
army,  and  that  his  defign  was  for  Munfter^  whence 
he  knew  we  had  drawn  almoft  all  the  men  fit  for 
fervice,  and  where  we  were  alfo  afiured  he  had  in- 
telligence, and  which,  if  loft,  not  only  the  beffc 
ports  of  the  kingdom  would  fall  into  his  hands,  but 
his  Majefty's  fleet  riding  in  them  blocked  up  with  a 
maftering  number  of  the  Rebels  fhips  would  doubt- 
lefs  be  loft ;  and  thofe  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
whence  we  had  our  principal  fupport  for  our  army, 
would  prefently  be  mattered  by  him.  So  that  if 
we  had  taken  Dublin  ( which  was  very  doubtful  ) 
and  loft  thofe  parts  (which  it  was  very  evident  we 
mould,  if  he  landed  there,  as  they  were  then 
guarded)  it  was  but  an  ill  exchange  :  but  if  thofe 
places  were  loft,  and  Dublin  not  gained,  our  army 
muft  inevitably  have  come  to  nothing,  and  the 
kingdom  fallen  to  the  Rebels  without  refiftance. 
Thefe  confiderations  at  a  council  of  war  produced 
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A.D.  1 649 ithefe  refults  ;  firft,  that  the  Lord  Inchiquin  with 
two  regiments  of  horfe  and  his  own  guards,  airport 
as  good  as  another,  mould  then  immediately  march 
to  fecure  that  province  of  Munfter  *,  that  the  army 
fhould  lye  ftill  where  it  was  till  Rathfamham  mould 
be  taken  in,  and  that  done  we  fhould  remove  to  a 
fecurer  quarter  at  a  place  called  Drumnagh,  not  far 
from  Kilmainham,  if  after  the  taking  of  Rathfam- 
ham we  found  not  caufe  to  change  that  part  of  our 
determination.  The  next  day,  or  the  next  day  but 
one,  Rathfamham  was  taken  by  ftorm,  and  all  that 
were  in  it  made  prifoners  •,  and  though  500  foldiers 
had  entered  the  caftle  before  any  officer  of  note, 
yet  not  one  creature  was  killed  :  which  I  tell  you  by 
the  way,  to  obferve  the  difference  betwixt  our  and 
the  Rebels  making  ufe  of  a  victory. 

It  was  then  again  taken  into  confideration  what 
was  to  be  done,  and  was  held  necefiary  we  fhould 
poffefs  a  place  called  Bagatrath,  and  fortify  it : 
which,  if  effected,  muft  neceiTarily  have  ftarved  all 
their  horfe  within,  which  by  the  accefs  of  new 
forces  whilft  we  lay  ziFinglas  were  1200  :  and  be- 
fides,  that  place  being  once  well  fortified,  it  was 
eafy  thence  to  have  approached  fo  to  the  river  fide, 
that  a  work  being  cart  up  there,  it  would  be  im- 
pofTible  for  any  farther  fuccour  of  men  to  have  got 
into  them.  I  fhould  have  told  you  that  we  had  a 
ftrong  party  of  horfe  and  foot  left  on  the  other  fide 
of  the  river,  which  hindered  their  grazing  that 
way,  and  hay  they  had  none  in  the  town.  Here- 
upon it  was  ordered,  that  my  Lord  of  Caftlekaven, 
General  Prefton,  and  Major  General  Purcell  fhould 
view  the  place,  and,  if  they  found  it  capable  of 
ftrengthening  in  one  night's  work  to  fecure  men? 
then  to  caufe  men  with  materials  to  be  fent  as  fbon 
as  it  was  dark.  Accordingly  the  Major  General 
conducted  thither  1 500  foot :  but  he  met  with  fo 
ill  guides,  that  though  it  was  within  half  a  mile 

of 
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of  our  leaguer,  he  got  not  thither  a  full  hour  be-  A.D.i6& 
fore  day.  I  fat  up  myfelf  all  that  night,  as  well  to  * 
be  ready  to  anfwer  any  falling  out  of  the  enemy, 
as  to  finifh  my  difpatches  then  ready  for  France. 
And  as  fbon  as  day  broke  I  rode  down  to  Baga- 
t  rat  by  where  I  found  the  place  itfelf  not  fo  ftrong 
as  I  expected,  nor  the  work  at  all  advanced,  and 
ftrong  parties  of  the  enemy  drawn  out  under  their 
works  ;  yet  they  hid  themfelyes  the  beft  they  could 
behind  fome  houfes  at  Lowfy-billy  and  in  an  hollow 
betwixt  us  and  the  ftrand.  Hereupon  I  confidered 
whether  I  had  beft  go  on  with  the  work,  or  draw 
off  my  men  :  draw  them  off  I  could  not  without 
great  clanger,  but  by  drawing  near  them  the  whole 
army  ,  and  doing  that,  their  work  might  be  as  well 
countenanced  as  their  retreat.  Then  I  called  to  me 
the  Majors  General  of  the  horfe  and  foot,  Purcell 
and  Sir  W>  Vaugbany  and  fhewed  them  where  I 
would  have  the  horfe  and  foot  drawn,  defiring 
them  accordingly  to  fee  it  done,  telling  them  and 
all  the  officers  there,  that  I  was  confident  Jones 
would  hazard  all  to  interrupt  our  work,  which  ef- 
fected would  fo  much  annoy  him.  With  thefe  or- 
ders I  left  them,  determining  to  refrefh  my  felf 
with  a  little  fleep  for  the  action  I  expected,  and  in 
my  way  to  my  tent  I  caufed  all  the  regiments  to 
ftand  to  their  arms. 

It  was  by  this  time  about  nine  of  the  clock,  and 
[  had  not  flept  above  an  hour,  when  I  was  waken- 
ed by  volleys  of  fhot,  which  I  took  to  be  much 
nearer  me  than  Bagatratb.  However,  before  I  got 
an  hundred  yards  from  my  tent,  all  thofe  I  left 
working  were  beaten  out,  and  the  enemy  had  rout- 
ed and  killed  Sir  W.  Vaugban,  and  after  him  divers 
parties  of  horfe  drawn  up  in  clofes,  into  which  the 
enemy  could  not  come  to  them  but  through  gaps 
and  in  files.  This  was  the  right  wing  of  our  army  ; 
and  it  was  not  long  before  I  faw  it  wholly  defeated, 

and 
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J.D  1649  and  many  of  them  running  away  towards  the  hills 
o?  Wicklowi  where  fbme  of  them  were  bred,  and 
whither  they  knew  the  way  but  too  well.  Here- 
upon I  went  to  the  battalia,  confiding  of  my  Lord 
Inchiquitfs  foot,  commanded  by  Colonel  Giffardy 
with  whofe  affiftance  I  put  them  into  the  beft  po- 
fture  I  could ;  and  defired  my  brother  and  Colonel 
Reily  to  ftand  in  a  field  ntxt  thefe  foot,  where  I 
left  them  till  I  fhould  either  come  or  fend  them 
orders.  How  they  were  forced  thence,  or  upon 
what  occafion  they  charged,  I  know  not ;  but  I 
fbon  after  perceived  the  enemy's  horfe  had  gotten 
round,  and  was  going  through  a  lane  [clofe  by 
Giffard's  foot,  where  I  flood]  to  meet  a  party  of 
foot  of  their  own,  that  were  coming  up  in  the 
front  of  us.  Giffard's  foot  gave  good  fire  at  them, 
and  fo  difordered  them,  that  had  not  the  two  re- 
giments, which  for  that  purpofe  I  left  there,  been 
forced,  or  by  fbme  appearing  advantage  drawn  off, 
but  had  charged  thofe  difordered  horfe  in  the  rear, 
it  is  probable  they  had  been  driven  over  their  foot ; 
to  which  when  they  were  come,  they  rallied  by 
them,  and  with  them  advanced  againft  us,  who  by 
this  time  were  environed  ;  another  party  of  theirs 
of  foot  and  horfe  being  then  coming  behind  us  into 
the  field  we  flood  in,  and  giving  fire  both  ways  at 
us.  At  this,  and  at  the  running  away  of  Reily's 
regiment,  our  foot  were  fo  difcouraged,  that  they 
fought  no  more.  On  the  contrary,  I  heard  the 
enemy  offer  them  quarter,  and  obferved  them  in- 
clinable to  hearken  to  it.  Then  leaping  over  a 
ditch,  I  endeavoured  to  get  to  our  left  wing, 
hoping  to  find  it  firm  :  but  they  had  no  fooner  ap- 
prehended and  too  well  feen  how  the  world  went 
with  the  right  wing  and  battalia,  and  had  moft  of 
them  horfe  and  foot  provided  for  themfelves.  It 
is  true,  that  a  great  referve  of  the  enemy  ftood  all 
this  while  facing  them  y  which  was  the  reafon  I 
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drew  them  not  to  the  affiftance  of  the  reft  of  the  A.D.  1649 
army,  and  that  made  them  think  themfelves  defpe-  ^V^ 
rate.     Yet  fome  of  them  I  rallied  y   but  as  I  ad- 
vanced a  ftep  towards  the  enemy,  they  broke  away 
behind  me,  even  upon  the  fight  of  their  own  men 
running  away,  taking  them  for  the  enemy. 

When  I  had  endeavoured  feveral  times  and  in 
feveral  places  to  bring  them  on,  and  was  ftill  thus 
ferved,  I  gave  it  over,  and  bethought  how  to  fe- 
cure  Drogheda  and  Trym  *,  and  immediately  from  an 
hill  fent  orders  to  Colonel  Warren  and  Colonel  Wall 
(who  were  of  thofe  that  were  left  on  the  other  fide 
of  the  river)  to  march,  Warren  to  Trym,  and  Wall 
to  Drogheda ,  refolving  to  go  my  felf  to  Kilkenny  ta 
rally  all  I  could,  and  to  make  provifion  for  the  de- 
fence of  what  we  had  gained.  And  the  day  feven- 
night  after  the  defeat  I  fet  forth  again  thence  to- 
wards Trym.  When  I  came  there,  I  underftood 
Jones  was  gotten  before  Drogheda  -y  but  upon  know- 
ledge of  my  coming  he  drew  back  to  Dublin^  tho* 
I  had  with  me  but  about  300  horfe.  I  then  went 
to  Drogheda^  where  I  had  been  but  a  few  days, 
when  I  was  affured  of  Cromwell's  being  landed  with 
a  formidable  army.  Whereupon  it  was  taken  into 
consideration,  whether  that  town  fhould  be  kept  or 
defertecL  It  was  refolved  it  fhould  be  kept  \  and 
to  that  end  held  neceflary  to  place  in  it  a  much 
greater  force  of  men,  and  an  experienced  Gover- 
nor. Sir  Arthur  Aft  on  was  pitched  on  to  command, 
and  above  2000  of  our  beft  foot  and  250  horfe  were 
put  in,  5$  barrels  of  powder,  with  victuals  for  a 
much  longer  time  than  it  held  out.  This  done,  I 
retired  to  T^ym,  thence  to  Teeroghan,  and  then  again 
came  forward  to  Portlefter^  to  rally  our  forces,  and 
to  be  within  diftance  to  relieve  the  place.  At 
length  Cromwell  came  before  it  with  all  his  power* 
fending  his  cannon  and  victual  by  fea ;  and  after  a 
week's  lying  ftill,  fell  to  batter  on  a  Sunday  (as  I 
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A.T>.  1649  take  it)  S-ept.  9.  He  continued  his  battery  all  Mon- 
^^V^w  day  and  Tuefday,  till  about  four  of  the  clock  in  the 
afternoon.  Having  made  a  breach  which  he  judg- 
ed aflaultable,  he  aflaulted  it,  and  being  twice 
beaten  off,  the  third  time  he  carried  it ;  all  his  offi- 
cers and  foldiers  promifing  quarter  to  fuch  as  would 
lay  down  their  arms,  and  performing  it,  as  Jong  as 
any  place  held  out,  which  encouraged  others  to 
yield.  But  when  they  had  once  aii  in  their  power, 
and  feared  no  hurt  that  could  be  done  them,  then 
the  word  no  quarter  went  round,  and  the  foldiers 
were  many  of  them  forced  againjft  their  wills  to  kill 
their  prifoners.  Sir  Edm.  Verney^  Colonel  Warren^ 
Colonel  Wall^  and  Colonel  Byrne  were  all  killed  in 
cold  blood,  as  was  alfo  the  Governor,  and  indeed 
all  the  officers,  except  fome  few  of  leaft  considera- 
tion, that  efcaped  by  miracle.  The  cruelty  exer- 
cifed  there  for  five  days  after  the  town  was  taken, 
would  make  as  many  feveral  pictures  of  inhuma- 
nity, as  are  to  be  found  in  the  book  of  Martyrs, 
or  in  the  relation  of  Ambcyna. 

Immediately  upon  this  I  ordered  the  burning  and 
quitting  of  cTrym  and  Dundalk  :  but  fear  fo  porTefled 
thofe  in  both  places,  that  neither  was  fo  done,  but 
that  the  Rebels  have  porTerTed  them  with  garrifons, 
and  are  now  marching  with  all  their  power  towards 
Wexford  ;  and  I  am  to  morrow  marching  that  way 
to  endeavour  to  fave  it  from  without,  rather  than 
from  within. 

Thus,  my  Lord,  you  have  a  confufed  relation, 
fuch  as  my  memory  and  time  will  give  me  leave  to 
make,  of  the  fucceflesGod  for  our  fins  hath  per- 
mitted the  bloody  Rebels  to  gain  over  us :  which  I 
intend  only  for  your  Lordfhip's  private  fatisfaction, 
unlefs  you  find  it  needful  for  the  juftification  of  your 
friend  to  impart  it  to  any  other.  I  have  not  wit- 
tingly varied  from  the  truth  ;  and  I  am  willing  to 
give  the  true  reafon  to  an  objection  that  may  be.

made*  why  I  endeavoured  not  to  relieve  Brogheda^^D.i^ 
by  falling  on  the  Rebels  with  the  party  I  had  on  ^^V^ 
one  of  the  fides  of  the  river,  they  being  divided  : 

I 
forgot  to  tell  your  Lordfhip,  that  our  ftrength  was 
not  by  1 0000  fuch  as  Jones  gave  it  out,  and  that 
there  was  about  600  only  killed.

SIR, 

TH  E  lofe  of  my  papers  near  Dublin  hath  taught 
me  to  provide  for  their  fecurity  hereafter, 
that  they  are  at  this  time  out  of  my  reach  ;  fo  that 
my  difpatches  by  Mr.  Seymour  are  barely  of  and 
upon  the  ftate  of  affairs  here,  and  thofe  things  his 
Majefty  commanded  me  to  give  my  opinion  in. 
To  thefe,  I  prefume,  you  will  be  no  ftranger ;  and 
to  what  may  concern  me,  I  have  defired  him  to  be 
free  with  you.  I  have  held  it  unfeafonable,  and  of 
little  fatisfadtion,  to  entertain  his  Majefty  with  a 
narration  of  the  moft  certain  of  all  vifible  reafons 
that  may  be  given  for  the  falling  of  his  bufinefs  to 
the  dangerous  ftate  they  are  at ;  the  rather,  that 
fiich  difcourfes  can  never  be  fo  contrived  by  me, 
but  that  I  muft  take  too  much  of  the  blame  to  my 
felf,  or  ftiare  it  upon  others  that  have  been  and 
may  be  ufeful  to  the  King.  Neither  have  I  faid 
any  thing  unto  him  upon  what  will  doubtlefs  fall 
into  confederation,  when  the  advantage  this  King- 
dom may  be  of  to  his  fervice  ihall  be  underftood  to 
be  little  or  nothing ;  both  becaufe  I  was  not  called 
unto  for  it,  and  for  that  I  may  be  thought  an  in- 
terefted  perfbn,  and  biafled  by  my  engagement

f  CANNOT  entertain  you  with  any  thing  from 
•*•  hence,  that  I  believe  pleafing  unto  you.  The 
King's  bufinefs  here  hath  declined  with  incredible 
fpeed,  beyond  any  reafon  that  can  be  given  for  it. 
Towns  have  declared  againft  us  fifty  miles  diftant 
from  any  enemy,  but  thofe  within  them :  and 
which  is  moft  remarkable,  the  Roman  Catholicks 
that  flood  fo  rigidly  with  the  King  upon  Religion, 
and  that  (as  they  called  it)  in  the  fplendor  of  it, 
are  with  much  ado  with-held  from  fending  Com- 
miflioners  to  intreat  Cromwell  to  make  ftables  and 
hofpitals  of  their  churches.  An  army  we  have  fu- 
perior  in  number  to  the  enemy  ;  but  no  induftry  of 
mine  is  able  to  provide  fo  for  it,  as  to  keep  it  one 
week  at  once  together.  Yet  fome  oppofition  we 
(hall  keep  on  foot ;  and  if  before  we  are  quite  fub- 
dued  any  diverfion  happen,  much  of  what  is  loft 
may  be  recovered.    I  know  not  what  afiurance  the 

Scots 
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J.D. 1 649  Scots  can  have,  that  when  Cromwell  has  done  his 
work  here,  they  fhall  be  permitted  to  be  a  King- 
dom or  younger  State  fo  near  them  •,  nor  that  a  di- 
version here  will  be  altogether  ufelefs  to  them  :  yet 
they  look  on  his  victories  in  this  kingdom,  not  as 
unconcerned,  but  partaking  in  the  advantage  of 
them.  If  we  had  only  our  intereft  and  fafeties  to 
confult,  it  is  poflible  they  might  be  as  well  fecured 
upon  their  mine,  as  theirs  upon  burs  :  and  really 
that  we  do  it  not,  is  the  ftrongeft  evidence  we  are 
able  to  give  of  our  unalterable  refolutions  to  adhere 
to  the  King's  caufe  without  and  againft  felf-ends 
or  refentments.  I  know  not  how  I  fall  upon  this 
fubject, ,  but  for  want  of  fome  other.  The  ftate  of 
affairs  being  with  you  I  am  fure  at  the  fame  time 
with  this,  you  muft  not  wonder  if  you  receive  no- 
thing from  me  by  Major  Bofivell  \  the  length  and 
courie  of  his  journey  permitting  neither  fpeed  nor 
fecurity.

May  it  pleafeyotir  Majefty, 

C  I  NC  E  Mr.  Seymour's  difpatch,  Cromwell  is  rifen 
^  from  before  this  city,  and  marched  into  Corke  ; 
where  and  in  Toughall,  Dungarvan,  Kinfale,  Ban- 
don,  and  other  places  (all  betrayed  to  him  without 
one  ftroke  ftruck)  he  intends  to  garrifon  the  great- 
er!: part  of  his  army  for  this  winter.  I  am  endea- 
vouring rlrft  to  regain  fome  little  places  he  hath  left 
manned,  that  do  much  diftrefs  our  principal  towns, 
and  then  to  garrifon  his  Majefty's  army  in  them, 
if  I  can  prevail  with  the  towns  to  receive  them  ; 
wherein  I  find  fome  difficulty  through  the  natural 
diftruft  of  the  people,  and  by  the  ufe  thereof  made 
by  my  Lord  of  Antrim,  who  hath  not  ceafed  to 
the  uttermoft  of  his  fkill  to  difturb  the  minds  of 
the  people,  and  to  render  my  Lord  Inchiquin  and 
me  fufpedted  of  them  •,  as  will  appear  to  your  Ma- 
jefty  by  his  voluntary  confeflion,  if  I  may  fo  call 
Vol.  II,  E  e  what 
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AD.  1649  what  he  chofe  rather  to  acknowledge  in  the  pre- 
^V^  fence  of  fuch  as  have  borne  witnefs  to  it,  than  pri- 
vately to  expoftulate  the  matter  with  my  Lord  In- 
chiquin.  What  the  nature  of  his  offence  is,  is  fuf- 
ficiently  apparent  by  his  own  confeffion  ;  where- 
upon I  had  committed  him,  but  that  his  Lordfhip 
upon  good  ground  fufpecting  my  intention,  pre- 
tended ficknefs,  and  that  I  was  advifed  to  delay  it, 
till  the  detection  of  his  contrivement  mould  have 
difabufed  thofe  he  had  infected  with  it,  and  let 
them  fee  the  juftice  as  well  as  neceflity  of  proceed- 
ing'againfl:  him.  Yet  in  regard  the  afperfions  he 
hath  laboured  to  caft  upon  me  may  make  what  I 
do  look  like  private  revenge,  I  mall  go  no  farther 
in  that  than  the  fecuring  of  his  perfon,  till  I  have 
received  your  Majefty's  pleafure  upon  it ;  unlefs  I 
be  forced  to  it  for  prevention  of  fome  great  mifchief 
to  your  fervice. 

Sir  G.  Monro  being  unable  to  raife  the  fiege  of 
Carrickfergus  any  other  way  than  by  diversion, 
marched  into  the  Laggan,  where  he  took  in 
many  places  formerly  betrayed  to  and  forced  by  Sir 
Charles  C'oote.  This  in  part  took  the  effect  aimed 
at ;  yet  before  Sir  Charles  rofe,  it  was  concluded, 
that  if  the  place  were  not  relieved  by  the  20th  of 
this  month,  it  fhould  be  rendered.  Upon  this 
agreement  Sir  Charles  marched  towards  the  relief  of 
his  party  in  the  Laggan,  and  Sir  G.  Monro  with 
his  towards  Carrickfergus ',  where  coming  before  the 
20th  with  the  addition  of  force  brought  by  my 
Lord  Montgomery r,  and  fent  out  of  Connaught  by  my 
Lord  of  Clanricard)  I  hope  the  agreement  with 
Coote  is  diflblved,  and  that  province  (with  the  help 
of  2000  foot  and  400  horfe  I  now  fend  thither  un- 
der the  command  of  Daniel  O  Neile  and  Mark 
Trevor)  in  a  fair  way  of  recovery. 

That  which  would  moft  annoy  the  Rebels,  and 
confume  their  men,  and  make  the  burden  of  this 

war 
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war  infupportable  to  the  people  of  England,  were  d.D.\6& 
to  make  them  draw  out  often  this  winter  for  the  ^^V^J 
refcue  of  fome  towns  they  have  taken :  but  I  am 
difahled  to  do  that,  by  the  poverty  of  the  country 
and  for  want  of  ammunition,  that  though  I  mean 
to  endeavour  it,  yet  I  cannot  hope  to  keep  toge- 
ther either  fo  confiderable  a  party,  or  that  fo  long 
as  to  do  much  that  way  ;  and  the  little  I  mail  be 
forced  to  do  will  fo  exhauft  the  country  of  provi- 
fions,  and  our  magazines  of  ammunition,  that  if 
we  be  not  fupplied  from  abroad  before  the  fpring  in 
fome  meafure  with  both,  we  fhall  be  able  to  make 
no  defence,  if  the  Rebels  fhall  be  at  leifure  to  draw 
out  againft  us.  This  1  hold  it  my  duty  to  give  your 
Majefty  timely  notice  of,  to  the  end  that  during 
this  winter  providon  maybe  made,  or  that,  if  you 
find  that  impoflible,  you  mould  not  be  deceived  by 
relying  on  the  bare  name  of  a  kingdom  and  armies 
being  at  your  command,  when  without  thofe  ne- 
ceftkries  that  can  be  of  no  confideration  nor  conti- 
nuance. For  many  of  the  Irifh  having  promifed 
themfelves  many  advantages  by  their  coming  under 
your  Majefty's  obedience,  as  the  afiiftance  of  the 
army  formerly  under  Lord  Incbiquzn's  command, 
and  the  advantage  of  trade  with  the  towns  pof- 
feffed  by  him  ;  that  your  Majefty  would  be  able  in 
part  to  eafe  them  of  the  burden  of  the  war,  by 
fupplies  of  money,  arms,  and  ammunition  ;  and  that 
whilft  the  Rebels  forces  were  bent  againft  them, 
occafion  would  be  taken  to  raife  fome  diverfion 
of  them  in  England  or  out  of  Scotland ;  and  rinding 
Lord  Incbiquin's  forces  (which  to  their  excerTive 
charge  they  had  fupplied  all  the  fummer)  now 
turned  againft  them,  and  the  towns  become  garri- 
fons  to  their  enemies,  from  whence  to  annoy  them 
by  fea  and  land  •,  no  fupply  at  all  from  abroad,  and 
no  diverfion  in  England,  though  Cromwell  and  Ire- 
ton,  the  fuppofed  heads  of  the  Rebels,  were  re- 

E  e  2  moved 
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J.D.  1 646  moved  thence:  all  thefe  difappointments  of  their 
hopes,  aggravated  by  the  enforced  fpoil  of  a  fuc- 
cefslefs  army,  begins  to  breed  in  them  fuch  aver- 
fion  to  your  Majefty's  authority,  and  to  me,  to 
whom  all  their  misfortunes,  the  negligences,  cow- 
ardice and  treachery  of  others  are  attributed,  that 
I  am  told  it  was  in  agitation  with  the  violent  party 
of  the  Clergy,  and  others  fet  on  by  my  Lord  of 
Antrim^  to  procure  a  proteftation  againft  my  Go- 
vernment :  and  whether  any  fuch  thing  may  be  fet 
on  foot  at  a  congregation  of  their  Bi/hops  now  fit- 
ting, I  know  not.  This  I  do  proteft,  that  if  your 
Majefty's  honour  and  fervice  were  not  concerned, 
I  mould  not  efteem  my  felf  unhappy,  or  much  pre- 
judiced, by  having  no  more  to  do  with  a  people 
that  can  be  wrought  upon  by  fo  fhallow  an  engine 
as  Lord  Antrim.  But  till  your  Majefty  thinks  fit 
to  recall  the  power  you  have  trufted  me  with,  I 
fhall  not  willingly  let  it  fall  for  their  pleafure  ; 
though  if  it  fhould  be  proceeded  in  by  them,  and 
oppofed  by  me,  their  ruin,  as  well  as  of  the  party 
I  may  make  to  oppofe  their  rebellion,  will  evi- 
dently be  the  ifiue  of  the  contention. 

I  am  earneftly  folicited  by  divers  natives  of  this 
kingdom,  and  fome  ftrangers  trading  here,  and 
fetting  frigates  to  fea  againft  the  Rebels,  to  grant 
them  letters  of  reprifal  againft  Hollanders  for  goods 
taken  by  the  fubjecls  of  that  State  before  the  peace 
here,  whereof  complaint  hath  been  fruitlefsly  made 
to  the  States  of  Holland ;  and  in  confideration  of 
thefe  letters  I  am  offered  confiderable  afliftances  of 
money  and  ammunition  towards  the  fupply  of  the 
war  here.  Befides  this  damage  fuftained  by  your 
Majefty's  fubjects  and  others  living  and  trading  un- 
der your  obedience  here,  I  am  told,  the  States  have 
acknowledged  the  Rebels  of  England  as  a  Common- 
wealth, and  have  entered  into  league  with  them  ; 
and  I  am  fure  the  fliips  and  other  bottoms  of  Hol- 
land. 
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land  do  bring  hither  both  men  and  provifions  to  the  A.D.  1649 
relief  of  the  Rebels :  yet  I  have  forborne  to  grant  ^V*W 
fuch  letters,  till  I  receive  your  Majefty's  pleafure. 
But  that  time  may  not  be  loft,  in  cafe  yourMajefty 
mould  find  it  fit  for  me  to  grant  fuch  letters,  I 
have  fent  them  fealed  up  to  Mr.  Secretary  Long,  to 
be  detained  by  him,  or  given  again  to  thofe  that 
feek  for  them.

May  it  pleafe  your  Majefty, 

THE  meeting  of  the  Romifh  Clergy  is  diflblved 
without  any  fuch  proteftation  as  by  my  laft 
letters  I  told  your  Majefty  I  apprehended,  and  as  I 
am  confident  was  by  fome  laboured.  On  the  con- 
trary, there  were  divers  fpeeches  made  tending  to 
the  fatisfaction  of  the  people,  and  to  incline  them 
to  obedience  to  your  Majefty,  and  amity  among 
themfelves  in  oppofition  to  the  Rebels  ;  and  fome 
acts  of  their  congregation  to  this  effect,  I  hear,  are 
now  in  the  prefs :  which  though  they  may  contain 
fome  pafTages  unfit  in  other  times  to  have  let  pafs, 
yet  confidering  the  prefent  advantage  they  may 
bring  to  your  fervice,  and  that  your  authority  rar- 
ther  connives  at  than  countenances  them,  I  have 
thought  it  fitted  for  me  to  let  them  come  forth  as 
they  are,  rather  than  by  ftirring  for  fome  little 
amendments  to  intereft  your  Majefty  in  any  thing 
but  the  quiet  they  may  produce. 

Your  Majefty  will  find  by  the  copy  of  the  Lord 
Montgomery's  and  Sir  G.  Monro's  joint  letter,  the 
misfortune  that  befell  them  in  their  attempt  to  re-

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r^.D.i649Heve  Carrickfergus  ;  and  thereby  your  Majefty  may 
account  that  province,  if  not  wholly  loft,  yet  in  a 
low  and  defperate  condition  •,  and  that  from  thence 
this  next  fummer  we  fhall  be  ftrongly  invaded  : 
infomuch  that  it  feems  every  day  more  evident 
than  other,  and  will  foon  be  vifible  to  thofe  of 
fhorteft  forefight,  that  upon  any  thing  this  king- 
dom can  alone  afford,  it  will  not  be  poflible  to 
make  any  refiftance  againft  the  Rebels,  who  have 
the  whole  coaft  towards  England  {Water ford  ex- 
cepted; ready  to  receive  their  forces,  commodious 
harbours  for  their  fhipping,  and  garrifons  from 
whence  they  will  immediately  be  in  the  heart  of  our 
beft  countries,  and  at  the  walls  of  our  remaining 
towns.  What  thoughts  of  fubmifiion  this  may  pro- 
duce in  this  people,  or  the  greater  number  of  them, 
when  they  find  no  diverfion  in  England^  nor  any 
relief  to  be  hoped  for,  but  that  their  ruin  is  certain 
and  at  hand,  I  know  not.  I  therefore  humbly  de- 
fire,  that  your  Majefty  would  be  pleafed  to  fend  me 
your  commands  to  withdraw  my  {df  hence,  that  if 
by  unavoidable  necefllty  I  be  driven  away,  I  may 
have  the  fatisfaction  as  of  coming,  fo  of  retiring  by 
your  Majefty's  order  :  and  if  your  Majefty  think  fit 
for  the  fatisfacYion  of  fuch  as  I  fhall  endeavour  to 
leave  fatisfied,  that  upon  any  renewed  occafion  your 
Majefty  referves  thoughts  of  advantage  to  the  king- 
dom in  general,  and  particularly  to  fuch,  of  what 
condition  foever,  as  have  been  faithful,  and  may 
be  forced  to  a  compliance  with  the  Rebels  for  their 
own  prefervation  •,  I  fhall  hope,  even  in  that  worft 
condition  we  can  be  driven  to,  to  leave  fuch  a  foun- 
dation for  any  new  attempt  as  may  prove  more

O  U  will  perceive  by  my  publick  letter,  that  I 
have  refolved  of  a  treaty  with  my  fubjects  of 
Scotland^  whereunto  I  was  principally  induced  by 
that  relation  which  Harry  Seymour  made  to  me 
from  you,  of  the  ftate  of  things  in  Ireland ;  and  do 
believe  that  an  agreement  with  them  (if  it  may  be 
had  upon  honourable  and  juft  terms)  will  be  the 
likelieft  means  to  make  a  fpeedy  and  powerful  di- 
version in  England.  I  have  likewife  written  to  my 
Ambafladors  in  Spain ,  to  fupply  you  with  money 
and  arms,  if  they  can  procure  any  from  that  King  ; 
and  fend  you  herewith  a  copy  of  the  letter  I  have 
written  to  them  for  that  purpofe  :  and  I  have  alfo 
fent  into  Sweden,  to  endeavour  by  the  beft  means  I 
may,  to  procure  the  arms  at  Gottenbergh  to  be  con- 
veyed to  you,  and  will  not  fail  to  ufe  my  utmoft 
endeavours  in  all  other  places  for  your  fupport  and 
fupply.  And  I  conjure  you  to  lay  afide  all  un-

The  King  to  the  M.  of  Ormonde. 

RIGHT  trufty  and  right  entirely  beloved  Cou- 
fin,  we  greet  you  well.  Having  taken  into 
our  consideration  the  contents  of  your  letter  of  the 
24th  of  December  laft,  wherein  you  ftate  the  then 
condition  of  our  affairs  in  that  our  kingdom,  the 
particular  demeanour  of  thofe  of  the  city  of  Water- 
ford  towards  you  and  our  authority  intrufted  with 
you,  notwithstanding  fo  many  demonstrations  of 
your  care  to  pleafe,  as  well  as  to  preferve  them  ; 
the  doubts  you  then  apprehended,  that  example 
might  be  taken  thereby  in  other  places,  and  by 
other  perfons,  to  multiply  the  like,  or  to  obtrude 
greater  affronts  upon  you,  and  thorough  you  upon 
us  y  and  laftly  having  confidered  your  defire  to  re- 
ceive our  exprefs  command  how  and  in  fuch  cafe 
you  might  beft  difcharge  your  felf  in  the  truft  we 
have  repofed  in  you  :  We  have  thought  fit  to  let 
you  know,  that  as  it  is  matter  of  great  wonder  to 
us,  to  find  in  any  people  fo  much  ingratitude  to- 
wards us,  as  to  bereave  them  of  the  foresight  of 
the  inevitable  destruction  they  muft  necefTarily  draw

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upon  themfelves,  by  falling  into  the  power  of  the  A.D.  1649 
Rebels,  and  by  cancelling,  as  to  them,  thofe  obli-  " 
gations  of  pardon,  and  many  other  high  graces, 
which  ( by  the  peace  concluded  by  you  with  our 
fubjects  of  that  kingdom  by  virtue  of  our  authori- 
ty, and  fince  ratified  by  us)  we  have  freely  entred 
into,  making  at  once  their  cafe  defperate  in  all 
events  •,  fo  it  is  our  pleafure,  that  in  cafe  you  find 
they  are  not  by  any  means  to  be  brought  to  a  right 
underftanding  and  performance  of  their  duty  to  us, 
nor  others  to  be  withheld  from  being  feduced  to 
the  like  contempt  and  difobedience  of  our  autho- 
rity, in  apparent  breach  of  their  folemn  proteftation 
to  us,  and  recognition  of  us  in  the  beginning  of 
the  articles  of  peace,  that  then  you  give  us  imme- 
diate notice  thereof,  to  the  end  that  (believing  our 
felf  bound  to  the  conditions  of  the  faid  peace,  whilft: 
they  are  deftructively  infringed  on  their  parts,  and 
made  wholly  ufelefs  to  us)  we  may  not  neglect  the 
taking  hold  of  fuch  other  means  as  God  in  his  good 
time  may  difcover  to  us  for  our  reftitution.  And 
our  farther  pleafure  is,  that  then  and  in  fuch  cafe 
you  withdraw  your  felf  and  our  authority  out  of 
that  kingdom ;  yet  fo,  as  that  you  give  in  our  name 
full  aflurance  to  fuch  as  you  have  found  faithful  to 
us,  that  we  fhall  ftill  retain  a  perfect  memory  of 
their  good  affections,  and  a  ftedfaft  purpofe,  as  we 
fhall  be  thereunto  enabled  by  the  bleffing  of  God, 
to  fet  eminent  marks  of  our  favour  and  eftimation 
upon  them.

T  HAVE  at  length  received  a  final  anfwer  from 
-*•  the  city  of  Limerick  *,  by  which  it  is  evident, 
that  the  Clergy  have  abfolute  dominion  in  that 
place,  and  that  they  will  not  permit  it  to  be  garri- 
foned,  but  by  fuch  as  have  been  deemed  and  are 
their  champions  :  fo  that  if  a  man  rightly  weigh 
the  condition  I  am  in,  as  to  the  King's  intereft 
wherewith  I  am  trufted,  it  is  hard  to  determine, 
whether  to  prevail  by  fuch  hands  be  any  better 
than  to  be  deftroyed  by  Cromwell.  It  is  true,  that 
it  muft  advantage  the  King  to  have  oppofition  made 
to  the  Englifh  Rebels,  by  what  hands  and  with 
what  aim  foever,  and  that  thefe  are  like  to  be  the 
eafier  enemy  to  deal  withal  at  laft :  but  it  is  alfo 
true,  that  the  oppofition  will  be  the  fame,  if  not 
the  ftronger,  if  I  be  removed  from  them  ;  for  truft 
me  they  will  not,  and  truft  them  I  cannot.  And  if 
by  diversion  to  Cromwell  elfewhere  they  mould  be- 
come mafters  of  the  kingdom,  which  is  not  proba- 
ble they  ever  will  entirely  be,  his  Majefty  will  find 
it  eafy  to  reduce  them,  if  he  be  mailer  of  England : 
if  he  be  not,  he  muft  hope  for  little  here.  Thefe 
confiderations,  and  an  evident  forefight  that  af- 
fronts will  be  multiplied  upon  my  perfon  and  the 
authority  I  manage,  and  that  as  well  through  the 
propenfion  of  the  people  as  they  are  governed,  as 
alfo  by  the  want  I  mall  fall  into,  which  will  be  fuch 
as  will  render  me  contemptible,  it  is  poflible  I  may 
be  forced  to  remove  from  hence  very  foon  :  but  if 
I  can,  it  mail  be  fo,  as  by  leaving  the  King's  autho- 
rity here  it  may  be  in  his  power  to  command  me  to 
refume  the  Government,  if  he  can  give  help  to 
fupport  it ;  or  elfe  let  it  fall,  if  he  can  advantage 
himfelf  thereby.    This,  in  addition  to  what  your

SIR, 

AFTE  R  a  long  forced  ftay  at  PFaterford,  Cap- 
tain Roche  is  at  length  gotten  to  me  with 
what  he  was  charged  with  from  Jerfey ;  but  of  F. 
O  Daly  I  yet  hear  nothing.  This  difpatch  is  of  fb 
ancient  a  date,  that  though  for  want  of  wind  fbme- 
times,  and  fometimes  by  the  Rebels  blocking  up 
the  bay  of  Galway,  my  Lord  'Taaffe  hath  been  ftaid 
till  now,  yet  his  difpatch  will  be  little  enlarged  by 
my  receipt  of  that  by  Captain  Roche. 

I  cannot  well  imagine  to  what  it  is  thofe  pretend- 
ing to  be  great  fervants  to  Prince  Rupert  would  cor- 
rupt Father  Daly,  unlefs  to  render  his  Highnefs  ac- 
ceptable to  this  people,  and  to  be  received  their 
Governor :  which,  in  relation  to  my  particular,  I 
take  to  be  fo  far  from  an  injury  ( if  the  endeavour 
be  not  accompanied  with  any  perfonal  calumny) 
that  if  I  could  find  it  to  be  the  Prince's  defire,  they 
mould  have  my  clear  concurrence,  and  my  humble 
fuit  to  his  Majefty  to  place  his  authority  in  him. 
But  I  take  the  truth  of  this  matter  to  be,  that  when 
Owen  O  Neile  and  his  party  were  in  opposition  to 
the  peace,  and  brought  into  a  low  condition,  they 
did  by  their  inftruments  endeavour  to  perfuade  the 
Prince,  that  their  averfion  was  not  to  the  King's 
authority,  but  to  me  ;  and  that  they  would  be  di- 
rected by  his  Highnefs  in  the  ways  of  ferving  his

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^.D.i65oMajefty.     With  this  offer  I  was  made  acquainted, 
and  defired  to  give  my  advice  how  it  mould  be  an- 
fwered  ;  which  as  I  freely  gave,  fo  I  verily  believe 
it  was  followed  by  the  Prince.     But  that  treaty 
came  to  nothing,  their  aim  being  rather  to  divide 
than  augment  the  King's  party :  nor  is  his  Highnefs 
or  his  Majefty  much  beholden  to  thofe  that  not  only 
offered,  but  did  the  other  Rebels  very  considerable 
fervice,  and  would  have  continued  in  it,  but  that 
they  found  the  price  they  fet  upon  it  would  not  be 
come  to,  nor  what  was  offered  to  their  liking  fecured 
to  them :  whereunto,  rather  than  to  any  good  af- 
fection they  have  to  the  Crown  of  England^  may  be 
imputed  their  coming  in  at  Jaft  upon  the  fame 
terms  that  were  offered  them  before  they  made  trial 
of  what  they  might  gain  from  the  Englifh  Rebels, 
and  found  it  could  amount  to  no  more  than  a  tem- 
porary co-operation  for  their  fervice  againft  his  Ma- 
jefty, and  to  be  at  laft  brought  to  the  deftruction 
and  flavery  defigned  for  the  whole  nation.    i\.niong 
other  inftruments  made  ufe  of  by  that  party  to  fo- 
ment the  old  and  raife  new  divifions  in  the  King's 
party,  Mr.  Rochfort  and  one  Colonel  Robert  Fitz- 
morris9  brother  to  the  Lord  of  Kerry  ^  were  princi- 
pally active  ;  and  this  latter  was  employed  in  the 
forementioned  addrefs  to  Prince  Rupert.     Thefe, 
and  other  their  fellows,  believing  their  former  vil- 
lanies  would  not  be  forgiven,  nor  finding  their  ac- 
count in  the  conclufion  with  Owen  O  Neile*  conti- 
nue their  practice,  and  (I  perfuade  my  felf)  af- 
fume  encouragements  from  Prinpe  Riipert  without 
warrant  from  him  ;  however,  fome  depending  upon 
him  may  give  too  eafy  belief  to  fuch  frothy  jmpof- 
tors,  and  afford  them  countenance,  fuitable  rather 
to  their  vain  impoffible  undertakings,  than  to  the 
prudence  I  wifh  were  in  thofe  that  have  the  honour 
of  truft  or  favour  from  his  Highnefs.     This,  Sir, 
is  my  fenfe  of  that  bufinefs,  thinking  it  imporTible 

for 
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for  the  Prince  to  defcend  to  what  would  look  like  ^.£.1650 
a  fupplanting  of  one,  that  hath  endeavoured  with  ^OT^, 
fome  fuccefs  to  ferve  him  in  his  charge.  For  Mr. 
Rochfort^  if  he  had  not  come  protected  with  a  pro- 
bable pretence  of  being  employed  from  his  Majefty 
in  a  bufinefs  of  fome  importance,  I  mould  have 
brought  him  to  queftion  for  no  lefs  than  what 
might,  and  may  yet,  when  that  bufinefs  is  cleared, 
come  to  his  hanging. 

I  have  imparted  his  Majefty's  letters  of  ~  Ja- 
nuary to  thofe  intrufted  by  the  reprefentative  of  the 
Roman  Catholicks  of  this  kingdom,  to  look  to  the 
performance  of  their  conditions.    I  wifh  fo  generous 
and  gracious  a  refolution  in  his  Majefty  may  meet 
with  a  due  and  general  retribution  of  gratitude  and 
obedience  from  this  people,  as  from  very  many  I 
know  it  will.     But  fuch  is  the  unhappinefs  of  the 
nation,  fuch  the  unfatiable  ambition,  turbulent  zeal, 
and  rooted  difaffection  of  fo  many  of  the  Clergy, 
and  fuch  is  their  power  generally  with  the  people, 
but  principally  in  cities  and  towns  (where  they  meet 
fpirits  apt  to  receive  and  act  their  moft  violent  fug- 
geftions)  that  I  fear  the  good  inclinations  of  mofl 
of  the  confiderable  Nobility  and  Gentry  will  ferve 
only  to  witnefs  their  loyalty,    and  to  diftinguifh 
them  from  the  difafTected,  when  it  mail  pleafe  God 
to  reftore  his  Majefty's  power  of  punifhment  and 
reward.     To  inform  his  Majefty  how  to  difpenfe 
this  latter,  I  am  authorized  and  commanded  by  his 
letter  of  Ottob.  25.1 649  ;  but  I  have  forborne  to 
make  publick  ufe  of  it,    in  regard  of  the  claufe 
touching  Ecclefiaftical    preferments,    it  not  being 
clear  to  me  what  Clergy  his  Majefty  intends  :  for  if 
he  intend  the  Proteftant,  I  conceive  the  pnblifhing 
of  that  would  for  the  prefent  be  ineffectual  to  them, 
as  their  good  defires  are  yet  to  him,  and  would 
abfolutely  tarn  the  endeavour  of  the  Romifh  Clergy 
againft  him  j  and  if  they  be  intended  by  it,  I  can- 
not 
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'^.D.  1 650  not  conceive  how  their  promotion  can  be  publickly 
or  directly  interpofed  in  by  his  Majefty,  as  thofe 
dignities  and  livings  are  by  their  religion  to  be 
accepted  by  them ;  fo  that  in  this,  without  a 
clearer  light  of  his  Majefty's  pleafure,  I  cannot 
make  ufe  of  that  letter. 

I  have  brought  this  letter  to  a  more  troublefome 
length  than  I  had  defigned  ;  but  yet  muft  not  con- 
clude till  I  have  told  you,  that  as  I  am  very  fenfi- 
ble  of  the  friendliness  of  your  advertifements  and 
profeflions  as  they  relate  to  my  particular,  fo  I  de- 
fire  you  mould  believe  I  reft  afTured  of  the  reality 
of  them,  and  fully  refolved  upon  all  occafions  to 
manifeft  my  being,  &c.

May  it  pleafe  your  Majefty, 

ID  ROM  my  firft  entrance  into  the  employment 
*  your  Majefty  commanded  me  unto  in  this  King- 
dom, I  forefaw  what  difficulty  there  would  be  of 
reconciling  and  uniting  in  your  fervice  two  parties, 
as  differing  in  defires  and  intereft,  and  as  irrecon- 
cilably exafperated  by  a  long-continued  mercilefs 
war,  as  ever  Chriftians  were  in  any  time  or  place  : 
and  it  was  as  obvious,  that  any  difaftrous  fuccefs, 
weakening  your  Majefty's  power  and  their  hopes, 
would  diffolve  that  cement  that  held  them  toge- 
ther ;  and  that  neither  party  could  endeavour  to 
colour  their  flying  to  pieces,  but  that  I,  who  had 
joined  and  endeavoured  with  all  my  ftrength  to 
hold  them  together,  muft  in  fome  meafure  by  fome 
party  fufFer  prejudice  in  fo  violent  a  feparation. 
But,  I  confefs,  it  was  beyond  my  fear,  that  any  of 
the  party  to  whom  I  ftuck  (becaufe  they  {till  pro- 

feffed 
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feflfed  for  your  Majefty)  and  for  whom  alone  the^-^-l6S° 
other  pretended  to  have  forfaken  me,  mould  be  s*s*V~s* 
found  flrft  moft  fharply  and  falfly  to  calumniate  me  : 
yet  I  find  by  feveral  ways,  that  the  ever-difloyal 
party  of  the  Irifh  Clergy,  and  their  adherents, 
have  made  it  their  ftudy  to  fpread  unworthy  re- 
ports of  me  wherever  they  hope  to  gain  credit, 
and  that  their  impudence  hath  attempted  your  Ma- 
jefty's  juftice  ♦,  which  I  neglected,  believing  it  un- 
feafonable  to  hope  for  other  meafure  at  their  hands, 
whofe  defigns  I  had  ever  thwarted,  and  to  whom  I 
knew  lying  was  as  natural  as  rebellion.  But  when 
I  am  informed,  that  under  other  fhapes  they  have 
taken  the  boldnefs  to  attempt  upon  your  Majefty's 
juftice  with  new  forgeries,  and  have  found  fome 
kind  of  countenance  under  your  roof,  I  fhould  then 
think  it  time  to  make  a  large  narrative,  and  fhew 
by  what  means  your  Majefty's  affairs  in  this  king- 
dom are  in  my  hands  fallen  to  a  degree  very  near 
defperate :  but  I  muft  then  either,  by  being  clear 
in  the  relation,  hazard  the  difpleafing  of  fome  to 
your  Majefty's  poflible  difTervice,  or,  by  concealing 
the  truth,  weaken  my  own  defence.  My  election 
therefore  is,  to  be  filent  in  what  may  tend  to  my 
own  vindication,  rather  than  by  a  hafty  endeavour 
to  juftify  my  actions,  to  endanger  the  lofs  of  the 
leaft  party  or  perfon,  that  in  the  remoteft  profpect 
of  poftibility  may  be  of  ufe  to  your  caufe.  And 
this  choice  I  make  with  undoubted  reliance  upon 
your  juftice  and  goodnefs  ;  upon  your  juftice,  that 
will  certainly  referve  a  hearing  for  me  if  I  live  to 
fpeak  •,  and  upon  your  goodnefs,  which,  if  ever  I 
have  that  happinefs,  will  efteem  fuch  a  misfortune 
an  expiation  for  all  my  unwilling  miftakes,  and 
perfuade  your  Majefty,  that  any  thing  charged  up- 
on me  beyond  thofe  are  thereby  refuted.  I  fhould 
not  have  taken  up  any  part  of  your  Majefty's  time 
with  fo  much  of  my  felf,  but  that  my  ftay  here

My  Lord, 

IF  I  N  D  by  a  letter  of  your  Lordfhip's  to  my 
Lord  Taaffe,  or  elfe  of  my  Lord  Wentworth% 
that  you  have  taken  the  pains  to  write  me  a  long 
one  in  cypher,  which  is  not  yet  come  to  my  hands, 
though  Captain  Roche  be  gotten  to  me  ;  fo  that  I 
fuppofe  it  to  be  in  Sir  James  Prefton\  who  was 
loth  to  leave  his  father,  being  in  diftrefs  at  Water- 
ford,  and  willing  to  be  the  bringer  of  all  his  own 
difpatch.  I  am  forry  I  mifs  the  light  that  letter 
would  (I  think)  have  given  me  of  fomething  that 
hath  pafTed  there  \  for  though  I  have  fome  know- 
ledge of  it  from  report  and  other  hands  ;  yet  I 
fhould  more  boldly  have  taken  notice  of  it  (as  far 
as  you  would  have  allowed  me  the  liberty)  if  it  had 
been  confirmed  by  your  Lordfhip,  who  I  am  fure 
have  no  aim  in  what  you  write  but  my  informa- 
tion, as  far  as  you  conceive  it  may  advantage  me 
in  the  King's  fervice.  My  Lord  Taaffe  will  give  you 
a  true  relation  of  what  hath  pafTed  here,  and  of  the 
prefent  condition  we  are  in,  which  is  much  the 
more  unpleafant  through  our  ignorance  of  what  his 
Majefty  is  doing,  gr  what  any  body  is  doing  for 

him. 
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him.  His  being  agreed  with  his  fubjecls  of  Scot- AD  \C^  . 
land  is  given  out  amongft  the  Rebels  with  fome 
ihew  of  trouble,  and  feems  very  probable  in  regard 
of  the  neceiTity  of  it  for  the  King's  restitution  and 
their  prefervation  from  fiavery,  which' is  as  certain- 
ly defigned  for  that  nation  when  it  is  effected  upon 
this,  as  his  Majefty's  ruin  and  perpetual  exile  is  : 
and  if  by  a  hearty  co-operation  to  reftore  the  King 
they  prevent  it  not,  I  fhall  not  grieve  at  their  part 
of  the  calamity.  To  all  God's  other  judgments 
upon  this  kingdom,  it  hath  pleafed  him  to  add  that 
of  a  very  raging  peftilence,  which  hath  already  ap- 
parently gained  the  Rebels  Kilkenny  and  Kdmallock  ; 
and  is  now  like  to  give  them  peaceable  porTerTion  of 
Water  ford.  It  is  true,  that  wich  their  gains  they 
have  the  infection  fpread  amongft  them,  which 
may  make  room  for  a  lefs  wicked  generation  when 
God  finds  them.  In  the  mean  time  it  gives  (I  De- 
lieve)  a  ftop  to  the  coming  over  of  thofe  fwarms  of 
foldiers  and  planters  they  had  promifed  themfelves, 
and  confequently  to  the  full  fettlement  of  the  king- 
dom under  their  obedience.

"^TOtwithftanding  your  refolution  in  my  favour, 
""  exprefled  in  your  letter  of  the  26th  of  Decem- 
ber, yet  is  that  the  only  one  I  have  received  fince 
that  time,  and  not  that  till  the  23d  of  tiiis  month  ; 
fo  little  diligent  have  meflengers  been  to  find  paf- 
fage,  when  our  ports  were  more  \n  number,  and 
Vol.  II.  F  f  the 
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>4.D.  1650  the  feas  lefs  infefted  by  the  Rebels  fhips,  than  now 
they  have  for  fome  time  been.  This  continued  ig- 
norance of  the  King's  condition  and  pleaiure  was  a 
great  addition  to  my  misfortunes,  and  perhaps  in 
fome  meafure  a  caufe  of  them  ;  in  as  much  as  for 
want  of  the  encouragements  of  frequent  difpatches 
accompanied  but  with  cheerful  promifes,  this  people 
took  themfelves  to  be  ahfolutely  abandoned  ,  nor  was 
I  able  to  refute  malicious  reports  raifed  to  that  ef- 
fect. What  I  now  know  by  the  difpatch  brought 
by  Captain  Roch  is  fufficient  to  manifeft,  how  con- 
trary the  King's  intention  is  to  the  breach  of  faith 
he  hath  been  afperfed  with,  and  that  he  was  mak- 
ing all  pofiible  provifion  for  the  fupport  of  his  fer- 
vice  here  :  but  the  venom  of  the  forgery  had 
wrought  very  near  a  deadly  effect  before  the  reme- 
dy came,  and  the  people  are  at  once  become  un- 
worthy and  incapable  of  fupport,  if  the  King  were 
not  concerned  in  holding  up  a  refiftance  againft  the 
Rebels.  What  our  prefent  condition  is,  my  Lord 
'■Tvaffe  will  at  large  let  your  Lordfhip  know  :  but 
left  he  mould  be  forced  to  feek  the  King,  where  it 
might  be  the  lois  of  his  errand  to  take  Paris  in  his 
way,  receive  this  fhort  general  flate  of  it  by  letter, 
and  that  briefly,  without  affigning  reafons  for  it,  that 
may  tend  to  my  j unification  ;  that  being  a  fubject 
for  a  longer  difcourfe,  and  feldom  feafonably  ven- 
tured upon,  till  the  bufinefs  be  at  a  full  period. 
The  Rebels  are  poffeiTed  of  the  principal  ports  and 
towns,  Limerick  and  Galway  excepted  ;  and  thofe 
are  in  a  neutrality,  nearer  rebellion  than  obedience. 
They  refufe  to  receive  garrifons  for  their  defence, 
for  fear  I  mould  force  from  them  what  may  be  ne- 
ceflary  to  continue  fome  fhew  of  refiftance  in  the 
field,  and  which  is  no  where  elfe  to  be  had  :  fo 
that  for  want  of  means  and  equipage  for  a  regular 
army,  all  the  war  that  is  made  upon  the  enemy  is 
in  very  inconfiderable  parties,  and   by  difhanded 

foldiers, 
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foldiers,  by  way  of  free-booting  ;  and  to  this  &\&A.D.i6$o 
few  troops  we  yet  have  together  mud  come,  unlefs 
fupplies  of  foreign  afTiftance  come  fpeedily  to  us, 
or  unlefs  fuch  troubles  arife  to  the  enemy  elfewhere, 
as  may  take  from  us  the  greater  part  of  their  force 
now  imployed  here.  The  plague  hath  long  raged 
in  this  kingdom,  one  while  taking  from  us  the  ufe 
of  Gahoay  and  the  country  about  it  (the  richer!  and 
bed  people  we  had)  and  now  of  late  it  hath  been 
the  lofs  of  Kilkenny  and  KilmaUock,  as  I  fear  it  will 
be  of  Waterford,  which  therefore  (though  it  be  the 
fecond  or  third  town  of  the  kingdom  for  importance) 
I  reckon  not  in  our  pofTeffion.  To  thefe  may  be  add- 
ed as  a  no  lefs  vifible  judgment  from  God  upon  thi3 
nation,  their  irremoveable  diftrufts,  the  vain  unfea- 
fonable  ambition  of  their  Clergy,  the  mad  divihon 
and  contention  for  command,  and  other  interefts  of 
Nobility,  Gentry  and  Officers,  and  the  general  flu- 
pidity  of  all  that  cannot  be  wakened  to  the  defence 
they  might  make,  by  the  daily  examples  of  bloodi- 
nefs  and  treachery  fet  before  them  by  the  Rebels. 
The  confideration  of  all  this,  with  the  affronts  put 
upon  the  King's  authority,  had  almoft  perfuaded 
me  to  leave  them  *,  believing  alfo,  that  I  being  re- 
moved, their  proper  danger,  feparated  from  the 
prefervation  of  any  intereft  or  power  they  feared  or 
difarTec"t.ed,  would  induce  them  to  a  folid  union ; 
and  that  would  both  flrengthen  and  lengthen  the 
remittance  :  but  I  evidently  found,  that  my  going 
away  would  encreafe  the  divifion,  and  that  thofe, 
who  have  been  moft  active  in  procuring  the  peace, 
would  fooner  fubmit  to  any  conditions  with  Crom- 
welly  than  live  under  the  rule  of  thofe  that  oppofed 
the  peace.  Difcovering  this,  and  believing  that  to 
hold  the  Rebels  imployed  here  with  part  of  their 
force  might  advantage  the  King's  defigns  elfewhere, 
I  have  refolved  to  give  up  my  quiet  to  the  vexa- 
tions I  am  fure  of,  and  my  fclf  to  the  treacheries  I 

Ff  z  have 
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d.D.  1 650  have  caufe  to  fear,  rather  than  be  wanting  to  what 
V^V^^  may  poflibly  be  of  ufe  to  his  fervice.  I  receive  fo 
many  affurances  of  the  Queen's  favour  to  me,  that 
I  could  wim  I  might  do  or  fuffer  fomething,  where- 
unto  I  am  not  obliged  by  any  other  duty  than  that 
of  gratitude  to  her,  which  alone  may  challenge 
more  of  either  than  I  am  capable  of. 

My  wife  tells  me  how  highly  fhe  and  her  fons 
have  been  obliged  to  your  Lordfhip.     I  can  only 
;  return,  that  you  have  placed  your  friendship  gene- 

foufly,  becaufe  unprofitably  ;  and  that  yet  I  am  re- 
ally, and  conftantly  as  is  poflible,

tfhe  M.  of  Ormonde  to  Mr.  Secretary  Long. 

SIR, 

TV/I  R.  Rawlins  delivered  his  difpatch  on  the  9th  of 
this  month  ;  by  which  I  believe  it  appears  that 
the  treaty  is  ended  (I  hope)  in  an  agreem cat  with 
the  Scots  before  he  got  thither :  fo  that  in  }*»ace  of 
arguments  to  difpofe  his  Majefty  to  an  accord  fb 
neceffary,  as  without  or  befides  it  I  fee  no  near 
hope  of  his  restitution  (and  delays  are  in  his  cafe  as 
dangerous  as  any  attempt  can  be)  I  fhall  apply 
my  felf  to  the  ufe  to  be  made  of  fuch  an  accord 
in  this  kingdom  ;  which  principally  mull  be  by  the 
Scots  finding  out  apt  perfons  of  their  nation  in  this 
kingdom,  for  power  and  parts,  to  correfpond  with 
me,  giving  them  inftructions  to  that  purpofe,  that 
thereby  all  probable  opportunities  may  be  fought 
and  taken  of  their  poflefling  fome  considerable 
places,  and  of  my  countenancing  and  aflifting  them, 
2  for 
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for  at  the  prefent  they  are  matters  of  none.     The  d.D.  165a 
Lord  Montgomery  is  (I  am  confident)  very  faithful,  ^W 
and  for  that  reafon  under  fo  ftricl:  a  watch,    that  it 
will  be  hard  for  him,  or  for  any  that  appeared  with 
him,  to  contrive  any  fuch  thing/ ;  fo  that  fome  one 
that  ftood  againft  the  laft  conjunction  of  the  Scots 
with  me  is  fitted,  if  fuch  a  one  may  be  had  and 
refted  on.     In  Munfter  I  know  no  man  of  con  fide- 
ration,  to  work  by  or  upon,  but  the  Lord  of  Brog- 
hill  -,  and  he  is  not  clear  of  fufpicion  from  the  Re- 
bels, nor,  I  think,  apt  to  truft  himfelf  into  the  firft 
brunt  of  a  defign.     If  any  of  the  weftern  parts  of 
England  towards  the  fea  declare  for  the  King,  and 
that  perfons  proper  to  ftir  him  up  may  be  found 
and  fent  him,  it  may  produce  fomething  from  him  : 
for  I  believe  his  whiles  are  for  the  King.     He  may 
perhaps  apprehend  my  Lord  of  Inchiquin  cannot  be 
made  his  friend :    but  I  dare  undertake    to  fecure 
that  fear,  or  his  very  intereft,  if  he  places  it  in  any 
thing  my  Lord  of '  Inchiqtiin  pofleffes,  or  can  refign, 
fo  it  may  be  evidently  ufeful  to  the  King  :  and  for 
this  I  have  warrant.  His  Majefty's  command  (which 
produces  thefe  proportions)  perfuades  me,  that  the 
agreement  with  Scotland  (which  I  would  fain  aflure 
my  felf  is  concluded)  is  confident  with  the  peace 
here.     And  if  the  conditions  of  it  have  been  weigh- 
ed by  judicious  temperate  men  on  the  Scots  party, 
together  with  the  di  fad  vantage  fo  chargeable  a  di- 
verfion  as  the  feeding  of  a  war  here,  or  the  leaving 
it  to  ftarve,  may  be  to  the  Rebels,  I  conceive  it 
was  not  difficult  to  induce  fuch  men  at  leaft  to  let 
it  pafs  in  filence,  and  not  to  impofe  upon  his  Majefty 
the  breach  of  an  old  engagement  to  his  people,  as 
a  condition  upon  his  entrance  into  a  new  one  with 
them,  I  confefs  I  want  not  my  fears,   grounded 
upon  the  vehement    zeal   of   the  Scotifh  Clergy, 
which  often  tranfports  them  to  fuch  a  confidence  in 
their  caufe,  as  to  believe  it  cannot  be  helped  by 
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^.£.1650  fuch  means  :  yet  for  all  that,  and  the  fruitlefs  ha- 
V^V^O  zards  I  may  run  (which  are  fuch  as  might  with 
other  circumftances  of  difobedience  and  ftupidity  in 
this  people  juftify  my  making  ufe  of  the  command, 
rather  than  licence,  his  Majefty  has  given  me  to 
referve  my  felf  for  fome  more  probable  time  to 
ferve  him)  I  am  refolved  to  ftay  and  ftruggle  here, 
till  I  certainly  know  whether  the  King  be  agreed 
with  Scotland,  and  whether  fuch  a  diverfton  as  I 
propofe  may  be  acceptable  or  no  ;  or  at  leaft  I  will 
flay  as  long  as  I  have  hope  I  may  keep  up  fuch  a 
diverfion.  Rochefort^  mentioned  in  his  Majefty's  in- 
ftru6Hons4  is  as  very  a  knave  as  Dr.  Ttrrel,  and 
Farrel  as  either  of  them,  in  proportion  to  his  wit 
and  power,  which  are  very  little.  The  paper  of 
demands  I  could  not  find  with  the  inftruclions  \ 
whatever  they  were,  his  Majefty  will  not  need  to 
fear  they  will  be  prefented  to  him  from  any  confi- 
derable  party.  It  is  certain  the  Ulfter  party,  as  they 
are  governed  by  the  Clergy,  have  no  good  affection 
to  the  crown  of  England  \  and  that  his  Majefty  is 
not  to  expect  obedience  in  this  kingdom,  nor  Pro- 
teftants  comfort  or  fecurity,  purfuant  even  to  the 
articles  of  peace,  without  the  countenance  of  a  Pro- 
teftant  army  ;  fo  much  the  violent  out-number  and 
over-power  the  moderate,  by  the  help  of  the  per- 
nicious fuggeftions  of  a  difloyal  party  of  the  Clergy. 
Of  Father  0  Daly  I  yet  hear  nothing ;  if  he  come, 
I  fhall  foon  find  his  biafs,  and  thereafter  purfue  his 
Majefty's  commands.  Here  I  muft  by  you  befeech 
his  Majefty  not  to  give  attention  to  fuch  of  this 
nation  as  will  daily  flock  to  him,  if  they  can  come 
at  him,  with  pretences  of  great  devotion  to  his  fer- 
yice?  and  power  to  advance  it ;  when,  in  truth, 
their  bufinefs  is  at  the  beft  fome  little  improper  ad- 
vantage to  themfelves.  For  his  Majefty  may  be- 
lieve, that  thofe  who  are  moft  really  affectionate 
?md  able  to  ferve  him5  either  employ  themfelves 

here 
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here  to  do  it,  or,  when  they  prefent  themfelves  to  A.D.  1649 
him,  will  have  my  humble  attestation  with  them. 
This  Gentleman,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Crafford,  hath 
in  the  mid  ft  of  the  difaffection  of  his  party  where- 
with he  ferved,  and  againft  advantageous  tempta- 
tions from  the  Rebels,  ferved  with  very  eminent 
faith  and  courage,  whereof  I  defire  notice  may  be 
taken,  and  he  haftened  back  with  his  Majesty's 
commands.  If  it  would  pleafe  God  that  his  Ma- 
jefty's  subjects  of  Scotland  mould  be  hardened,  and 
the  treaty  with  them  broken  •,  yet  I  dare  not  advife 
his  Majesty's  coming  into  this  kingdom  without  a 
considerable  fupply  of  money  •,  but  with  fuels  a 
fupply,  and  in  that  cafe,  I  conceive  his  coming 
more  hopeful  and  honourable  than  any  other  courfe 
I  can  propofe.  Having  written  thus  far,  I  find  by 
a  Diurnal  from  London  ftrong  preemptions  that  his 
Majefty  is  long  fince  in  Scotland  ;  and  certainly,  that 
not  only  my  Lord  of  Montr 'ofe  and  others,  who  we 
believe  of  all  the  Scotifh  nation  have  ferved  the 
King  and  his  Father  neareft  their  own  method,  are 
put  to  death  :  but  that  Duke  Hamilton,  and  thofe 
that  offered  at  it  nearer,  if  not  exactly  by  the  rule 
of  the  Covenant,  are  under  a  no  lets  penalty  for- 
bidden the  court,  and,  I  think,  the  kingdom  of 
Scotland.  I  that  am  fo  ignorant  even  in  matter  of 
fact,  that  I  muft  take  it  by  what  is  published  by  the 
Rebels  to  deceive  the  people,  am  much  to  feek 
how  to  underftand  this  way  of  reftoring  his  Majefty, 
or  how  I  may  beft  contribute  my  endeavours  to- 
wards it  i  whether  by  contending  with  all  difficul- 
ties to  keep  up  a  diverfion  here,  or  by  taking  the 
juft  occasion  given  me  by  the  difobedience  I  meet 
with,  and  the  liberty  the  King  has  given  me,  to 
remove  my  felf  from  the  certain  intolerable  vexa- 
tion and  probable  destruction  I  fhall  be  subject  unto. 
In  cafe  his  Majefty  fhall  command  my  ftay,  it  will 
t>e  neceflary  that  the  courfe  propofed  in  the  begin- 
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rd.D.i6$crimg  of  my  letter  be  taken,  and  that  I  may  be  for- 
^"Y^v  tified  with  fome  gracious  declaration  from  his  Ma* 
jefty,  fubfequent  to  the  agreement  of  Scotland,  in 
favour  of  all  that  have  been  and  ihalJ  continue  loyal 
and  affectionate  to  his  fervice,  and  aifo  directed  by 
new  inftructions  how  to  govern  my  felf  therein. 
And  even  in  cafe  of  my  removal,  I  conceive,  with- 
out flich  a  declaration  and  purpofe  as  to  thofe  that 
have  been  faithful,  his  Majefty  cannot  with  honour 
acquit  himfelf  towards  this  people,  whereof  many 
have  perifhed,  and  more  are  like  to  do,  for  their 
loyalty  to  the  crown.  And  if  I  am  to  remove,  I 
{hall  humbly  beg  his  Majefty's  directions  how  to 
difpofe  of  my  felf.  Not  that  I  would  be  an  unfea- 
fonable  ufelefs  burthen  to  him,  or  in  the  leaft  mear 
fure  a  difquieter  of  the  thoughts  of  thofe  that  have 
taken  his  bufmefs  in  hand,  by  my  attendance  upon 
his  perfon  ;  but  that  if  in  no  other  capacity  I  can 
appear  in  his  fervice,  I  may  pray  for  it  by  whomfo- 
ever  managed,  and  bellow  my  endeavours  to  get 
bread  for  my  family.  I  have  by  my  Lord  Taaffe 
and  by  Sir  Lewis  Dive  endeavoured  to  give  the 
King  an  account  of  our  condition.  I  hope  one  of 
them  will  get  to  his  Majefty,  and  that  you  will 
haften  his  pleafure  to  me  with  the  fpeed  you  ob- 
ferve  my  condition  requires,  who  am

My  Lord  Marquifs  of  Clanricard,  having  at  all 
times  purfued  his  Majefty's  mtereft  with  lingular 
conftancy,  and  ftill  afferted  the  Royal  authority 
as  far  as  was  poffible  for  any  man  in  his  condition 
to  do,  will  juftly  expect  his  Majefly  mould  take 
proportionable  care  of  him,  and  declare  his  plea-

May  it  pkafe  your  Majefty, 

IH  AV  E  given  your  Majefty  by  Mr.  Secretary 
Long  (fuppofing  he  attends  your  Royal  perfon) 
the~  beft  account  I  am  able  of  the  affairs  of  this 
kingdom  *  as  I  have  by  feveral  difpatches  hereto- 
fore endeavoured  to  do.  The  fum  of  all  is,  that 
without  the  fpeedy  application  of  fupplies  hither, 
and  (if  it  be  poffible)  of  fuch  a  force  as  may  have  a 
faithful  and  entire  dependance  upon  your  Majefty, 
your  government  will  certainly  be  expelled  this 
kingdom  by  the  open  profefled  force  of  the  Englifh 
Rebels  \  or,  if  they  be  weakened  by  the  happy 
fuccefs  of  your  arms  in  England,  and  fail  of  their 
conqueft  for  want  of  fupport  thence,  your  authority 
will  be  no  lefs  endangered  by  a  rebellion  already  in 
preparation  by  many  of  the  natives  here,  who  are 
incited  thereunto,  and  fupported  therein,  by  that 
prevalent  party  of  the  Roman  Catholick  Clergy, 
to  whofe  infufions  of  difobedience  to  the  people  the 
Rebels  owe  more  of  their  fuccefs,  than  to  any  other 
human  caufe  ;  and  who  may,  notwithftanding  the 
treafon  in  their  heart,  yet  profefs  loyalty  with  their 
tongues  and  pens.  Though  I  am  encompafTed  with 
thefe  extremities  on  all  fides,  yet  my  refolution  is 
to  attend  your  Majefty 's  pleafure  upon  this  and  my

The  M.  of  Ormonde  to  Mr.  Secretary  Long. 

SIR, 

BY  my  Lord  Taaffe  I  fent  his  Majefty  a  difpatch 
dated  the  of  June,  and  by  Sir  Lewis  Dive 

a  duplicate  of  that ;  and  now  by  General  Digby  I 
fend  a  triplicate.  In:  thofe  was  ftated  the  condition 
of  affairs  here  in  the  greater!  clearnefs  a  diforder  of 
fo  many  parts  could'  admit.  My  Lord  Taaffe  Jand- 
ed  in  France  about  July  5th,  and  writ  to  me  from 
Jerfey  in  his  letters  of  the  15th,  that  he  found  his 
Majefty  was  gone  for  Scotland ;  that  he  conceived  it 
unfafe  to  follow  him,  or  to  appear  there  with  him  ; 
that  from  his  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York  he  could 
receive  no  advice  how  to  difpofe  of  himfelf  or  his 
difpatches  for  the  King's  fervice  in  the  relief  of  this 
kingdom  ;  and  that  he  was  therefore  then  ready  to 
go  for  Paris,  to  receive  there  his  Majefty's  com- 
mands. But  what  is  become  of  Sir  L.  Dive,  or  of 
a  little  vefTel  of  mine  in  which  he  fet  fail  about 
June  20th,  I  have  not  heard  ;  nor  have  I  received 
any  thing  from  his  Majefty  fince  his  agreement  with 
his  Scots  fubje&sj  noy  from  any  other  any  certain 

knowledge 
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knowledge  how  far  the  peace  made  in  this  king-  A.D.\6$o 
dom  is  concerned  in  that  accord  :  fo  that  for  want 
of  knowledge  of  what  hath  parTed  in  that  particular, 
great  advantage  is  left  to  fuch  as  are  induflrious  to 
withdraw  this  people  from  their  allegiance,  by  in- 
fuflng  into  them  a  belief,  that  by  his  Majefty's 
having  taken  or  approved  of  the  Covenant,  they 
are  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  the  peace,  and  left  to 
the  extirpation  the  Covenant  propofes  both  of  their 
religion  and  perfons.  This,  with  the  natural  incli- 
nation of  moft  of  the  Clergy  and  of  many  families  to 
rebellion,  even  without  any  colour  of  provocation, 
or  want  of  performance  on  his  Majefty's  part,  hath 
stiffened  the  difobedience  of  the  remaining  towns, 
and  produced  from  the  Clergy  (who  take  upon 
them  when  and  where  to  meet  upon  their  own  au- 
thority) the  inclofed  proportion,  where  in  civil 
language,  and  under  pretence  of  getting  fupplies, 
they  manifeft  their  deflre  to  be  rid  of  the  King's 
authority,  unlefs  placed  in  fuch  hands  as  they  know 
will  make  ufe  of  it  only  to  their  rebellious  pur- 
pofes  •,  as  appears  by  this,  that  my  Lord  of  Clanri- 
card,  or  any  other  who  like  him,  though  Roman 
Catholicks,  are  faithful  to  the  Crown,  would  be  as 
little  pleafing  to  them  as  my  felf.  To  this  propo- 
rtion of  theirs  I  returned  the  inclofed  anfwer ; 
which  whether  it  will  produce  a  direct  declaration 
againfl:  me,  and  an  excommunication  of  all  that 
fhall  adhere  to  me,  or  not,  is  more  than  I  am  cer- 
tain of  -j  though  I  be  told  it  will.  If  it  do,  I  am 
to  expe6t,  that  all  the  perfonal  calumny  they  can 
invent  will  be  laid  upon  me,  and  that  they  will  ftill 
pretend  for  the  King  $  which  they  have  at  all  times 
as  ridiculoufly  as  falfly  done,  when  they  were  at  the 
higheft  pitch  of  their  rebellion.  This  is  my  condi- 
tion in  relation  to  that  party,  by  whofe  means  it  is, 
that  I  could  never  obtain  fo  much  as  the  counte- 
nance of  any  city  or  town^  xuidey  which  I  might 
4  easily 
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'^.Z>.i65oeafily  and  fecurely  have  formed  as  good  an  army  as 
V***'V^  ever  I  yet  had  ;  which  by  reafon  of  the  Rebels 
mattering  power  in  the  field  could  not  otherwife  be 
done :  and  confequently  through  them  it  is  that  the 
Rebels  have  gained  Clonmel,  'Teeroghan,  Waterford^ 
"Duncannon,  and  without  any  apprehenfion  of  re- 
finance done  what  they  pleafed  wherever  they 
could  but  march,  to  his  Majefty's  lofs  of  the  king- 
dom, to  my  difhonour  that  have  been  forced  to  fit 
idle,  and  to  their  own  inevitable  ruin.  The  Rebels 
being  now  clear  matters  of  Leinfter^  Ulfter^  and 
Munjier^  fave  fome  little  places  and  parties  that 
infeft  their  quiet,  rather  than  make  war  upon  them, 
they  are  at  liberty  with  their  united  force  to  invade 
this  province  ;  which  though  eafily  defended,  con- 
fidering  the  impattable  river  that  with  a  little  help 
of  men  fortifies  a  great  part  of  it  towards  Leinfter 
and  Munfter^  and  the  ftrength  of  the  pafTages  they 
mutt  come  through  out  of  Ulfter ;  yet  fuch  is  the 
diffraction  the  Clergy  have  incumbered  all  perfons 
and  buflnefs  with,  and  fuch  the  want  of  forefight 
in  the  people  of  their  own  danger,  and  backward- 
nefs  in  being  brought  to  the  ways  of  preventing  it 
when  manifetted  to  them,  that  if  the  truth  of  the 
reports  we  hear  of  his  Majefty's  good  fuccefs  againft 
the  Rebels  in  England  occafion  not  fome  fuch  dif- 
fraction among  thofe  there,  they  will  quickly  at- 
tempt and  'eafily  force  a  pafTage.  The  confideration 
of  this  would  induce  me  to  make  prefent  ufe  of  the 
liberty  his  Majefty  hath  given  me  to  remove  my 
felf  from  fo  probable  (and  to  his  fervice  unprofita- 
ble) ruin :  but  in  hopes  of  the  truth  of  thofe  re- 
ports we  hear  of  his  Majefty's  advantages  over  the 
Rebels,  and  for  the  reaions  exprefled  in  my  letters 
by  Lieutenant  Colonel  Crafford^  a  duplicate  where- 
of was  fent  by  Captain  Albert  Morton^  and  a  tripli- 
cate now  by  the  bearer.

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If  his  Majefty  fhall  find  it  fit,  upon  the  reprefen-  A.Da6$q 
tations  I  have  made  to  him,  to  remove  his  autho-  ' 
rity  quite  out  of  this  unhappy  kingdom,  or  from 
me  to  fome  other  more  acceptable  to  the  people 
(which,  if  it  can  fuit  with  his  Majefly's  intereft, 
will  be  as  pleafing  as  it  muft  be  advantageous  to 
me)  or,  if  I  be  forced  hence,  I  fhall  humbly  defire 
to  know,  whether  I  may  not  fecurely  attend  upon 
him  to  give  him  an  account  of  what  he  hath  trufted 
with  me,  and  to  be  then  difpofed  of  as  he  fhall 
judge  mod  for  his  fervice.  The  letters  fent  by  Sir 
James  Preftcn  I  have  but  newly  received  ;  he  hav- 
ing been  all  the  time  of  the  blocking  up  of  Water- 
ford  kept  there  by  his  father.  If  he  had  come  be- 
fore my  laft  difpatches  went,  I  mould  by  them 
have  acknowledged  to  you  what  I  find  from  hands 
I  much  rely  on  of  your  friendfhip  to  me ;  which  I 
can  now  only  retribute  with  bare  but  very  real  pro- 
fefiions  of  my  refolution  to  lay  hold  on,  and  very 
earneft  defires  to  find  occafions  to  ferve  you,  as

My  Lords, 

TH  E  misfortune  of  my  being  entangled  in  fome 
bufinefs,  that  allowed  me  not  time  to  write 
to  your  Lordfhips  when  Mr.  Fanjhaw  went  hence, 
I  mould  have  accounted  much  the  greater,  if  any 
other  perfon  had  gone :  but  he  was  fo  perfect  in 
the  firft  tranfaction  of  the  peace,  in  the  fuccefs  of 
the  Rebels  arms,  in  the  condition  of  the  King's  af- 
fairs when  he  went,  and  in  the  preparations  that  I 
think  even  before  his  going  were  making  by  a  vi- 
olent party  of  the  Clergy,  to  make  off  the  King's 
authority,  that,  if  I  had  had  time  to  write,  it  would 
have  been  little  more  than  a  credential  to  him :  and 
that  alfo  I  conceive  was  fupplied  both  by  his  pub- 
lick  intereft  in  the  King's  bufinefs,  and  your  Lord- 
fhips particular  knowledge  of  his  zeal,  and  the  abi- 
•  lities  that  are  in  him  to  obferve  what  may  tend 
moft  to  it. 

Since 
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Since  his  going,  there  hath  been  a  ftrong  con-  J.D.1650 
currence  of  all  that  is  ufually  called  induftry  and  '-^'W) 
accident,  to  make  eafy  and  complete  the  Rebels 
conqueft  of  this  kingdom  ;  and  that  not  only  on 
their  part,  or  on  theirs  that  by  plain  treachery  re- 
volted and  betrayed  towns  to  them,  but  on  the 
part  of  thofe  that  can  at  the  heft  expect  nothing 
from  them  but  a  ftrict  fervitude  for  the  prefent,  and 
at  kit  a  total  eradication  of  their  nation  and  religion, 
if  the  Rebels  fhall  be  able  to  matter  their  defigns 
in  England  and  Scotland  •,  or  (which  is  a  greater 
damnation)  to  make  them  one  people  with  them. 
I  cannot  fay  that  this  is  unforefeen  by  them  that 
guide  the  people  into  the  ways  directly  tending  to 
it  -,  for  that  were  to  deny  them  reafoning  fouls  :  I 
mutt  therefore  conclude,  that  they  fupport  any  con- 
federation better,  and  will  run  any  hazard,  rather 
than  that  of  coming  again  under  the  obedience  of 
the  crown  of  England  *,  and  that  fuppofing  the  pre- 
fent rebellious  government  of  England  cannot  ftand 
upon  the  foundation  whereon  it  is  built,  but  muft 
with  a  war  be  changed  into  fome  other,  they  aim 
at  removing  all  fhew  of  the  King's  authority  a- 
mongft  them,  that  they  may  be  ready,  during  the 
contention,  to  fet  up  a  Clergy-government.  If  this 
be  not  their  purpofe,  I  dare  fay  they  have  none  fo 
probable  •,  and  in  this  they  have  fo  far  prevailed 
(by  fuch  forgeries  as  could  be  obtruded  upon  no 
people  under  heaven  but  this)  that  no  commands  of 
mine,  though  never  fo  apparently  for  their  own 
defence,  meet  with  obedience,  either  in  the  re- 
maining towns  to  receive  garrifons,  or  in  the  coun- 
try or  foldiery  to  draw  together  *,  fo  that  now  the 
Rebels  are  clear  matters  of  three  provinces,  the 
county  of  Clare  and  city  of  Limerick  in  Munfter 
(which  is  worfe  than  neutral)  only  excepted,  and 
are  now  at  both  ends  of  the  river  Shannon  near  Zi- 
merick  and  Athlone^  endeavouring  at  either  to  pafs

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jf.Z).  1650  over  into  Connaught  ;  which  if  they  compafs,  as 
V^y^w  they  are*  like  to  do,  the  kingdom  will  fhortly  be  en- 
tirely theirs.  A  forefight  that  I  mould  be  brought 
to  this  ftate,  and  the  knowledge  I  gave  his  Majefly 
of  it,  produced,  from  his  gracious  care  of  me,  a 
command  rather  than  liberty  to  withdraw  my  felf 
hence :  but  upon  notice  of  his  being  agreed  with  his 
fubjecls  of  Scotland,  and  upon  reports  of  the  happy 
fuccefs  of  his  arms,  I  refolved  againft  all  difficulties 
to  oppofe  my  defire  to  be  fome  time  longer  fervice- 
able  to  him,  in  diverting  fome  part  of  the  Rebels 
forces,  which  I  faw  would  inftantly  upon  my  remo- 
val be  matters  of  the  kingdom :  which  befides  the 
reputation  of  fully  compafling  fuch  a  work,  would 
have  been  a  real  advantage  to  the  Rebels  in  Eng- 
land, by  the  fending  thither  of  what  forces  of  their 
own  they  pleafed,  flrengthened,  as  they  would,  by 
common  foldiers  of  the  natives,  of  whom  even  here 
they  get  great  numbers  to  recruit  their  weakened 
troops,  and  to  help  to  enflave  this  nation.  My  flay 
for  this  end  hath  been  now  fo  long,  that  I  find  I 
fhall  run  much  hazard  in  getting  oft,  which  is  now 
the  work  I  am  labouring  for  :  but  if  his  Majefty's 
fuccefs  in  England  be  fuch  as  I  uncertainly  hear  it, 
and  that  of  itfelf  it  mail  fuddenly  fo  diftracl  the 
Rebels,  as  to  put  them  to  an  abfolute  ftand,  I  fhall 
think  of  holding  fome  footing  here,  and,  if  I  pre- 
vail, give  your  Lordfhips  prefent  advertifement  of 
it.

May  it  pleafe  your  Majefty, 

COME  of  the  conditions  I  was  conflrained  to  ad- 
^  mit  of  to  procure  a  peace  with  this  people,  and 
the  fatisfadtion  I  was  forced  to  give  the  Englifh 
party  under  the  command  of  the  Lord  Inchiquin% 
to  purchafe  their  fubmiffion  to  it  and  conjunction 
with  the  Irifh  in  your  fervice,  though  they  were 
the  only  means  by  which  it  was  pomble  to  bring 
your  affairs  to  the  hopeful  flate  they  were  in  before 
the  defeat  near  Dublin  -,  yet  that  and  other  misfor- 
tunes happening,    thofe  compliances  and  the  re- 
straints they  left  upon  your  Majefty's  authority,  as 
they  were  in  a  great  meafure  the  moft  apparent 
caufes  of  thofe  misfortunes,  fo  are  thofe  conditions 
to  the  Irifh  the  greater!:  grounds  of  defpair  that  now 
appears  to  me  of  holding  on  the  war  here.     The 
concluflon  of  a  fecond  peace  with  Owen  O  Neile  and 
his  party,  which  became  abfolutely  neceffary,  on 
the  defection  of  upon  the  matter  all  the  Englifh 
towns  and  forces  in  Munfter,  and  by  the  arrival  and 
fuccefs  of  Cromwell^   though  it  have  confiderably 
aflifted  the  prefervation  of  the  towns  yet  remain- 
ing, and  feemed  to  be  a  probable  means  to  unite 
this  people,  and  remove  the  caufe  and  fupport  of 
any  divifion  amongft  them  ;  yet  the  Clergy,  who 
perhaps  think  their  ambition  and  avarice  are  not 
fufHciently  provided  for  and  fecured  in  the  peace, 
and  taking  the  Ulfter  party  (who  have  little  juftly  to 
pretend  to,  and  lefs  in  poffeflion)  to  be  thofe  upon 
whom  they  are  moft  likely  to  prevail  to  call:  behind 
them  all  consideration  of  loyalty  to  your  Majefly, 
or  love  to  their  country,  when  either  fhall  come  in 
competition  with  their  intereft,    do  make  ufe   of 
their  power,    which  is  great  every  where,    but 
Vol.  II.  G  g  chiefly 
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'J.D. 1 650  chiefly  in  the  towns,  to  keep  the  Ulfter  party  ftrong, 
^*V^  and  out  of  it  to  garrifon  all  places  of  confideration  ; 
and  in  this  they  have  the  aftiftance  of  fome  of  the 
Commiflioners,  by  whofe  confent,  and  not  other- 
wife,  forces  are  to  be  raifed  and  maintained,  and 
towns  garrifoned.  If  they  can  gain  this  point,  ei- 
ther the  towns  muft  not  be  garrifoned  at  all,  and 
then  they  are  loft  as  foon  as  looked  upon  ;  or  if 
they  be,  it  will  be  with  fuch  a  fort  of  men,  from 
whofe  fuccefs  your  Majefty  can  expect  no  advan- 
tage, nor  ever  to  be  mafter  of  thofe  places,  what- 
ever the  event  be,  but  by  fubduing  them  :  and  but 
that  perhaps  it  will  not  fuit  with  the  Rebels  inter- 
efts  to  come  to  their  conditions,  I  doubt  not  but 
they  might  purchafe  any  place  that  fhall  be  thus 
fecured  •,  though  it  be  made  clear  enough  to  the 
Clergy  and  to  the  Ulfter  party,  that  this  infatiable 
defire  of  ufurping  all  power  into  their  hands,  as  it 
is  moft  unjuft,  fo  it  is  moft  ruinous  even  to  their 
own  ends ;  fince  it  muft  neceflarily  produce,  firft 
a  diftruft  in,  and  then  a  divifion  of  a  great  party 
from  them :  yet  I  doubt  whether  that  will  prevail 
to  bring  them  to  fuch  moderation,  as  to  make  it 
much  more  defirable  to  have  them  than  the  Rebels 
in  poflerlion  of  thofe  towns.

I.  *TpHE  diftruft  wrought  in  the  minds  of  the 
•*"  people  by  the  infinuations  of  fome  factious 
perfons,  rather  countenanced  than  fupprerTed  by 
moft  of  the  Bifhops,  and  fortified  by  the  giving  up 
ofCahir,  Gowling,  and  other  places,  where  men 

of 
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of  near  dependance  upon  and  relation  to  me  were  ^-#- 165a 
trufted,  hath  taken  fucn  deep  root  in  them,  that  ^Y>^ 
there  is  fmall  hope,  and  now  very  little  time  or 
advantage  to  remove  it,  though  the  Biihops  here 
prefent  mould  endeavour  it  never  fo  really.  By 
which  means  the  King's  authority  will  fall  daily  in- 
to more  contempt,  and  will  in  a  fhort  time  lofe  the 
remaining  mew  of  refpect,  rather  than  obedience* 
that  is  yet  paid  unto  it :  and  the  people  believing 
themfelves  betrayed  will  think  it  vain  to  be  per- 
fuaded  into  action,  which  may  render  them  incapa- 
ble of  conditions  from  the  enemy  ;  or  if  they  be 
with  much  difficulty,  perhaps  with  Church-cenfures, 
gotten  forth,it  will  be  with  defpair,  not  hope  of  fuc- 
cefs,  whilft  they  fufpecl  their  leader  of  having  made 
conditions  for  himfelf  upon  their  ruin  j  or  if  not* 
that  being  an  heretick  he  cannot  profper.  Thefe  dif- 
trufts,  and  the  union  of  the  nation  (if  any  thing  can 
do  it)  will  the  one  be  removed,  and  the  other  efta- 
blimed  by  my  retiring  -,  and  it  will  be  more  for  the 
King's  fervice,  that  fome  oppofition  be  made  againfl 
the  enemy,  though  without  dependance  upon  his 
authority  (which  I  doubt  is  at  leaft  held  unfortu- 
nate) than  that  the  people  fhould  be  totally  fubjec~b- 
ed  to  the  Rebels  without  refinance. 

2.  If  the  want  of  any  diverfion  in  England,  and 
of  any  fupply  hither,  fhall  make  it  impoflible  in 
human  appearance  to  refill  the  undi {traded  force 
and  defign  of  the  enemy,  and  that  the  towns  and 
people  obferving  this  fhall  refblve  or  be  forced  to 
fubmit  to  conditions  fuch  as  they  can  get,  then 
fhall  I,  and  as  many  men  of  honour  and  loyalty  as 
will  adhere  to  me,  be  neceffitated  to  condition  alfo, 
or  (which  is  much  better  as  to  me)  become  a  de- 
ferted  fmall  party,  fubjedl  to  the  fcorn  of  enemies 
of  all  hands,  and  to  the  treachery  of  fuch  as  may 
give  us  up  for  their  own  indemnity,  or  fome  mean 
reward.     Whereas  if  I  be  gone,  it  may  be  excufa-

W^  mity,  to  condition  for  themfelves  -,  fo  their  condi- 
tioning exprefs  not  an  abfolute  perpetual  fubjedtion 
to  the  Rebels,  but  fuch  a  temporary  compliance  as 
may  preferve  them  in  ftate  with  honour  to  refume 
arms  for  his  Majefty,  when  they  find  a  probable 
opportunity. 

3.  I  find  that  none  of  the  Proteftants,  but  fitch 
as  are  not  in  cafe  to  get  off  or  live  elfewhere,  will 
ftay  with  us  :  and  thefe  will  not  be  a  number  that 
will  be  accounted  a  party.  Now  one  of  the  great- 
eft  advantages  my  perfon  was  or  could  be  of  to  this 
nation  was,  what  my  intereft  with  the  Proteftants 
gave  me,  which,  if  I  ftay,  when  they  are  gone  will 
be  wholly  loft  ;  fo  as  upon  any  change  of  the  King's 
affairs  for  the  better,  it  will  not  be  in  my  power  to 
fave  the  beft-affected,  unlefs  I  keep  my  felf  with 
fome  efteem  with  them. 

4.  My  prefence  at  the  tranfadtions  now  in  Hol- 
land may  be  of  ufe  to  this  kingdom  :  my  ftaying 

.  here  can  be  of  little  fervice.     I  am  ready  to  leave 
his  Majefty's  authority  with  any  that  are  fit  to  ma- 


nage it. 


5.  I  conceive  the  garrifoning  of  Limerick  and 
Galway  (without  which  it  feems  not  poftible  or  pru- 
dent for  any  man  to  manage  the  war  here)  is  princi- 
pally refufed  in  diftruft  of  me,  and  that  when  I  am 
gone  they  will  be  perfuaded  to  receive  garrifons, 
which,  of  what  party  of  Irifti  foever  it  be,  will  tend 
more  to  the  prefervation  of  the  nation,  than  to  have 
none ;  though  as  to  me  in.  the  prefent  exercife  of 
the  King's  authority,  fuch  men  are  like  to  be  fixed 
upon,  as  I  will  not  truft  my  felf  with,  and  others  I 

1  believe  I  ihall  not  perfuade  them  to  receive. 

6.  Thofe  that  would  perfuade  me,  that  the  peo- 
ple's belief  in  me  is  in  fome  meafure  fuitable  to  my 
defires  to  preferve  them,  do  attribute  whatever  ap- 
pears to  the  contrary  to  the  power  they  fuppofe  my

to  be  fo  great  and  general  againft  him,  that  whilft 
he  is  in  power,  or  indeed  upon  the  place,  they  will 
pretend  diffatisfaclion  and  defpair  of  fuccefs.  But 
I  am  not  fatisfied,  that  if  he  were  removed,  their 
diftruft  of  me  would  be  fo  too  -,  and  I  think  not  fit 
( upon  fuch  uncertainties,  as  are  the  meafures  we 
can  take  of  this  people's  refolutions)  to  mew  an 
indifference  towards  him,  or  a  defire  to  feparate 
from  his  interefts,  to  whom  I  have  fome  obligation, 
in  reference  to  his  feafonable  aclive  endeavours  for 
the  King's  fervice,  and  his  defire  to  co-operate  with 
me  in  it,  out  of  a  confidence  in  my  friendfhip  and 
honefty  ;  fo  that  for  both  of  us  to  remove  I  take  to 
be  beft  for  all  interefts.  If  he  fhould  go  alone,  it 
is  poflible  fome  fharp  expoftulations,  that  have  paft 
betwixt  him  and  thofe  intrufted  by  the  nation,  may 
{harpen  his  relation  of  their  carriage  and  intentions  ; 
and  if  he  ftay,  he  will  neither  truft  nor  be  trufted 
by  them,  and  may  think  of  fome  courfe  for  his 
fafety,  that  may  not  fuit  with  theirs. 

7.  My  fortune  being  wholly  loft,  and  with  it  my 
credit  for  money,  by  which  I  fupported  my  felf 
ever  fince  I  came  into  the  kingdom,  I  fhall  pre- 
fentlyfall  into  fuch  wants  as  will  render  the  King's 
authority  contemptible  ;  and  if  it  were  reafonable  to 
hope  that  the  little  remainder  could  fupply  me.

^V^w  who  is  fo  well  known  to  you,  that  I  fhall  not  la- 
bour much  in   his  recommendation.     I  have   in- 
ftructed  him  as  well  as  I  can,  and  believe  you  may 
give  credit  to  his  relation. 

The  hazards  and  dangers  (hefides  the  trouble)  I 
hear  you  do  expofe  your  felf  unto  upon  all  occafi- 
ons,  makes  me  take  this  to  intreat  and  command 
you  to  have  a  care  of  your  perfon  ;  in  the  prefer- 
vation  of  which  I  would  have  you  believe  I  am  fo 
much  concerned,  both  in  my  intereft  and  affection, 
that  I  would  not  lofe  you  for  all  I  can  get  there. 
If  the  affairs  there  be  in  fuch  a  condition,  as  it  will 
be  neceffary  for  you  to  quit  the  country,  and  retire 
into  France^  then  I  do  very  earneftly  defire  and  in-

My  Lord, 

TDESIRED  my  Lord  of  Inchiquin  to  give  your 
■*■  Lordmip  an  account  of  our  paflage,  and  of  what 
elfe  he  could  learn  at  St.  Malo,  either  for  certainty 
or  importance  worthy  your  knowledge  ;  and  he 
tells  me,  that  finding  the  St.  Peter  frigate  ready  to 
go  to  fea,  he  did  as  I  deflred  him.  The  fatif- 
faction  he  was  able  to  give  your  Lordfhip  touching 
the  condition  of  our  King  and  his  affairs  could  not 
be  much  •,  for  though  during  a  fortnight's  ftay  here 
I  have  feen  letters  twice  a  week  from  Paris  and  out 
of  Holland,  yet  I  am  little  instructed  in  it.  This  I 
gather  out  of  all  I  have  heard,  that  there  are  three 
parties  in  England ;  one  abfolutely  and  rigidly  for 
the  Kirk  and  their  fevere  defigns  -,  another  of  a 
milder  fort  of  Prefbyterians,  that  profefs  to  make 
that  part  of  the  Covenant  which  provides  for  the 
King's  fafety,  honour,  and  greatnefe,  as  much  their 
care,  as  the  fpecioufnefs  of  the  words  of  the  Cove- 
nant do  feem  to  oblige  •,  and  they  would  appear  apt 
enough  to  fmooth  the  roughnefs  of  the  fenfe  of 
thofe  parts  of  the  Covenant  that  point  at  the  pre- 
judice of  the  King's  ancient  conftant  party ;  and 
a  third  fort  there  are,  that  would  be  under- 
flood  to  be  that  ancient  conftant  party.  Of 
thefe  the  firft  have  hitherto  had  the  vifible  power  ; 
the  fecond  have  been  fuffered  to  live  freely  upon 

Gg  4  their 
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^.£.1650  their  own,  and  many  of  them  have  (upon  fhews  of 
repentance  and  eafy  penance  for  their  laft  engage- 
ments) flipt  into  employments  •,  but  the  laft  are 
held  in  manifeft  diftruft,  and  under  a  perfect:  perfe- 
cution.  The  moft  certain  intelligence  I  have  had 
of  the  ftate  of  our  King  and  of  that  kingdom  is, 
that  hisJVTajefty  attempting  to  get  to  a  party  of  the 
third  fort  I  have  mentioned,  which  he  was  pro- 
mifed  mould  be  conficlerably  ready  to  receive  him, 
Was  followed  by  a  party  of  hone,  and  perfuaded 
back  to  Stirling  caftle,  where  he  remains  guarded  ; 
which  fome  think  is  not  the  worfe  for  him,  the 
party  he  thought  to  go  to  having  not  rifen  in  that 
number,  or  fo  well  provided,  as  he  was  made  to 
hope  they  would.  Crcmv:ell  is  mafter  of  the  field, 
and  confequently  of  Edinburgh  and  all  other  places 
fouth  of  Stirling,  which  is  a  pafe  and  holds  againft 
him.  The  caftle  of  Edinburgh,  and  fome  other 
towns,  are  faid  to  be  held  againft  him.  Some  late 
letters  fay,  that  all  parties  in  Scotland  are  united  in 
their  own  defence  \  and,  I  am  told,  a  London  Di- 
urnal fays  little  lefs.  When  I  arrive  at  Paris  I  fhall 
be  more  certainly  informed  of  what  I  have  ven^ 
tured  to  conjecture,  and  may  receive  new  intelli- 
gence, which  I  fhall  ufe  all  diligence  to  tranfmit 
to  your  Lordfhip.  By  this  inclofed  letter  from 
my  Lord  Taaffe  to  a  Lady  here,  your  Lordfhip 
fees  what  he  had  then  gotten  for  the  relief  of 
that  kingdom,  and  what  his  hopes  were  that  it 
might  yet  be  preferved.  I  gave  him  notice  of  my 
arrival  by  a  letter  I  fent  him  the  next  poft  day  after 
my  coming  hither  ;  and  at  Paris  I  expect  to  re- 
ceive what  he  may  have  farther  to  fay  to  me.  I 
am  told,  four  or  five  veffels,  befides  the  St.  Peter  y 
are  gone  away  laden  with  arms  and  ammunition  ; 
at  the  return  of  fome  of  them  I  fhall  hope  to  know 
what  the  refult  of  the  afTembly,  and  what  your 
Lprdfnip's  refolutions  have  been  upon  the  letters 
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and  authority  I  Tent  your  Lordfhip  and  them.  IfV.D.1651 
that  people  have  been  fo  happy  as  to  have  given 
your  Lordfhip  encouragement  to  govern  them,  it 
may  be  hoped  they  may  yet  be  faved  from  the  ruin 
their  madnefs  has  almoft  driven  upon  them  ;  at  the 
word,  their  conditions  will  be  better  made,  if  they 
be  united  under  fuch  a  conductor,  than  either  fe- 
vered into  fmall  parties,  or  under  the  government 
of  the  Clergy,  who  have  not  been  happy  to  them- 
felves  or  others,  whenever  they  have  afpired  to  a 
rule  fo  contrary  to  their  function.  And  in  cafe 
your  Lordfhip  fhall  find  it  impoffible  to  continue  a 
refinance,  I  can  moil  confidently  afTure  you,  that 
his  Majefty  will  be  glad  if  his  authority  will  be  a 
means  to  preferve  them,  that  like  and  with  your 
Lordfhip  have  fo  long  and  faithfully  contended  to 
uphold  it ;  fo  that  you  are  not  to  fcruple  at  obeying 
inevitable  neceffities,  for  having  the  King's  power 
in  your  hands. 

If  your  Lordfhip,  with  the  afMance  of  my 
friends  there,  can  fupply  me  with  fome  money,  I 
am  fure  you  will ;  and  that  to  them  it  will  be  no 
neceffary  argument  to  fay,  that  I  may  by  that 
means  return  the  courtefy  with  intereft,  by  my  en- 
deavours to  ferve  them  -,  but  to  others  it  may  be  fit 
to  make  it  a  confideration. 

I  have  written  to  Sir  John  Grenville  and  the  Go- 
vernor of  Jerfey,  that  in  cafe  the  galliot  fhould  be 
put  into  either  of  thofe  iflands,  they  would  fecure 
and  fend  her  to  your  Lordfhip,  and,  if  they  can, 
laden  with  ammunition  ;  but  I  have  not  yet  heard 
of  her,  nor  of  Bacon\  or  the  great  fhip  wherein 
George  Lane^  Butler,  and  the  reft  went.  God  fend 
they  efcaped  the  ftorm  that  had  like  to  have 
drowned

My  Lord, 

MY  longer  ftay  in  Ireland  was  as  impoffible,  as  it 
was  improbable  you  mould  find  caufe  to  alter 
your  advice  for  my  removal ;  and  I  perfuade  my 
ielf,  that  my  coming  away  may  tend  more  to  the 
prefervation  of  the  nation  than  my  ftay  could  have 
done  j  if  the  Affembly  I  left  fitting  and  my  Lord 
of  Clanricard  have  fo  far  fatisfied  each  other,  as 
that  his  Lord  fhip  hath  found  caufe  to  undertake  the 
government  by  virtue  of  the  power  I  left  with  him  ; 
and  either  that  is  done,  or  elfe  conditions  are  fought 
from  the  Rebels  before  this  time.  If  there  be  a  pre- 
fent  agreement,  and  that  his  Lordfhip  hath  gained 
abfolute  power  in  the  two  remaining  towns  (with- 
out which  no  fupply  can  be  of  considerable  ufe)  I 
mail  be  moft  ready  to  return,  if  I  find  a  folid  foun- 
dation for  frequent  fupplies,  a  willingnefs  in  the 
people  to  receive  me  upon  the  peace,  and  that  all 
may  tend  as  well  to  the  advantage  of  my  Mafter, 
as  the  prefervation  of  the  people,  and  the  fatif- 
faclion  of  whoever  fupplies  that  war. 

But  what  pofitively  to  fay  of  the  matter,  either 
of  holding  up  the  war,  or  of  drawing  men  thence 
to  foreign  fervice,  I  know  not,  till  I  fhall  have 
heard  the  refult  of  the  Affembly  ;  and  till  then  alfo 
I  forbear  to  publifh  a  letter  I  writ  to  the  Affembly 
for  my  own  vindication,  left  the  neceflary  difcove- 
ries  I  have  made  of  the  falfenefs  and  folly  of  the 
Clergy's  proceedings  may  give  interruption  to  the 
union  and  prefervation  of  the  nation,  which  I  pre- 
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fer  far  before  any  intereft  of  my  own,  even  the  ^.D.1651 
clearing  of  my  honour  traduced  by  them.  And  I 
doubt  not  but  a  like  affection  in  your  Lordfhip  will 
induce  you  to  proceed  in  procuring  all  you  can  pof- 
fibly  get  for  that  poor  nation's  prefervation,  by 
whomsoever  it  is  endeavoured.  I  build  not  much 
upon  any  treaty  here,  or  elfewhere,  for  my  fubfif- 
t&ncQ  ;  but  as  to  that,  I  mall  fully  inftruct  my  Lord 
of  Inchiquin  with  my  fenfe,  and  the  power  I  have 
to  go  through  with  my  undertakings  ;  and  till  he 
come  where  you  are,  your  Lordfhip  may  pleafe  to 
fay  nothing  of  me  to  the  Duke  of  Lorrain,  more 
than  that  I  defire  much  to  be  known  to  him  by 
my  readinefs  to  ferve  him.  I  have  here  the  cy- 
pher you  left  my  Lady  Ifabella,  and  am  in  plain 
Englifh

T  ENDEAVOURED  by  Dr.  King  to  give  your 
*  Majefty  an  account  of  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
mands by  him,  and  fome  heads  of  the  late  pro- 
ceedings in  Ireland  before  my  coming  thence ; 
which,  though  it  was  but  fhort,  yet  I  have  not 
now  time  to  renew  •,  fuch  is  my  fear,  that  Mr.  Fan- 
Jhaw  may  be  gone  to  your  Majefty  before  my  let- 
ters get  to  him,  and  that  your  Majefty  mould  not 
receive  the  humble  acknowledgments  1  am  obliged 

to 
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A.D.  1 65 1  to  make  for  the  care  you  have  been  pleafed  to  ex- 
prefs  of  my  fafety.  It  is  now  more  than  five  weeks 
fince  I  embarked  in  the  bay  of  Galway,  and  have 
not  yet  heard  whether  my  Lord  of  Clanricarde  have 
found  caufe  to  take  upon  him  the  government  of 
that  kingdom,  according  to  my  defire  unto  him, 
and  the  power  which  for  your  Majefty's  fervice  I 
prefumed  to  leave  with  him.  If  he  have  under- 
taken it,  there  will  yet  fome  refiftance  be  kept  on 
foot  againft  the  Rebels :  and  if  there  be  reception 
for  them  and  means  to  tranfport  them,  your  Ma- 
jefty may  command  me  with  five  thoufand  men,  or 
more,  whither  you  pleafe,  and  as  fbon.  Nor  is 
your  Majefty  to  take  care  in  what  condition  I  am 
to  ferve  you  ;  for  I  fnall  fubmit  to  any,  or  to  be 
only  a  conductor  of  them  to  any  your  Majefty  fhall 
think  fit  to  commit  them  unto.  The  life,  preferved 
by  God's  providence  and  your  gracious  care,  is  now 
moll:  humbly  laid  at  your  feet  by

My  Lord, 

*"pHOUGH  I  cannot  abfolutely  excufe  my  neg- 
■*■  ligence  by  the  misfortune  fome  difpatches  of 
mine  to  you  have  had  ;  yet  I  can  very  truly  fay, 
that  I  have  been  as  induftrioufly  vigilant  as  it  was 
poflible  for  me  to  be,  to  obferve  and  lay  hold  upon 
any  occafion  that  might  offer  the  leaft  opportunity 
of  relieving  or  informing  you,  both  before  and  fince 
the  King's  arrival  in  this  kingdom.  But  before  his 
arrival  the  befl:  informations  we  could  get  of  his 

condition, 
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condition  were  as  uncertain,  as  his  very  condition  d.D.i6$2 
was  in  relation  to  any  judgment  to  be  made  of  the 
event :  and  fince  his  arrival  I  have  good  witnefles, 
how  early  and  how  earneftly  I  have  folicited  the 
fending  away  Sir  George  Hamilton  with  the  firft  of 
the  two  difpatches  you  will  receive  herewith.  But 
the  plain  truth  is,  the  King  could  never  fet  afide 
from  the  literal  neceffity  of  his  own  fubfiftence 
what  might  bear  his  charges,  nor  yet  can ;  which 
is  a  fad  reafon  why  a  cheaper  means  of  conveyance 
is  at  laft  found  out.  And  now  I  cannot,  without 
injuflice  to  the  King,  offer  unto  you  any  part  of 
the  great  value  and  care  he  exprefTes  of  your  per- 
fon  and  intereft,  as  an  effect  of  my  mediation,  or 
to  expiate  for  the  flownefs  of  my  performing  what 
I  promifed  you  •,  for  really  the  King's  own  inclina- 
tions, and  wife  tendernefs  of  your  fafety,  antici- 
pates all  motions  from  others  tending  to  it.  But  I 
can  fay,  till  he  was  upon  the  place,  there  was  no 
power  to  give  you  the  liberty  you  now  have  from 
him,  nor  any  reafon  why  it  mould  be  affumed  by 
any.  Let  thefe  truths,  which  are  partly  real  ex- 
cufes,  and,  what  they  want  in  that,  a  flat  begging 
your  pardon,  ferve  to  reftore  me  any  meafure  of 
lofs  in  ycur  belief  of  my  friendfhip  and  conftant 
deflre  to  ferve  you. 

The  letters  you  will  receive  from  his  Majefty  are 
{0  full,  as  to  direction,  information,  and  approba- 
tion, that  it  would  be  impertinence  in  me  to  offer 
at  adding  any  thing  of  my  own  to  them  in  thofe 
particulars  :  yet  fomething  there  remains  proper 
enough  for  me,  touching  the  tranfaction  on  this 
fide  the  fea  with  the  Duke  ofLorrain,  becaufe  your 
Lordfhip  with  great  reafon  was  ftartled  at  the  coun- 
tenance fought  to  be  gained  to  that  bufinefs  by  a 
letter  of  mine  to  the  Lord  Taaffey  and  perhaps  at 
fome  expreflions  in  that  letter,  that,  {trained  by 
the  fkill  of  thofe  concerned  in  the  justification  of  the

J.D.  1 65  2  matter  concluded,  might  feem  too  indulgent  to  it* 
'  What  I  fhall  fay  to  it  is  briefly  this  ;  nrft,  what 
you  have  already  obferved,  that  the  letter  bears 
date  fome  months  before  the  contract  concluded, 
and  fo  could  not  amount  to  a  fubfequent  approba- 
tion ;  and  if  you  pleafe  to  add,  that  it  was  impof- 
fible  for  me  then  to  forefee  that  they  having  your 
authority  only  to  treat,  mould  yet  conclude  (omit- 
ting your  name)  in  the  behalf  of  others  that  neither 
did,  nor,  if  they  did,  could  juftly  authorize  them  \ 
and  confequently  that  my  approbation  can  in  no 
fenfe  be  applied  to  that  •,  the  truth  being,  that  till 
you  fent  them  over  I  never  faw  them,  nor  had  any 
knowledge  that  they  were  more  than  you  had 
agreed  unto  with  the  Abbot  of  St.  Catharine's.  In 
the  next  place  I  muft  inform  you,  that  it  was  no 
part  of  my  purpofe,  when  I  writ  that  letter,  to 
give  any  thing  like  inftructions  to  guide,  or  autho- 
rity to  warrant,  a  contract  of  that  high  nature  and 
importance,  as  your  Lordfhip  will  eafily  believe 
when  you  confider  the  fhortnefs  of  the  expreflions 
that  concerned  it,  and  that  it  was  mixt  with  other 
things.  Laftly,  if  the  words  of  my  letter  be  well 
weighed,  and  compared  with  the  articles,  I  believe 
it  will  not  appear,  in  any  reafonable  conftruction, 
(how  unwary  foever  I  was  in  a  private  letter,  writ- 
ten purely  as  a  private  perfon)  that  they  juftify 
fuch  an  abfolute  resignation  of  the  kingdom,  as  that 
agreement  plainly  imports.  But  to  give  your  Lord- 
fhip full  proof  of  the  want  of  ingenuity  in  the 
juitiflcation  endeavoured  by  thofe  Gentlemen  for 
themfelves,  I  fend  you  the  copy  of  a  paper  given 
by  them  to  the  Duke  of  Lorrain  to  that  purpofe ; 
which,  compared  with  the  letter,  you  will  find  that 
they  foully  mifrecite  it,  by  leaving  out  your  name, 
and  by  underftanding  the  AfTembly  that  laft  fat, 
for  that  which  concluded  the  peace  and  inftituted 
the  commhTioners  of  truft,  who  indeed  could  be 
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only  intended  by  me,  when  I  fay  "  your  Lordfhip,  4.D.i6$2 
ic  and  fuch  as  the  late  General  AfTembly  intrufted,  WV 
<c  are  beft  judges  of  your  own  condition."  That 
your  Lordfhip  may  alfo  fee  the  fenfe  of  his  Majefty 
upon  that  bufinefs,  I  fend  you  obfervations  drawn 
by  his  command,  and  given  to  my  Lord  Norwich^ 
to  be  made  ufe  of,  in  cafe  the  justification  of,  or 
proceeding  ftill  upon  thofe  articles,  mould  be  in- 
fifted  on :  but  that  being  wifely  waved  by  the  Com- 
miflioners,  and  generoufly  by  the  Duke  of 'Lor rain \ 
they  ferve  now  only,  to  let  you  fee  how  much  all 
men  here  are  of  your  opinion,  and  as  in  refer ve 
againft  any  thing  mould  be  refumed  upon  that 
foot. 

I  would  moft  willingly  conclude  with  fome  aflu- 
rance  to  you  of  fupplies ;  but  neither  my  reliance 
upon  the  Duke  of  Lorrain's  power  will  permit  me 
to  be  over  pofitive  in  my  undertakings  ;  though  I 
can  fay,  that  the  higheft  and  moft  probable  endea- 
vours imaginable  within  the  King's  ability  are  laid 
before  him  :  but  of  this  theCommiflioners  now  that 
they  are  reftored  to  his  Majefty's  gracious  favour, 
and  directed  to  give  you  conftant  intelligence,  will 
beft  inform  you,  being  upon  the  place,  from  whence 
only  fupplies  can  prefently  be  expected.  It  is  true, 
that  his  Majefty  has  deflgned  perfonally  to  endeavour 
the  ftirring  up  of  the  affections  of  the  Emperor  and 
other  Princes  in  Germany  to  his  caufe  ;  and  he  hopes 
to  be  fhortly  on  the  journey.  But  if  the  Duke  of 
Lorrain  fhall  defift  from  affording  his  help,  I  fear 
you  are  not  in  cafe  to  ftay  for  what  may  be  expected 
from  the  German  defign,  unlefs  it  fhall  pleafeGod  to 
raife  fome  fuch  divifion  amongft  the  Englifh  Rebels, 
as  may  interrupt  the  levies  they  are  preparing  againft 
you.  Dean  King  being  not  yet  come  hither,  nor 
having  imparted  any  thing  to  us  that  he  had  in 
charge  beyond  his  inftructions,  which  refer  to  what 
he  had  to  fay,  I  am  able  to  give  you  no  farther  an- 

fwer 
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^.£.1652  fwer  to  any  of  your  difpatches.  I  am  now  to  in* 
S^Y-w  form  your  Lordfhip,  that  with  the  King's  permif- 
fion  and  by  the  advice  of  all  the  friends  I  have 
here  and  in  England,  my  wife  will  fhortly  go  for 
England,  to  endeavour  the  fecuring  of  her  own 
eftate  and  the  fupport  of  her  family  •,  which  I  hold 
necerTary  to  tell  you,  left  you,  or  thofe  that  know 
me  lefs,  mould  think  I  will  be  lefs  induftrious  or 
zealous  in  furthering  the  relief  of  that  kingdom  in  a 
way  of  opposition  to  the  Rebels  \  which  I  affure 
you  I  mall  not.     And  fo  I  remain
